Lenten Services. 

Before Lent; the average attendance at the 
Sunday “night service was forty Gr fifty: ~The 
special preachers and the special musical fea- 
tures of the Lenten series, have raised the.at- 
tendance to-about one hundred and fifty. 

‘The altérnoon services during the week have 
peen attended much as in recent years witich 
is to say, not largely; from six or eight to 
twenty odd. Fixe o'clock seems fiot to be à 
good hour even for the children, who are out 
oi school too long before that time. 


The experiment of a service at night. on 
Friday; has justified изен. The smallest at- 
tendance so far this season has been thirty- 
seven; the Jargest, forty-four. 

Increasing knowledge of the personnel of the 
congregation and ої the neighborhood points 
to the conclusion that the night service will 
prove the one most convenient for such a thing 
as church attendance through the week. 

We believe that people are just. as much, cer- 
tainly-as vitally, interested in religion and the

To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

I suppose if the work of the rector of a city 
parish were analyzed, it ought to fall under 
something like the following general heads : 
First, the conduct of the services in church on 
Sundays; secondly, the personal and pastoral 
ministrations to his people on weekdays be- 
tween; and, thirdly, maybe last because the 
least in the order of importance, the attention 
he must give to details of administration, to the 
manifold task of organization and of execution 
in that which is more essentially an office than a 
“study” at the church. 


To make this separation and analysis of both 
his time and toil is easy, theoretically; it looks 
simple when set down on paper; but, in cold, 
hard fact, it is not easy, nor have things worked 
out at all as he intended when he comes to look 
back over any year as that year draws to a con- 
clusion at this season. 


I lament: far more than I can tell you that so 
much of my time is consumed attending to de- 
tails each year, and that so much of my strength 
has been consumed, especially this year, in 
preparation for my tasks on Sundays, that I 
have not had—I feel it keenly and lament it 
loudly—opportunities as I could wish I had to 
visit people in their homes as much as I have 
tried to do in other years. 

Separation Coming Soon Again. 

I say this at this time because I know the date 
is coming on apace at which the people will be- 
gin to scatter soon again for a long summer sea- 
son, and that in that season I will have no 
chance to do the things Lought to have done or 
to undo what I have done all too badly. 


I have tried consistently, and I have tried in- 
dustriously, year by year, to make a constant 
practice of at least ringing every door-bell in the 
parish at least once a year. For a good part of 
this year, as you know, I simply could not do 
this, and for reasoüs that I need not mention. 
If I have failed, as I fear I have, in doing my 
whole duty to a people who have done so much 
for me, I do hope they will understand, and, 
understanding, sympathize instead of censure. 


$ The truth is that, in this parish, the third of 
fhese tasks, as they are jotted down above, has 
become so great, so time-consuming and withal 


absorbing, that I am in constant fear it may too 
greatly over-balance both the other two. I fondly 
hope that by another year some of this work 
may be committed into other hands; that I may 
find new help and new assistance and thereby be 
left free, more free, to do things that may be of 
much more importance. 
Plans for Work this Summer. 

I will speak to you from time to time a little 
later about the Summer’s Fresh Air Work. Just 
what we can do in this connection is not clear 
just at this moment. Mr. DeVenish is leaving 
his office as assistant in the parish on the first 
of May. This will leave us as shorthanded as 
we have been now and then in other summers. 
How far I may be away myself, and for how 
long a time, I cannot tell at present, for I do not 
know. When I do know I will tell you. When 
the way becomes more clear I will try to point 
out clearly what we can—and maybe we cannot 
—do in the way of summer work. 


The Church Property Committee of the Ves- 
try have under advisement several plans. They 
are considering estimates for some more work 
of reconstruction and repair to our church 
building. I shall not be surprised if we are 
compelled this year, as we were last year and 
the year before, to close the church entirely for 
the two months —July and August. These mat- 
ters are all yet in abeyance. Nothing definite 
can be decided until sometime in the month of 
May. The June number of the Parisn HELP- 
ER will be time enough to tell you all about the 
things we plan to do—when we have planned 
their doing. 


About that summer trip of mine, that Euro- 
pean journey and that pot of gold at this end of 
the rainbow, I am sorry if the wording of my 
April letter should have been misleading. I 
spoke of a “long” journey. I meant long in dis- 
tance more than long in time of making it. I 
will plan, when the summer comes, to take a 
summer's outing ; but, my dears, this is not sum- 
mer. It is true that two or three families have 
fled to the country; but, remember! How many 
swallows is it that it takes to make, etc.? 


Just be patient. Wait till summer comes. My 
lament is that you will not wait yourselves. As 
to what I will do, I have not the faintest idea. 
As to rumors, I recall an old stage driver's ad-

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vice out in Arizona. Said he: "Stranger, don't

Memorial Window and Tablet. 

The memorial window for the vacant space 
beside the baptistry, which has been under way 
so many months and in the making of which 
there has been delay after delay, has at last, I 
am informed by the agent of the London firm, 
arrived in New York, is now going through the 
customs, and should be in Philadelphia one of 
these days. If I were more sure of this, sure of 
a date, I would like to announce it and to plan 
some special feature for the service on that 
Sunday when it is in place for the first time. I 
am afraid to risk a date or name a time. І am 
telling you all I know. I have not seen the win- 
dow itself and not until it comes will anyone be 
able to see it or to pass judgment on it. I do 
hope it will be right. I am most eager that it 
may be so. 


I spoke in this column several months ago 
about a plan for making, of a part of an old 
window, a memorial tablet to bear an inscrip- 
tion and the name of Cora Roberts, who has 
been held in such fond regard and long remem- 
brance by so many of her friends. I suggested 
a way by which a portion of the window that it 
had been absolutely necessary to remove could 
be embodied in a tablet by a method proposed 
and in accordance with a design submitted by 
an architect, 


The cost of this might be fifty or seventy-five 
dollars. I had hoped for more response to the 
request for funds than has been forthcoming. 
Two persons up to date, two only, have sent 
contributions. I have in hand their fifteen dol- 
lars. Would you like to have this done? If so, 
will you please, somebody else, send me some 
further contributions? If you take to this sug- 
gestion, won't you speak to me in person. I 
will show you the design and tell you what the 
plan is. І ат sure you will be pleased. 

Sunday Afternoons in May. 

On Sunday afternoon, May 18th, at the four 
o'clock service the graduating class of the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy will attend 
church in a body, as they have done at about 
this season each year for ten years, to have the 
Rector preach to them a baccalaureate sermon 
as one of the exercises of their graduation week. 
The Choir are preparing for their part in the 
service with especial care and the service 
should be one of much interest to all those who 
come ordinarily to the afternoon services, and 
to many more besides. 


During the month of May the series of Sun- 
day Afternoon Services will be continued, as in 
past months, and the plan will be pursued of 
devoting, as last month, one Sunday each to 
each of four composers of church music, from 
select portions of whose works the entire 
musical part of each service will be made up on 
successive Sundays. It is good to look back on 
this season's Sunday services and to realize how 
largely they have been attended and how thor- 
oughly they have been enjoyed by those who 
have come in such numbers as seem to be stead- 
ily increasing. 

Church Periodical Club. 

The thanks of the Church Periodical Club 
are due to one of the Division Managers of the 
Bell Telephone Company for the very generous 
supply of magazines that he has begun to send, 
and promises to continue sending month by 
month, to the church from one of their reading- 
rooms. These come in quantity and are all of 
such quality as makes them suitable and very 
valuable in the work that the Club tries to do. 


The half dozen ladies who carry on this work 
so faithfully have asked me to express their 
thanks in the above words, and also to appeal 
again, as I have often done, to other persons, 
members of the parish, to replenish their stock 
(and repeatedly) of reading matter of. all kinds 
and in any quality. 

Sunday School Parties. 

During the month of April two Sunday 
School entertainments or parties were held. One 
was on Wednesday evening, one on Thursday 
evening, April 23rd and 24th. They were held 
on two evenings in order that two distinct 
groups might have more opportunity for more 
enjoyment in ways, each group by themselves. 


The second of these evenings was given up to 
the young people, who had such another evening 
as that of their After-Easter Party. On the first, 
the attendance was confined to the children and 
to members of the Women's Bible Class and 
Mothers’ Meeting, who were both regaled with 
moving pictures and refreshed with ample store 
of ice cream and abundant cake. 

Girls’ Club “Exhibit.” 

On Monday evening, May 19th, from half-

You will all 
go home glad and happy to have learned how 
much work has been done this winter and how 
good, how really excellent, is all the work that 
is done; and in what good spirit, with what high 
aim and with what abundant evidence of good 
result.

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Change the Name of The Church? 


Let us postpone this discussion until we 


Change the Constitution of The Church SRS 


A Sermon, preached on Sunday Morning, April 27th, 1913, in the Church of St. Luke and 
The Epiphany, Philadelphia, Pa., by the Rector, Rev. David M. Steele. 


'TExT.—Gen. 11: 4. 


“And they said, Go to, let uns 


. make us a name." 


Isa. 59: 14. “Judgment is turned away backward, and justice standeth afar off; 
for truth is fallen in the street, and equity cannot enter.“ 


There has been discussion of late much of it in 
certain quarters, less in others, —about a matter to 
which you have all at least heard reference, I mean 
the proposal to "Change the name of the Church." 
I have never talked to you in public and in company 
about this: indeed I have not even talked much in 
private or to individuals about it. And for three 
reasons: 


First, because I have never been able to bring my- 
self seriously to believe that the thing would happen. 


Secondly, because it has not been my observation 
that you as a congregation have been very keenly 
interested and; 


Thirdly, for a reason I will shortly come to. 


That last reason, as a matter of fact, is my reason 
for preparing this discourse. 

What is Being Considered ? 

First of all, let us get clearly in mind what it is 
that is being considered. I cannot do better at this 
point than to quote a statement of the situation in 
the language of a sermon preached recently to his 
own congregation by the Rector of St. Stephen's 
Church, this city, 


"At San Francisco in 1901, a commission was ap- 
pointed to ascertain the mind of the Dioceses on 
this subject. The vote against any change was so 
overwhelming that the matter was allowed to drop 
at the General Convention in Boston. The good 
effect of the cessation of the agitation was seen in 
the remarkable harmony and good will that prevailed 
in Richmond, in 1907, 


"A small band, however, sprang a proposal upon 
the General Convention in Cincinnati, in 1910, to 
drop the word ‘Protestant’ from the title page of the 
Prayer Book, and to entitle that manual ‘The Book 
of Common Prayer of the Holy Catholic Church, ac- 
cording to the use of that portion thereof known as 
The Episcopal Church in the United States of Am- 
erica.’ 


“This amendment only failed by one vote of pass- 
ing both orders in the House of Deputies. Of course 
the House of Bishops would have had to assent also; 
but, as the amendment was carried in the Clerical 


order in the Lower House, it could hardy be ex- 
pected that the more clerical of the two houses, the 
House of Bishops, would have rejected it. 


"It is true that such action would have had to be 
confirmed at a subsequent General Convention. It 
is also worth noting that many people were misled 
by a suspicious argument that the passage of the 
amendment by that convention was only a way of 
'getting the question before the Church,’ and would 
really have been opposed in the end to the measure 
for which they voted in the beginning, 

How Serious is the Situation? 

“But, making all qualifications and deductions, the 
weight of opinion in favor of change was startling. 
A campaign on behalf of this innovation has since 
that time been industriously continued in certain of 
the Church Papers, with a growing tendency to favor 
some such name as ‘The American Catholic Church’ 
or "The American Church.“ 


The next General Convention of the Church, which 
meets as you know triennially, will be held in New 
York City next October, It is possible—although 
there is no way of knowing any such thing for a cer- 
tainty in advance, —that this question will again come 
up as an issue in that convention. 


The Annual Convention of this Diocese meets a 
week or two hence in this city. Incidentally, it 
meets in this church, Here also it is possible—al- 
though here again everything in the future is con- 
jecturalB,—that some resolution bearing on this sub- 
ject may come up for debate and that action in some 
one of a half dozen ways may be proposed. 


I do not know for the present either of these 
things. Nobody knows, You will see therefore that, 
at present, technically speaking and to use a com- 
mon form of parlance, “There is no motion before 
the House.” I feel strongly that, until there is, it is 
Premature to indulge in a discussion, pro or con, 
upon the merit or demerit of a question that is not 
now framed: upon either one of two questions, 
neither of which may ever be framed. 


Who are Discussing It? 


The field in which all this discussion has been 
carried on is worth a moment's notice also, before we 
( 


| 
| 
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go further. Just who has discussed the question? 
Just whence are the rumors that have come to you? 
In what forum, from what platform, by whose pen 
Or voice have reasons pro and con been framed in 
a debate, the rumors of which, rumors only, have 
come to your ears? 


First, there is of course the Public Press. All 
that you have read there you may set to one side. 
The function of a newspaper is to purvey news. 
The more sensational the news, the more it is pur- 
veyed as any other ware for sale, There is nothing 
yet accomplished; therefore, nothing "new" has hap- 
pened. Until it has happened, there would seem to 
be nothing to say—nothing to say worth the read- 
ing—in the newspapers as such. 


Secondly, there are the Church papers, the seve- 
ral organs of as many wings or branches of the 
Church. These have spoken editorially, Editors 
have expressed, on both sides, their opinions. There 
have also appeared articles on other pages from the 
pens of writers who have set forth arguments for 
and against such change. But all of these again, 
I beg you to observe, are arguments before the fact. 


Any question after it is raised, any motion even 
after it is made, not to say carried over from one 
session to another session, is amendable. Of the 
recognized ways to amend a motion there are five, 
(1 quote from Roberts’ Rules of Order.) “A motion 
to amend may be made, (a) to add or insert certain 
words or paragraphs, (b) to strike out certain words 
or paragraphs, (c) to strike out certain words and in- 
sert others, (d) to substitute another resolution or 
paragraph on the same subject for the one pending, 
(e) to divide the question into two or more questions 
so as to: get a separate vote on any particular point 
or points separately.” 

2 


"Therefore, even though all this discussion were 
now on a question carried over from a former ses- 
sioh, such discussion might conceivably all fall to 
the ground of a sudden, The very arguments in a 
motion's behalf might be the strongest arguments 
against it, if the time ever came to vote upon it 
and the motion itself had the meanwhile been 
"amended." 

The Arguments That Have Been Framed. 

But, touching this only in passing, now one word 
or two about the arguments themselves, the argu- 
ments that have been made, will perhaps be made 
again, (provided always that the question comes 
up for discussion, which is a proviso with a great 
big if). These are about as many in number on one 
side as on the other, if you come to counting argu- 
ments on points in number. I have no thought of 
entering upon discussion of the question, notice, but 
of outlining the points that are being discussed. 
"There is not time even to state all the arguments; 
but they may be set down here, for illustration mere- 
ly, these half dozen, three on either side, 


The advocates of change aver that our Church is 
Catholic and therefore we should call a spade a 
spade. Their opponents declare that it is Protestant 
and are determined still to call a club a club. 


The proponents of such a resolution as the one 
above are eager to effect Church Union in reality as 
well as theory with what they believe to be the 
Ancient Church of Christendom, The opponents are 
just as eager for Church Unity and believe that the 


departure would be right about face in the march 
now being made toward all the bodies popularly 
called Evangelical, 


The first believe that we would gain a new and 
valid vantage ground from which to press the 
Church's "mission"; and a new method, right in 
theory, strong in motive, for the doing of all mis- 
sionary work. The second fear that we would cut 
the very nerve of missions by attempting to enforce 
a law instead of trying to dispense a gospel. 


But All Argument at Present is Wasted. 


I have said I would not argue, I confess I have 
no facts. If I had—I have not—prejudices, I would 
not indulge them here. There are weighty argu- 
ments, and on both sides; not only the few men- 
tioned but a score of others; arguments of honest 
men who speak with information and who plead 
Írom deep conviction for change and against change, 
There are strong traditions, long established and 
deep rooted in the past: there are open visions, high, 
far reaching and important for the future. There are 
men of honest heart and men of open mind who are 
both eager-hearted and as open-minded on one side 
as on the other, 


І have said all that I know, all that I have to say; 
all that anyone knows, and therefore all that any- 
one should say; upon a question which, remember, 
is not yet a question. And I have said this much, 
not to frame a thesis but the rather to set forth a 
question. I have said it for a reason which I want 
now to present, АП that has been said is introduc- 
tion, introduction only, to another question, wholly 
different, which is the question, I submit, of prior 
and greater importance. 


I am thinking, not of that which is a question of 
opinion, but of this which is a question of the method 
of determining opinion. I would ask: What is the 
Church's method of determining the wish, the will, 
the mind, the judgment, of its corporate communion 
upon any question? Has it, in the present, any 
method of doing this? Until this, which is the “рге- 
vious question," is decided, all discussion on such 
questions as the one cited in the illustration is but 
time and talent wasted. 


Merit, But Without Method. 


l'or, remember, the question above is only one of 
many questions like itself that might be raised, 
pressed, argued and discussed. But to what pur- 
Pose? Pressed to what end? Argued with what 
object? To be settled? Yes. But how? There is 
no way at present, as the Church is organized, no 
method, no machinery of legislation, by which they 
can possibly be settled on that ground which is the 
ground that they are being argued on, This, I say, 
is one of scores of changes that it might be wise or 
unwise to make; but when it had been decided 
whether change were wise or unwise, how could they 
who make decision be the ones to make or to pre- 
vent the change? 


For, consider the nature of the question and the 
ground of the discussion. The question is one of 
opinion; the discussion is upon the ground of pref- 
erence. It is not a question of doctrine, but of prac- 
tice, Not belief is involved, but only behavior. 
The whole burden of inquiry is not so much, what 
we ought to do, as what we want to do. The query 
then becomes this and this only: Who are we? 
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How many are we? What do we want? Knowing 
what we wish, what is the way to get that wish ex- 
pressed? And my observation is: There is no way 
at present of getting that wish expressed in terms 
of legislation, by the Church's legislators, as the 
Church's legislative body is comprised and consti- 
tuted, 


We face this anomaly; therefore; of a question 
being considered upon merit and being decided by a 
method in which the same merit has no place. If 
it should appear that the Church has no way of 
acting as a body in a way that guarantees its acting 
in accordance with its members’ wishes, then all 
questions of mere wish or will or preference, per- 
sonal preference on the part of the persons who 
compose the Church, would seem to be insolvable at 
present. If such is the case, then, is it not the part 
of wisdom to postpone discussion on all questions 
of this character—this question as all questions of 
its character—until that way is found? In short, in- 
stead of talking about Change of the Church’s Name, 
we ought first to make a change in the Church’s 
Constitution. 

A Question of Majorities. 

In the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States there are at present about a million communi- 
cants, (To be accurate, there are 968,379 “communi- 
cants” and 5,428 clergy). If this million people 
wanted to call themselves by any name, they ought 
to have that privilege. I will go one long step fur- 
ther, even though you go not with me. I will say 
that, by analogy with every other act of legislation 
in a country where all rule is by majorities, if a 
majority of this million want something, the min- 
ority ought to concur. They ought to submit. 


And I feel sure they would submit. But what I am 
asking is: How shall the wish of the majority be 
made effective? Suppose the majority have one wish 
upon this subject, overwhelmingly, what likelihood 
is there of its finding expression in any act of legis- 
lation on the part of the General Convention of our 
Church, as that convention is now constituted? I 
say, if a bare majority want this thing done, even 
a large minority ought to agree. But the trouble is, 
an overwhelming majority may want it not done 
and yet, because of our present system of represen- 
tation, a trivial few might pass a law (!) to do it. 


Do you realize how sadly unrepresentative our 
present system is, this system of (mis) Representa- 
tion in General Convention. Before saying what it 
is, let us see what it is not. Let us see, by way 
of illustrating what the system ought to be in the 
Church in theory, what it is, in fact, in the State. 
How, for example, in the nation, is our Congress 
constituted? 


Proportionate Representation in State. 


That body is made up of two houses; speaking 
technically, of The Senate and The House. The 
Senate is made up of Senators, agents all of states in 
equal numbers, two in number each, and that be- 
cause they are the agents all of sovereign states. 
The House of Representatives is really representa- 
tive, not only because the delegations are units but 
because the very units are of different size; these 
agents come in groups of varying numbers, various 
because they represent proportionately different pop- 
ulations or proportions of the nation's population. 


The State of New York has two Senators, the 
State of Rhode Island has two. Their numbers 
are equal because they represent equal things. That 
is, they represent equally sovereign states, The 
theory here is that things equal to the same thing 
are equal to each other. The State of New York 
has 43 Representatives and the State of Rhode Island 
has 3 Representatives, different numbers because 
they represent different populations. The entire 
Senate is a body of 96 Senators, two times 48 States. 
The House of Representatives has 435 Representa- 
tives; 36 from Pennsylvania, 3 from North Dakota, 
?1 from Ohio, and 2 from New Hampshire, these 
delegations differing in size in their ratio to each 
other as their populations, i. e. as 7,665,111 is to 
577,056 and as 4,767,121 is to 430,572. The second 
house is a true House of Representatives, They are 
a representative body. They represent constituen- 
cies of such sizes as conform with facts. 


For help in compiling these figures I am indebted 
to the Hon. George D. McCreary, Congressman 
from the Sixth Pennsylvania Congressional Dis- 
trict. 


Disproportionate Representation in Church. 


Now, what is the parallel of all this in the Church? 
What is our legislative body and what is its form 
of organization? That body is the General Conven- 
tion. How is it organized? It has, as has Congress, 
two houses: a House of Bishops and a House of 
Deputies. Excellent. Of the House of Bishops 
there are members, one each from each Diocese 
and Missionary District. All are on equal footing, 
as they ought to be, Each one is equal to each other. 
By analogy with the above they ought to be. They 
hold their seats by virtue of their bishoprics. Here 
again, things equal to the same thing are equal to 
each other. They speak each one with one voice. 
They speak for one unit each, that is, one sovereign 
diocese. So far so good. { 


But the House of Deputies? From this póint on 
the parallel becomes a farce. One line of what 
should be a parallel is lacking. The House of Depu- 
ties has an equal number of delegates from each one 
of sixty-seven unequal dioceses. The Diocese of 
New York has 89,944 communicants; it is repre- 
sented by eight delegates. The Diocese of Fond du 
Lac has 5,395 communicants; it is represented by 
eight delegates. The Diocese of Pennsylvania has 
58,198 communicants and is represented by eight 
delegates. The Diocese of Springfield has 3,733 
communicants and is represented by eight delegates. 
Why? Гог no reason in heaven or earth except 
that "it has always been so." It was so in the be- 
ginning, is now and ..... 25. 


Ever shall be? That is just the point. It was so 
in the beginning. By design? More possibly out of 
necessity. This last is neither here nor there. It is 
so now, not because there have never been pro- 
posals to change—proposals to do this have been 
made repeatedly,—but because, up to date, the very 
people who would have to vote to make the change 
have been the people who would be, or thought that 
they would be, put not to some injustice but to dis- 
advantage. 

This Ought to be Changed. 


Now, advantage is a selfish word, If selfishness 
could have a place in a Church Council, there would 
be for this some show of reason. At the best there 
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is no reason; there is only some excuse. Shall it 
always be so? I trust not. A change in the Church's 
Constitution will come. It must come, soon or late. 
Would that it might come soon. If it does not 
come soon, there is grave danger that, when it does 
come, it will have come too late. 


Do you not see what the danger is? Do you not 
see what it is this year, this year of grace, which 
there is danger may be made a year of sinning? It is 
time the Constitution were amended, If amended so 
as to provide for Proportionate Representation in 
the General Convention, the whole discussion on the 
question of a Change of Name would be placed at 
once upon another plane. It would then be worth 
our while to ask: What does the Church want done? 
When that question had been discussed then upon 
its merits, there would be a way of acting meri- 
toriously. Now, inasmuch as there is absolutely no 
way of doing, on the basis of the people's wishes, 
what the most people want done, what is the profit 
in discussing whether the Church wants or does not 
want this or anything like it done? 


l repeat, this question is a question largely of 
wish, of will, of preference. If the Church wants to 
change its name it has a right to change it; but the 
Church is the body of Churchmen, “the whole body 
of believers" If the majority wishes this done, the 
minority ought to submit, But who is there to speak 
for this majority? Where is the body to enact such 
legislation? What is our form of Proportionate 
Representation? We have none. 


Study Carefully these Figures. 


The following tabulated statement will show what 
glaring inequalities exist in the House of Deputies of 
the General Convention, in which house, be it re- 
membered, each group of representatives has a voice 
in legislating for the Church at large. The state- 
ment herewith offered takes the two extremes of 
strength and weakness and contrasts them, so as to 
show precisely the nature of the present inequality 
of so-called representation in a score of sixty-seven 
Dioceses sending deputies to the General Conven- 
tion. 


I have borrowed from another the below scheme, 
framework, table for statistics, and have filled in 
figures from this year's Church Almanac, the one for 
1913. Ten of the weakest Dioceses are compared 
with ten of the strongest. The figures are for totals 
each of Clergy and Communicants, since the “Dele- 
gations” to the House of Deputies are made up of 
eight delegates each, four clergymen and four lay- 
men. This, remember, is the House of Deputies 
only, distinct from the House of Bishops. The lat- 
ter corresponds to the Senate and would continue 
to. It is only what corresponds, in Congress, to the 
House of Representatives that it would be proposed 
to change.. Here are the figures and in these figures 
there are writ large the reasons and the need for 
change. .

What АП This Illustrates, 


(1) "To take an extreme case, Marquette, Mich., 
with its 18 Clergy and 2,700 communicants, has as 
much voice in a so-called ‘representative’ body in 
shaping the legislation of the Church at large, as 
has New York with more than twenty-three times 
as many Clergy and more than thirty-three times 
as many communicants. 


(2) "If we take the averages, disregarding frac- 
tions, we find that on an average each of the first 
ten Dioceses has as much voice in a so-called 'rep- 
resentative’ body in shaping the legislation of the 
Church at large, as each of the second ten, with 
seven times the number of Clergy, and thirteen 
times the number of communicants, 


(3) "This state of things is consistent with 
neither equity nor moral power. It is no answer to 
say that each Diocese is a unit of Church life, and 
therefore equal to every other unit. A unit of one- 
twenty-third or one-thirty-third the weight of an 
other unit can never fairly be counted as equal to it." 


For fear this should sound radical, presumptuous, 
revolutionary, let me say again the proposition is 
not new, The question has come up time after time. 
And let me now, from this point on, give place en- 
tirely to others who shall speak their mind. Let 
them speak not opinions but facts. Let them speak 
not hastily but with deliberation, And let them 
speak, not their own mind merely but that of their 
Diocese. Let me quote again from past years’ Jour- 
nals of our own Diocesan Convention, 


Some years ago a Committee was appointed by the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania to confer with other Dio- 
ceses on "Proportionate Representation in General 
Convention.” Their report was submitted by the 
Rev. Dr. J. A. Harris, Rector of St. Paul's Church, 
Chestnut Hill, He says: 


Report of a Committee, 


"The consideration of the subject brings to light 
a situation which is, to say the least, anomalous in 
any representative body such as the General Conven- 
tion is supposed to be. Its constituencies are the 
Dioceses and Missionary jurisdictions, appearing at 
its sessions by their Bishops, and the Dioceses ap- 
pearing at its sessions by their Clergy and their 
Laity. The concurrence of all three classes of rep- 
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resentatives, voting in two Houses, is necessary to 
effect legislation for the Church. 


“Tf the legislative power resided in the Bishops 
alone, then each Diocese, in the person of its Bishop, 
would rightfully be upon an equality with every 
other Diocese. But, as already stated, the legisla- 
tive power does not reside in the Bishops alone. If 
there were but slight variations in the number of 
the Clergy and the Laity in each Diocese which is 
part of the constituency of the General Convention, 
then again each Diocese would rightfully be upon 
an equality with every other Diocese; for the vari- 
ation of small fractions could be disregarded. 


"But the Dioceses vary greatly in this respect. If 
the theory of the representative character of the 
General Convention is to continue with any show 
of equity, the status in it of its constituent parts 
must be entirely changed from what it is at present. 
It must be fairly representative, or in no true sense 
of the term can it be representative at all. 


“Tf this Church is ever to be in reality, as accord- 
ing to some it is in theory, the Church of America, 
it can only be as its methods in matters of legislation 
are American. Тһе average sense of Americans is 
adverse to rule by a technical and not a real major- 
ity. Such majority must be real and fair to be sub- 
mitted to." 

Other Preambles and Resolutions. 

The following year, in the Convention of this 
Diocese the following preambles and resolution were 
presented to the convention: 


"Whereas, the Present method of Representation 
in the House of Deputies of the General Conven- 
tion is by Dioceses, and not by delegations propor- 
tional in number to the number of Parishes, Clergy, 
or Communicants; and 


“Whereas, Through the development of the 
Church in the past century and the multiplication of 
Dioceses, the delegates from Dioceses containing a 
small minority of communicants can outvote those 
representing a large majority of the communicants; 
and 

“Whereas, Such a condition is contrary to the 
principles of equity and the true idea of a represen- 
tative body, making the majority of the Church 
liable to be overwhelmed by the minority in some 
important question of legislation, and, if allowed to 
continue, is a danger to the peace and unity of the 
Church; 


“Resolved, That the basis of representation in the 
House of Deputies in the General Convention should 
be so far modified that the several Dioceses shall be 
represented in proportion to the number of their 
clergy, their parishes, or their communicants, or in 
some more just and equitable method than the 
present. 

“Your committee present the above preambles and 
resolution for adoption by the Convention; and also 
offer the following: 


“Resolved, that the Deputies of the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania to the next General Convention be in- 
structed to present a memorial to the General Con- 
vention embodying the above preambles and resolu- 
tion, and asking favorable consideration of the 


same,” 


Still Other Words of Wisdom. 


These preambles and resolutions were adopted 
(did you know it?) by the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


From another report on the same proposition I 
quote the words of the late James S. Biddle, Esq. 


"As the matter now stands in the Constitution of 
the General Convention, the most vital interests of 
the Church are at the mercy of the small minority. 
The exposure is not only to possible but to visible 
imminent danger. We may be upon the very edge 
of a precipice; the very name and style of our 
Church might be changed, our whole Prayer Book 
metamorphosed, our liturgy transubstantiated, our 
Articles of Religion abolished or reversed, our whole 
doctrine, ritual and worship transformed; in short, 
our Church remodeled and utterly revolutionized in 
her fundamental character by a majority of Dioceses 
which should represent only about one-fifth of the 
number of her communicant members and less than 
that portion of her intelligence, strength and actual 
working force." 


This was foreseen and predicted by this sage ob- 
server as long since as 1889, 


From the N. Y. Independent. 


This next quotation is from an article, appearing 
two weeks ago in the New York Independent, from 
the pen of the Rev. D. Monroe Royce. 


"This undemocratic and truly astounding state of 
things in the Episcopal Church is explained by the 
fact that the voting in the General Convention— 
where all the Church laws are made—is in effect by 
dioceses, and not by communicants of the Church. 


"For example, the diocese of California, which has 
just instructed its delegates to the General Conven- 
tion to vote for the change of name, has a clerical 
roll of only 93, and its communicants, clerical and 
lay, number 9,352, whilst the diocese of New York 
has a clerical list of 416, and numbers 86,944 com- 
municants, Yet the diocese of California casts as 
many votes in the councils of the Church as the dio- 
cese of New York. 


"Or if representation were based upon taxation, 
the diocese of New York would have more votes 
than a dozen dioceses west of the Alleghany Moun- 
tains. For the diocese of New York gives more 
money to the general cause of Church work than a 
dozen such dioceses as California, 


"This is enough to show that a change of name 
may take place in the face of an overwhelming ma- 
jority against it. I think it would be actually found 
that, even in such dioceses as California, the dele- 
gates do not fairly represent the will of the major- 
ity, and that if this question were put directly to 
a popular vote not a single diocese would support 


this movement. I believe, therefore, that a victory. 


for this propaganda in the General Convention, as 
now constituted would be the most undemocratic 
thing that has ever occurred in this country. 


“It would indeed be grossly unfair from every 
point of view, so grossly unfair, in fact, as to out- 
rage the feelings of loyalty and decency of a very 
large body of communicants and supporters of this 
Church. And I further believe that many of them 
would flatly refuse to accept such action as binding 
and would hold on to the name that was given their 
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Church at its baptism, which took place at the very 
beginning of our national life." 


Last of All, from Bishop White. 

And lest this language should seem stronger than 
is wise; lest the writer above quoted appear too radi- 
cal, this magazine too secular and this appeal too 
modern, let me quote from one whose words are 
weighty from all points of view precisely opposite, 


The first Bishop of Pennsylvania, a man eminently 
cautious and conservative, uses the following lan- 
guage as late as the year 1835, near the close of his 
long Episcopate, when his judgment had been fully 
ripened by observation and experience of men and 
of tendencies: 


"There may occur questions having important 
bearings on our doctrine, or on our discipline, or 
on our worship; measures may be adopted by a ma- 
jority, according to our Constitution, but dissented 


from by an acknowledged majority of our Episcopal 
population. It can hardly be supposed, and is con- 
trary to our observation of human nature, that the 
measures would be submitted to." (Bishop White's 
"Memoirs," etc., p. 391, 2d Ed., 1836). 


To sum up let me repeat in part one paragraph 
above. If as appears, the Church has no way of 
acting as a body in a way that guarantees its act- 
ing in accordance with its members' wishes, then all 
questions like the one being discussed so widely is 
insolvable at present by any method that would 
make any solution the right one. Such being the 
case, it is certainly the part of wisdom to postpone 
discussion on all questions of this character—this 
question as all questions of its character—until that 
way is found. In short, instead of talking about 
Change of Name, we ought to act at once upon this 
other point, this vital point, and Change the Church's 
Constitution.

Rector's Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

As such things go, we have been fortunate 
beyond our wont this season in being delivered 
from the burden of hot weather which has of- 
ten made the practice of church-going decline 
in the month of May in Philadelphia to such 
extent as elsewhere would be normal only in 
July or August. There have been no sultry 
days and, as a consequence, the attendance has 
been good at services and work in all societies, 
etc, has gone forward as was usual in the six 
months of the year preceding. Nothing unto- 
ward has happened save the flight of a few 
families who go early to the country yearly and 
whose exodus must be viewed with complacency. 


When Summer comes—it does not come in 
May—when Summer comes, which is to say, 
for those who earn their living and only take a 
vacation, rather than for those who live instead 
and thus have leisure in which to “Spend the 
Summer,” the Rector as well as the other clergy 
in the parish, the Choirmaster, Choir members, 
Parish Visitor and Verger each in turn and all 
for ample season will give and take their holi- 
days. The Rector is planning, when the time 
comes that he can go away without more 
hindrance to the Church’s work than mere con- 
venience to himself, when this time comes, 
maybe the first of July, he is planning to go to 
Europe for a couple of months in all. He will 
endeavor to do what is best—best for the par- 
ish, best for himself and, consequently, best for 
you. He cannot go anywhere at this moment. 
He could go to the ends of the earth later and 
his absence would be of no consequence. Read 
on below and both these facts will become more 
apparent. 

Repairs and Improvements. 

The Church Property Committee of the Ves- 
try have under advisement plans for the doing 
of some one or two or three, or all, of four im- 
portant pieces of repair and reconstruction work 


about the Church this Summer. They have 
about three thousand dollars available with 
which to do something or some things ; but, since 
this amount may not be enough for all, they 
will probably have to choose out things in order 
of their relative importance. 


Those four things are, in their order, as fol- 
lows: First, the chancel organ is in bad con- 
dition. The pipes will have to be taken out and 
perhaps several entire new “stops,” which is to 
say whole banks of pipes, inserted in the new. 
Nobody has any idea how much there is to an 
organ until it is taken apart and when these 
pipes are all taken out of the chancel, three or 
four thousand in number, they will have to be 
spread over a large part of the body of the 
Church. 


Secondly, the upholstery of the pews and the 
covering of the cushions is in such bad condi-- 
tion, while incidentally the pews even as they: 
are so uncomfortable, that attention must be: 
given to this matter certainly this Summer. 
Just what to do has been a source of great per- 
plexity. All sorts of plans have been proposed. 
The most feasible seems to be to alter the pews 
slightly and then to recover them as well as 
the cushions with new material, thus increasing 
their comfort at the same time that the attempt 
is made to restore their appearance. 


Inside and Outside. 


Thirdly, there is the whole system of electric 
lighting of the Church which is as yet inade- 
quate. Much has been done to this at different 
times and especially to the chancel which has 
been made satisfactory. But since the new 
painting and decorating of last Summer was 
done the insufficiency of light beneath the ceil- 
ing is the more apparent. This seems to be the 
third matter in order and degree of importance. 
Possibly we will have enough money to come 
to this ; possibly we will not. 


Fourth and lastly, there is the outside of the 
Church. It ought to be painted; but before be- 


ing painted it is an open question whether it , 


ought not to be almost entirely replastered. To 
do the former were a simple job; to do the lat- 
ter in addition bids fair to be an expensive one. 
This can, of course, wait. And it seems as 
though it ought to wait until the other things 
are done inside. It would be unwise (as well 
as quite unscriptural), to give attention to “the 
outside of the cup and the platter” until, etc. 
You will catch the point, I think. 


Although that was not the point I started out 
to make. The important thing is that, inasmuch 
as whatever work is done will take a consider- 
able time and inasmuch as doing work inside the 
Church on such a scale will make it quite impos- 
sible to hold church services the meanwhile, we 
will probably have to suspend entirely this year, 
as we did last year—and haye in other past 
years for that matter—and close the Church for 
service during the two months, July and August. 
Due announcement will be made of this, and in 
sufficient time, if it is necessary. In the mean- 
time why not go on, as we ought, through the 
month of June, attending church just as though 
it were January. 

Girls’ Club Exhibit. 

The greatest success of anything attempted in 
the Parish House in all the years that I have 
known the parish was, I think, the meeting on 
Monday night, May 19th, of between 250 and 
300 people to- view the First Annual Exhibit of 
work done by the Girls’ Club since its reorgani- 
zation and under its present excellent and effi- 
cient management. 


I tried in last. month’s Parish Helper to fore- 
cast events in such detail that it is necessary 
only to read over again the column and a half 
there printed as a prophecy and to substitute the 
past tense for the future tense in all verbs used 
to have a narrative instead of an announcement, 
to have description instead of prediction. 


A florist was employed at small expense to 
make the rooms attractive; an orchestra of three 
pieces was engaged to render music for a pur- 
pose; a score of the young ladies, members of 
the club, spent almost the whole day on Mon- 
day at hard labor; the four teachers in the four 
departments put the products of their Winter’s 
work on exhibition and, well, I guess, Miss Mor- 
ton and Miss Clarkson and Miss Weber must 
have done the rest. 


At any rate, so the girls themselves decided, 
as was witnessed by the tokens of appreciation 
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they presented to these ladies and the votes of 
thanks and tokens of affection they showered on 
the rest of the associates and the fine bouquets 
of roses they presented to the teachers, Mrs. 
Smith, Miss Ancker, Miss Hammond and Mrs. 
Reichner. As for the Rector, he did absolutely 
nothing except every now and then, on every 
opportunity, make a speech." 
Sunday School Picnic. 

Over and over again between now and that 
date the time will be announced of the Sunday 
School Picnic. 1 speak of it here merely to set 
down the date for reference and to say that we 
are beginning long ahead of time to make all 
necessary plans. The day will be Saturday, July 
19, and the place of excursion will be Menlo 
Park where, last year, all who went report hav- 
ing had such a good time. 


There is no telling where the Rector will be at 
that season; but there will be willing workers 
left behind who will attend to all details, have 
tickets printed, notices sent out and invitations 
issued, so that he who runs may read and, read- 
ing, may run straight to the railway station, 
either on an early morning run or an early aí- 
ternoon one, depending upon whether he is 
young or old, or whether he works half the day 
and has a Saturday half holiday, or whether he 
is one of those who, being children, do not work 
that day at all but have the live long day to play. 

Thanks for Hospitality. 

One of the most gratifying things that has 
occurred this Winter is the number of people— 
not merely one or two occasionally but a very 
considerable number—who have written let- 
ters, and especially who have made contribu- 
tions, practically all of them anonymous, to the 
Church, speaking of the "hospitality" they have 
received as strangers and wanting thus to speak 
their thanks and to show their appreciation. 


I have received during the past month alone 
no less than twelve letters or little envelopes, 
sometimes through the Mail Box and sometimes 
through the medium of the Alms Basin, speak- 
ing such thanks and proving such loyalty. 

This is more than gratifying, inasmuch as it 
shows how far we are meeting with success in 
our efforts to place the resources of this parish 
at the service of strangers and providing in our 
place of worship a welcome for visitors, guests, 
transients and sojourners, even though but for a 
season short at best. 


The correspondence that I speak of has come 
almost entirely from those who have been read- 
ers of the Parish Helper, and the contributions 
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I believe there is a better way of doing this 
And I not only believe, I know for very cer- 
tainty, there is a wider and more worthy read- 
ing public, I believe that people are inter:

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My dear Friends: 

I have been asked by a number of persons—both 
within the parish and without—to print, at least in 
substance, the address made on second day of the n 
cesan Convention held in this Church, May 6th to 8th, 
the address made on behalf of the Resolution о 
amend the Constitution of the Diocese as to provi e 
for Proportionate Representation, in gonyonton о 
delegates from different parishes according to their 
size, instead of the system of Equal Representation as 
the Constitution now provides. 


This request comes partly from persons who were 
present SEN heard the debate upon the Resolution, and 
who looked on while the Convention took action, and 
also from others, many of them from other dioceses, 
‘who have heard report of the action here taken and are 
moved to do the same thing at home in their own con- 
vention. i

І ат glad to do this and to print a paragraph 
introduction telling what was done and why the motion 
was first introduced, 


as been, as everyone knows, much discussion 
0 a a proposal in the Church at large to change 
the Church’s Name. ‘This would have to be done in 
the General Convention, It meets triennially, meeting 
this year in New York, in October. A couple of . 
ago it began to be pointed out that such a body ү the 
General Convention is at present could not, in all a. 
ness, pass upon such a question. Inasmuch as tha 
body has no method as it is now constituted, of um 
pressing, by its present personnel, the wish, the will, 
the preference or the decision of a majority of tl | 
members of the Church. The trouble is that equa! 
delegations represent such unequal constituencies. 
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The more this point was emphasized the more appar- 
ent it became that every argument made for a change 
of constitution there applied with equal force to the 
same situation here: i. e., in the local diocese, Hereto- 
fore “memorials” had been presented from one diocese 
after another, including this of Pennsylvania, asking 
the General Convention to do this; but they could only 
come with a good grace from those dioceses in which 
the same thing had first been done at home, on the 
principle of people who live in glass houses being well 
behaved, etc. 


Tt was this that made the motion to change our own 
constitution seasonable. It was its own merit that 
caused it to prevail. That is to say, it prevailed to this 
extent. Any amendment to the Constitution of the Dio- 
cese, as is ustial іп any body, must pass at two succes- 
sive conventions. This amendment has passed its first 
reading, as it were. It must now lie over for a year 
and then be voted on again. It will have to be carried 
a second time in order to become effective. 


The method of doing what had first to be done was 
to propose the amendment itself on the Tuesday of the 
convention, have it referred to the Committee on 
Canons, who would pass upon it technically, to see that 
it was in formal shape. They reported favorably. Dis- 
cussion on the Resolution was made the order of the 
day for Wednesday at eleven o'clock. It was at that 
time that the address below was made in its behalf. 
The content of these pages is rather that of an argu- 
ment or brief than of a full detailed discussion.

The Present Situation. 


A sent the Diocesan Convention is composed of 
а and Laymen. Of Clergy there аге, as re- 
ported, this year by the Secretary, 234 entitled to vote. 
Of Parishes there are, sending delegates this year, 135. 


Clergy have seats in the Convention, not by vir- 
n Шы "office," but by virtue of their, “titles.” 
They speak and vote only as individuals. Eaca clergy- 
man acts only for himself. 

This speaker, for example, does not have a seat, does 
not Dek and does not vote, as Rector of the Parish 
of St. Luke and The Epiphany, but only as the Rev. 
Mr. So and So. It is only in the Lay Delegation that 
there is “representation” as such. 

I say, no Rector of a Parish does any of these things 
pecie. of his rectorship. The Lay Delegates from a 
Parish vote in the manner they do for the very 1eason 
that they are Delegates. It is thus in the second order 
alone that "representation" inheres. 


This was all provided for at the beginning. In the 


Resolutions accompanying the Act of Association lead- 
ing up to the very Constitution itself, adopted May 22, 
1786, there is this language: 


*Resolved, That a clergyman cannot vote as the rep- 
resentative of his particular church, but that a lay 
deputy or deputies be sent to represent each congrega- 


tion." $ 


i size. 

At present the delegations are all of equal 
Each Parish, regardless of its size, has the rigat fo 
send three Lay Delegates. The deputation from each 
Church is entitled to one vote and no more. All these 
things, as they are here set forth, are provided for in 
the present form of Constitution. 

The Change Proposed. 

It is proposed so to alter the Constitution as to allow 
the several Parishes to be represented by such numbers 
of Laymen as will be in proportion to the number of 
Communicants in the Parish; in short, so as to oe 
Proportionate Representation instead of Equality o 
Representation, k 
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The principle involved is so in accord with our 
habits of political thought and action that, in any 
Church which conforms to the ideal—not to say bears 
the name—of American, it ought to prevail unless there 
be some valid reason against it or some insurmount- 
able obstacle in the way. 


The present equal delegations of representatives 
“represent” grossly unequal constituencies. This might 
be of small account if discussion in the Convention 
and voting upon issues there arising were entirely of 
an academic sort and of a theoretical nature. But when- 
ever there árise questions of practical policy and pro- 
cedure, the present system is wrong in theory, and it 
works badly in practice. Theré is no guarantee that 
the wishes of the majority of the 58,000 Communicants 
of the Diocese will be expressed in the vote of tne 
present 405 Deputies; that is, 3 each from 135 Parishes. 


Issues might arise—have arisen, in fact, in the past— 
where a vote upon a question of importance might be 
carried by a large majority of delegates as such who 
represent the wishes of only a small minority of the 
communicants at large of the Diocese. Herein is a 
grave danger. It is danger not only possible but 
actual: It is not only probable but in certain circum- 
stances is almost inevitable, 


Discrepascies and Dangers. 


How serious the situation is may be illustrated thus: I 
have in mind one Parish reporting 1700 Communicants : 
It is represented by 3 delegates. I have in mind an- 
other "parish" with 17 communicants. It also is rep- 
resented by 3 delegates. 


As less extreme illustrations Т have in mind a half 
dozen Parishes reporting between 60 and 70 communi- 
cants each; another half dozen reporting between 600 
and 700 Communicants each; and still another half 
dozen which have 1600 or 1700 Communicants each. 


At present these are represented all, regardless of 
their size, by the same number of delegates. "This is 
both unjust, unwise and unamerican—and all because 
unreasonable. It is the old story of the Southern Dele- 
gates in the Republican National Convention; the story 
of voters in convention who vote small, or relatively 
small, constituencies. 


I say, it is unreasonable. It is so because in acting 
thus we are trying to do something that cannot be 
done. We are trying to strike an average among 
things of unequal size; and such an average cannot be 
found. Even if it could? Some one has said: You 
cannot strike an average between an elephant and a 
mouse; and, if you did, what would become of the ele- 
phant and what would become of the mouse? 


There is no such thing as an average representation 
from Parishes; for there is no such thing as an aver- 
age Parish. If there were, what bearing would its size 
have upon any other, either less or greater, in the 
measure of that special Parish's representation? No. 
There is no possibility of just representation where 
you have equal delegations from unequal parishes. 


But there is a worse fault than any of these. The 
worst fault of the present system is in the loss, the 
waste, the hindrance that it causes to the doing of 
what could be so much better done. There are great 
resources in this diocese going to waste for want of 
being used, lost opportunities, undeveloped forces, 
potent powers and most efficient agents unemployed 
throughout the diocese because so many of the largest 
Parishes are not more largely represented in the coun- 
cils of the Church, there to be made conversant with 
the Church's problems, with its efforts, plans and poli- 
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cies and, being thus informed, sent home and set to 
work. It is as though you had truncated a cone. You 
are building upon a base of only partially the 2'ea of 
the possible base. 


Advantages of Proposed Method. 


There is, first, the advantage of intrinsic equity and 
justice. If the character of the Convention is to have 
any show of equity, the status in it of its constituent 
parts ougbt to be changed from what it is at present. 
It must be made fairly representative or in no true 
sense can it be said to be representative at all. 


There is the advantage that would come from a 
change to so large an extent of personnel, in the de- 
liberative body. If the Convention were broadly com- 
prehensive and fairly representative, it would become 
to an infinitely larger extent than it is at present the 
right place for all deliberation upon all the problems of 
the Diocese, and as a whole. 


This would make uncalled for and unnecessary all 
irregular, occasional, unauthorized, unconstituted cau- 
cuses and conferences elsewhere. Such caucuses would 
cease to be held by a minority party in any issue; they 
would do no good. They would cease to be held by 
a majority party in any proposed course of action; this 
because they would not he needed. 


Tt would make the Convention itself a true delibera- 
tive body. This it ought to be. The place for all dis- 
cussion of diocesan affairs is in the Diocesan Conven- 
lion. Tt is not at Meetings of the Church Club; at 
meetings of the Clerical Brotherhood; at Annual or 
Semi-annual Dinners; at Missionary Rallies; it is not 
even at Meetings of Con vocations. 


I have always felt keenly that all discussion upon all 
such subjects should be in the open, and upon the floor 
of the Convention; at the same time I have often felt 
the hopelessness, the utter usclessness of discussing 
such subjects in a body which was so unjustly and un- 
fairly organized that when it came to voting on such 
questions the vote was so little expressive of the whole 
mind of the diocese, 


I have the greatest faith in threshing out the prob- 
lems of the diocese in the Diocesan Convention; but it 
ought to be such a convention as would represent the 
diocese in its proportionate parts. The Convention as. 
at present constituted can act perfectly in any legisla- 
tion which involves no cost and thwarts no will; but 
when any question arises—sych as one that is at this 
moment most pressing—we would have to act, if we 
acted in any way worth while, in accordance with the 
wishes of the people. But to have those wishes ex- 
pressed in our action we would have to have here in 
Convention persons representing those 58,000 Com- 
municants in proportion to the number of those repre- 
sented delegate by delegate. 


Most Important of All. 


"There would be the advantage of increased interest 
and efficiency in the plans and projects of the Church, 
which would result from bringing the whole body of 
the faithful into closer touch with them and furnishing 
the larger Parishes, through a larger number of dele- 
gates, with a better intelligence concerning such prob- 
lems. In the case, for instance, of an "apportionment ;" 
this would be easy to lay (and relatively easy to collect 
the money) if it were laid upon a body that was pro- 


portionately“ constituted. 


There would be the advantage of a better and more 
generous support of the poor and weak Parishes by 
bringing a larger number of representatives of the rich 
and strong Parishes to a personal acquaintance and ap- 
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preciation of the condition of their needy brethren. 
This would have important bearing upon all such prob- 
lems as one to be brought up for consideration just this 
year, that of doing in some more successful way the 
City’s Missionary work. 


This whole point is the one touched on above under 
the foregoing heading. But it is so important that it 
deserves emphasis both ways, inversely and directly. 
There is loss as things are; there would be immeasur- 
able gain if things were as they ought to be. It goes 
without saying that there is no desire to cut present 
delegations down, but there is a desire to build up those 
that at present are too small. 


If this second end should have to be gained at that 
first expense, the small Parishes themselves would be 
the very ones to profit by this process in the end, They 
would gain, in the amount of help they would event- 
ually receive from the strong, infinitely more than they 
would even seem to lose temporarily by diminishing 
their delegations. 

Neither Novel nor Untried. 


The method proposed is neither new nor is it untried 
elsewhere. A month ago I sent a letter of inquiry to 
the Secretary of each one of the 68 Dioceses in tne 
United States, whose names and addresses I culled from 
the Church Almanac, asking them for information on 
the point and asking them for a copy of their Canons. 
Better than trying to summarize, here is the letter it- 
self; 


My dear Sir: н 

May І ask what the form of representation 
is in your Diocese? Is it the same as in this? 
1f not, in what way and to what extent does it 
differ ? p 

In our Diocesan Convention the body com- 
prises all the Clergy of the Diocese who have 
titles, having one vote each, and a delegation 
of 3 laymen from each parish, regardless of 
the size of the parish or the number of com- 
municants. А 

I am sorry to trouble you, but, inasmuch as 
our Annual Convention comes in a few weeks, 
I am writing this in haste and would greatly 
appreciate it if you could find time to reply. 

Would you please send me also a copy of the 
Canons of your Diocese. 

Please believe me, 
Very truly yours." 


All but about a dozen of these have replied. In the 
cases of those from which came no answers or no 
canons I went to the Church House a few days ago 
and there secured all the data that was lacking. I have 
carefully compiled facts, figures and statistics in the 
form that I have thought best shows the situation. 
"These are most surprising and they are most gratify- 
ing. It is gratifying to learn how many dioceses already 
have some form of Proportionate Representation; it is 
surprising to learn in how many forms they have it. 


Canons Classified of other Dioceses. 


By a rough general classification, I would say that in 
only 15 Dioceses at present out of 68, is there absolute 
Equality of Representation, such as ours in Pennsyl- 
vania; while in all the remaining 53 there is some form 
of Proportionate Representation, In other words, our 
own Diocese at present is distinctly in the minority. 
This is interesting since it shows that the burden of 
argument is not on those who propose change, but on 
those who oppose change in the direction taken by such 
a majority. 


(1) There is the group in which there is Equality 
of Representation. Yet even in this uniformity there is 
diversity. That is to say, there are differences in the 
number of delegates adopted as a limit in the different 
Dioceses. In some cases each Parish is entitled to 3, in 
some 4, in some even 5. Now, in small dioceses, if the 
number allowed all Parishes is large; that is, in a dio- 
cese made up mainly of small Parishes, where the num- 
ber cach Parish could send to the Convention is as 
large as four or five, the thing works out in a sort of 
graded scale in any case, For only the largest, rela- 
tively, send their full quota; others fall off in a certain 
kind of crude proportion. 


These dioceses are Albany, Central New York, 
East Carolina, Florida, Long Island, Los Angeles, 
Massachusetts, Milwaukee, Newark, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South- 
ern Ohio, and Western New York. 


(2) There are those in which there is Proportionate 
Representation of some kind. · They fall, altogether, 
into some one of the following four classes: 


(a) Those that admit to representation Or- 
ganized Missions and yet make a distinction in 
the number of delegates between those allowed 
to Missions and those to Parishes. For ex- 
ample, some allow 1 to a Mission and 2 to a 
Parish; some allow 2 to a Mission and 3 to 
a Parish; some 1 or 2 to a Mission and 3 or 4 
or even 5 to a Parish. 


These are Alabama, Arkansas, Atlanta, Chi- 
cago, Colorado, Delaware, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Lexington, Marquette, Michigan, Michigan 
City, Mississippi, Montana, Nebraska, Ohio, 
Oregon, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Western Michigan, West Virginia, Louisiana 
and Springfield. California has been striv- 
ing for three years for some more dehnite 
form of Proportionate Representation—so far 
without result. It is still at the moment in this 
class. 


(b) There are those that carry out the 
theory more consistently and have a more 
definite gradation, working up from 1 or 2, to 
3, to 5, to 7, etc, per hundred Communicants. 
In some of these, Organized Missions have 
representation, in some they do not. 


Those in this class are Bethlehem, Dallas, 
Duluth, Erie, Fond du Lac, Harrisburg, In- 
dianapolis, Iowa, Kansas, Kansas City, Maine, 
Minnesota, Missouri, New Hampshire, Olym- 
pia, Pittsburgh, Quincy, Rhode Island, Sacra- 
mento, Vermont and West Texas. Western 
Massachusetts has passed the first reading of a 
canon frankly recognizing the principle of 
Proportionate Representation. (Four other 
New England Dioceses, out of seven, have this 
form of Proportionate Representation.) 


(c) There are those in which the theory of 
Proportionate Representation is plain, but the 
basis is a different one from that just cited. It 
is not the number of Communicants, but the 
number of Clergy in a Parish. For instance, 
in the Dioceses Easton, Maryland, Southern 
Virginia, Virginia and Washington there is 
one Lay delegate from each Parish and one 
additional “for each Minister regularly and 
canonically elected in that Parish.” 


(d) There are those, while few in number, 
yet distinctive in principle, where the basis is 
- neither the number of Communicants nor the 
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number of Clergy, but the number of places of 
worship under control of one Parish. That is, 
each Parish has a definite number of delegates 
to start with, and an additional delegate for 
“each separate congregation worshiping in a 
separate edifice.” Of this method Connecticut 
is an illustration. 


On which side now is the burden of proof? Is it in- 
cumbent upon one who champions this resolution to 
persuade the Convention of its need of change? Or is 
the larger task the task of those who would insist upon 
allowing a bad system to continue? ‘The burden lies, 
not on those who propose change, but on those who op- 
pose it. 


Observations and Concessions. 


It is true that some of the largest dioceses are those 
mentioned in the group having Equality of Representa- 
tion. But the study of cause and effect must be care- 
fully made here. The dioceses are not large because 
they have this form of representation; they have this 
form of representation because they are, all of them, 
old dioceses. ‘They were organized long ago. ‘They 
were organized under the old system, have not yet 
changed, and have the meanwhile grown for other rea- 
sons, 


Moreover, when they were organized, at the Church’s 
very beginning, the old, original Eastern dioceses were 
coterminus with States. The same problems had to be 
met and the same compromises made in one case as in 
the other—and by the same men, prominent in church 
and state alike. The fact that they are large is only 
incidental; it is a fact to be associated rather with their 
age than with their form of Constitution. 


When this proposition was before this Convention 
20 odd years ago, there were only 44 Dioceses in the 
country. Now there are 68. At that time, the report ot 
the committee to investigate the facts showed that 28 
had Equality of Representation and 16 some form of 
Proportionate Representation. At present the figures 
are as above: 15 with Equality of Representation and 
53 with some form of Proportionate Representation. 


I desire at this point not to lay too much stress upon 
these figures in the abstract. Those that are mine I 
have tabulated as above. They must be taken in detail 
rather than as summaries, The basis of division may 
not be the same that I have used as that used by the 
committee above referred to. Their figures I have 
not gone into. I have quoted their report. Mine are 
as I have analyzed them, And when so analyzed they 
prove, I think, their own point. 


In the abstract, however, this may be made as a 
statement of fact: The Principle of Proportionate Rep- 
resentation is steadily and surely gaining ground. This 
appears in two facts: First, no Diocese having adopted 
this method has gone back to the old method; and, 
secondly, practically every new Diocese organized 
within this period of twenty years and more has or- 
ganized itself of its own choice upon the basis of Pro- 
portionate Representation. 


And the subject is just now very much to the fore. 
I have a mass of interesting correspondence from Sec- 
retaries to whom I wrote, showing that the matter is 
being widely considered and that the principle is daily 
gaining ground. Several Dioceses are at present in the 
very process of amending their constitutions. Not- 
able in this connection is the Diocese of California. 


The burden of argument, therefore, certainly lies on 
the side of those who oppose change rather than of 


those who propose it. Tne Diocese of Pennsylvania is 
at present distinctly in the minority, in just its special 
form of representation. Among other things, all 4 
sister Dioceses in our own State have Proportionate 
Representation. In other words, each Diocese in Penn- 
sylvania has it except the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


The Amendment Itself. 3 
Here let me read the proposed amendment itself: 


Resolved, That Article IV, section 2, para- 
graph one, of the Constitution of this Diocese 
be amended as follows: 

Beginning middle of line s, strike out 

"Each regularly established Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in this Diocese, now a member, 
or which shall hereafter be admitted a member 
of this Convention, may send to the Conven- 
tion a Lay Deputy or Deputies, not exceeding 
three in number, to be elected by the Vestry of 
said Church: P, ovided, ‘That no person shall 
be competent to serve as Deputy unless he has 
been a worshiper in the Church he represents, 
six calendar months next before his election. 
When two or more churches are united under 
one Vestry, Deputies may be sent from each 
church subject to the proviso aforesaid. ‘The 
deputation from each church shall be entitled 
to one vote, and no more.” End of line 17. 


And beginning middle of line 5, insert 

“Each regularly established Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in this Diocese, now a member, 
or which shall hereafter be admitted a member 
of the Convention, may send to the Conven- 
tion one Lay Deputy. And each such church 
may send additional Lay Deputies in such pro- 
portion to the number of its communicants as 
reported to the Convention next preceding, as 
the Convention may from time to time by 
Canon prescribe: Provided, however, That no 
church shall at any time send to the Conven- 
tion more than seven Deputies; And provided 
further, That the ratio of representation when 
fixed by Canon shall not be changed except by a 
two-thirds vote of each order. No person shall be 
competent to serve as a Deputy unless he has 
been a worshiper in the church he represents, 
six calendar months before his election. When 
two or more churches are united under one 
Vestry, Deputies may be sent from each Church 
subject to the provisos aforesaid. Such depu- 
ties shall be elected by the Vestry of the 
Church and shall vote as individuals, except in 
final action upon proposed changes in the Con- 
stitution.” 


The Four Points Involved. 


Tt is clear at a glance that four questions are in- 
volved. Change is proposed at that number of points. 


(a) That all Parishes merely as parishes should be- 
gin on an equality with one Deputy. The point of im- 
portance here is not that the number to begin with 
should be one, but that all should begin on an equality; 
none is too small to have its first, definite, recognized 
and equally authoritative representation. I would be per- 
fectly willing to begin where we are at present, name- 
ly, with three, and to build up from that; but I fear 
that by this plan the thing in the end would become top 
heavy. 


(b) That the basis of increase should be some ratio 
of Communicants by number. Неге again the one 
point of importance must be kept in mind, clearly dis-

tinct from others, incidental and extraneous, that are in 
danger of being confused with it. No question is raised 
of how or by whom delegates are to be elected. That 


is already provided for. 


All that would remain as it is. This is important. 
The delegates would be elected, as now, by the Vestry. 
The point is, not who shall vote, but how many shall be 
voted for, and on what basis their number is to be de- 
termined. The number of Communicants in each parish 
seems a better basis upon which to fix the ratio than 
the number of Clergy in a Parish, the number of Con- 
gregations worshiping in separate mission buildings, 
etc, etc. That is all that is involved under this second 


point. 


(c) That the determining of this ratio should be left 
to Canon so that details would not need to be em- 
bedded in the Constitution. This is most important 
of all. My hope is to confine discussion to the mere 
question of principle and not to consider details. Sim- 
ply embody the principle itself in the Constitution, with 
as little change as may be and in as few words as pos- 
sible, and then from time to time find ways, the most 
effective ways, to make this principle operative in the 
Canons which are much, more easily and safely 
changed than the Constitution. 


(d) That the Deputies shall vote as individuals. Not 
to do this would leave the way so open to call for a vote 
by orders upon every question (which might mean by 
parish units) that the whole effect of the amendment 
would be nullified. I have been influenced here, as else- 
where, in the language used by noting what is used in 
the majority of cases elsewhere upon the same point. 
This language on this point is that used in all kinds of 
Constitutions, which have many kinds of Canons. All 
lines appear to converge on this point, I am satisfied 
it is of prime importance. 


Possible Objections Considered. 


"There may be aversion to change merely as change. 
The plea may be made that we have never done things 
thus; or that we have always done them so and so. 
This is a statement of fact, but not an argument—for or 
against anything. 


The fear may be expressed that this plan would 
crowd the Convention floor with delegates. Upon the 
contrary, it would be more likely to decrease than to 
increase the number as a whole. For, remember, a 
strict application of Canon 13 to Communicant Lists 
would cut them down perceptibly. 

Even taking figures as they are reported roughly in 
this year’s Convention Journal, this is how they would 
work out. The number of Parishes that would have 
one or two délegates only is so large compared with the 


small number of Parishes that would have a large num- 
ber of delegates that the one thing just about offsets 


the other.

« Churchmanship " Not Involved. 

No question of party ought possibly to have place in 
this consideration. Looking over the list on page 8, 
column two, under heading (2), it will be seen that 
Dioceses differing utterly in their types of churchman- 
ship stand side by side on this question. As a mere de- 
tail, it may be mentioned that a thoroughly ideal form 
of Constitution and Canons, so far as this matter is 
concerned, is that of the Diocese of Fond du Lac. 


If anyone should fear the banding together of a few 
large Parishes in this Diocese to dominate affairs in the 
Convention, well, here are those largest nineteen re- 
ferred to above; that is, those with communicant lists 
over 700.' If the mere reading of this list does not 
prove my point, well, read it again. Pair them off and 
read them two by two. 


Here they are arranged alphabetically: Advocate, 
1497; Covenant, 823; Holy Apostles, 1536; Holy Trin- 
ity, 1633; Incarnation, 712; Resurrection, 806; St. 
Clements, 705; St. James’, 1121; St. John's, Free, 750; 
St. Luke's, Germantown, 822; St. Luke and The 
Epiphany, 1302; St. Luke's, Kensington, 1002; St. Mat- 
thew's, 1020; St. Mark's, Frankford, 1702; St. Mark’s, 
Sixteenth and Locust, 1214; St. Peter's, 962; St. Sim- 
eon's, 2000; St. Timothy's, Roxborough, 7or; The Sa- 


viour, 1348. 


There is the possible objection that the adoption of 
this principle would tend to the padding of Communi- 
cant Lists. This could all be taken care of by Canon. As 
a matter of fact, it is already provided for in the pro- 
visions of Canon 13, “Of Parochial Registers and Re- 
ports.” All that would be needed would be a strict en- 
forcement of that law. | 


I have read, not all the literature upon this subject, 
to be sure; but some of the literature, I think, upon 
all the points that have been raised in objection, and 
that in the discussion of the subject as it has been 


waged in half a dozen Dioceses. I can find no argu- 


ments against the method proposed that are, to my 
mind, of the slightest weight. And I can find abundant 
weight of argument in its favor.

The second is the fact that we are 
not going, suddenly or unnecessarily, at any 
fixed date, to close the Sunday School and. thc 
Sunday Evening Service, but allow them to 
‘continue as long as the weather permits and 
as long as the attendance thereat justifies their 
‘continuance. 


In regard to this proposal to continue on for 
weeks to come the meetings of the Sunday 
School and the Evening Services on Sunday, 
in so far as you are pleased and delighted, 
thank Mr. Biggs. It will be owing to his in- 
dustry and to his eagerness to go on with the 
work as long as the work is worth the doing, 
that it will owe its possibility of success. 
In so far as anybody should be surprised or 
dissatisfied or want to blame anything or any- 
body, they are to blame me. It is my fault. 


It is nobody’s else. It is I who have grown 
impatient with the idea of closing things up 
so early when there seems no reason for their 
closing. And it is I who have told Mr. Biggs 
to go ahead and pay no attention to any ob- 
stacle except to oppressively hot weather, if 
such weather overtakes the School and makes 
it impossible to continue its sessions, or the 
Evening Service and depopulates the place. 1 
shall not be surprised if this happens by the 
end of June, but until it does happen, we will 
go right along. 


The date for the Sunday School Picnic has 
been determined and the place selected. We 
will go this year, as last year, in a body, 
Church and Chapel Sunday Schools together, 
to Menlo Park. The day will be Saturday, 
July 19th. We have chosen this late date for 
several reasons. The first is the fact that the 
Saturday half holidays for those who work in 
stores, etc., do not begin until July, and having 
taken account of this at all, we must pass on 
so far into July as to get a day sufficiently re- 
moved from the week in which occurs the 
holiday, July Fourth. It is also owing to the 
fact that this year we will not have our own 
house in which to do our Summer Fresh Air 
Work, so we want to make more of this picnic 
instead of less and we want to have it at a 
time when it is most needed, that is to say, 
right in the heart of the season’s hot weather. 


The time of trains, etc., leaving the Reading 
Terminal will be announced later. There will 
be, as there were last year, a morning train 
and an afternoon train. On each of these dif- 
ferent parties will go, depending on whether 
they have to work in the forenoon or can get 
off for the whole day. One train returning in 
the evening will bring the whole party back in 
company. Supper will be served on the grounds, 
and every effort will be made to have a rousing, 
ringing great good time.

My dear Friends: 

L have printed this year as last, and am 
sending through the mail the first week of 
November, to some of you, for reference 
throughout the year at home, as well as plac- 
ing in the book-racks of the pews in Church 
for further memoranda for your use on Sun- 
days, cards bearing the entire list of Dates 
and Special Objects for Special Offerings be- 
tween November 1st and May ist, i. e., rough- 
ly speaking, from All Saints’ Day to Easter. 


You will remember that it is throughout 
this six months’ season only that we appoint 
special objects for the Sunday offerings. And 
you will possibly recall something else that 
I have often said to you before. Inasmuch 
as I never mention money from the chancel 
through one whole six months’ period of the 
year, it need not be a surprise and will not 
be taken amiss if T speak of it at times with 
double emphasis throughout the other six 
months season now approaching. 


This list of objects on this card has been 
arranged with exceeding care. The order in 
which they stand is that which many years' 
experiment has proven to be the order best 
adapted to the end to be accomplished. But 
I am thinking more of Something else, 

Last Year's Envelopes. 

For the past two years I have also had 
printed sets of varicolored envelopes, one en- 
velope each bearing the name of one of these 
objects. І have sent these at the beginning of 
the year to probably 400 or 500 people. The 
plan has not worked to any considerable ex- 
tent. That is to say, something like seventy- 
five per cent, of the persons to whom these 
were sent have not worked under the plan; 
they have not showed their willingness to co- 
operate in this way to an extent that justified 
the labor and expense involved in printing and 
sending the envelopes. 


Last year, out of 450 sets, probably 75 per- 
sons all told used them at all. Even these 
employed their use in diminishing number as 
the year went on. While, of those who per- 
sisted to the end, the great majority were 
those parishioners who needed them least in 
any case and who would have been most dili- 
gent in doing all their duty without any

scheme or plan or framework or machinery. 

I am merely setting these facts down as facts 

without comment, They may be of interest 

to you, however, when you think them over. 
This Year's Plan. 

This year, therefore, instead of doing this 
latter, I have selected out from the entire list 
certain of the most important objects, that 
number of dates upon which it is absolutely 
imperative that we meet our obligations to 
ourselves and to others by making contribu- 
tions on those Sundays 'in size commensurate 
with the reasonable demands upon us. I am 
going to try this year, instead of sending whole 
packages of envelopes at once, to send these 
several, one at a time, preceding these import- 
ant dates. I earnestly insist upon your giving 
at least that number of objects the attention 
that they ought to have. T will not beg lor 
money. I do not know how. But I do know 
when and where and how, upon some of these 
Sundays, more is needed in the way of contri- 
bution than the people as a whole contribute. 


I know how to tell you of these needs and of 
these reasonable requirements when the time 
comes. And I know that there ought to be 
no need for exhortation or appeal. I feel more 
certain this year than I ever have before that 
none of this is going to be needed. A real 
and serious and consistent and sustained at- 
tention on the part of the congregation to this 
matter is needed. Upon this I have no hesi- 
tation in insisting. I will do the work, pre- 
pare the envelopes, address and write the let- 
ters, pay the postage, and attend to my part; 
it will only remain for the congregation to do 
theirs. 
Woman’s Auxiliary Meeting. 

I have had request from the proper Com- 
mittee for the use of the Church and Parish 
Rooms, for an all-day meeting on November 
14th, of the Woman's Auxiliary of the Dio- 
cese. We will all be glad, of course, to have 
the Church itself and the Parish House put to 
this use. An invitation is extended, in the 
name of the parish, as well as of this organi- 
zation, which is diocesan in its size and in the 
scope of its endeavor, to all those who will do 
50 to attend this meeting. A detailed an- 
nouncement will be made in due course of the 
programme and the names of speakers who 
have promised to participate. 


Needle Work Guild. 

The same request has come this year as for 
these three or four years past, and has been 
gladly acceded to, from the Needle Work 
Guild of America, to make use of the Parish 
House, both because of its spacious rooms and 
because of its central location, for their An- 
nual Meeting during five days of the week 
November 17th to November 21st, for the as- 
sembling of the garments made throughout 
the year in many places by the branches of 
this society, whose central office happens to 
be in this city. This work is of such propor- 
tions and the charitable service that this Guild 
is rendering to so many institutions is so 
great and so well rendered, that this meeting 
ought to be a matter of great interest to the 
people of the congregation. If would be well 
if many of them, on some one or other of 
those days, would look in at the Parish House 
and see what is being done. 


Flower Mission. 

The following letter has been received from 
the Secretary of, the Philadelphia Flower 
Fruit and Ice Mission, who make use each 
summer of the rooms in the Parish House for 
the carrying on of their work of bountiful 
and charitable distribution to the hospitals 
and to the sick, to the aged and the shut-ins: 


“As the season of 1913 comes to a close, І 
have been requested by the Executive Com- 
mittee to express the cordial appreciation and 
to extend the thanks of the society for the 
use all summer of the Church Rooms for our 
work through twenty weeks, from May 14th 
to October 8th. This has been a wonderful 
summer, large quantities of beautiful flowers 
having been received from all around the coun- 
try, allowing a most generous distribution, 
and through the Ice and Milk Fund to relieve 
many needy cases. Altogether it has been a 
good season. Again thanking you and your 
people, and with kind wishes, | am,

Offering November 23d. 

As will be seen by reference to the card al- 
ready referred to announcing a series of Spe- 
cial Offerings for Sundays, the date of the an- 
nual offering for the Woman's Auxiliary falls 
on November 23rd. This is one of the most 
important of the entire series. It comes this 
year, as it has for so many years past, upon 
the same calendar Sunday; namely, the Sun- 
day Next before Advent. Envelopes will be 
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sent, as 1 have suggested in a paragraph fore- 
going. It is hoped that in them bountiful re- 
turn will be made, more especially of course 
by the ladies of the parish, since this is dis- 
tinctively a woman's offering for the Wom- 
an's Auxiliary. The average amount of this 
offering year by year has been somewhere 
around $800 or $900. 
Dorcas Society. 

The Dorcas Society begins its work for the 
year, as usual, on the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber. They start this year as they do each 
year, of course, without any balance to speak 
of carried over from last. Their purpose in 
administering this form of charitable fund is 
not to save the money, but to spend the money 
contributed each year for wages, to their 
wards, for the benefit of whom in this way 
it is contributed. It is because of this that 
each year we must set the date of this offer- 
ing very early in the year, November oth. 


They will need the usual four or five hun- 
dred dollars, all told, to do the wärk which 
at present they are doing excellently. The 
women in turn to whom they give out the 
sewing and whom they pay at the nominal 
rate of maybe fifty cents a week apiece need 
this poor little wage to help them earn their 
very living. There are about forty of these 
beneficiaries. At fifty cents apiece a week for 
approximately forty workers to say twenty- 
five weeks, even without a special aptitude 
for figures or finances it would not be difficult 
for anyone to count this for themselves. They 


will need about $500. 
Thanksgiving Day. 

On Thursday, November 27th, that bging 
Thanksgiving Day, there will be a service in 
the church at 11 o'clock. It ought to be this 
year especially well attended. 


It was Hannah Moore who said of praise 
that "It is the only employment in which self 
has no part" Surely, on this one day of the 
year especially the Lord of harvest and the 
nation's God should be remembered. Like the 
chapel in a hospice on Mount Sinai, in which 
is one window so located that the sun shines 
through it only on a single day in every year, 
so on Thanksgiving Day, at least, light enough 
should ray into every soul to show how good 
God is. And this should awaken praise, as the 
kiss of a sunbeam is said to have smitten into 
music the chords of a lyre in the temple of 
Memnon. Never was God better to men than 
now. It is a good time to be alive. А brim- 
ming cup is ours in this land in this genera- 
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tion. Whether we think of our territorial 
possessions, of our material prosperity, or of 
our civil and religious blessings, the national 
thanksgiving ought to be volcanic—'"a very 
Vesuvius for its fire and a very Niagara for 
its flow." 


Gallery Envelopes. 

Among the two hundred and twenty some 
persons enrolled up to date, as appears in the 
roster on page 14, as contributors through 
the Envelope System of Subscriptions for Gal- 
lery Sittings in Church, there are a consider- 
able number who have lapsed throughout the 
summer and whose envelopes at present are 
not coming in. [ suspect that, in the major- 
ity of these cases, the reason is that envelopes 
have been lost or mislaid. ‘The new sets for 
the year do not go out until the first of the 
calendar year, inasmuch as the series bear 
date from January 1st to January ist. If there 
are any persons enrolled on this list whose 
discontinuance of the use of the envelopes has 
been due to the loss of the latter, and if they 
will let me know, I will send them supple- 
mentary packages for use the remaining two 
months of this year between now and the 
time for the sending out of new and complete 
sets on January Ist. If any new persons de- 
sire to be enrolled they may also have these. 
"They need not wait until January to begin.

It began to meet two 
weeks ago, with a competent teacher. Judge 
Barratt has consented to undertake the forma- 
tion of a large and creditable Young Men's 
Bible Class. It will have to draw for its en- 
rollment very largely upon young men who 
have not heretofore been in connection with 
the Sunday School. I have spoken of this on 
one Sunday in Church and will probably speak 
more about it. 

A Cordial Invitation. 

In the meantime, this paragraph is written 
for the purpose of extending an invitation to 
such young men as there may be in the con- 
gregation, many of them maybe persons whom 
] do not know, who are among those that at- 
tend the services on Sunday morning, or on 
Sunday afternoon, or both, who would аррге- 
ciate this opportunity to belong to such an 
organization as this one is certain to become.

My dear Friends: 

During the past month I have continued the 
search which I have told you before I was 
making, and some of the difficulties attendant 
on which I have not only hinted to you, but 
have told you of at length, the search for a 
suitable assistant to take on the staff of the 
parish, whose principal work might be that 
especially at the Epiphany Chapel. 

I spoke to you last month with such frank- 
ness as I could about some of the conditions 
there and some perplexities and problems. I 
might have told you much more and I could 
have gone into elaborate detail; but this lat- 
ter would not have been to edification, and it 
certainly would not have been of great ad- 
vantage to disclose all phases of this problem 
to the public as they read the Parish Helper. 


Suffice it to say at this time two or three 
things and to tell you definitely of the issue

of that search. I have, in this past two or 
three months, carried on some correspondence 
with and concerning a dozen different men 
and have been interviewed in person by no less 
than ten. Some of them I could not see my 
way to consider on your behalf; some of them 
would not even consider taking up the work. Ё 
It is these two things combined that have 
caused what might otherwise appear to be 
procrastination. 


Last week, however, I have received a lav- 
orable reply to an invitation then extended to 
the Rev. Irving A. McGrew, who promises to 
begin his work in the middle of November. 
Even thus early and in advance of his com- 
ing, I bespeak for him upon your part a 
hearty welcome and the best kind of co-op- 
eration in all the endeavor he will make. 


I will doubtless give you further notice 
and more definite information about the ser- 
vices at the Chapel, both morning and even- 
ing, on Sunday, November 16th. At the morn- 
ing service the Rev. Mr. Warner will be the 
preacher. Inasmuch as it will be the last such 
service that he will conduct, I know that you 
will want to be there to bid him good-bye and 
to thank him with the heartiness I know you 
feel for the good and faithful service he has 
rendered on these Sunday mornings for what 
has come to be more than a year. 


At the evening service I expect to be pres- 
ent and to preach the sermon. In doing so I 
will want to make this the occasion to intro- 
duce Mr. McGrew to you myself, and to say 
in one connection and another some things 
that I think are of importance both to him and 
you about my observations of the Chapel's 
Work in ten years past, and about my hopes 
for its best welfare in the future, and to give 
some counsel both to him and to you about 
the way I think you can best help each other 
and also to outline some plans for the win- 
ter's work. 


You will naturally all want to be there and, 
of course, it is only natural for me to express 
the hope that you will be.

The group, of course, І am most anxious of 
all to invite are the Strangers. I will speak this 
invitation from the chancel on the Sunday pre- 
ceding. But they are not all in church on any 
given Sunday, which is why I am so eager to 
reach a much wider circle with this paper's cir- 
culation and to ask them in this way to come to 
this Reception. There are many of these whom 
I know only by the sight of their familiar faces 
at the services, especially the Services on Sunday 
Afternoons. 

Opportunity to See the Church. 

If you should care for opportunity to know 
the Clergy and to meet in person some of our 
church people, I hope you will come and know 
that, coming, you will go home glad vou came. 
I cannot insist on this beyond the limits of po- 
liteness ; but I beg you to believe I want to know 
you and that we are anxious, all together, at the 
beginning of this season even more than any 
other, to show you about:the Church and through 
the Parish House and have you see the work 
that has been done and the repairs that have 
been made and the equipment we have tried to 
perfect for the doing of our Church’s Work. 

Sunday School and Clubs. 

In a still more special way I want to speak 
directly to Members of the Sunday School and 
of the Clubs. The Sunday School resumed its 
sessions two weeks ago and the attendance has 
been pretty good. But it ought to be better. I 
trust that by this date it will have been complete. 
I am hoping against hope that the teachers may 
be here by that time and that the chief function 
of the school, which is the teaching function, 
may begin or have begun in earnest. 

Girls' Club as Hostesses. 

The Girls’ Club assembled for their first meet- 
ing on last Monday evening and I know, of 
course, that they will all be here on Thursday 
night. They have bubbled over with joy at the 
sight of their rooms nicely fitted up. They will 
be both glad and proud to show these to their 
friends and to welcome strangers and to act as 
hostesses.

THE PARISH HELPER 


My dear Friends : 

It is good to realize that the long and languor- 
ous summer is ended and that it is possible again 
to go to work. The church, as you all know, 
was closed during the two months, July and 
August, on account of the repair work being 
done. But, owing largely to the close attention 
of the Verger to his duty during these eight 
weeks, all of the work was pressed along so rap- 
idly that everything was finished and all cleaning 
done on time, so that the services could be re- 
sumed September first. 


I think it worth while to describe in detail what 
the work was that was done and also with minute- 
ness what it cost. 'The great advantage of the 
changes made this summer, as throughout these 
half a dozen summers past, is in the fact that so 
little change has been apparent. Our studied 
effort has been to make over an old building into 
a new one and yet to keep at every point the out- 
line, color, decoration and devices of the old. 
This task of reconstruction has been an expensive 
one. And it was for this reason that it had to be 
done piecemeal. З 


Тһе work this summer, even more than Њаё 
done in preceding years, was solely a work of 


repair. I shall not be surprised if many persons ` 


coming back and looking on will say they see no 
change. That is not a fault or criticism; it is 
the chief merit and the highest compliment. 
What we have been most engaged in was simply 
ecclesiastical housecleaning. And everyone who 
has had any experience along that line, even along 
the simplest line of housekeeping, knows how 
manifold are the points at which things get out of 
repair, how little the work of repair appears upon 
the surface and especially how characteristic it is 
of an old property to need to have this done 
repeatedly, and thoroughly.

These Figures Analyzed. 


Now, facts and figures are foolish things unless 
they have interpretation. There are several 
points at which these figures ought to be inter- 
preted and at which these facts ought to be 
explained. j 


First of all, it must be remembered that we 
have been dealing here, for these years of a new 
regime, not only with an old building but with 
one which for many years had fallen into a most 
Brievous state of disrepair. Every item of this 
expenditure this summer was carefully considered 
2nd alternate plans and competitive estimates 
considered for the doing of it piece by piece. 


In the second place, it must be noticed that so 
much of the work has been made necessary by 
reason of the growing size and increasing activity 
of the congregation in Church on Sundays and of 
the societies of. young people who use the parts 
and portions of the Parish House; also to the 


fact that the increasing numbers of persons who 
have come to use the gallery in church and to 
attend the musical services on Sunday afternoons 
have made necessary the doing of much of this 
work for their accommodation and comfort and 
the furnishing of such equipment in the way of 
musical instruments as will make possible the 
continued development of the choir's efficiency. 


I am not apologetic but am rather proud of 
the fact that the major portion of this expendi- 
ture has been made in behalf of those who are 
least likely—and that because least able——to con- 
tribute largely toward the fund for Church Ex- 
penses. The work, for example, that we have done 
in putting in order the Parish House has about 
equalled that which we have done in the Church 
proper; while, within the church, the money we 
bave expended in making possible for use the 
pews downstairs has been paralleled by the effort 
that has been made to produce both cleanliness 
and comfort in the case of carpets, floors and 
pews throughout the gallery. 

Special Expenditure for Music. 

In the matter of musical equipment also it is 
worth while to call attention to the large portion 
of this budget that has been associated with that 
single item. The rebuilding of the chancel organ, 
the carpenter work and electric work in repairing 
the loft and connecting the motors, the purchase 
of one entirely new motor, and the repair of the 
other, added to the purchase of the piano for use 
in choir rehearsals, these Special things alone 
have totaled $2319.69. 


In so far as anyone is interested they may be 
amused, and I hope their judgment as well as 
their sense of humor will approve these further 
facts that may be jotted down while we are on 
the subject of comparisons and relative expendi- 
tures. Out of the $7177 devoted to this work of 
reconstruction and to these attempts to increase 
comfort and to enhance beauty, the Vestry have 
devoted to the painting of their own Vestry Room 
$35.00, while what has been done to the Rector's 
Study and the Clergy Office combined has 
amounted to $20.50. 


How Paid For. 

Also, note, before we leave the subject just one 
other fact. It will conduce to peace of mind. 
In spite of all this work this summer there will 
not be a “deficiency.” These are not the fashion 
in this parish. As a congregation you will not 
run into debt. It is something that the congre- 
gation may be proud of, quite as well as grateful 
for, that they will not be asked to pay for things 
like these in offerings. They will not be exhorted 
or coaxed for money to put to such seemingly 
base uses as repairs. to plaster, paint, electric 
wiring, tin roofing and upholstering and carpeting. 
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Having paid their pew rents, they may say their 
prayers in peace. They will not be implored 
from the pulpit to give money for these uses. 
They will be left free, as they have been in these 
foregoing years, to devote their contributions not 
to church repairs, but to the doing of religious, 
philanthropic and charitable work. 


Fresh Air Work. 

I want to say enough about the Summer's 
Fresh Air Work to make report sufficiently of 
how such money was expended as was given for 
that purpose; but I do not want to make too 
long a story nor to go into more details than are 
necessary in view of the limited number of per- 
sons this year who were contributors to this fund. 
In view of the shortage of clergy as assistants on 
the staff, in view of the Rector's absence, and for 
other reasons quite as obvious, it was not possible 
for us this season to have a house of our own or 
to carry on this work upon the scale and in 
just the same way as throughout certain other 
summers. 


I did have in hand, however, for this kind of 
work, about seven hundred dollars. This was 
allotted and apportioned among some of the 
workers in the parish and directors of some lines 
of work in such a way as to be spent to most 
advantage, in my absence. 

We sent some persons, young and old, along 
with parties going Lo respective homes elsewhere, 
through the Children's Aid Society and the Young 
Women's Christian Association. 


Miss Lizzie and Miss Annie VanKirk took 
from the Chapel four parties for that many weeks 
to two different places on the Jersey coast, where 
they spent the time with them. They report as 
much profit as pleasure in the doing of this work 
for those they had in charge. 


The Associates of the Girls’ Club, both at 
Church and Chapel, were good enough to admin- 
ister for me a portion of the fund in ways that in 
their judgment, which was better than mine, they 
could do to best advantage. 


I placed a round sum in the hands each of Mr. 
Warner at the Chapel and of Mr. Biggs and Mrs. 
Stafford at the Church, and they administered 
this piecemeal in their own discretion. 


On Saturday, September 13th, we had the 
annnal Sunday School Picnic and Outing, on 
which as many as 350 members of both Sunday 
Schools, Church and Chapel, went for the day to 
Forest Park. The entire expense of this outing,

including an abundant supper served on the 
grounds, together with the car fares and the 
purchase of equipment and the rental of the 
park, was 5267.55. 


The Rector's Vacation. 


I may not begin—-and that because I could not 
find a stopping place—to speak about the Rector's 
trip abroad or to express appreciation for the 
bounty on the Vestry's part which made this trip 
so pleasant and so profitable. If from this point 
on you hear recurring on Sundays in sermons 
one phrase until you grow weary of it, you will 
know whose fault it was. If the Rector keeps on 
saying when I was abroad,“ it will be because 
this outing was so markedly the event of a 
lifetime. 


If he does not do this, if he does not talk much 
of his trip in public, it will be because he fears to 
bore you. Drop in at his study for a minute, for 
an hour or for a day, and you will find him in 
such ecstasies over the things he saw that he will 
talk of little else and talk as long as vou can 
endure listening. 

And, by the way, don't put off too long coming 
back to town. It is time you were in church and 
the Sundays will seem long to those who look 
pew-ward from the chancel until you are in your 


' places and the congregation has filled up again.

There is a limted group but a very definite 
type of people every winter who are in a hesi- 
tating, undecided attitude toward some one or 
other of the city's churches. I hear of them now 
and then, in their relation to this one, but usually 
not until after the “season” is over. Then report 
comes back of what they would have liked to 


do—but didn't. This year I want to address 
them in advance. 


Attendants from Country Churches. 

There are families who are in the city for a 
few months at the longest, who are church- 
attendants elsewhere, who are renters of pews 
and supporters of church work perhaps in coun- 
try churches and who are not likely, even for 
that reason alone if not for the added reason of 
their too brief residence, to rent a pew regu- 
larly їп a city church. 

Current False Reports. * 

Wat happens is this: They know that a cer- 
tain church or other is a "pew-rental church." 
They hear by some current report that in such 
and such a church “There are no vacant pews to 
be had." They go some one day to a special 
service and “Have to wait in the vestibule.” The 
result is that they roam about from one church 
to another on different Sundays, one after an- 
other or more probably go seldom anywhere un- 
til they go back home. I meet them the next 
summer and they tell me—with what truth or 
by what palliation I am not prepared to say— 
how much they would like to have come here 
but they had heard so and so or had had such 
and such experiences. 


Being a Religious Tramp. 
Now please, mister! And, if you please, ma- 


dame! Don’t be a “religious tramp” this winter. 
Come here. And come regularly. Come as of- 
ten as you can or come as briefly as you must, 
you will not be regarded as a tramp. We will 
understand and we will find a place for you. We 
will give you ample opportunity to meet financial 
obligations—if you feel you have them—though 
the offerings as others do by pew rents. The 
point, the important point, is this: We want 
you more than we want your money, 


About Renting Pews. 

You do not have to rent a pew. I do not know 
whether there are any vacant or not. If you 
want to rent some sittings all the better. Ask 
the Sexton what there is available. If there is 
something he will be glad to show you. If there 
is not, he will be that much more proud to tell 
you that instead. But none of this means that 
the pews are all full on a given Sunday. Do not 
be misled by your imagination. You do not 
know the people as І do. You do not know for 
how long a season they can practice absent treat- 
ment in the matter of their church attendance. 


Waiting in the Vestibule. 

You come right along and trust the ushers to 
take care of you. And come early. This has 
not been an unbroken practice on our people's 
part. But that speaks all the worse for them. 
You set them an example. They are doing bet- 
ter. If they keep on they will do right well. The 
services are at eleven o'clock in the morning and 
four o'clock in the afternoon. Come to either. 
Or, better still, come to both. T will take the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that you do not have to 
stand discourteously long before you are shown 
to a place.

Rev. Mr. Biggs. 


The Rev. Charles L. Biggs, who has been for 
six months an assistant on the staff of the Par- 
ish, doing his work more especially at the Epiph- 
any Chapel, has taken up the work laid down, 
and come to fill the position left vacant by. the 
resignation as assistant more directly at the 
Church of Rev. Mr. DeVenish, who resigned 
last spring to accept the position of Minister in 
Charge at Wissinoming. I hope that everyone 
will make him feel as welcome at the Church as 
he has been at the Chapel and will help him and 
encourage him by extending to him the same 
cordiality that they are wont to show to new 
assistants. . 

Sunday Afternoon Services. 

The Four O'clock Sunday Afternoon Musical 
Services have begun again and will continue as 
usual in their accustomed form this season. It 
is hoped there may be even an increasing attend- 
ance this year. Certainly the best endeavor will 
be put forth by both.the Clergy and the Choir 
to make these services as excellent as they are 
unique. ; 


The improved quality of resonance in the 
church building, due to the summer’s work of 
reconstruction, and the increased efficiency and 
improved tone of the organ will all be helps 
toward betterment. The musical program for 
all the services of the month appears on another 
page. There will also be in use each Sunday 
afternoon harp, ’cello, flute, violin, etc., some 
times in sequence, some times together.

To be sure, this clergyman is a man of excep- 
tional zeal and energy. And yet there must be 
many in our great cities and the larger towns, 
whose experience would approximate the record 
quoted above. Тһе prevailing tendency in the 
Church to-day is to compel the clergy to spread 
themselves (literally and figuratively) over an 
ever increasing number of activities, secular as 
well as religious. They are expected not only 
to preach and to conduct an institutional church, 
a social centre where something is going on 
every day and every evening; but also to serve 
‘on innumerable committees and organizations 
working for the common social welfare. They 
receive an invitation on an average almost daily 
from some association to become a member, by 
contributing from one to five dollars dues and 
so help on some faddist reform. If a priest 
falls in with this popular tendency of the day, 
he is likely to find himself, at about the age of 
forty, spread out as far as the laws of human 
elasticity will altow."

My dear Friends: 

I want to write this letter in brief to the peo- 
ple of the Epiphany Chapel and, for my life, I 
do not know just how to phrase it in a way that 
will appear polite and yet appropriate at once. 

[t is so much easier both to write and to read 
accounts of things that are pleasant than un- 
pleasant and it is so much more gratifying to in- 
dite a narrative of events that have been success- 
ful than of those the contrary, that I have been 
sorely tempted to leave this page blank and not 
to say anything this month. 

But this would not be proper. Neither would 
it be profitable. There are some things that 
somebody ought to say. And I suppose I may 
as well go right ahead and say them. 

The attendance at the Sunday services for sev- 
eral months pást has been ridiculously small. 
During these past four or five months there has 
been only one service at the best and that be- 
cause there was practically nobody to go to a 
second. The evening service just kept on dimin- 
ishing in its attendance during May until the 
congregation literally vanished. That was why 
the Chapel has been closed for such a long series 
of Sunday evenings. It re-opens with this 
month. 

The attendance at the Sunday morning ser- 
vices also has been smaller than it ought to be. 
Indeed, it has become so small that it is cause 
for grave perplexity. Many persons, of course, 
have been away, but those of the Chapel people 
who have been in the city, and who are here 
now, have not been going, and are not yet going, 
to service on Sunday mornings as good Chris- 
tians ought to do. The attendance has run along 
in such a dwindling way that the average for 
four months past has not been above thirty-five. 

But, worse than this study of relative aver- 
ages, is another study of facts in the absolute. 
It is not alone true that all of the people do not 
go to church some of the time; the worse trouble 
is that so many of the so-called: "Chapel people" 
do not go to church any of the time. There are 
far too many persons theoretically connected 
with the Chapel who are practically making no 
consistent practice at all of attending services 
on Sunday. 

Now, I do not want to go into a long analysis 
of the situation here nor to trace out causes and 
hunt reasons and excuses. I know that there axe 
some of both the latter and a good many of all 
together. But I do want to point out this. 

In our continued search for a definite man 


into whose hands to commit the work to be done 
at the Chapel, the amount of that work is a de- 
termining feature in the choice and the kind of 
a man. If it should prove to be a fact that there 
is not much work to do, maybe it will not take 
much of a man to do it. If the work is really 
of large proportions and if the need for a big 
man is great, then we must search for the man 
of largest caliber that we can find. The best 
way for the people to prove this, to demonstrate 
that there is a large congregation to minister to 
is to show by their presence in church that there 
is such a clientele. I am not quite sure. I am 
willing to be shown. But I do not just see clear 
evidence. 

* Anyway, all of this is beside the point. For 
we have at present not only a man, but two men. 
In the best attempt we have known how to make 
to increase efficiency and, for that matter, in so 
important a detail as. to increase expenditure, 
we have been dividing this work purposely and 
delegating two different parts to special experts 
whom we felt could do it better in this way. We 
have had good preaching by the Locum Tenens, 
and we have had, for one whole winter, the un- 
interrupted services of one man devoting him- 
self especially to the Sunday School. In spite 
of this, and through no fault of theirs, both the 
congregational and Sunday School attendance 
have gone down instead of up. 

The Sunday School teaching staff also seems 
slowly but surely diminishing. Now, you can- 
not make bricks without straw. You cannot 
make a congregation without people. You can- 
not make a Sunday School without scholars. 
And you certainly cannot teach without teachers. 
Is there anybody, are there any considerable 
number of bodies, who are in existence in some 
vague, indefinite, imaginary environment that I 
have not discovered? Are there a lot of people 
somewhere round about the Chapel who are 
eager to go to church that I have not heard of? 
In short, is there a large company of people 
waiting, only waiting for a priest? 

If this is the case; if you will tell me where 
they are; best of all, if you happen to be they, 
and being of this number, will come out from 
hiding and come to service these October Sun- 
days, I will know far better than I know at pres- 
ent just what I should do.

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Rector's Letter. 
To the People of St. Luke and the Epjphany. . 


My dear Friends: 

I dislike beginning letters, as I often must at 
this midwinter season, with forecasts of objects 
and appeals for offerings throughout the month 
to follow. But perhaps I ought to do this first, 
to get it off my mind and, incidentally, off yours. 
It is almost Christmas. And you know what 
that means. You know how many calls for 
bounty this brings in the home. Well, if you 
multiply this by the many homes within a parish 
where there is but little to be bountiful withal, 
you will sympathize with the Rector of your 
Parish at this season above others and contribute 
on next Sunday, December 14th, to the Christ- 
mas Bounty Fund. 

Christmas Bounty Fund. 

' The needs for this fund are as difficult to set 
forth in plain print as necessity for it is plain 
to anyone who tries to be your almoner and in 
your stead to furnish Christmas cheer for many 
who would be so cheerless were it not for Chris- 
tian people and the Christian Church on this 
great Christian festival in this glad Christmas- 
tide. 

It is difficult to speak in detail of the uses to 
which money at this season must be put ; because 
money, to serve its best purpose, must be so ad- 
ministered that gifts are made impersonal and 
confidence is kept and needs for money not di- 
vulged. Not that money is doled out as money. 
That is not the point. The point is that an al- 
moner needs money with which to procure the 
things he gives in better forms that alms. 


I do not know that I have made my meaning 
plain. Perhaps it cannot be made plain in print. 
l only know you all know of the need here for 
a Christmas Bounty Fund. And I remind you 
that next Sunday is the Sunday for the making 
of this offering. 

Bishop Rowe's Visit. 

Those who were in Church on Sunday morn- 
ing, November 16th, enjoyed a rare treat, while 
those who were deterred by the inclement weathet 
missed, or rather forfeited, an opportunity to 
hear Bishop Rowe of Alaska tell of his work 
in that far distant land and hear him speak his 
message which he did in such a manly fashion. 


They also missed an opportunity to lend him 
financial assistance, as well as to show him moral 
Support. Some of those absent sent in contribu- 


tions any way which, together with the offering 
made by those in Church, added to a special gift 
or two, enabled me to send to him the following 
week a check for $528.57. 

Gift to Altar Society. 

At their December Monthly Meeting, the Altar 
Society, together with the Rector for whose per- 
sonal use in ministrations to the sick it is intend: 
ed, all join in rendering a vote of thanks to Miss 
Isabella Roorbach for the gift she has made of 
a beautiful handwrought set of altar linens in 
miniature to be carried with a private communion 
set. 


These she has had made by some of the 
patients to whom she in her turn ministers as 
nurse, companion and attendant, at the Philadel- 
phia Hospital who are unfortunates, suffering 
from maladies other than physical. It has doubt. 
less given many hours of respite to these patients 
and diversion to them in their sad estate to do 
this work. They have done it beautifully and for 
it they are, in these halting phrases, thanked 
right heartily. 

Lighting the Church. 

A project has been under way for more than 
two months past to secure a better lighting sys- 
tem for the Church. It has been attended with 
vexation and delay. Even yet we do not see 
the right solution of the difficulty that has long 
been pressing. The hanging globes from the 
ceiling have shined in the people’s eyes. To take 
them away is to make necessary introduction 
of so many additional lights in the ceiling that 
our wiring and switch boards are not ample. 
Thus there would be involved abnormal cost of 
reconstruction and needless waste of current. 


Some reflectors have been put in the ceiling 
for experiment. But these—if they should ap- 
pear unsightly—you are not to criticisé, inas- 
much as they are only there for experimental 
purposes and it is not expected that they will 
remain. It is fondly hoped that, within the 
next few weeks, we may make some real dis- 
covery and hit upon some feasible method to 
accomplish what is needed with satisfactory 
artistic as well as economical results. 

How You Can Help. 

The Rector is always anxious. to extend a 
welcome to newcomers in the parish. Scarcely 
a day, and never a week, passes without a new 
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family or an individual heretofore unknown to 
him being reported. The clergy do their best to 
get in touch with these and make their personal 
aquaintance. But the people of the parish 
can and ought to help with this. You can do 
it easier than the clergy can and, because so many 
more of you, can do it more widely. 


You can help by speaking to acquaintances, 
many of them newly formed, in the same board- 
ing-house apartment or hotel, by extending to 
them on behalf of this parish an invitation to 
attend the services. Ask them to come with you 
to church. Offer to introduce them to the 
clergy. Arrange for their children to be ac- 
companied to the Sunday School. 


“т like the Episcopal Church," a stranger is 
reported to have said. “Тһе service is such a 
responsible one" She meant "responsive," of 
course, but the phrase, "responsible service" is 
good. Remember you are responsible for the 
people in your neighborhood. 


Use of Communion Cup. 

The cups used in the Holy Communion in this 
parish are turned by the celebrant for each per- 
son, so that no two people place their lips at 
the same spot. Remembering this, no one will 
turn the cup for themselves, this would de- 
feat the very thing at which we aim. After 
each rail the cups are cleansed by means of puri- 
cators, which are dipped in pure alcohol. Scien- 
tific analysis has shown that, where these pre- 
cautions are taken, no one need fear infection. 
The symbolism of the common cup is kept 
here at no risk of loss of health. No one need 
approach the Table of the Lord in this chancel 
with a lurking fear.

‘There will be very great hesitation on the part 
of mothers to give up teaching to their children 
a prayer that is so dear to them because of its 
association with their own childhood; but, if this 
prayer with its thought of death does prove an 
unwholesome influence in the life of any child, 
then in the case of this particular child its use 
should certainly be discontinued, An old Eng- 
lish prayer having in it the note of simplicity 


may serve as a substitute: 


Father, whom I cannot see, 
Look down from heaven on little me;

Their holy wings around my bed;

Those who put on these will constitute 
a "phantom party." 

[f any persons wish to bring some other cos- 
tume they may do so, but they must bring 
these in their hands, not wear them through 
the streets. 

This last point is imperative. All costumes 
to be worn must be carried here and put on in 
the Parish House. The reason for this is 
that they will have to be taken off by eleven 
o'clock, the persons wearing them being ready 
at that time in their regular clothes to go into 
the Church for the Midnight Service. 


Who Will Come and When. 


The appointed time to assemble for the party 
is eight o'clock. But the young people may 
keep on coming as much later than this as they 
have to, in case they are compelled to 
work late on that evening. 


If there are any young people who, because 
they have to come directly from work, or be- 
cause for any reason they cannot bring a sheet 
and pillow case or any other costume with 
them, they are to come any way. They will 
fnd masks at least provided for them when 
they arrive. There will also be provision for 
some extra sheets and pillow cases. 


Remember also that any of your family or 
friends may come, late in the evening. They 
will naturally want to do this in order to be 
with you here and to go home with you. And 
especially they will want themselves to attend, 
along with you, the Midnight Service, when 
the time comes, in the Church. 


Watch Night Service. 

I want to speak especially about this Watch 
Night Service in the Church. I am anxious 
to have it as generally known as possible that 
there is going to be such a service. I hope 
it may certainly become clearly understood 
that everybody who will come is invited and 
urged to do so. We have never had such a 
service in this parish before, but this year I 
want to try one as an experiment. 

We will all assemble in the church as nearly 
as possible after eleven o'clock. The service 
will begin promptly on the minute of 11.30. 
Thus the closing half hour of the old year will 
be spent in prayer and meditation. The New 
Year will be ushered in on the advent of mid- 
night with a song of praise. 


Any person, old or young, intending to come 


to this service, may come to the Parish House 
as early as they wish, during the hour or two 
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preceding this hour of service. I recommend 
their doing this very thing, inasmuch as they 
will thus have a chance to look in on the party 
going on downstairs those hours. I can prom- 
ise them assuredly in advance that they will 
find themselves interested spectators. They will 
be delighted to see the jolly good time that the 
250 young people who ar: planning to attend 
that party are already making plans to have. 


Everybody Invited and Welcome. 

Come, anybody, everybody, any late hour as 
the evening goes on. Look in on the party, 
share for a little in the fun. We will then ad- 
journ to the church, where others will be as- 
sembling from eleven o'clock to half past elev- 
en. There, promptly at 11.30, the Watch Night 
Service will begin. It will continue until mid- 
night ushers in the New Year and gives signal 
for adjournment. 


Now, do not wait to have this explained fur- 
ther. And do not wait to be invited especially. 
Don’t imagine that this paragraph applies to 
someone else. It applies to you who read it. 
Come. 

New Year’s Day Service. 

This year, for the first time, we are planning 
to have the service on New Year’s Day in the 
Church instead of, as formerly, in the Little 
Chapel. This, as everybody understands, is 
the Celebration of the Holy Communion, which 
falls naturally in its place of observance among 
the list of Saints Days, etc., as the Feast of 
the Circumcision. 


So many people have formed the habit of 
coming to this service, however, probably be- 
cause it is New Year's Day, that the Little 
Chapel has become too small to hold them. 
Therefore, on New Year's Day, at 11 A. M., 
there will be a Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion in the Church. 


Do not confuse this statement with state- 
ments in a preceding paragraph about the 
Watch Night Service. In the first I am speak- 
ing of 11 P. M., on New Year's Eve. In this 
second, I am speaking of 11 A. M., on New 
Year's Day.

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Rector's Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany.

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My dear Friends: 

I realize that it may seem late to make report 
of Christmas doings, now that holiday week is a 
whole month past. But inasmuch as this is the 
first copy of the "Parish Helper" published since, 
and in view of the variety of incidents deserving 
to be chronicled—because also of the generosity 
with which you provided Christmas Bounty 
Funds for Christmas purposes—I think you 
should have some report, both of that week's ac- 
tivities and of that whole season's expenditures. 
In the briefest possible compass here is a review 
with day and date from, say the middle of the 
week before Christmas to the middle of the week 
after New Year's. 

Days and Dates. 

On Wednesday evening, December 17th, Mrs. 
Lennon and Mrs. Stafford had served an Oyster 
Supper to the members of the Bible Class and 
Mothers' Meeting. 


On Monday, December 22d, a committee of 
young ladies spent the day in decorating the Sun- 
day School Rooms and Club Rooms downstairs, 
as the Altar Society had already busied them- 
selves in doing for the Church and Chancel. 


On Tuesday, December 23d, the Dorcas So- 
ciety adjourned and the ladies dismissed their 
thirty-three wards for the holiday week with a 
two dollar pension apiece in addition to their 
paltry weekly wages. 


On Wednesday, December 24th, the clergy, 
parish visitors and helpers distributed gifts, both 
in the form of Christmas baskets, clothing, etc., 
and also in the form of money with which per- 
sons might procure these for themselves. 


On Christmas Day the two services in church, 
both the Early Celebration at eight o'clock and 
the Morning Prayer with Sermon at eleven 
o'clock, were attended by large congregations. 


On Friday, December 26th, tons and half tons 
of coal were delivered to as many as twenty or 
thirty families. 'This also was a busy day pre- 
paring for two entertainments. 


On Saturday, December 27th, there was the 
Children's Afternoon Party for all those mem- 
bers of the Sunday Schools, Clubs, etc., under 
fourteen years of age. One hundred and sixty 
children were present. 


Sunday followed with its morning congrega- 
tion of the usual size. And in the afternoon six- 
teen hundred people crowded the Church and 
Chapel adjoining to hear the Christmas Carol 
Service. 


On the afternoon of December 29th we had 
the "Primary B" Christmas Party with the larg- 
est attendance of children we have ever had at 
such a function. Later, even before the ladies 
who provided this entertainment had completed 
their task, the caterers arrived to set the tables for 
the Mothers’ Meeting Supper on that evening, 
at which fifty-three women sat down to a feast; 


On Tuesday, December 3oth, two similar 


events, a Children’s Party and a Mothers’ Meet- 


ing Supper, were duplicated at the Epiphany 
Chapel. Indeed all these events had been there 
duplicated on the days preceding. 


On Wednesday evening, December 31st, came 
the New Year's Eve Party at the Church for all 
of our young people, from both Church and 
Chapel, above the fourteen-year age limit, to the 
other parties. Then at midnight in Church we 
had the Watch Night Service. 


Both of these events were novel. Each was 
an experiment. And together, they were cer- 
tainly successful. More than six hundred peo- 
ple were in and out of the Sunday School Rooms 
during the evening, while five hundred remained 
to say their prayers at midnight and to greet each 
other with a Happy New Year. 


On New Year's Day the service in Church at 
eleven o'clock—and held thus in the Church for 
the first time instead of in the “Little Chapel“ 
was participated in by a hundred communicants. 


On the Sunday following, at the service when 
the Christmas Music was repeated fifteen hun- 
dred people again crowded both the Church and 
Little Chapel, vestibule, etc., to the limit of their 
standing-room capacity. 


If you care for figures, and if numbers are an 
evidence of interest and crowds a symbol of ac- 
tivity, the sum total of attendance on the days 
alone of that one week—Sunday to Sunday in- 
clusive-—was something over 5500 people on eight 
days. There were not that many different peo- 
ple, to be sure; but there were that many of what 
might be called "admissions." 
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Special Thanks. 

There are many special things that should be 
said and many persons in particular who should 
be thanked, but the number of both is so large 
and the danger of making mistakes is so great 
when one enters on this policy of naming in- 
dividuals, that I forbear to do the first and do not 
want to run the risk the second would involve. 


But, to run this much risk at least, the officers 
and teachers of the Sunday Schools, the asso- 
ciates of the Girls’ Club, the workers indeed in 
every department of the parish, did their part 
with diligence and, what is best of all, with cheer- 
fulness. Those seemed most happy who worked 
hardest. In particular. the two ladies deserve 
special thanks who, acting as the hostesses on 
Wednesday evening, not only did much work in 
making plans and preparations, but who paid 
out of personal funds bills that ran well up into 
money. 

Special Events. 

A few events also deserve a word of com- 
ment in view of the diligence and faithfulness 
they manifest upon the part of groups of persons 
who—as is not always quite the case in every 
parish—in this one make themselves so com- 
pletely part of all its working forces. 


The Girls’ Club, in pursuance of the principle 
that it is so much more blessed to give than to 
receive, contributed money and packed and sent 
baskets to poor families at the nomination of the 
“Parish Visitor." 


The Choir, on the Sunday before Christmas, 
raised a purse of more than twenty dollars to be 
added to the Christmas Bounty Fund. 


Mrs. Lennon's Bible Class did the same to the 
extent of a ten dollar contribution also to the 
Christmas Bounty Fund. 


The Sunday School teachers and officers 
heaped coals of fire upon their Rector's head in 
view of all the hard work that he asks of them, 
and in spite of the pitiably poor help he ever ren- 
ders in return to them, by presenting him, as a 
personal gift, a beautiful twenty-two volume set 
of extravagantly valuable books. 


While, from one source entirely outside the 
parish, came a bountiful donation, and that in the 
form of an agreeable surprise. It came about 
in this way. 

Walnut Street Business Men. 

Two or three weeks before Christmas the Rec- 
tor had made an address at a Banquet of the 
Walnut Street Business Association. He had 
feared he made it very poorly. And he knows, 
in spite of all their polite protest, that he had 
amore pleasure in the doing of this than they could 


have had who listened. But the week succeed- 
ing they too heaped some coals of fire. He re- 
ceived this note from Mr. E. J. Berlet, who is 
President: 


“We have had a luncheon and a business me-t- 
ing here at noon to-day. Christmas cheer was 
present while we met and dined. We enclos2 our 
check for $50 with which we would ask you kind- 
ly to buy some necessaries for any of the poor of 
St. Luke and the Epiphany, perhaps especially 
for those connected with the Chapel at Seven- 
teenth and Summer streets. Wishing you the 
compliments of the season,” etc. 


This is, without exception, the very nicest 
thing that I have heard of being done by any 
business men’s association for any church. And 
you may rest assured that I have written them to 
tell them so. 

Choir at the Curtis Building. 

On Monday preceding Christmas, a most in- 
teresting thing occurred. The Curtis Publishing 
Company, who are so well known for the many 
forms of social welfare work they do for their 
employes, and who have been having a series all 
winter of Monday noon-day concerts by world 
famous artists in their great new building, en- 
gaged our choir professionally—at a very gener- 
ous stipend indeed—to render a series of Christ- 
mas Carols. 

This the Choir did in conjunction with an or- 
chestra of fourteen pieces, made up entirely of 
members of the Philadelphia Orchestra, at a 
Recital extending over a period of two hours, 
while the four thousand employes came and went 
in relays during half hours in succession they 
could spare from their lunch period. This was a 
pleasurable excursion for the Choir, Incidentally, 
be it whispered, the rendition of the carols was 
of such exceptional merit that it would have been 
worth while four million people’s listening. 

Received and Expended. 

Apart from the Annual Statement of figures 
in the form of a Financial Report, as it usually 
appears in the March or April “Parish Helper,” 
I feel called upon to set forth in detail this 
special statement under the heads "Received" 
and "Expended," of the Christmas Bounty Fund 
in particular. 

And I do this for two reasons. The second is 
possibly more weighty than the first. I think 
those who have been contributors deserve this 
definite accounting ; but, more than that, it is the 
best way I know how of giving information and 
creating an impression of the number and the 
nature of the manifold and multiform demands 
upon one as the Rector of a parish such as this, 
at every Christmas season. 
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If I can succeed in making plain this need for 
money, and in this apparently so large amount, I 
will have already thanked those for their gener- 
osity who gave out of their substance in such 
great abundance. I know how many people say 
they cannot understand finances, that they have 
no head for figures, etc. But if they will only 
read this column patiently they will not need a 
special kind of genius. The mere figures will 
present the facts.

Burglars and Churches. 

In view of the fact that several reports have 
been circulated quietly—and indeed, for the mat- 
ter of that, a few on recent dates have found 
their way into the public print—regarding church 
robberies: attempts on the part of burglars to 
break into Churches, Parish Houses, Rectories, 
etc., in the hope that large “finds” might be made 
of sums of money that have come to clergymen in 
the form of contributions during the busy win- 
ter season of the Church's life and work and of 
its consequent benevolence, I have been asked 
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several times recently whether we always "feel 
safe in keeping money about the Church." I am 
glad to speak of this. I am glad to do it for two 
reasons. 


It is true that on some Sundays at this season 
offerings in churches such as this may total a 
good deal of money. It is also true that, in the 
form in which such offerings are made, these 
sums are bulky and, of course, cannot be counted 
at the moment, nor could they be deposited, in 
any case, on Sunday in a bank. But that is 
neither here nor there. No matter what the 
method is—and there is no need to go into de- 
tails—there is never a dollar of money kept in 
this Church over night, weekday or Sunday. It 
would not repay a burglar or a sneak thief or a 
villain of whatever kind to waste his time in 
searching for such things about this church. 
Everything of value is sent to safe keeping. This 
is not one of our troubles or anxieties or appre- 
hensions. 


I have said that I was glad to state this for two 
reasons. The first is, that the minds of persons 
may be set at rest, who, as parishioners, have 
feared that some ill-fortune might befall. The 
other is that, in so far as this mere information 
may have chance to spread beyond the limits of 
that group referred to or may possibly attract 
the eye in print of those who form the burglar 
class, this very statement may save them from 
wasting their time. It may save us in this way 
the trouble of replacing broken locks upon doors 
that lead only into empty rooms. 

Confirmation Class. 

It is too soon to announce the series of ser- 
vices for that season—or indeed to speak much 
at all about Lent. But it is never too soon to be- 
gin to urge upon the consideration of those who 
ought to give the matter serious consideration, 
the whole subject of Confirmation. We will ar- 
tange to have in Lent this year, as for several 
years past, a series of lecture-conferences or ser- 
vice-meetings—call them what you will—on 
Thursday evenings during those six weeks. 


These will be under the auspices of the Con- 
firmation Alumni Association. I am looking for- 
ward myself confidently as well as joyfully to a 
large attendance on those evenings and to a pleas- 
urable task in conducting those services myself. 
The first will be on the first Thursday night in 
Lent; i. e, on February 26th. Meantime I am 
anxious to know in advance who think of being 
confirmed this year. 

Thursday Evening Parties. 

The one point at which this subject has rela- 
tion to a matter now in process, and the point at 
which discussion of that series of meetings in 


Lent has bearing upon another series of Thurs- 
day evenings, is this. Beginning with January 
we have arranged for the young people—who to 
such a large extent are the same people that we 
had last year and will have in still larger number 
this year—a series of social evenings downstairs 
in the Parish House. At these parties there is, 
to use a Scriptural phrase if any one should de- 
mand ecclesiastical precedent, music and dancing. 
T have promised these young people this year, 
as last, that they may have all these festivities, 
and welcome, if when Lent comes they will turn 
about and just as gladly and in just as goodly 
numbers, come to church on Thursday evenings 
for six corresponding weeks. In other years 
they have done this. 


And so they will again this year. If any of 
you care to look in at the Parish House on any 
Thursday night during these ten weeks to come, 
from eight to ten o’clock, you will go away re- 
joiced and gladdened by the sight of what you 
see. I have no more hesitation in saying this for 
the evenings when the people play than for the 
others when they pray. I am just as sanguine 
also that these members of the Clubs, these young 
folks of the Sunday School will come to church, 
when Lent comes on, as that they now comport 
themselves becomingly and have such happy, 
healthy, sane amusement on these Thursday 
evenings up until Shrove Tuesday. 


Church Periodical Club. 

The Church Periodical Club beg leave to pre- 
sent their usual request this month for supplies 
of reading matter, books, magazines, pictures, 
post cards, illustrated supplements—anything, in 
short, in the form of reading matter, whether 
strictly of recent date or more readily discarded 
because of its age. Anything that may be sent 
to them will find a welcome and can be made use 
of. Any printed matter needs only to be done 
up in parcels, addressed to the church, in the 
sexton’s care, at any hour of any day in the 
week. 


But especially they are anxious that some 
special needs they have in mind may be met by 
having provided regularly several copies each of 
some of the leading magazines, such as Harper’s, 
Scribner's, McClure's or the Century, and this 
with such regularity that they may be mailed, 
month by month, not too long after their current 
dates, to persons at a distance who have asked 
for them. 

Library for Alaska. 

During the month past the Diocesan Branch of 
the Church Periodical Club carried out a project 
of sending a Winter Library to Every Man’s 
Reading Room at Valdez, Alaska. The plan was 
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to have representatives of each local or parochial 
society collect as many books as possible, both old 
and new, books of history, natural history, travel, 
biography, fiction, etc., and to have them as- 
sembled in one place. 


The offer was made by the delegates from this 
parish of the rooms of our Parish House as the 
place of assembling these. It was hoped that a 
thousand volumes might be secured. As a mat- 
ter of fact, more than two thousand volumes 
were sent in. Of these over fifteen hundred 
were selected as of sufficient merit to justify pay- 
ing freight on them to Alaska. They were 
shipped last week. 

Soloists on Sundays. 

A new feature will be introduced this month at 
the four o’clock Sunday afternoon services. In 
addition to the various features which already 
make that service so enjoyable, it will be noticed— 
by reference to the program of the entire month’s 
services on page four of this issue—that the 
name of a prominent soloist figures under each 
date in addition to the work of the choir and to 
the instrumental musical features with which so 
many have become familiar. These four ser- 
vices for the month of March will form a series 
leading up to another series planned for the six 
Sundays in Lent.

My dear Friends: 

On Sunday Evening, December 28th, the 
Christmas Carol Service of the Sunday School 
was held.

We have no 
hesitation in insisting that they come on Sun- 
days, at the hour of service, in the Chapel, 
which is the real place of worship, just as 
gladly, and in just as goodly number, as they 
came that week-day evening, to the Parish 
House, for this festivity. 


If they will not do this there is evidently 
something lacking. Is the lack with us? Or 
is it possibly with them? We have one end 
and one only in all of our efforts: namely to 
conduct church services and do religious work. 
All else is means to this end. We are sure 
that this end justifies the means. But are all 
those who use the means accomplishing the 
end? Let us see who will be first to catch the 
point. And may there be none lagging on be- 
hind who cannot, or who will not see.

My dear Friends: 

It will be noticed from the card foregoing, 
which contains the items in a program of the 
Sunday afternoon service, that the services 
in Lent will differ slightly from the order of 
service at this hour on Sundays heretofore. 


It is hoped that these changes are all in the 
way of enhancement and that the several ad- 
ditional features will constitute improvements, 
each and all of them. 


In the first place, there will be at each of 
these six Sunday afternoon services a special 
soloist to sing in conjunction with the choir. 
The names of these will be announced each: 
week in advance. 


In the second place, we are planning to in- 
troduce at each of these services an enjoyable 
as well as an inspiring feature: the singing 
of a congregational hymn. Ме are anxious. 
to avoid the danger of the service falling too: 
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much into the form of a recital. We believe 
the people will appreciate this opportunity of 
having this part in it of their own. 


The third innovation—for it is an innova- 
tion—in this church at these particular ser- 
vices, is the taking of an offering on each of 
those six days. This also I am doing be- 
cause a number of people have spoken to me 
about it and, of their own accord, have asked 
to participate in the expenses incident to all 
these services in series here throughout the 
year. 


Lastly, I am preparing for distribution, and 
will have on hand for circulation each Sunday 
afternoon, a certain form of post card size an- 
nouncement programs for the Sunday next to 
follow. 


These are being prepared with especial care, 
not only by a printer, but in part by an ex- 
pert photographer. Each of the six will con- 
tain a different photograph of the church, in- 
side and out, the chapel, chancel, baptistry, 
transept, etc. 


I believe that many persons will be glad to 
preserve these as souvenirs. They will be 
glad to have them in after days of years to 
come as reminders of the hours of service they 
have spent here on these Sunday afternoons.

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Rector’s Letter. 


To the People of St, Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

One event of prime importance claims the 
first place in this letter, as it seems one person 
is of more importance than he ever knew or 
in his modesty would have suspected in a 
quarter of a century. I am as excited as he 
is delighted. I am so much so I fear I can- 
not write with restraint of the doings of last 
Tuesday evening. It was not alone the finest 
thing that I have known of being done in the 
ten years that I have known this parish, but 
it was in many ways a unique event among all 
known parishes—just as "Montgomery," for 
the matter of that, is sui generis among church 
sextons. In the ease with which it was ac- 
complished and the hearty unanimity with 
which all of you acted on the mere sugges- 
tion, I believe it is unprecedented. 1 refer, 
of course, to the perfect bounding joy with 
which you all rushed to be first among those 
who subscribed to make up a "purse" to 
be given to him on his anniversary. 

The Suggestion. 

I had spoken to the Sunday School on Sun- 
day morning of the long term of the Verger's 
labors and suggested that, when Tuesday 
came and they had their pre-Lenten party, they 
plan a surprise for him. Inside five minutes 
they were at work planning said surprise. 
And it was a complete surprise. It proved so 
when the evening came. All assembled, as 
you know, and when they did, like the Greeks, 
they came “bearing gifts." The Rector 
made the speech; the scholars did the rest. 
Or rather they had done it in the hour pre- 
ceding. They had brought along a suite of 
furniture. The Choir, not to be outdone and of 
their own volition-—they could not have been re- 
strained—presented him with a handsome parlor 
lamp. The Altar Society made him the recipient 
of a wedge of gold and a Babylonish garment 
which they had concealed about them somewhere 
in their tent. 


The Purse. 

Then came the congregation. These too 
came in force. I had asked you for a purse 
for him, “a good, big, round, full, twenty-five- 
year, worth-while, fat substantial one.” I had 
no idea. I had named no figure. I had hoped 
it would be large. But you had made it 
larger. I had hinted at a thousand. And you 


gave me full two thousand dollars. I have 
never had more pleasure, nor will ever have 
again, than in placing this in the fond, faithful 
hands of this good, honest servant of yours, 
who for twenty-five years, every hour in the 
day, every day in the week, and all weeks in 


'the year, while you worshipped has worked, 


while you rested has labored, and when you 
came to pray has had the church prepared for 
you. He has labored industriously, served 
with fidelity, and acted with discretion, in the 
manifold ways that combine to make a model 
sexton. And he has done this for twenty-five 
years this Ash Wednesday. 


New Lighting System. 

During the past week, the work of recon- 
structing the entire lighting system of the 
church has been practically completed. The 
question what to do in this connection and 
just how to do it has been a vexatious one. 
We have had to go through a long period of 
testing and experimenting and I have feared 
the patience of the congregation would be- 
come exhausted before we arrived at any sat- 
isfactory solution. It is hoped, however, that 
the method now adopted is the right one, al- 
though some minor changes may yet have to 
be made, both in the position of the reflectors 
hanging from the ceiling, in the size of globes 
therein concealed and the amount of cur- 
rent planned for and the wiring to the fuse 
boxes. Our hope has been to remove as many 
as possible of the fixtures from view, and cer- 
tainly the lights themselves, in order that 
there might be no annoying glare. In this, 
I think, we have succeeded. There are still 
some changes to make in the chancel. And 
even this is being pressed to completion as 
rapidly as possible. 

Coming to the Altar Rail. 

I had hoped the method I suggested last 
month of coming to the altar rail—even 
though it was but a suggestion, and although 
the trial was proposed only as an experiment 
—might be adopted. I certainly hoped that 
the test might be made for a sufficient length 
of time to see wherein it would fail or succeed. 
I am still quite sanguine that this method 
will do much to obviate the crowding and con- 
fusion at the passageway between the bap- 
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tistry and chancel which, for perfectly simple 
and obvious reasons, cannot well be made a 
place of entrance and of exit by two groups 
of people at one time. 

I believe it would help very materially to re- 
solve this difficulty if all those coming to the 
chancel from the north aisle would fall in with 
the plan proposed and come in the same normal 
fashion as those do who come up from the 
south aisle, namely; fall into a line, that one 
of two lines which, converging at the chancel 
steps, move uniformly to the altar rail. 
Thence, those who wish to do so, in return- 
ing to their pews in the north aisle, might go 
out through the baptistry. 


It is almost impossible either for them to 
do this while those from that portion of the 
church are claiming entrance or for those in 
turn who seek such entrance to gain it within 
the narrow space behind the choir stalls 
while they are met and jostled by as many 
who are seeking exit. If those who are most 
concerned will be content to make this trial, 
I really believe the good result will be ap- 
parent. In the meantime, I will only be too 
glad, if anyone has any better plan, to have 
them mention it to me. I think we all agree 
that the method that has been in vogue has 
been unsatisfactory. 

Firemen and Police. 

Because of the story that early last month 
found its way into public print, because of 
the confused and consequent inaccurate ac- 
count of what transpired; and because, still 
worse, of the wrong impression that may pos- 
sibly have been created, I have been asked by 
a dozen people to set forth some facts in re- 
assurance of the church's safety and solidity. 
In so far as that report about the “firemen” 
and “police” has been provocative of humor— 
and it has caused many smiles—it ought not 
to claim serious attention. For this reason 
1 am loath to speak of it. But there is danger 
that the story may do harm. It may make 
some timid people apprehensive when they 
ought to feel secure. The facts are these: 


It is true that, at several services around 
Christmas, the church was crowded and over- 
crowded and that the crowd overflowed into 
the chapel. Tt is also true that the vestibule 
was packed to standing-room capacity. I am 
very much afraid it is true also that on one 
Sunday, before I learned of it, there were those 
who "broke the law" by blockading the stair- 
ways and by standing in aisles back in the 
gallery. Of course, no one was to blame for 
this. It was unfortunate. But, as soon as it 


was realized, before the next Sunday came 
around any repetition of this was guarded 
against. And it will be in future. It is also 
true that some one,—whether out of anger or 
with right intention I do not know, for I do 
not know the person wrote a letter in com- 
plaint to some Department and that an official 
came here on a visit of inspection. He was 
satisfied with all what he found. 


And well he might be. For the building 
has been proved and tested. It is regularly 
inspected, as all churches are. It is fire-proof 
and panic-proof, substantial, solid, well-con. 
structed and now re-constructed. It is solid 
brick and stone and steel and concrete and as 
nearly fireproof as a church was ever builded. 
It has exits, five in number; its doors open 
outward; its floor is of solid masonry; its 
galleries are supported by steel girders, and 
these rest on iron pillars and their ends in rock 
foundations, and ten thousand people could not 
by their weight cause it the slightest tremor. 
It will hold twelve hundred people. And these 
could vacate it in three minutes and a hall. 
The floor of the middle aisle would support 
a locomotive and you could build a bonfire 
on the tile floor anywhere. You could neither 
break it down nor burn it up. Please do not 
let somebody gain some wrong impression. 
And, if such impression has gone out, please 
help to overtake it. 


Outside Preaching. 


Each year as Lent comes round the Rec- 
tor of a parish such as yours is equally drawn 
between two anxieties and as often harassed 
by two equal perplexities. He is invited, as 
are all the clergy, to go here and there to 
preach in other churches. He would like to 
do this. He would like to serve his fellows; 
he would like to help his brethren. At the 
same time, he is burdened with his work at 
home and feels more keenly year by year how 
poorly he does work in his own parish and 
how much more his own people have the 
right to claim of his time and attention. 


Indeed, he finds so many things that should 
be done that he is also driven frantic from 
the want of time. His one excuse—and it is 
a legitimate excuse—is that he "has too many 
things to do.” If he goes outside and preaches 
in strange churches, he is labored with аё 
home for being profligate and wasteful of his 
time and of his strength; while, if he stays at 
home and declines invitations, he is criticised 
outside for being selfish. There you have it. 
And, well, there you are. 
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I have tried this year to act in such a way 
as will be most consistent. I have declined 
every invitation to do anything outside the 
limits of this parish—except one. I have ac- 
cepted an invitation. І am going to New 
York for a series of noon-day addresses at 
St. Bartholomew's in the week between two 
Sundays, March rsth and 22nd. It is under- 
stood that this will not interfere, however, 
either with the Bible Class on Monday After- 
noon or with the Confirmation Lecture on 
Monday Evening of that week. I expect to 
be back home in time on both those days for 
each of these. 

Date of Confirmation. 

Bishop Rhinelander will this year visit the 
parish for the purpose of administering the 
Rite of Confirmation on the date that has be- 
come traditional here, i. e. the Fifth Sunday 
in Lent, March 29th, at the four o'clock ser- 
vice. I hope the printing of this fact may 
serve as a reminder to many persons who have 
been told of it already as as welcome news to 
many others. 

Monday Afternoon Lectures. 

The meetings of the Rector’s Bible Class 
will be as usual at five o'clock each Monday 
afternoon in Lent. It may be that this is not 
a good name for these lectures and if this term 
should work detriment I would be sorry. I 
know well how the name has long been abused 
and how much prejudice has been engendered 
in the minds of many who care nothing about 
such conventional instruction as goes common- 
ly under that title. But this ought not to pre- 
vail against this undertaking. These lectures 
on these Monday hours simply take the place 
of any other week-day service on those days. 
The subjects are such as will be of interest 
this year to many who have not come former- 
ly. I do not want to go into detail in advance, 
save to say that this year I want to discuss 
six books that raise, some of them, and some 
of them settle, questions that are burning 
questions to all readers of the Bible and all 
lovers of the Church. I think it better to an- 
nounce them one by one. The first to be con- 
sidered, on the first of these six Mondays, 
that is on March 2nd, will be “The Inside of 
The Cup.”

MAKE A PRACTICE OF COMINC TO YOUR 
OWN CHURCH REGULARLY IN LENT. 


Marks of the Lord Jesus. 


The following extract is from a famous sermon 
by the late Bishop Brooks, on the text: “Let 
no man trouble me; for I bear in my body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus." 


“T have tried to show you what those words 
mean when an old man says them out of the 
heart of his experience, with the bruises and 
scars of a hard life all over him. Even more 
solemn and full of meaning they are when a 
young man says them in the conscious vigor 
and full consecration of his youth. ‘You must 
not hamper and restrain me,’ he asserts. ‘You 
must not turn me from my way to yours. You 
must not coldly criticise all that I try to do. 
You must not ask me to conform to all the tra- 
ditions which your cautiousness marks out. 
You must let me risk something of repute, of 
fortune, of comfort, of life itself, to do my 
duty. You must not think me arrogant or 
self-conceited if I disregard both your anxiety 
and your sneers, and go the way, the new 
way, the strange way, that is clearly set be- 
fore me.’ It is a noble thing when out of all 
the jealousy, out of all the anxiety and love 
of older men, a young man thus quietly and 
firmly claims his life; but the nobleness only 
comes when he claims his life because Christ 
has claimed him, and because the full vigor 
and health in which he glories are to him 
marks of the Lord Jesus. To give one’s life 
up timidly to the traditions that demand it 
on the one hand, and to assert one’s independ- 
ence in pure wilfulness o the other; both of 
these are perversions of the purpose for which 
we were made. To insist that we must have 
our lives to ourselves, that their own power 
may be worked out freely because we belong 
to Christ, that is the perfect scheme of exist- 
ence, the santification of liberty, the transfig- 
uration of ambition.” 


Selected. 


One of the most striking instances of the 
world-wide progress of the Sunday-school idea 
is found in the fact that Tokyo, Japan, has in- 
vited the World’s Sunday School Convention 
to meet there in 1916. The Japanese are keen- 
ly interested in the Sunday school as an insti- 
tution. Their invitation was unanimously ac- 
cepted at Zurich, during the World’s Conven- 
tion last July, and this means that the repre- 
sentatives of Sunday-school work in many 
lands are gladly recognizing the cordiality and 
earnestness of this invitation, and many are 
looking forward with high expectation to the 
convention in the Land of the Rising Sun. 


This Year's Confirmation Class. 


There are many persons in this parish this 
year who ought to be thinking of this matter 
earnestly. The time to organize this year's 
Confirmation Class and to prepare for this 
visit of the Bishop to administer this rite to 
those requesting it is now, right now, this 
very week. 


I do very much wish, and I very fondly 
hope, that the confirmation class this year, 
when the date above announced arrives, may 
be the largest, and withal the. best, that we 
have had in this parish for the ten years 1 
have known it. There are several reasons why 
I think this should be so this year, and there 
are several indications that lead me to believe 
that such will be the case. There are, this 
year, as of course there are every year, three 
groups or classes or types of persons who 
taken together should comprise one Confirma- 
tion Class. Characterizing them roughly, they 
are perhaps the following: 


The Three Groups. 


First, there are young people of confirma- 
tion age who have grown up in the Church 
and Sunday School, and who ought thus to 
come as naturally to this event as they did 
to their baptism, or as they will later to their 
marriage or their burial. It is impossible, of 
course, to say what special age this shall be, 
but it is the age of mature boyhood and girl- 
hood, perhaps the age of fifteen, sixteen or 
eighteen. 


Of this group already I know many who 
have definitely expressed their intention to be 
confirmed this year. I want to urge in this 
way as strongly as I know how upon any 
others of this group, under whose eye this 
page may fall, that they also give diligent heed 
to this matter. They may express their in- 
tention when they have reached this decision 
either to their teachers or to their parents, or, 
best of all, to their Rector, at any time, in any 
way, in person or by letter. 


A Second Group. 

The second group into which every con- 
firmation class in part resolves itself is made 
up of those persons who have all their lives 
grown up in the Episcopal Church, but who 
have long since passed this designated age of 
confirmation, and yet who have never been 
confirmed. Of such persons I have in mind 
a dozen or more. One is always at a loss to 
know just what to say to these; for often they 
are older in years, and have been coming to 
Church for a longer term of years maybe even 
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than their Rector. It is his duty, however, 
and he considers it as such, to urge and to in- 
vite, to reason with and labor with these per- 
sons as parishioners. І wish more than for 
anything else that these who are already par- 
ishioners in fact should become communicants 
in reality. To that goal the gateway that the 
Church provides is the rite of Confirmation. 


Also A Third Group. 

'The third group are regular attendants year 
by year, or month by month, in Church, who 
by this token are Church people to intent and 
purpose, but who still continue theoretically 
to be Presbyterians, or Methodists, for exam- 
ple, members of whatever church or cult or 
sect has been by accident that of their birth 
or former choice. Here again one is divided 
in his efforts, between an eagerness to urge 
upon these Churchmanship as a reality and 
his diffidence and hesitation about seeming to 
find fault or critcise their membership some- 
where else, in some other way, or from some 
other motive at some previous time. 


The only satisfactory way to speak upon 
this subject is to speak individually—to indi- 
viduals. There are so many reasons and so 
many circumstances which are specially ap- 
propriate in special cases that one cannot, 
without danger of over-statement, or some- 
thing that is almost sure to be interpreted as 
arrogance, speak here in generalities. The 
thing I so much wish, therefore, is that such 
church-attendants—and there are a number in 
this congregation—would speak with me, or 
give me opportunity to speak with them, upon 
this subject. Let us try to think the matter 
out together and see if we cannot arrive at the 
same conclusion. 


What Confirmation Preparation? 

As a matter of method, plan and policy, I 
want to make also, as carefully as I know 
how, this announcement with regard to con- 
firmation preparation. We will pursue this 
year the same plan as for several years past, 
namely: 


For other persons, who either because they 
are older, or because of engagements which 
prevent their coming at this time, or because 
there is desire on their part for more definite 
and personal and individual confirmation in- 
struction, the Rector will make appointments, 
either many or few, either at their homes or 
at his study. He will, in short, do anything 
in his power to be of use to them, and to put 
himself at their service at any possible time, 
or at as many times as may be necessary. 
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Advice from Bishop. 


Here are some words of real wisdom that 
deserve to be reprinted, read and pondered 
by a multitude of people. They are extracts 
from a letter by the Bishop Suffragan, in the 
Church News of the Diocese, last April on 
the subject “After Easter, What?" It is, this 
month, at another Lent's beginning, even a 
still better season to think on two matters that 
they bring to our attention. “In this Quaker 
City where the wear and tear, the strain and 


tension, of modern life is now so great, we 


need more time for meditation, for quick 
thought and for reflection. If we have prized 
the opportunities for more frequent services. 
if our devotion has been real, surely we are not 
prepared to let the noise and bustle of busi- 
ness drown God's voice. Will we not, at the 
accustomed time of Lenten prayer— whether 
at noon-day, in the quiet hours when we are 
wont to worship in the parish church, or in 
our silent devotions amid the cares of business 
—spare enough time for reflection and medita- 
tion or for prayer that God will lead us. 


*During the past Lent weall gave more time 
to prayer and worship—perhaps to some prac- 
tical Christian work, and with what results? 
—Many were impressed with the great crowds 
in attendance at our noon-day services. Some 
who regularly attended found in them their only 
opportunity for public worship on weekdays. 
They were the busy men and women who de- 
nied themselves and sacrificed a part of the 
luncheon hour to seek spiritual strength. But 
it is also true that many who regularly attend- 
ed absented themselves from their own Par- 
ishes where it was their duty to worship. The 
noonday services are primarily for business 
people—werking men and women, and it is 
no act of self-denial to have them crowded out 
of seats by men and women to whom time 
is not an object—who could as readily attend 
their own Parish Church. These latter should 
derive more benefit from the quiet hours in 
their accustomed place of worship, in listen- 
ing to addresses from their own rectors, and 
should contribute to the strengthening and 
developing of the spiritual life of the congre- 
gation. The daily sacrifice of some time from 
the cares of business to hear an ambassador 
of Christ is commendable, but the daily excite- 
ment of rushing around to hear some favorite 
preacher to the neglect of attendance at our 
Parish Church is not conducive to the highest 
ideal of the Lenten season, and is a tendency 
that should be discouraged." 


Women and Time. 

“Emerson is said to have remarked—not in 
print—that ‘women have no clocks in their 
minds. He probably meant that women as a 
rule have not that continual consciousness of 
an appointment to be kept, of a given thing 
that must be done at a given time, which the 
average man is obliged to acquire. 

Punctuality, the constant realization that 
you must make your actions fit into the time- 
scheme of others and the general movement of 
the world, is the first principle of business. 
A man must learn it, even though it goes 
against the grain, and although his habits re- 
main shiftless and irregular in the seclusion 
of his home. 


But the housekeeper and the homekeeper 
do not keep office hours. They have a lordly 
indifference to time, as if it were a servant, 
not a master. An hour allotted for this, a half 
hour for that, to be always watching the clock 
and timing the mative impulse of the soul! 
Perish the thought! 


The point is that the life of a mother and 
a housekeeper cannot be scheduled. It may, 
be orderly; systematic it never is. Men com- 
plain of interruptions. A woman's life is one 
long interruption. She would like to take her 
needle and finish a fussy piece of work that 
could be done in an hour. During that hour 
the kitchen fire needs attention twice, the 
grocer calls, two neighbors telephone, one 
child cuts a finger, another quarrels with her 
little playmate, a third shouts vociferously for 
a luncheon to be put up for a day's picnic. 


All this we have good understanding of and 
for this foible we have sympathy. Yet, even 
so: we do not quite see why she cannot come 
to church on time. None of these reasons 
quite apply on Sunday. We are sorry for her 
when all the misfortune is her own; but there 
are times when we are more sorry for others 
when she is the cause of their misfortune. 
She makes a nuisance of herself by disturbing 
their devotions with her late arrival at a place 
of worship. To be sure, she does this also 
at the opera, the theatre, the lecture hall and 
always at a ball. But the two cases are not. 
parallel. Those who manage these things tol- 
erate this interruption. "They must. Andthey 
can afford to. She has purchased tickets and 
she has her ‘rights.’ In church are not these 
things otherwise? And. in all sincerity, is it 
not much more serious in interrupting a wor- 
shipper than one who only goes to the places 
above to be amused?”

p TRector's Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

It is difficult to realize that another sea- 
son is so far advanced and that another Eas- 
ter Day will so soon be upon us. If it is true 
that time passes rapidly in proportion as one 
is busy, we must certainly have all been busy 
here this winter, for the time has never pass- 
ed so quickly. 

It is planned to have this paper in the 
church for distribution on Palm Sunday. And, 
because the services that week will be so 
many, and the congregations, both before and 
after Easter, large and made up in so large a 
part of strangers, I am printing for this month 
5000 copies. 

Familiar Notes. 

It is not out of some mere personal peculiar- 
ity, nor even out of some mental lapse in not 
remembering that I have said the same thing 
other years, but because the personnel of the 
congregation changes so, and because of the 
repeated need to be reminded, that I am quite 
likely to repeat in a few of these paragraphs 
this month things that have been said other 
years in looking forward to and in making an- 
nouncements regarding services, etc., during 
Holy Week and in the Easter Season. 


There is a schedule of services, to attend each 
and all of which strong urgent words of invi- 
tation are in place this year as every year. 
And there are Offerings for Special Objects 
that must be recalled to the attention of those 
who, when thus reminded, are, year after year, 
both willing and able to contribute. 

Coofirmation. 

I need not speak reminiscently of last Sun- 
day's Confirmation Service. It was good to be 
here, even to look on. And it was still better 
for those who made up that class—both unique 
and remarkable; unique because of the large 
number of adults, and remarkable because of 
the proportion of men, both young and older. 
In the class two years ago we broke all rec- 
ords for a quarter of a century. This year 
there was great eagerness to see whether the 
whole number would surpass or only equal that 
class, up until then the banner one. The num- 
ber in 1912 was sixty-three. Last Sunday there 
were just exactly sixty confirmed.

Crowded Services. 

Nor need I, in announcing services, lay em- 
phasis on those distinctly popular. We expect 
that on Wednesday night in Holy Week, at 
the Lenten Recital of Passion music, the 
Church will be overcrowded. This year, how- 
ever,as not in former years, we have provision 
for an overflow in the adjoining Chapel, where 
the windows have been made to open and con- 
nect two auditoriums, and there chairs are pro- 
vided for four hundred persons. The same 
thing will be possible at the Sunday afternoon 
Easter Carol Service and, for the matter of 
that, on the Sunday afternoon following Eas- 
ter when some of the music of both services 
will be repeated in a special program that has 
been arranged already. 


Maundy Thursday. 

I am looking forward with expectancy to 
that other evening service in Holy Week, 
namely, the service of Holy Communion on 
Maundy Thursday evening. The Corporate 
Communion of the Confirmation Alumni As- 
sociation has come to be the distinguishing 
feature of this hour. And this season we are 
looking forward to as many as three hundred 
persons being in their places in the gallery. 


This, of course, is in addition to, and only 
supplementary to, those other members of the 
congregation who have always come. This 
service is one of peculiar charm, as well as of 
especial interest. It has been an anniversary, 
a season of home-coming, a time of fond re- 
union and of sacred recollection to a multitude 
of people who through many years past have 
at other times infrequently, but at this time 
regularly, come to this one special service. May 
they always come. And may their number 
constantly increase! 


Easter Services. 

And about the Easter services on Sunday 
morning, both the early celebration and the 
second service. This latter is the one that 
crowns the day and gives it meaning: the one 
at eleven o’clock, in the Church. It seems silly 
to say that all Christians ought to come to: 
Church on Easter. This is one of those things: 
that is taken for granted. It is one of two days 
in the year that are great days of obligation.. 
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.All apart from its privilege, it is in place to 
speak of obligation on a day and at a service 
such as this will be this season. 


Every member of this parish, big and little, 
old and young, it is hoped and expected, will 
be in their place that Sunday morning. And, 
for this is the whole reason why this paragraph 
is penned, it will be necessary for them to be 
here on time. There will be a host ot strang- 
ers and we must not keep these waiting. There 
will scarce be room for all our people if they 
all come at one time. But if we keep strangers 
waiting while parishioners are seated and if all 
who come must then find places, we must ask 
you to co-operate. To do this be here, well, 
certainly by eleven o’clock sharp. 


The Sunday School will assemble down- 
stairs, as usual, at half past ten and will go 
to occupy their places as on Christmas and on 
Easter for some years preceding. They have 
been rehearsing the two hymns to be sung by 
the congregation, the great glorious triumph- 
ant Alleluia, No. 112, and the Palestinia Chor- 
al, No. 121. They will bring with them their 
choral leader. It is good to hear them sing. 


Objects of Offerings. 

The objects for the offerings at all these 
services are the familiar ones. I need only re- 
fer you to the table of those objects printed 
in another column. The list is familiar and 
the objects are all worthy. I am sending out 
this week, as I have done two or three times 
this winter in pursuance of the plan adopted 
and approved—adopted as experiment and ap- 
proved because of the way it has proved its 
own worth—envelopes in advance of Easter 
especially for the Rector’s Discretionary Fund. 
І have spoken of this fund so often, and will 
speak of it again on a few days preceding 
Easter, that I need not claim space here to 
explain it or to exhort you. 


And, by the way, this reminds me of the 
absence this month of statistics, of long col- 
umns of figures reporting under Receipts and 
Expenditures. I had hoped to have all ready 
but am not prepared to print in detail the half 
dozen funds, each one of which is kept sep- 
arately. They have heretofore been printed 
in the April Parish Helper. They will come 
along next month. 

Report of Moneys. 

In some other columns you will find an 
abstract of the Annual Report of the Account- 
ing Warden, also figures of the Chapel’s Re- 
ceipts and Expenditures. I do not think any- 
one can realize quite how much labor is in- 


volved in the mere task of bookkeeping that 
must go on in the Rector's Study in a parish 
such as this for a year such as that we have 
this month completed. 


I have all those other figures counted and 
the books all closed and the five bank books 
in the banks in which that many funds are all 
kept separately balanced and posted and aud- 
ited. But the labor of compiling these into a 
form that will make printer's copy is such that 
I simply could not get them ready for this 
issue. Suffice it to say for the present, that 
this year has broken all past records. For 
this I am as grateful as you can be glad. 

Good Friday P. M. 

On Good Friday afternoon there will be 
no regular service for the congregation in the 
Church at five o'clock, a request having come 
from the Bishop for the use of the Church 


this year, as last, for a special service for Ves-. 


trymen of parishes at large throughout the 
diocese. It is a service for men only, and of 
these for vestrymen alone. I am not, of course, 
announcing this by way of apology, but only 
in the form of explanation. 


We are delighted to be able to place the 
Church at the disposal of those who will use 
it in this way. It is with real pleasure that 
we think of it's thus being used. It is eminent- 
ly fitting that this Church should be selected 
as the place for just this service. It is central 
in location; it is easily accessible, and so many 
of these men who are the members of the ves- 
tries of the diocese are already at home here 
because of their attendance at Diocesan Con- 
ventions, The service will begin at half past 
four and will continue for an hour. 


Easter Decorations. 

The Easter chancel decorations this year, as 
they have been through all these ten preced- 
ing years, will be such as are sent only to 
comprise memorials. I believe in this person- 
ally as a matter of policy and the policy has 
always justified itself by its out-working in 
practice. It is not good to attempt two things 
at one time, for the one is always likely to de- 
feat the other. That is why the Altar Society 
do not purchase flowers, except in so far as 
they are given contributions of money distinct- 
ly for this purpose. They depend upon the 
people to provide for Easter just what they 
desire. 


In this way there is no limit set upon do- 
nations and no figures are suggested, either 
high or low. "There is no gift to be made on 
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that day that could be deemed too extravagant. 
On the other hand, there is no offering too 
modest to receive attention. Out of money 
that is given the Altar Society will provide, 
through the aid of a florist, the usual back- 
ground of green palms and decorations, and all 
flowers as they come will be put in place and 
all the emblems for the lectern, pulpit, altar, 
baptistry, etc., will fall into harmony. 


It will be advisable, of course, and it will 
be a real aid to the ladies who attend to this 
work, if those of you who intend to send flow- 
ers will apprise them of this fact and at a 
date as early as is possible. Speak to any! 
member of the Altar Society. Or failing this, 
speak to the Rector. All flowers should be 
sent as early as is feasible, but they may be 
sent as late as is necessary, either on Saturday 
in advance or on Sunday morning early, de- 
pending upon whether they are potted plants 
or cut flowers made up into emblems. 


New Memorial Window. 


I have hoped all this year and I have wished 
all this winter more especially, that some per- 
son would come forward with the request to 
place in the church at least one more new 
memorial window. On the north side of the 
church there is, among four windows under- 
neath the gallery, still one vacant space that 
should be occupied. At the time that Dr. Cur- 
rie's window was put in its place last season, 
there was drawn by those who made it a de- 
sign for one to correspond in color and to 
harmonize in subject both with that and with 
the window next adjoining. It would cost a 
thousand dollars, and if someone could see fit 
to do this it would mean that all the spaces 
now available had been filled with memorials. 
Is there not some person, or perhaps some 
family, who would like to do this? And would 
not this Easter season be a fitting time to 
make decision and to let me know that this is 
settled and announce on Easter Sunday that 
we have this fine gift to look forward to?

One subject has, of course, claimed much 
attention among those religiously inclined in 
this especially religious city during this past 
week. I refer, of course, to the visit on last 
Monday of a widely-known and publicly-pro- 
claimed revivalist. I am thinking of his circus 
methods in attempting to stir the religious in- 
stincts of those in whom all such instincts are 
considered dormant. 


There is no doubt of the stirring that result- 
ed. And there is no question that the methods 
used were meant to be spectacular. The only 
point apparently open to question is the wis- 
dom or unwisdom of producing such results 
by such a process. 


I have no right to disparage: I have too few 
data upon which to base a judgment. On the 
other hand, I am not swept off my feet with 
a desire to applaud: I cannot express approval. 
And in both these ways I am one of a million 
or more people, in this Quaker city, who look 
on this movement from a distance and who gain 
impressions largely from printed reports. We 
can, none of us, quite see our way to approve, 
still less applaud, this method of producing 
that which in the Scripture is well called “the 
peaceable fruits of righteousness." 


It is not disputed that such movements do 
some good. On the other hand, it cannot be 
denied that they result in some real harm. It 
is a question for consideration—and it is a 
matter that demands calm judgment—which 
one of the two things overbalances the other. 
It is one thing to excite emotions that are es- 
sentially religious: it is quite another to stir 
only risibility and pander to mere curiosity. It 
is one thing to induce men to make resolutions 
that will stand the strain of trial: it is quite an- 
other to stir up a crowd—and largely just be- 
cause it is a crowd—to a state of hysteria. 


Of this latter no one will be so ashamed the 
next week after it is over as those who have 
been tricked into such exposure of their feel- 
ings. If they are tricked, that is, to whatever 
extent they are, into expressions of emotion 
that they wish when daylight comes they had 
not made the night before, the thing works

havoc with them. It is in this fact the danger 
lies of all revival methods. And the more ex- 
treme the methods the more is the peril that 
attends them. 


There are several things that a critic might 
say which would not be kind or even cour- 
teous. Indeed anything he might say, even 
in the way of caution, would be both ungra- 
cious and unmannerly unless he said it in an 
earnest effort to speak warning and unless 
he felt that some calm words of warning are 
essential to avoidance of real dangers in per- 
formances akin to those referred to and now 
common in another region of the state. 


The first thing to be spoken is a word of 
admiration for the man in question. Any man 
who can assemble men in multitudes and ccunt 
his converts by the thousand; any man who 
is magnetic to the point of being able to touch 
the most sensitive nerve in the human frame, 
“the pocketbook nerve,” and that to the point 
not alone of a thousand but a hundred thou- 
sand dollars in a year; any man who is so 
strong that he despises weakness, so courage- 
ous that he cares nothing for criticism and so 
big that he can do his work smilingly in spite 
of the opposition of those who are less success- 
ful; any man who is so unconventional a 
preacher as to be a great actor, who can pre- 
serve his childheartedness to the point where, 
although old enough to be their father, he can 
be a boy with college boys; any man who 
would rather have the censure of sinners than 
the plaudits of saints; well, that man is a big 
man. 


It is not surprising that he is a success in 
his line. The only open question is: What 
is his line? Is he sincere? Is he religious? 
Are his efforts all unselfish? Is he primarily 
concerned with the Kingdom of God? Or is 
he worshipping success—and maybe  mam- 
mon? Т am not saying for a moment that he 
is the latter. I do not know; for I do not 
know the man. But I do call attention to 
the fact that this is the point at which he 
lays himself most open to assault and criti- 
cism. This very element of strength is like- 
ly to be that in which weakness inheres.

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What Was tbe Resurrection?

SEK SUSY 


Certain beliefs connected with Easter Day have, with- 
in the lifetime of many men now living gone through 
some startling phases. During that period the educated 
mind has had, on this question, shocks as it were, of 
earthquake, Between the present attitude and the un- 
questioning assurance of the earlier orthodoxy a great 
gulf has yawned. The state of mind which permitted 
Tertullian to say, and generations to repeat after him: 
“Tt is certain because it is impossible,” has passed away. 

The new habit of historic realism has destroyed the 
faculty of self-delusion. ‘The past has ceased to be 
the refuge of the incredible. We realize fully that the 
first century belonged as much to the world-system as 
the twentieth, and that its happenings were under the 
same laws. We know that Palestine is as much a part 
of our planet as New York or London. ‘Therefore, 
whatever we believe occurred in the one place then 
must be such as might occur in the other places now. 
The documents also, whether ancient or otherwise, 
which deal with religion must, with the modern man, 
have as much actuality in them as the title to his prop- 
erty, if they are to have anything more than a merely 
conventional value. 

Now, at first, the rise into clear consciousness of 
this feeling produced in our generation a tremendous 
rebound in the direction of skepticism. Thirty years 
ago the region of the actual, as compared with the 
merely imaginable, seemed to have become strangely 
narrowed down. Physical science began by closing 
in upon man like a vast lid that shut out his sky. 
Life was being examined with the scalpel and the 
microscope, and these made no discoveries of immor- 
tality. The form of criticism then beginning threw 
scorn upon the old human legend. Where there was 
not scorn, there was despair. 

In that phase the feeling of literature was represent- 
ed by the wonderful passage in Renan, where, in the 
Vie de Jesus, at that turning point of all history, he 
makes the fancy of a hysterical woman, the opening 
and shutting of a door, the breath of the Eastern 
breeze, into the producing causes of the Resurrection 
faith which created Christendom. But this attitude 
toward the great Easter faith has already, with the 
best minds, passed away. Some new factors in judging 
the problem have come in. Modern science, which be- 
gan by limiting the human horizon, is now enlarging 
it on every side. It is discovering that the instruments 
it uses are not the ones adequate for sizing up man and 
his destiny. It cannot explain him by its cycle of laws. 
At a dozen points man breaks through them into 


another sphere. 
And his history breaks through likewise. In its 


own immediate department, indeed, Science is to-day 


using a totally new language from that of a generation 
ago. One of the most eminent of its professors, Pro- 
fessor Shuler, speaking of the groups of natural laws, 
declares of them this: “All that we discover of the 
unseen leaves us to conceive that it is a realm of un- 
ending and infinitely varied originations. Into the 
equation is continually going the influential qualities 
of newly-formed individualities, and from it is con- 
tinually being drawn that of individuals who pass 
away.” In other words, our universe is discovered to 
be vastly more elastic, fuller of unimagined Dossibili- 
ties, freer to the play of spirit, than the age of early 
scientific investigation and discovery could allow itself 
to believe. 

When, therefore, from this new starting-point we 
come to investigate the Easter tradition, we find our 
attitude, while far removed from that of the old con- 
ventional orthodoxy, to be equally remote from that 
of a pessimistic unbelief. It is the attitude, in fact, of 
a faith, actual and operative, because established on 
grounds that the modern mind finds reliable. Let us 
examine how the matter stands. And, in doing so, 
our first duty we see is to take matters in their proper 
order. This natural order here, as in every other in- 
quiry, will lead us, as a beginning, not to causes but 
to effects. 

What occupied men first in the phenomena of a 
thunderstorm, for example, were not the electrical 
laws, but the blinding flash and the echoing roar—and 
the impression these made on their senses. From 
that followed the search for causes. In their quest 
they were guided by the instinct which assured them 
that an impression on their senses was a reliable 
measure of a definite outside reality. By the same 
process, in studying the phenomena of the Taster faith, 
we come first of all upon the immense fact of the 
faith itself. Here, as with the impression of the 
thunderstorm, is a tremendous effect wrought on a 
multitude of human minds and hearts. Nobody, not 
even the most destructive of critics, ever questions 
that effect. Nobody doubts that, whatever happened 
at Jerusalem after the death of Christ, the apostles and 
the early Christians believed and taught that He who 
had died later came to be alive from the dead. The be- 
lief and the teaching were unquestionably there. Those 
were the effects. What had caused them? 

This brings us to the account of the Resurrection as 
given in the Christian Scriptures. Have we here the 
true cause? Again, much depends on the order in 
which we take the evidence. The average English 
reader naturally accepts what, on this subject, he finds 
printed first in order in the New Testament as what 
actually was written first. ТЕ is this impression he 
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needs more than any other to correct. The four Gos- 
pels are not our earliest evidence of what happened 
after the crucifixion. The remarkable varieties of the 
Gospel Resurrection narratives show in themselves that 
they are not a first-hand witness. They are the fruit 
of a lapse of time in which discrepancies had been 
allowed to grow. Indeed, it is the very nature of great 
facts to produce discrepant stories. 

But such discrepancies throw no discredit on a cen- 
tral fact. For example, Mr. Andrew Lang in his work, 
“The Mystery of Marie Stuart,” speaking of the murder 
of ` Darnley, declares, and with perfect justice, that 
if the wide differences of statement of persons closely 
connected with the event were to be taken as invalidat- 
ing their testimony as to the central fact, then assuredly 
the murder of Darnley never took place at all A 
newspaper controversy some time ago revealed the 
extraordinary divergences of statement of trustworthy 
persons as to the way in which the news of Water- 
loo first came to England. But no one doubts the 
murder of Darnley, nor that England did receive early 
tidings of Wellington's great victory. Great events, it 
seems, commonly create discrepant stories of them. It 
would be a strange procedure, on that account, to take 
the discrepancies as destroying the event—provided you 
assume that they were written late, not early. 

But what, we ask again, was the event which pro- 
duced the Easter stories? Fortunately we have here 
an earlier witness than that of the Synoptic Gospels. 
Tt is that of St. Paul. His letters are the earliest writ- 
ten evidence as to that birth-hour of Christianity. St. 
Paul's writing and preaching were, above all things, an 
Evangel of the Resurrection. Не preached a risen, 
living Christ. And he believed Christ to be alive from 
the dead because he had seen Him, had communed 
with Him, had felt His power. 

When, in the fifteenth chapter of First Corinthians, 
one of our very earliest extant Christian documents, 
St. Paul speaks of the successive appearances of the 
risen Lord, first to Cephas, then to the twelve, then to 
five hundred at once, afterwards to James, and again 
to all the apostles, he comes to a climax with the ap- 
pearance to himself. "That appearance was an over- 
whelming fact in his life. It had converted him from 
an opponent to a fervent advocate. Tt had wholly 
transformed his views and his destinies. But what 
was that appearance? 

Observe. He puts it on precisely the same level as 
the earlier manifestations to the other apostles and 
disciples. He offers no hint that his experience in this 
matter was other than theirs. And his experience, 
what of it? The supreme and governing fact about it 
is that it was a purely subjective one. Whatever hap- 
pened on the road to Damascus was a happening to 
his own interior soul. What he saw was unseen of 
his companions. And the whole after-testimony of the 
great apostle, as to his relation to Christ, tallies with 
this first beginning. The relation was that of a spirit- 
ual force working in him, not upon him, from out of 


the unseen world and not the seen. He knew his 
Master to be living in that realm because of vital com- 
munications from Him which set his own being aflame. 


Tt is here, in this earliest story of the Resurrection, 
that we have the clue to all the rest. We ask our 
readers to study carefully the whole of the narratives 
on this subject in the Gospels in the light of this. Note 
what they say, but still more, what they suggest. Every- 
where, the reader will discover, there is the idea of a 
manifestation that takes the form of an unearthly, im- 
material and wholly spiritual happening. 


What else could be the meaning of the phrase in 
St. Matthew's Gospel where, describing the appearance 
in Galilee, the writer says: “But some doubted ?" 
What else but that the awesome impression made on 
the minds of the disciples left some of them wonder- 
ing what precise actuality lay behind this glimpse, this 
stir from the Unseen? What else is the suggestion 
in St. Luke's story of the walk to Emmaus, where 
the mysterious companion of the two disciples is at 
first unrecognized by them, and when recognized 
vanishes out of their sight? "The psychic character so 
unmistakably manifest in these accounts is not less 
prominent in the "touch me not" of the garden story, 
and in the repeated statement that "the doors were 
shut" when the Master suddenly appeared to the assem- 
bled company. 

What had happened to St. Paul had happened to 
earlier followers of the Crucified. They, too, “had seen 
the Lord." What is the evidence? -It is of the best 
kind, namely, in this fact: After the last scene on 
Calvary, after the pure soul on the Cross had breathed 
itself forth to the Father, there was for'a time nothing 
but blank desolation for His followers. And then, 
striking across the black darkness, there came, first 
to one and then to another, mysterious thrills of the 
Spirit, glimpses, unveilings, openings of the inner eye, 
and visions printing themselves upon it. The whole 
ineffable movement was instinct with a sense and feel- 
ing of the living presence of their vanished Lord. 
They know that it was He. Before His death He was 
a link for them between two worlds. Even the largest 
part of Him was in and of that higher sphere. Now, 
wholly taken into it, He was whispering to them from 
it He was pouring into their hearts of its unimagin- 
able treasures. The Resurrection, in fine,is the mani- 
festation to the living of the departed but still living 
Lord. 


That was for the first disciples the Easter faith. It 
was the faith that converted them and started them 
to convert the world. When people ask, “What was 
the Resurrection?" this is our reply. It is St. Paul's 
reply. And what was good enough for him is and 
should be good enough for us. 'The more so, as it is 
a reply in which history, science and present human ex- 
perience unite and harmonize. It contains all that we 
need. For it gives us the risen and ever-living Christ. 
And it opens the Kingdom of Heaven to all believers.

The temptation to appeal to a circus-going 
crowd by the methods of the monte-bank is 
a great temptation. The discovery within 
himself of the power to move multitudes by 
a study of the psychology of the mob is a 
power of self-analysis that anyone would give 
him credit for. But if this should be put to 
uses that are only vulgar in themselves, and 
if it serves no purpose higher than achieve- 
ment of personal popularity, it is less than 
high itself; it is very low. It not only pro- 
duces little good; it is productive of great 
harm. Indeed, it could do no good in itself. 
And it can, on the other hand, do irremedi- 
able injury. 


And this injury is of a curious kind. It is 
because the clergy, better than any other 
group in the community perhaps, know how 
insidious it is, that they are more than oth- 
ers on their guard against it. They know 
that to stir emotions only temporarily, to ex- 
cite young people to hysteria, and then to go 
away and leave them, to "convert" them and 
then to let them alone, is likely not only to 
produce no lasting benefit, but to make it so 
much harder to do over again, by anyone who 
has real benefit in mind and who gives pa- 
tient toil and labor to the nurture and еп- 
couragement of those who form good resolu- 
tions suddenly, is likely, say, to make the 
sane, persistent, steady plodding of the pas- 
tors, one by one, of flocks whose personal ac- 
quaintance they attempt to cultivate and whose 
lives they try to mold and develop, almost a 
task impossible. 


This is the peril of all great revivals that 
sweep over all communities. They are not 
unlike the ravages of forest fires that, having 
set fire to both trees and underbrush, burn up 
the very soil along with them. They leave the 
ground in such a state that, for long years to 
come, no other seed will grow upon it. Phil- 
adelphia is not in need of conflagration. It 
may pray to be delivered from it. It is rather 
in need of consistent tilling of a soil that has 
been cultivated through two centuries of 
Christian husbandry. Some people are ad- 
verse to, and some others sympathetic with, 
this queer type of religion. But all members 
of both classes ought to know its danger as 
well as its value. We admire “Billy” Sun- 
day but we cannot prefix “Reverend.” In so 
far as we are for him, we are for him—where 


he is. 


Rules for Holy Communion. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


Itisa most thoughtful custom to kneel in the 
proper place and thus not inconvenience those 
who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved hands. 
The rubric directs that they are to be received 
into the hands of the people. It is well to 
place the palm of one hand on top of the other 
and receive the bread from the hand of the 
Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
yourlips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
Consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

After-Easter Party. 

An unusual and notable event of the past 
month was the After-Easter Party given 
Thursday evening, April 16th, to which four 
hundred persons, young and old, came on an 
invitation of the Rector phrased in part in these 
words following, dated Faster Monday. 


“This week, with Easter past; with every 
member of the Sunday School in Church yester- 
day; with such a splendid enrollment of our 
full 300 members present, of the Confirmation 
Alumni Association, at the Corporate Commun- 
ion on Maundy Thursday evening; with such 
a good average attendance of 250, as we had 
planned for, at the Thursday Evening Lecture- 
Services in Lent; with all this Church-going so 
well performed and with everything that I 
have asked you to be done so well; surely it 
is time now for a great big happy After-Easter- 
Party of a kind as good as all deserve." 


There were some moving pictures—for the 
children. There was lemonade and cake—for 
all. There was good music—for those who 
danced. And there was—for everybody—ice 
cream. The letter was mailed to the composite 
roll of the Sunday School, the Girls’ Club, the 
Boys’ Club, the Confirmation Alumni Associa- 
tion and the Envelope Subscription List. ‘The 
next regular Monthly Party in the Parish 
House will be for the same group of people 
on the first Thursday evening in May; that is, 
on the evening of the 7th, at eight o'clock. 

Girls Club Exhibit. 

For the same month, there is another an- 
nouncement of even more importance. It 
should be made thus far in advance in order 
that everybody may reserve the date. On Mon- 
day evening, May 25th, the Girls’ Club will 
have their Second Annual Exhibit. ‘Those who 


attended the first of these on a corresponding 
evening of last May will not need any urging 
to return; while those who did not come have 
long ago been told how much they missed. 
Those who ought to come are everybody in the 
parish who can come. This will be an event of 
importance. ' 

The Girls’ Club has done this year better work 
than they have ever done before. So far as 
Т am concerned, І am quite prepared to say 
that they are doing better work than any cor- 
responding organization ever did anywhere be- 
fore. I devoutly hope that many of the ladies 
of the parish will read this paragraph with 
care, will reserve the date above mentioned and 
will come to the Parish House on that evening 
prepared to enjoy—as I feel sure in advance 
they will approve—everything they see. Many 
of these will be things that they will learn for 
the first time. Do not forget the date and do 
not underestimate the importance of doing this. 
T have no apology to make for over-emphasiz- 
ing this invitation. And I have no reluctance in 
promising in advance a surprise that will beget 
enthusiasm. я

If we write along much further in this vein 
somebody will accuse us of a bit of Joasting. 
But I must continue at least one mcre para- 
graph. I must do it while I have my courage 
up. The reason why I have to do it myself 
is that the modesty of the Directress is such 
that she declines to write the report. Perhaps, 
also, it is because she does me the honor to 
let on that my reputation for veracity is better 
than hers. One thing is certain; the figures in 
themselves are almost beyond credence. 1 
fer to the year's report of the work of the 
Dorcas Society. ‘They have not yet closed their 
work for the year by any means. And they 
do not need to—for they still have money to 
pay wages. 

This report is merely, for the fiscal year. But 
it is the best report that the Society has ever 
rendered. They have made in all 5,200 pieces 
and garments, work having been done for the 
following institutions in addition to a few, a 
negligible number, of private orders. All of 
which is just as it should be. They have not a 
single piece of work left over, nor do they need 
to go out and exhort anyone to come in and buy 
products. They have had all these arranged for 
with care in advance. This left them free to 
spend practically every dollar of the money 
given for this charity in the form of wages to 
be paid out to the wards to whom they minister.

. Letter to the Chapel People Б 


My dear Friends: 

There is real encouragement and much of 
hope in a review of the events of the last days 
of Lent and of the unusually glad Easter we 
have had together. Most of those who read 
these lines were present at the services and ac- 
tive in the events. That very fact is the greatest 
encouragement. It is good to know that there 
are so many people who can come here to wor- 
ship. That they came to Easter services is good ; 
that they will keep on coming regularly now is 
our hope. 

Confirmation Service. 

There was a splendid congregation on Mon- 
day evening in Holy Week, when Bishop Gar- 
land came for Confirmation. It was good to 
have even a larger class than we had hoped; 
There were thirty-three members in all. A list 
of their names appears on another page. None 
of us will soon forget that evening's service. То 
those who were confirmed every recurring 
thought of it should be a reminder of the re- 
sponsibilities that they then undertook. Remem- 
ber you made a promise and pledge of faithful 
service. Let this be the beginning, therefore, of 
regular atendance at all services. 


Wednesday in Holy Week. 

It seemed best to have a service of preparation 
for the Easter Communion, especially for those 
who had just been confirmed. The service was 
very simple; but it was very real. The number 
of those who attended was such as to give 
promise of other devotional instructions of the 


same sort another year. Such services are well 
worth while. They help us to have a greater 
appreciation of things sacred. 


Good Friday. 

There was an attendance of seventy at the 
morning service. In the evening there were over 
one hundred who came to think of the “Mean- 
ing and the Power of the Cross." 


Easter Day. 

The Chapel never looked more lovely than 
it did when we came to the early service Easter 
morning. Mr. Ryan had worked late and early, 
with the happy result that can be seen in the 
picture taken while the flowers were all in place 
and of which a cut appears on another page. 
There were about one hundred and fifty per- 
sons present at the first service, all of whom of 
course received the Holy Communion. At 
eleven o'clock there was an attendance of two 
hundred. ‘The carols at the Children's Service 
in the evening were well sung and were en- 
joyed by more than three hundred and fifty who 
were in attendance. All in all it was a happy, 
helpful, hopeful day. 


Visitors at the Chapel. 

TThere are many who come occasionally to the 
services. In large part they are people who live 
only transiently in the neighborhood. We want 
them to feel at home with us. We want to know 
who they are. We want especially to mail them 
the parish paper and frequent notices of spe- 
cial services. If they so wish, it will be a privi- 
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lege to come and call upon them; but no one 
wishes to intrude on the unwilling. To accom- 
plish all these ends, cards have been printed and 
distributed asking for the names and addresses 
of the persons in question. 


There are over two hundred boarding houses 
in a neighborhood within reasonable church go- 
ing distance of the Chapel. Many church peo- 
ple are living in them. It is hoped that we may 
be of service to them. We wish that the Chapel 
might be their place of worship while they are 
in the city. Why should it not be? May these 
cards bear a sincere and cordial invitation to 
share with us the blessings of God's worship in 
His sanctuary.

As a mat- 
ter of fact, the latter was the photographer. 
Pictures can be ready for delivery within a very 
few days after orders are received. Speak to 
either Mr. Farrer or myself about this at any 
time.

My dear Friends: 

One matter of supreme importance claims 
attention in this issue for June of the Parish 
Helper. Indeed the paper is prepared for the 
sole purpose of announcing to you all one 
fact accomplished and of outlining some new 
plans for this summer; also, of course, in the 
end, of asking some of you for contributions 
to make the whole project as successful as it 
ought to be. 


I refer to the Summer's Fresh Air Work. 
The purpose that I speak of is to tell you how, 
this year in a way slightly different from any 
other year, we want to go about this work. 
Off and on, for five or six years past, we have 
had, as you know, a Summer Home at the 
seashore to which it was our policy to send 
parties oi people of approximately the same 
age, in number maybe twenty, maybe fifty at 
a time. All those years were years when Mr. 
Steinmetz could be there in the house. For 
the purpose planned, that work was most suc- 
cessful. 

Difficulties Heretofore. 


There haye been, however, two difficulties. 
The first was in the fact that it was hard for 
persons, even approximately of the same age, 
to get their week’s vacation at the same time. 
Unless this could be so arranged the persons 
in question were almost prevented from go- 
ing. The second difficulty was that, having 
a house at so distant a point, the railroad fare 
became prohibitive for many of those needing 
most and wanting most to go. 


This year we have met, and І trust we have 
solved, both these difficulties by going inland 
instead of to the Jersey Coast; by seeking a 
place in the country instead of a place at the 
seashore, and by laying emphasis upon a plan 
for weekly picnics for all groups of all ages,

who can go together, and who going thus may 
go as often as there are weeks in the summer. 
The place we have found is so near that the 
trolley fare is negligible. 

This Year, a Farm. 

In short, we have rented a farm. On the 
Farm there is a*house, an old one, a still older 
barn, a great big orchard, a grove of trees, 
fifty acres of woodland, a stream of running 
water, a cleared level field of a dozen acres for 
a baseball ground, ample space for tennis 
courts, and access to an open piece of country: 
of five hundred acres without a fence or a 
ploughed field, and without a cow or a beast 
or a goblin or anything else to do any one 
harm, and with nothing, not even a fence, that 
the most rapacious could destroy. The house 
is so old that we secured it for a nominal rent 
and are at liberty to spend in fitting it up, 
about the sum of money we would have had to 
pay for rent somewhere else. 

How to Get There. 

The property belongs to the Philadelphia 
and West Chester Trolley Company. The sta- 
tion is Springfield Road, about ten minutes’ 
ride (and at a five cents carfare) from the 69th 
Street Terminal. Anybody wanting to go out 
at any time has only to take the Subway, at 
any station in the city, or in West Philadel- 
phia at any station where it becomes the Ele- 
vated, ride to бо Street, change there, take 
the Media branch of the Philadelphia and 
West Chester (not the Philadelphia and West- 
ern, notice), pay their five cents carfare, get 
off at the station called "Springfield Road," 
walk up the hill about as far as from here to 
Market Street, look for a sign on the gate post 
and a big waving flag on the top of the barn 
on the hill. They may do all this as regularly, 
come as frequently and stay as long as they 
please. 
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Route by Automobile. 


І am hopeful that some of the members of 
the parish who happen to be blessed with auto- 
mobiles, who have as well some power of imag- 
ination to picture possibilities, and who have 
withal such leisure as will permit them to do 
so, will run out and see The Farm with their 
own eyes. 'There is a good road all the way. 
The trip can be made in half an hour from 
City Hall. To find the road without getting 
lost you proceed thus: 


Go to 62nd and Spruce. Everybody with an 
automobile knows that point of convergence. 
Slip over from there to 69th and Market. Turn 
left on Garrett Road to Lansdowne Avenue. 
At Garrettsford, turn right to the "Springfield 
Road" station of the trolley line. The name 
of the place is the old Bennett Farm. It is 
not far from Clifton, about the same distance 
from Morton, out from here in the general di- 
rection of Lansdowne and beyond, halfway to 
Media. However, the directions are definite. 
ТЕ is certainly possible to find it. 

What We are Doing. 

We have some laborers, some painters and 
some carpenters out there this week putting 
the house in a livable condition. We will get 
a housekeeper, a cook, and another cook. We 
have shipped up from Cape May all the kitch- 
en utensils and furniture, paraphernalia and 
playthings we had there. They will be in- 
stalled next week. It will be possible to keep 
some parties of children and others for a week 
ata time. But the thing upon which we in- 
tend to lay most emphasis is a series of picnics. 
We will have one each on all the Saturdays in 
both July and August, and at least one each 
in September and June. The date of the first 
of these will be announced in due time to all 
of those most interested. As a matter of fact, 
it will be June 27. This means between four 
and five hundred people, judging from the 
number who have gone before on the Annual 
Sunday School picnic alone who should be 
able to go on these outings. 


* What We Intend to Do. 


I will not go into detail about the work as 
we hope to do it. The fact is, up to date there 
are no details. The burden of what I am im- 
pressed with is simply this. We have in this 
parish at this juncture, Church and Chapel 
combined, an unusually large number of young 
people. They are of an exceptional kind, in- 
terested, earnest, loyal, faithful, active in the 
Sunday Schools and faithful in attendance at 
Societies and Clubs, etc., through that season 


of the year which, unfortunately, has come to 
be so definite a "season." 


When at this period in the year, however, 
teachers and associates, parishioners and oth- 
ers, break up their homes and go away for 
two or three or four months, all church work 
stops at the Church and at the Chapel. For 
the matter of that, the very services on Sun- 
days are suspended, Sunday afternoon and eve- 
ning. Rather, they suspend themselves; the 
people simply stop coming to Church. What 
I want is a place in the country as definite in 
its location and as central in its power of hold- 
ing interest, allegiance, loyalty, etc., as the 
Parish Houses at the Church and Chapel in the 
city are throughout the other eight months of 
the year. 

And, Maybe, on Sunday. 


Out at The Farm, some of the clergy will be 
in residence constantly. There will be a house- 
keeper, a matron, abundant chaperonage and 
sufficient espionage. Our hope is to have a 
picnic there each Saturday. Our plan is to 
have a dance each Saturday night. And, when 
the time comes, in July and August, when the 
afternoon service suspends at the Church and 
the evening service at the Chapel, we intend 
to have an actual service in the grove at The 
Farm on Sunday afternoon. After we have 
said our prayers, we will spend the rest of 
Sunday afternoon "visiting" and having supper 
with our friends. This ought to make The 
Farm a place of concourse and a point at which 
all may foregather since they know that their 
friends will be there and all may meet each 
other. 


Contributions Needed. 


How much money will it take to do this? I 
cannot exactly tell. Some contributions have 
been coming in as usual. There are others I 
look for with confidence. Anyone who has ne- 
glected or forgotten to do so might sit down 
quickly while they think of it and send the 
Rector a check, well say of such a size as is in 
proportion to their income tax receipt. In ad- 
dition to this, or perhaps instead of actual 
money, there are a lot of things that we will 
need, some one of which somebody might pre- 
fer to send in kind. If you have any of the fol- 
lowing, and if you are moved to do so, send it 
here to the Parish House at the Church.

Golf sticks that you have discarded. 

Anything with which young people on your 
own farms have amused themselves. 

Garden tools that may be dull but with the 
handles still unbroken. 

A dozen or more blankets for boys who may 
camp out and sleep in the barn. 

A refrigerator; or, better still, a big ice.chest 
to put in the cellar. 

A Victrola with records to put in the barn for 
a dance now and then. 

Some lamps; for there is neither gas nor elec- 
tricity available. 

An order at Crane's to deliver some ice cream 
any Saturday or Sunday. 

A horse: maybe a nice quiet elderly horse with 
a buggy attached; some harness to make the 
attachment; each or either or all of these.

Services in June.

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On an average of once a month, the Rector 
of this parish, as of course every other pastor 
of a congregation, receives distressing com- 
munications like the following from the Board 
of Missions. At each Diocesan Convention he 
listens—with the great majority—in silence 
and with tolerance to the discussion of plans 
and the formation of projects ior the raising 
of local “apportionments.” At intervals he is 
exhorted and at others censured. One by one 
Committees are appointed, make new efforts 
to raise readily the money asked for by the 
Board whose efforts seem to lead them often 
to despair. All are agreed that there is some- 
thing wrong. The simplest answer seems to 
be to blame the people for indifference or self- 
ishness, for lack of either interest or generos- 
ity. Is it not time for someone to point out 
that a deeper reason underlies all this and that 
the situation is a general and not a local one? 
The facts appear to be the same in all denomi- 
nations. Here, to begin with, is the latest com- 
munication from the Doard, condensed. 


A Typical Communication. 


“The Board of Missions, assembled to make 
appropriations for the general missionary work 
for the year 1914-15, finds the Church facing a 
grave financial situation. The Board feels 
bound to present to the Church the following 
statement of facts: The accumulated deficit on 
September 1, 1913, was $197,294. The appro- 
priations for the current fiscal year, from Sep- 
tember I, 1913, to September 1, 1914, amount 
to $1,458,739. Ifthe people of the Church give 
even as they gave last year the total deficit on 
September 1, 1914, will be $322,317. The defi- 
cit hitherto has been carried on the credit of 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, 
supported by the Reserve Fund created to pro- 
tect the Society’s credit in time of emergency. 
This basis of credit is being rapidly exhausted. 
Should it be exhausted, nothing will intervene 
between the missionary work of the Church 
and bankruptcy except the generous loyalty of 
all the people of the Church. Resolved there- 
fore: That the Board of Missions send a copy 
of the foregoing statement to every Bishop of 
the Church and request him to.lay the facts 
before every congregation in his jurisdiction, 
either in the form of this statement or of a

A Letter from the Bishop. 


The Bishop encloses this statement, along 
with a letter as follows: 


“It (the statement) shows a very serious 
situation which the Church is facing. I believe 
that the situation has arisen largely because 
so many of our people do not know the facts. 
If the facts were widely published, and were 
really brought home to the minds and con- 
sciences of all our Communicants, I think this 
great reproach and burden would be removed 
almost at once. With this thought in view, 
and in accordance with the Resolution passed 
by the Board of Missions last month, I write to 
ask you to bring the facts, as stated in the en- 
closed circular, to the attention of your con- 
gregation, adding such comments or explana- 
tion as may seem wise to you.” 


One “Comment” to Make. 


One “comment” I would make—and perhaps 
the only one that can be made in the form of a 
statement of fact, and because it is a fact it 
cannot cause discussion but should be food 
for thought and ground for much serious con- 
sideration—is this: The Episcopal Church is 
by no means alone in this matter. There must 
be some underlying reason, therefore, and 
some cause of a general nature that had better 
be sought for, and soon. And it may as well 
be sought for in conjunction with all Christian 
bodies; for all seem to be in the same predica- 
ment and equally distressed with one concern. 
From the editorial page of the Churchman a 
few weeks ago, under “Chronicle and Com- 
ment on Current Events,” I clip this amazing 
paragraph on “Missionary Deficits.” 


Deficits in Four Other Societies. 

"Four great missionary societies, handling 
together $5,000,000 a year, end their fiscal 
years this spring with large deficits. The Bap- 
tist Home Society began the year with a debt 
of $31,000 and ended it this April with $72,000. 
'The reason given for the deficit is the lack of 
any supreme appeal. The Baptist Foreign So- 
ciety began the year with a debt of $64,500 and 
ended with a debt of $182,700, the largest in 
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the Society’s history of one hundred years. It 
is even more unaccountable, seeing that the 
Society is this year celebrating not only its 
centennial but the anniversary of the coming 
together of Baptists in America into a national 
body. The Presbyterian Home Board this 
year will report to its General Assembly, meet- 
ing in Chicago in May, a deficit of $138,000. 
The Presbyterian Foreign Board began the 
year with a debt of $65,300 and has added to it 
one of $226,800. It ended its year recently 
with a deficit of $292,150. This is the largest 
deficit in the history of Presbyterian missions, 
if not the largest ever reported by an Ameri- 
can missionary society.” 
Is There an “Explanation”? 


I do not-feel called upon to make “explana- 
tion.” But I have in mind a passage from a 
well-known writer which lends itself to quota- 
tion. I am glad to.find it in the language of 
another; for that relieves me of any odium of 
authorship. It is worth while pondering upon 
because it may hold the right key to a solution. 


“The time has come for some plain speaking 
on the subject of foreign missions. The great 
missionary societies are just now making spe- 
cial appeals to the public for a more generous 
support, and the said public is in doubt as to 
its reply. There is a certain misunderstanding 
between the two parties, which, in the interests 
of both, requires to be cleared up. 


The thinking public is awake ta the facts, 
and recognizes their enormous importance, It 
is not here that its doubt about missions comes 
in. What then is the present difficulty? Why 
is it that the Churches reply so inadequately 
to the appeals that are being made? Why is 
it that so many religious and thoughtful minds 
find themselves on this theme in a mood of 
hesitation? 


Imaginary Reasons and the Real One. 


It would be easy to give replies, all of which 
would be more or less true. One might point 
to the decay of faith, to supposed defects in 
the administration of the various societies, to 
the discontent aroused in many quarters by 
what are held to be unsound and reckless 
methods of finance. All these points, we say, 
might be urged, and in fact have been urged 
in recent criticisms. But they are not the main 
thing. What the Societies, and the Churches 
behind them, have to-day to face as the su- 
preme matter between them and the public is 
a question. 


"What," it is being asked, “is the teaching 
you are offering to these peoples whom you 
propose to convert? What actual system of 
belief concerning God, man and the universe 
do you propose to substitute for the one which 
they now hold?" The question here, it will be 
observed, is nat of religion but of theology, 
which is another affair. “What theology, 
then," the public is now inquiring, "is it pro- 
posed, at our expense, and by aid of our sub- 
scriptions to offer these vast populations of 
the East, who are turning to us for the higher 
light and knowledge we are supposed to pos- 
sess?" 


The question is so serious, and at the same 
time so embarrassing, because it is so closely 
related to another, that, namely, of our scien- 
tific teaching. The East, become aware in 
these days that the West has a knowledge 
which itself has hitherto lacked, of which it is 
in need, and having put itself into the position 
of a learner, naturally expects that its tutor 
will offer in all departments an intellectual ma- 
terial that is equally valuable and equally up 
to date. 


In Science, Yes. In Religion, No. 


And there is no doubt that, over a large 
area of its teaching, the West will respond 
fully to this expectation. The scientific text- 
books in which China and Japan are now 
conning their new lessons are the best and fhe 
latest we have to offer. They contain, as a 
matter of course, the results obtained by our 
foremost researchers. Imagine the hubbub 
if it were discovered that, say, at the new 
University of Shansi, the students had had 
foisted upon them, as properly representing 
European’ science, the Ptolemaic astronomy, 
or the chemistry and geology of the seven- 
teenth century! 


Such a thing, we know, is impossible. The 
Western mind, in the secular department, is 
entirely safe from travesties of this kind. The 
scientific mission, whether it speak by book 
or by voice, may be trusted to give of our best. 
But are we equally sure of our theologic 
mission? That is the query which to many 
of us is so profoundly disquieting. In this de- 
partment there has, we know, been at home 
a vast movement, an immense enfranchise- 
ment and liberation of thought. Free research 
has brought results as revolutionary in theol- 
ogy as in science. Are these results in theol- 
ogy, equally with those in science, being car- 
ried to the mission field? 


UU—— — T— 
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China as an Example. 


What is the state of things? In China, to 
take a concrete example, there are today some 
four thousand missionaries. Is there no dan- 
ger, we ask, that instead of liberating we may 
be actually in process of binding these souls 
in new fetters; of covering these minds with 
glooms, involving them in embarrassments 
from which we after long and agonizing strug- 
gles are just escaping? 


To keep to China. There are at work there, 
as representing our leading Protestant 
Churches, the Anglicans, the Presbyterians, 
the Baptists, the Methodists, the Congrega- 
tionalists, and that body of workers, standing 
for extreme Evangelicalism, who compose the 
China Inland Mission. The Chinese mind, 
merely to hold to it for the sake of a definite 
illustration, so far as our theology is concern- 
ed, is at present, one may say, a clean slate. 
What are these workers going to write upon 
it? 

The Bible, Old Testament and New. 


What, for instance, is their teaching as to 
the Bible? Is the oriental world at this late 
time of day really to be taught the infallibility 
of the Old Testament Scriptures? Is their 
new cosmogony to be that of a world made 
in six days? Is their morality to be made to 
square with that of the imprecatory Psalms, 
or with the slaughter of the Canaanites by 
Divine command? Is their view of natural 
law to be conditioned by acceptance of such 
stories as that of Balaam’s ass or the walls of 
Jericho? 


Are we, in a word, to entangle the future 
religious life of China by traditions the true 
meaning of which, in world history, some of 
us ourselves are just now learning, and from 
the earlier damaging effect of which faith we 
are now just escaping? Are we on these 
themes teaching what, as the converts’ minds 
develop, they will assuredly have to unlearn? 


But that is not all. What is the New Tes- 
tament theology to which, in these regions, 
the missionary societies are committing us? 
Many of us also, at middle age or beyond it, 
have still a vivid recollection of the tortures 
our young spirits went through; a vivid recol- 
lection of our wonder at and dread of the Be- 
ing who could arrange things so. Do we pro- 
pose to inflict this, or anything like it, on the 
myriad innocents, just born, or as yet unborn, 
of China, and to call it a Gospel?" 


Message, Not Money, Important. 

It is, we repeat, the doubt about all this, 
the doubt as to what, in these matters, is be- 
ing actually taught and done in our name, 
that stays the hand and paralyzes the will of 
so many who would fain be supporters of mod- 
ern missions. It is time the doubt were re- 
moved, and that a clear understanding were 
come to. H 


Six Societies alone of as many denomina- 
tions in the United States are asking the com- 
municants of those bodies for more than six 
million dollars—with which to do what? Up 
to date no one is asking that question out loud. 
But the figures point the fact that many are 
asking it quietly, are feeling it instinctively, 
are in a mood of questioning, and at least act 
with hesitation and wait to be shown. 


Six million dollars is a lot of money to spend 


‘outright in one year in any kind of an endeav- 


or. It is quite impossible, of course, to com- 
pute results in religion in terms of so many 
for so much; but it is not indelicate to raise 
the question asked above nor may it be un- 
profitable to scan the facts set forth in quota- 
tion and compare them with thé figures also 
quoted and thus bearing the hall-mark of ac- 
curacy and impressing us with their sense of 
reality. 

The Board of Missions is “facing a grave 
financial situation.” That is true. The people 
have become one vast composite vitalized in- 
terrogation point. That also is a fact. Shall 
we not look at both and possibly find in the 
second statement something like an answer 
to the first inquiry? Tell us what you are try- 
ing to do and we will tell you whether we 
are willing to pay the money for it that you 
ask of us. It is a lot of money. We аге will- 
ing. We are even generous. But stop ex- 
hortation and come to us with some informa- 
tion. What are you doing even now? -And is 
the thing that is being done worth the money 
you are asking?

3—Theatres, dress, moving pictures, dances 
took all their time and money. 

3—Only came when in need. 

3—Became bartenders. 

2—Became Christian Scientists. 

2—Became Socialists. 

2—Thought the Church “not sufficiently 
English.” 

2—"Did not like the people." 

2—‘Had their feelings hurt." 

2—“Knew more than the Church could teach 
them." 

1—Annoyed “because the Cross was not veil- 
ed on Palm Sunday." 

1—"'The rector was not a Mason." 

I The Church was not sociable enough." 

1—"Preferred their Lodge to the Church." 


Denominational Journalism. 

The denominational journals, with very rare 
exceptions, are provincial, pathetically so, if not 
sacrilegiously so. One who reads the literature 
of no other communion than his own wotld think 
that the chief religious work being done in the 
world was that of his communion, that the lead- 
ing religious forces in New York, London or To- 
kio were confined to the activities of that com- 
munion. Itis a false view of Christianity and the 
service for which it stands. The day is dawning 
when denominational journals and denomination- 
al colleges shall be relegated to museums by the 
side of fossils of bygone ages, and God hasten the 


coming of that day.—Selected. 


Manners and Reverence. 


In the Diocesan Church News the month 
preceding the meeting of the Convention there 
appeared the following paragraph note under 
the heading Manners and Reverence. The 
matter was one that well deserved to have at- 
tention called to it. Indeed it fixes our atten- 
tion on the subject in so far as it concerns our 
own conduct on Sundays. It gives the Rector 
boldness to speak the same words to all who 
need them. 


“The Diocesan Convention of 1913 was mar- 
red by an unfortunate occurrence, the memory 
of which still lingers in many minds. During 
the opening service, and especially towards its 
close, the vestibules of the church were 
thronged by people, among whom, it is said, 
there were to be seen delegates to the Con- 
vention, both lay and clerical. Their conver- 
sation, and even their laughter, penetrated 
every part of the church, and at times made 
it difficult to follow the service. We have been 
asked by a number of friends to draw atten- 
tion to this matter." 


Enthusiasm for Christ. 


“There are no Foreign Missions.” Thus be- 
gins a paragraph of the Pastoral Letter of the 
House of Bishops read at the last session of the 
General Convention. The paragraph continues: 


“But in every land, in new and wonderful op- 
portunities of service, the voice of Christ is call- 
ing; behind the slowly, but surely, dissolving 
mists of misunderstanding and prejudice that 
have clouded Christendom, the face of Christ is 
shining; and through the manifold activities, 
movements, changes, aspirations, and yearnings 
of our social, industrial, intellectual life, the love 
of Christ is throbbing like a great heart, to the 
world—the unchanging, unfailing dynamic of 
truth and peace.” 


The words suggest a clear vision of the en- 
vironments and the possibilities of Christian ser- 
vice to-day. Like a clarion call they come to 
those Christians whose conception of religion is 
exhausted by belief and worship and ethics and 
giving; for they breathe of an enthusiasm which 
must needs be contagious, once it is understood 
and grasped. 


“This work has no measure but that of our 
sphere and that of our power; it begins with 
capability, and only with capability it concludes. 
When we walk forth on earth, then begins our 
labor; and our toil is not over until that warning 
comes which tells the strong equally with the 
feeble that their day is closed."

The teach- 
ers were being compelled to leave, one aíter 
one, for the summer season. The regular Sun- 
day evening service at best was beginning to 
feel the stress of summer’s coming on in the 
diminishing attendance. 


We have therefore simply combined two 
tasks. By putting together two half-way fail- 
ing endeavors, in this early hot weather, we 
have made one successful undertaking. There 
is, at this service, the heartiness in the singing 
—and the good attendance—that has marked 
the Sunday School all winter. Strangers and 
the regular Sunday evening congregations will 
find an inspiration in sharing this service with 
the children. Come along, all, everybody who 
may still be in reach, both old and young, Sun- 
day School members and all regular Sunday 
night attendants. Come to these services all 
of these remaining Sunday evenings in June. 


Men's Meetings. 


Warden McKenty, of the Eastern Peniten- 
tiary, came to us in April as the speaker at our 
monthly meeting. It was good to have so 
large an audience, and one so interested, to 
hear of his work among the prisoners. The 
number attending the May meeting was al- 
most as large. Dr. Heiland's inspiring address, 
made at that time, on "The Conquerors," will 
not oon be forgotten. There will be no other 
meeting in the Parish House until the fall. 
But the men who have been gathering on 
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"Wednesday evenings, and who have been com- 
ing so regularly to the services, will find their 
friends at The Farm on any day or evening 
—especially on Saturdays and Sundays in July 
and August. “Visiting” will be in order. I 
am sure that we will all get closer together 
and that we will come to know each other bet- 
ter in this way than in the short winter eve- 
nings in town. 


The Farm. 


And, now. Speaking of that Farm! It is 
simply great!! I have had hard work to hold 
off this main subject even for one column's 
space. Sometimes one becomes obsessed with 
one idea. Whenever we spend time and effort 
on an idea we want others to know about it. 
Our conversation drifts around to that point 
of peculiar interest, no matter from what sub- 
jects it sets out. Опе reason more homes have 
not been visited in the past two weeks is that 
preparation of this home-like place for us all 
for the summer has consumed much time. The 
clergy often talk about and work toward a 
"future home"; well, this one has to do with 
the very immediate future—in fact, with this 
summer, 


Read, on another page, the Rector’s fuller 
outline of the plan proposed for doing this 
year’s Fresh Air Work. And then turn back 
and read again this forecast of the Chapel’s 
part in it. The farm is a wonder. You have 
been told by the Rector where it is. And you 
know how to get to it. If you don’t, if there 
is anything you want to ask, speak to me in 
person, or call me on the telephone, at the 
Parish House. Call up Spruce 6648. Or con- 
sult Mr, Ryan. He can tell you almost any- 
thing I can. 


There are acres and acres out there of most 
beautiful country. There is, in one tract, 600 
acres without fences. This ought to permit 
of life with but few formalities. There are 
paddling places, a place for swimming, an 
orchard, a grove, a great big cherry orchard, 
trees loaded with cherries, big barns ready for 
hay, fields for all of our favorite sports—and 
for some new ones. We will be ourselves the 
moving pictures against the great green back- 
ground. We can spend nothing but energy 
and enthusiasm, No one need take much 
money along. There is no place to spend it. 
The carfare is only ten cents each way. The 
country has no use for silver and gold. Gay 
clothes will not be necessary. They would not 
even be serviceable. 


There is much to be done to make the place 
a playground and to make even the house as 
complete as it should be. Any volunteers will 
be welcome. 'They can be put to useful as 
well as ornamental exercise. A ball field needs 
to be laid out and kept in condition for the 
fine playing that the material seems to prom- 
ise. Tennis lovers will benefit all summer 
from any spare time they can give, making 
courts for the next week or two. Any of the 
boys who have the knack of handling tools 
can make themselves very popular. The crop 
of carpenters and expert landscape gardeners 
seems to be very light this spring. I can bear 
witness to the fun there is in this work of 
preparation. I have blisters, scratches and 
sunburn. 


The Sunday School Picnic. 


"Those who remember a day at Valley Forge 
a couple of years ago should underline in their 
calendars the June page at date 27. That is а 
Saturday. It is the day that The Picnic this 
year will make memorable. Full and further 
notice will be given later. Those who can go 
for all day will find something going on all 
the while; late comers will fit into the program 
as they appear. Get your pencil and make a 
ring around the date, Saturday, June 27th. In 
the meantime, practice watchful waiting for 
more definite details. You understand, of 
course, that the place for the Picnic this sum- 
mer will be our own Farm. 


You see how The Farm fits in with every- 
thing. The Girls’ Club will find a picnic, a 
party and a dance every Saturday afternoon 
and evening in July and August. This will 
atone for any lack of parties in the Parish 
House this winter. When the boys know that 
there is baseball and swimming—well, now 
they do know it! It will soon be time for 
some poor victim to lend himself to that un- 
appreciated and dangerous occupation of um- 
piring. The Woman's Auxiliary can forgét 
foreign fields for a time. The fields of The 
Farm are awaiting them.

Those three months, June, July and August, 
little as you may realize it, have been exceed- 
ingly busy ones: many events transpired then in 
the life of the parish, even though so many 
parishioners were absent and although for the 
matter of that, the very church itself was closed 
part of that period. All through June and July, 
and latterly all through September, services have 
been held as usual: it was only for the weeks of 
August that the church was closed this year, and 
that only to give opportunity for the making of 
minor repairs. 

Work in the City and Country. 

Nothing of importance in the way of struc- 
tural improvements to the building in the city 
has been on our hands this summer; which has 
left us the more free to devote time to something 
else; that is, to new work in the country. 'The 
thing with which we have all been most busy was 
the Summer Fresh Air Work out at The Farm. 
It is therefore the story of that work which 
forms the chief theme of these columns this 
month. 


Most of you know much about this work 
already; but I want to give you some details. 
May I first remind you of our plan, as outlined 
early in the summer on the basis of our hopes, 
then follow with some facts and figures telling 
you how near our vision has come to fulfillment? 
There were three reasons, you will remember, 
for undertaking this work in this special form 
this summer ; three ends that we hoped to accom- 
plish. 

Benevolent Work as Such. 

First, though possibly the least important, is 
the mere benevolent and philanthropic part of 
a work like this. Everyone who knows this 
city’s summer weather knows that everybody 
needs some respite from it and that every day 
of outing had beyond the city’s limits is just so 
much gained to health and strength, to welfare 


of the body, to say nothing of the mind or soul. 
We believed that we could do the greatest good 
in this connection to the greatest number by se- 
curing for this work a place as accessible as 
possible. That is why we chose this year The 
Farm, within half an hour’s ride and within a 
ten cent car fare limit, instead of taking a Holiday. 
House at the Seashore as in some past years. 
How fortunate was this selection you will learn 
from some figures below. 
Opportunity for Acquaintance. 

Secondly, there is the opportunity for close 
acquaintance and personal contact between priest 
and people, pastor and congregation, clergy and 
those in their charge, parish visitors and those 
whom they try to visit in other seasons, Sunday- 
school teachers and scholars, associates and mem- 
bers of the clubs, etc., at both Church and Chapel. 
This second point is more important than the 
first. Here is a matchless opportunity. I record 
with regret that, to so large an extent, it has 
been this year, as in some past years, so nearly 
a lost opportunity. 


It has been lost, to so large an extent, because 
so few of the first mentioned in these pairs or 
couplets have been at The Farm at all to exer- 
cise that influence. The Boys and Girls Clubs 
and the Sunday Schools at both the Church and 
Chapel close each year the end of June, because 
so few of the workers and teachers can be in 
attendance longer: they begin thus late in Sep- 
tember with inadequate equipment for the self- 
same reason. All praise is due, and is gratefully 
given, to those who have been the soul of dili- 
gence itself this year; but the lamentable loss 
is in the fact that, for these twelve weeks while 
The Farm was open, when so many of the schol- 
ars were out there so regularly, so few associ- 
ates and teachers should be within hundreds of 
miles of them. 

A Place of Services. - 

The third intent or purpose still surpasses 
either of these two. Indeed, the third is largely 
based upon the second. If Sunday Schools must 
close in summer and if the Church Services, per- 
force, must lose attendance; if our people old 
and young must all flee from the city and must 
scatter to points far off from the sanctuary, I 
have been impressed with the necessity of taking 
the Church to them where they are. It is for 
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this reason that we have held services this sum- 
mer in the orchard at The Farm on Sunday 
afternoons. 

Just What We Did. 

So much for our plans and our purposes. 
Now, here are some figures that set forth the 
facts that have grown out of this three-fold 
endeavor. You know that we rented a farm, 
five miles out from Sixty-ninth Street, on the line 
of the Media Trolley, to be accurate, at Spring- 
field Road. We spent about four hundred dol- 
lars fixing up the house and barn, but more 
especially the grounds about them, to meet our 
requirements. Mr. McGrew was in residence 
there for three months and in charge of the 
place and the people. Mr. Biggs looked after the 
work in the city and conducted the parties of 
children. We made no attempt to pursue a 
boarding-house policy. Indeed, we made, and 
tried to make, as little use as possible of the 
house. It was the out-of-door portion we used 
most. The barn we fitted up with care for the 
dance on Saturday nights. 


Some Facts and Figures. 

We had an Outing each Saturday. These 
‘days the place was simply a picnic place, avail- 
able for everybody, big and little, old and young. 
And we had a service every Sunday afternoon 
during those weeks, twelve in all. Four tents 
were used by three or four dozen boys who 
‘camped at times from Saturday to Monday. ‘The 
result was that the attendance averaged about 
250 on each one of those twenty-four days, 
while more than six hundred visits were made 
by individuals between Sundays. 


This means that more than 6,600 (six thou- 
sand and six hundred!) round trips were made 
out there and back this summer. But, best of all, 
the Sunday Services were even more largely 
attended than the Saturday Picnics. This means 
that the religious feature grew in interest to a 
point even greater than the recreational. This 
is shown by some figures worth recording by 
themselves. At the first Service, only thirty 
people were present; at the closing Sunday Ser- 
vice, four hundred and twenty people assembled 
to say their prayers in the orchard! 

What of Next Summer? 

Can we do the same thing next summer? I 
sincerely hope we can. But it depends on per- 
haps three contingencies that this may be the 
best place to enumerate. It is not quite certain 
that we can secure the place again; but this is 
the least serious difficulty: if not that place, we 
can find another. It depends more upon whether 
we can get more people, from among parishion- 


ers, more Teachers and Associates, etc., to par- 


„ticipate in the work in a way to supplement the 


efforts that the Clergy make. We are willing 
to do our share—many times our share. But, 
no odds how hard we try, we cannot do this 
all ourselves; and, even if we could, it might 
not be best worth the doing if all done that way. 
Thirdly, I am sorry to say, is the question of 
money. This year's work is not all paid for yet 
—strange as that sounds in view of its success. 
Read the Financial Report. 

There follows below a financial table at the 
end of which, for the first time in the ten years 
I have known this parish. I have had to write 
the word “deficit.” I am sorry to speak of this 
matter in this evil season. I realize that most of 
us have never known such "times" I know 
that many persons at home are embarrassed, as 
their friends have been abroad, not only to get 
checks cashed, but to have checks to cash. Even 
so, please read the figures and—well, read the 
figures. 

And This Other Fact. 

Of course, apart from all the receipts and 
expenditures in actual money, it remains to 
thank many parishioners for contributions that 
they made of things in kind. I cannot begin 
to enumerate these; nor can I append the 
names of donors. ‘There were too many of 
both for this; besides, the persons in ques- 
tion themselves would not wish it. 


It will be observed also that practically all 
the expense that has had to be incurred for 
things that will be permanent improvements 
will carry over into another year, if we can be 
fortunate in securing the same place: and there 
is every reason to believe that we can. 


It will also be observed that much of the 
equipment which falls under the head of sup- 
plies, although these represent purchases out- 
right within this year, are personal possessions 
and, no matter where we do the work in com- 
ing years, these will serve year after year.

The last entry I have lumped together in one 
budget. If anyone should be interested in 
details, they would have to read through a 
list of more than 200 items tabulated sever-

At this point the money ran out. "There is still 
required money to reimburse the Treasurer for bills 
paid totaling $272.00, and for a loan of $100.00 that 
I have advanced to the fund myself. This was for 
further additions to the same items as above.

There must be eight or ten wagon loads of 
stuff assembled as the result of this and pre- 
vious years’ purchases for these summer pur- 
poses. Putting both the foregoing together, 
it is probable that about $1000 of the approxi- 
mate $3000 budget this year is taken up in such 
calculations: another year we ought to be able 
to do the same amount of work for the same 
number of weeks and on the same 6000 day 
unit basis referred to above, for a couple thou- 
sand dollars. 


This is the most illuminating statement with- 
in the brief space allowable for this summary 
that I know how to make. It goes without 
saying, that I would be glad to talk with any 
or all of you by the hour, and only hope for 
the opportunity. А

Early Version of Deluge Story. 


“When George Smith fotind in an Assyrian 
tablet of the seventh century B. C. the Baby- 
lonian story of the Deluge, it was really a mo- 
mentous discovery. For the first time we had 
from the monuments a parallel story of one of 
the most striking stories told in Genesis, and 
every student of the Bible was deeply interested. 
To be sure, we already had a similar story of 
the Deluge as told by a Babylonian author named 
Berossus, but that was later. Some were ready 
to declare that George Smith’s discovery was 
a confirmation of Genesis, but that could not be, 
for the whole tone of it was mythical with its 
crude polytheism, and its gods that were as 
frightened as were men, and fled like flies. The 
result was to confirm rather the view now gen- 
erally held that the Genesis story of the Deluge 
is a finely cleansed monotheistic version of the 
Flood myth, which was current long before the 
author of Genesis or even before Moses. 


Accompanying the Deluge tablet there were 
found, or have been found since, fragmentary 
tablets which told of the creation of the world 
by the gods, but nothing as definite and clear as 
the account in the Bible of the six days of crea- 
tion with its seventh day of rest. We have ever 
since been looking with a great deal of hope for 
parallel accounts of the Genesis stories of the 
temptation and fall of man, and of the Tower 
of Babel; but nothing of the sort has turned up 
until the announcement, this summer, by Prof. 
Stephen Langdon, of Oxford University, of an 
account of the temptation and fall of the first 
man. Тһе tablet in which the story was found 
is one of fifty which were freely offered to Pro- 
fessor Langdon by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania for study and translation. ‘The writing is 
in the older Sumerian language, and is said to 
be of a period more than 2000 В. C. The period 
of Moses was about 1400 B. C. 


The tablet contains a hymn to the great god- 
dess Nimtud, or Nin-Kharshag, who created man, 
and was the wife of the Earth god Enlil, or Bel. 
In the hymn is the account of the Deluge. After 
the story of the Deluge, and an unfortunate 
break in the tablet, the hymn continues to tell 
the story of the fall of man and the loss of im- 
mortality because he ate of the fruit of a tree, 
as in Genesis. Noah and Adam seem to be con- 
founded. 


Now, no theologians need to be excited or 
disturbed by this discovery. We already are 
assured that the biblical story of the temptation 
and fall of Adam and Eve is mythical in form, 
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teaching not so much the entrance of sin into 
the world as the entrance of death. Adam had 
to be kept from the Tree of Life because he had 
disobeyed the command. These stories were 
current for two or three thousand years, in 
various forms. The Hebrews received them, 
cleansed them of their coarseness and polytheism, 
and presented them in such a noble form as 
would be worthy of religious instruction and 
faith in an infantile state of human society. 


But we no longer need to hold to more than 
the kernel, and can reject the husk which has 
ceased to be useful or credible. Indeed, the 
two trees, the Tree of Life and the Tree of the 
Knowledge of Good and Evil, themselves indi- 
cate that they are not real trees, but are figur- 
ative. The new story illustrates rather than con- 
firms the biblical story which we are in the habit 
of calling Mosaic, but which was current from 
the earliest ages all through Babylonia and Syria 
and Asia Minor and Palestine, and which in its 
purest form was committed to writing in the 
Hebrew Scriptures."

Why Pray from a Book? 


The question is old, but it should be an- 
swered every time it is asked. Why do we 
pray to God out of a book? Тһе first and 
simplest answer is that we do not pray to God 
out of a book. Some people can have all the 
books in the world and then not be able to 
read. You might stack music around another 
person and give that person the finest toned 
instrument in the world and yet he may not 
be able to produce one harmony or make one 
melody. 

The fact is there must be something in the 
man that responds to the thought on the writ- 
ten page before he can rightly interpret what 
is written. In the same way one must have 
music in his soul before he can reproduce the 
harmonies represented by the musical char- 
acters. Is it not so also of prayer? 


If there is not a prayer in the heart there 
can be none in the book, and if there is a 
prayer in the heart then we do not pray out 
of a book. We tise the prayer book as a guide 
and aid to prayer. We feel as the disciples 
felt when they said, “Lord, teach us to pray,” 
and many are the children who are learning 
from the prayer book to pray. 


How would you like to sit and listen to your 
choir sing extemporaneous hymns? Well, I 
feel much like that when I hear a clergyman 
speak extemporaneous prayers. You wish to 
join in the hymns. Therefore you have print- 
ed ones, a hymnal. I wish to join in the 
prayers. Therefore I have a prayer book. 
Our Lord Himself must have approved of this, 
for He joined in the written prayers of the 
synagogue, and Himself gave His disciples a 
form of prayer: “Our Father which art in 
Heaven.” The only prayer He ever denounced 
was extemporaneous, St. Matt. 23:14, St. 
Mark 12:40, St. Luke 20:47, St. Luke 18:11. 


All prayers both written and extemporan- 
eous are liable to formality. A man usually 
falls in the mold he has made for whatever he 
does. Men who pray use the same words, 
phrases, and figures of speech on almost all 
occasions. The prayer book saves a congrega- 
tion from long and tiresome prayers, often 
from vain repetitions and very often from men 
who have more religion than consideration for 
the congregation. This is the reason I be- 
lieve in forms of prayer for public use.

Girls’ Club to Open. 

The regular weekly meetings of the Girls’ 
Club at the Chapel will be resumed on Wednes- 
day Evening, October 7th. Notice of this will 
be sent in due season to the entire enrollment 
of the Club as of last year, and it is hoped that 
many new members will find their way to the 
Parish House and come joyously into this com- 
panionship. ‘The thing of importance to notice is 
the change of the meeting night from Monday, 
as last winter, to Wednesday this season. The 
reason for this is that an entirely new policy is 
going to be pursued of having a series of four 
or five professional teachers to conduct that 
many classes; the services of these can only be 
had on that evening. Those most interested will 
learn all about this in due time and will appre- 
ciate the reasons and approve the change of 
evening. ‘The thing of importance, at the begin- 
ning, is for all girls eligible to be present, if 
possible, at the opening meeting. 
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My dear Friends: 

Living at The Farm for three months, seeing 
so many of you there each week ; surely this has 
been our common interest. Any experiment 
is interesting, simply because it means something 
new. This one has been especially interesting, 
for it involved so many people old and young; 
but better, because it has proven so successful, 
because it has quite met our expectations. The 
Farm was near enough to be easily visited and 
proved popular enough to have those visits re- 
peated. 


Some of the attractions of the "shore" may 
have been missed. But there were other advan- 
tages gained. First of all, was the fact that you 
made your own pleasures: you were actors rather 
than spectators. We were dependent on our own 
resources for amusement and entertainment: and 
those resources were never overdrawn. In the 
next place, there was the advantage of having 
more people each week than in any previous 
summer place. New friendships were made, old 
ones renewed, and there was a living expression 
of our larger life as a Parish. 


Those of you who came early in the summer 
will remember that The Farm was more than a 
little run down when we found it. There were 
some who shared in the work and the pleasure of 
making it into a playground. To them, I am sure, 
the summer was happiest: for they have given 
themselves, their hands and interest to make it 
more useful and attractive. They need no special 
word of thanks: they reaped their own reward. 


Our experience has taught us many things that 
will make The Farm even more useful another 
year. For one thing, there will probably be 
more “campers” who will be glad to see to their 
own "grub." Possible provision can be made 
so that the girls will camp in greater numbers 
and more than once. Please remember the good 
times we have had together: and please be leni- 
ent toward those of us who are not real farmers. 
We have all learned much and gained much from 
the experiment of a Church Farm. 


The real proof of the value of the Summer's 
Work remains to be shown in the days to: come. 
The number of those who. played-and worshiped 
in the country on those summer days was an 
encouragement to hope for a more active winter 
in the city. The Services and Sunday Schools, 


S 


as well as the Clubs, are just as dependent on you 
as The Farm. New teachers and you will know 
several this fall—will be of great assistance: but 
only in so far as you use them. 


We have plans, definite and detailed, for both 
work and play more real than before. Our needs 
and wants are better known, and that is a long 
step toward their fulfillment. It only remains for 
us to keep in close touch and to meet in the 
largest possible numbers. Your interest and en- 
thusiasm of the summer will naturally now con- 
tinue through the winter: so that services will 
have even more force than they have had and 
work and play will accomplish more. 


Remember, when you hear or receive a note 
of any sort, that it is a personal call to you. 
Girls or boys, men or women: these words do 
not mean any few of each group, but all—and 
especially YOU. 


As I remember my first words to you last fall, 
they seem to be the ones I would say to you now 
—"'Come, and see!"

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My dear Friends: 


This writing, in so far as the Rector's letter 
portion of the "Parish Helper" is concerned, 
is going to take the form this month of a 
lengthening series of brief announcements. 
'The length of the series.illustrates the value 
of the very paper itself as a medium for the 
giving of notices, in that it saves the annoy- 
ance and disturbance to the services in Church 
occasioned by making too many announce- 
ments. Wherefore, I beseech you read these 
columns patiently. 


The paragraphs that follow have another 
peculiarity also. They are meant to cover a 
wide circle in their random sweep, to gather 
up some details of the Summer, to collect our 
thoughts and to converge all our endeavors 
to one object for the coming Winter season. 
They refer to Church and Chapel, mention 
pew-rentals and offerings, report accomplish- 
ments and outline efforts, frame some prob- 
lems and suggest some methods, touch on 
divers subjects from bouquets to good be- 
havior and ask for a dozen things from street 
addresses to early attendance. They are 
meant to be instant, in season and out of sea- 
son; to reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all long 
suffering and doctrine. I most earnestly en- 
treat you read them all. 

Three Perplexities. 

I am perplexed at all times—and am some- 
times literally distressed—over three prob- 
lems which I honestly and seriously wish more 
of the people would give me more help at 
least in trying earnestly to solve. T am think- 
ing-of the number of people in this Parish who 
rent pews who, even through the Winter sea- 
son, are so seldom in their pews in church; 
I am thinking secondly of regular attendants 
every Sunday morning through the Winter 
season who are so nearly always late in reach- 
ing church for services; and 1 am thinking 
last and most of all of strangers who, because 
of the two facts foregoing, are deterred from 
coming rather than encouraged to accept our 
invitation, again and again expressed, to feel 
at home here Sunday mornings even as tran- 
sients and visitors, to come and worship in a 
church that will seat comfortably more than 
one thousand people and yet which has only 


an average attendance of maybe six hundred. 
This Church ought to have a thousand peo- 
ple in it every Sunday morning. And it would 
have—if we could get solved these three per- 
plexing problems. 

Pews All Rented. 

We have reached the point, a year or two 
ago, where practically all the pews are rented. 
Incidentally, this does not mean that any per- 
son who may want a pew or sitting need not 
ask the Verger for it; there are always changes 
being made and always vacancies occurring 
at this time of year. Nor yet need it deter 
visitors from coming to the service because 
they think they cannot find a place to sit be- 
cause they have not rented pews. On the 
other hand, it ought to make them feel more 
welcome for the reason that they need be un- 
der no restraint and have no feeling of com- 
punction at not having rented a sitting if they 
could not get one anyway; that ought to elimi- 
nate every feeling of fault on their part, But 
here is what happens: This is what has come 
to pass. 


'The story goes abroad that all pews are 
rented and the reputation gets itself establish- 
ed that strangers must stand out in the vesti- 
bule and wait unduly long before they can be 
shown to seats. So they do—and that’s the 
point. That's where you come in; rather, 
where you fail to come in promptly and be in 
your place on time: or, even if you are not 
coming, where you fail of performing a task 
that would be so easy, namely, calling up the 
Verger on the ’phone and telling him so in ad- 
vance. Then he could use your pew for 
strangers—and use it early. 

A Wrong Inference. 

The inference, I say, is drawn that all the 
pews are always full of people because all are 
rented. The feeling on the part of others, 
more instinctive than one reasoned out, is this: 
If I go to such a church I will either be in- 
truding or I will have to wait outside unrea~ 
sonably long. None of these feelings should 
exist. But, then, none of these fears ought to 
be justified. The real truth is, they are justi- 
fied by certain facts that ought not to exist. 
If pewholders and renters of sittings would 
only be in their places at 11 o'clock, for an 11 
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o'clock service, the Verger would know what 
to do and he could speedily complete the do- 
ing of it. 

There is no reluctance in this Parish on the 
part of parishioners to having visitors placed 
in their pews upon occasion. No church 
could be more free from that charge than this 
church. The trouble is in the apparently in- 
curable habit of listless, lackadaisical late ar- 
rival on the part of people whose observance 
of good manners alone would not allow them 
to be half a minute late at a dinner party, but 
who seem to think it is permissible to be a half 
hour late at church on Sunday morning, and 
who regularly come from five to ten or even 
twenty minutes late. 

Who Can Cure This ? 

I know the futility of coaxing in this con- 
nection. I know also how foolish is reproof 
or censure. I know that the trouble lies deep 
and that I can do little toward curing it. The 
cure is in the hands alone of those themselves 
who need the curing. I am loath to believe 
(and I certainly would resent anybody, for 
example from New York, citing it as illus- 
tration of a fact) that Philadelphians should, 
by any possibility, be "slow" and that this, by 
any stretch of imagination, should be illus- 
tration of their slowness. In some cases, it 
is well to live up to a reputation; but this, 
upon the contrary, is a reputation that ought 
to be lived down. 

Next Sunday's Service. 

All Saints’ Day falls by coincidence this 
year on Sunday. I am always glad when 
this occurs; as I am, for that matter, when 
Christmas Day does the same: it gives stich 
splendid opportunity for right observance of 
the day because it permits of the entire con- 
gregation’s participating on Sunday instead of 
the relatively small number who ever find it 
possible to attend a service in church on a 
weekday. The point I am coming to is a spe- 
cial appeal to everybody to try, by all possible 
means, to be in church for both the services 
next Sunday. These services have been plan- 
ned for with special care: the musical features, 
as well as all other portions, will be of notable 
excellence. There ought to be an even, round 
one thousand people (1000) in church next 
Sunday, both at the morning and at the after- 
noon service. I can well assure those who 
come in advance that they will be repaid for 
coming. 

But, to put it differently, I cannot conceive 


of any reasonable excuse why any one should 
be absent that Sunday. It is the beginning of 


the "Season." It is time for every one to come 
tochurch. It is the opening of that six months 
season which is so ridiculously short at best 
out of a twelve months year. It is possible 
for anybody, even though still living in the 
country, to come in specially for that first spe- 
cial Sunday. It is Communion Sunday. And 
it is All Saints’ Day. Let us see how many 
of all our twelve hundred communicants are 
saints. 
Objects for Offerings. 

The list of Objects for Special Offerings for 
this coming year, that is to say, for the portion 
of the year within which we appoint such 
Special Objects, namely, from All Saints’ Day 
to Easter, you will find printed for the first 
time this fall on another page of this issue. 
I have also had this list printed, as for several 
years past, on a convenient form of card 
which will be sent, one each to families next 
week, as well as being placed in the book- 
racks in the pews. They may thus be close 
at hand for reference all winter, both at home 
and in church. As the times come on, at four 
or five points, I will send as formerly some 
envelopes for offerings that call for special 
effort in the raising of amounts commensurate 
with expectations. I commend this system, 
as a system, to your best attention. I remind 
you that, after experimenting through many 
years, this seems to be the best method we 
have yet hit upon. 

Hard Times: A Suggestion. 

A great many people share, from a great 
many points of view, a feeling of apprehen- 
sion regarding all matters financial this win- 
ter; and perhaps they are right. This af- 
fects the clergy most, quite naturally, when 
they think ahead regarding offerings in 
church, i. e., when they feel coming upon them 
the necessity of making the annual announce- 
ments regarding the familiar objects which 
appeal recurrently to people's generosity. I 
do not know how far there may be ground for 
apprehension in the case of this parish in par- 
ticular; but I want to speak in any case about 
one matter T have long had on my mind. The 
matter has to do with people rather than with 
“times” and seasons. s 


This parish, fortunately, is not one in which 
any one person or any select few carry the 
burden of responsibility; it is rather one in 
which the giving is diversified and one in 
which the amount of any offering is widely 
distributed over a large number of people. 
You would understand this better and would 
realize it the more fully if you had to count, 
as T do weekly, the actual coins and bills which

are laid in the alms basin on a typical average 
Sunday. It is because there are so many of 
moderate size instead of a few of abnormal 
amount that it becomes easy in a crisis like 
this—if perchance it is a crisis-—to appeal to 
every one at once. The appeal is simply to 
every one to do their duty individually. I make 
this appeal. А 
The Price of Admission. 

And I would make it in any case. For 
there is something I make bold to speak about. 
To state the fact alone suggests the method 
of correction, Do you really think it right 
or reasonable that there ought to be pennies 
or nickels, or dimes even, in an offering in a 
church such as this? Does anybody who pays 
two dollars and thinks it a normal amotnt, 
for a theatre ticket on Saturday evening, put 
one-twentieth of that amount in a collection 
plate on Sunday morning and have no sense 
of humor while they do it? Do vou, my dear 
sir, who pay casually five dollars for a hat, a 
cane, a pair of shoes, a dinner for your friend, 
a seat at the opera or a taxicab ride to Shibe 
Park or Franklin Field, think you can put 
five cents in the alms basin and not have some- 
body, maybe the Rector, smile when he finds 
it? Ido not mean that you should go without 
shoes, nor that you should stay away from 
baseball games or football contests; but I do 
mean, well, I guess you know what I mean. 
And you, my lady, whether your funds are of 
your own income or whether you allot allow- 
ances, will you wear a twenty-five dollar hat 
to church to cover even partially your head, 
and begrudge less than twenty-five cents to 
some work in the doing of which your soul 
is supposed to have part? I do not mind your 
having a hat, notice; but Т do want you to 
have a soul. Please, also, have a heart. 


Memorial Altar Flowers. 

If any one should miss from its place this 
month the list of Memorial Names in connec- 
tion with the Altar Flowers on Sunday, it is 
worth while to apprize them of the reason and 
request their help in an important matter. The 
reason is that, year after ycar, these dates 
change with the failure of established days 
of the month to coincide with the chosen Sun- 
days of the Church Year. Every seven years 
the list has to be set back a week and re- 
arranged all in the new. The Altar Society 
are planning to take this up at their Novem- 
ber Meeting. If any of you have, by that time, 
received letters relative to this matter, you 
will co-operate, I am sure, with the Secretary 
in perfecting this list in order that we may 
have it accurate as well as complete. There 


are still a few Sundays in the year not taken. 
If any one should happen to have wished for 
such a Sunday and have hesitated about ask- 
ing for it because they feared it was already 
taken, this is the time to speak. There is no: 
thought, of course, of leaving anybody off the 
list who is already on; but deaths and remov- 
als have of themselves taken some names from 
the roster and slight changes of the dates will 
leave some Sundays open. The amended, cor- 
rected and completed list will be ready for the 
December Parish Helper. 
Gallery Subscription Envelopes. 

Т am not surprised that it is so—although Т 
am sorry that it should be so—that a number 
of persons enrolled on the list of what we have 
come to call the Gallery Congregation of En- 
velope System Subscribers should have lapsed 
in their use of these envelopes during the sum- 
mer. Up to date, there are about 250 persons 
thus enrolled; but, of these, more than fifty: 
are not being heard from this fall. There are 
still two months of the current year; and this 
matter ought not to go on being neglected. 
If you have had one of these packages and 
happen to have lost them or mislaid them and 
for that reason have ceased to use them regu- 
larly, I wish you would let me know. I will 
supply you with alternate sets to finish out 
the year. The new packages, as you know, 
are given out on January fitst, the fiscal year 
in this connection being the calendar year. 
Simply tell me you have lost your envelopes 
and I will tell you what to do. 


T want to call attention also, while we are 
still on the subject, to the two fine, large 
framed lists of these subscribers’ names, cor- 
responding identically with the list at the 
Church of Pew-holders, that have been placed,. 
one each in the vestibule at the Church and at 
the Chapel. It is because these lists are 
now so large and because this method of en- 
rolling them has been provided that I anx 
omitting, from this date on, the printing of 
the names in duplicate on two pages of the 
Parish Helper. The space of those pages will 
hereafter be devoted to other uses, the pur- 
pose that they served being now accomplished 
by these framed Vestibule Diagrams. 

Monthly Party in Parish House. 

The regular Monthly Party in the rooms 
of the Parish House, here at the Church, will 
be on Thursday evening, November sth. This 
is a good time to remind all those interested 
of two facts and to make two standing notices 
that ought not to need repetition through the 
winter, The first is that there will be such a 
party as this for the young people regularly 
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the first Thursday night of every month ; and 
the second is that these parties, which are in 
the main as you know dances, are for the young 
people of the Girls’ and Boys’ Clubs from 
both the Church and the Chapel. These 
Thursday Evenings are really a continuance 
of the series of Saturday night parties that we 
had every week at the Farm in the summer: 
it is expected that they will be attended by the 
same people and that all will have the same 
hearty good time and innocent enjoyment. 
The main point to remember is that each first 
Thursday night of a month this winter all of 
these young people at both Church and Chapel 
are invited to these parties at the Church. 


In all work with our young people, I am 
planning to place even more emphasis this 
winter than ever before on the policy we have 
pursued—and that successfully because con- 
sistently—these several years past; the policy 
of having not only all our monthly parties, en- 
tertainments, etc., but also the weekly meet- 
ings of the Boys' and Girls’ Clubs open, first 
of all and last of all, only to our own people; 
that is to say, to young people who "quality" 
by heing first enrolled as members of the Sun- 
day School or as Communicants in the parish 
or as Envelope Subscribers of the Gallery Con- 
gregation; that is to say, by doing any or all 
of the things, whatever the normal thing is in 
any special case, that is required of them, in 
connection with the Church, before they in- 
dulge in the practices or share in the pleasures 
of the Parish House. 


Enrollment and Attendance. 


In order to avoid all confusion in this con- 
nection, in order to eliminate all guess-work 
and conjecture, all discussion and imagina- 
tion, I have had prepared for this next six 
months, November first to May first, for ex- 
periment that long at least, a series of separate 
attendance cards, one each for every individ- 
ual, child or young person or older person, 
enrolled among any of the above groups and 


likely to attend any of the above mentioned 


functions. These cards will keep a triple rec- 
ord of Sundays, Club Meeting Nights and 
Thursday Night Monthly Parties, also Lenten 
Thursday Evenings when that time comes. 
If these cards should begin to show, in any 
case, regular attendance on week day nights 
for example and only scattered attendance on 
Sundays, an uninterrupted series of dances 
but a frequently interrupted record of attend- 
ance on Sundays, the person so transgressing 
need not be surprised if they are called to ac- 
count for it.

Death of Mrs. Conrad. 

The funeral service in the Church last 
Thursday morning, October twenty-second, 
was occasion for public as well as private, for 
parochial as well as for personal mourning. 
In the death of Mrs. Conrad, the whole parish 
is bereaved. She was one of the oldest (in 
terms of years of church attendance here) of 
all present communicants. She had for many 
years been head of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
and, for as many years also, had been Presi- 
dent of the Altar Society. She will be sorely 
missed, because her place is empty. 

Mrs. Anne Fraser Conrad was relict of 
Thomas Kittera Conrad, D. D., sometime Rec- 
tor of old St. Paul's Church, this city, long 
before it was a City Mission. Ile was, later, 
Rector of St. Mary's, Wayne, where a fine 
stone church and rectory husband and wife 
built and endowed together as memorial to 
both their parents. It stands, well-built for 
a century to come, as token of affection and 
of reverence at once. The Rector died in 
1893. His widow has since lived within this 
parish. 

Tt is difficult to write moderately of one so 
many people were immodcrately fond of. It 
is delicate as well as difficult for a priest to 
write of a parishioner whom he has known 
personally so well and so intimately and yet 
have his language so professional as to be im- 
partial. One will not be misunderstood in 
this case, however, if he speaks almost ex- 
travagantly. 4 

I knew Mrs. Conrad, as you all did, and to- 
gether we all loved her well. I esteemed her 
—as did many others—an especial friend. І 
knew her in health and I knew her in sick- 
ness. I knew her loyalty; I knew her gener- 
osity. I knew her goodness and graciousness. 
I knew her love of life, T also knew her fear of 
death. But I knew, best of all, her singleness 
of heart in living close to God and I know she 
is at peace among the saints.

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his Matter of “The Apportionment” |1 


A “Notice” Printed and a “Letter” Written. 


The following notice and the reprint of the 
letter in response to it may need a word of 
explanation; but, with that explanation, both 
will be intelligible to all those who are most 
interested. I mean, first of all, our own con- 
gregation. 


For four or five years past, variously consti- 
tuted committees, sometimes one, sometimes 
another, have by devious methods set “appor- 
tionments” upon the parishes throughout the 
diocese; that is, they have fixed a proportion- 
ate amount upon each parish of the entire 
amount asked from the Diocese as a whole 
by the Board of Missions for the year’s work 
of the Church at large. 


Last year, that apportionment upon this 
diocese was $147,331.00. I understand that it 
was finally paid in full. The apportionment 
of the local Committee upon this parish in par- 
ticular was $6,621.53. That was the largest 
amotint upon any parish in the diocese save 
three. The amount we were credited with 
giving toward this is $1388.20. 


I do not want to go into the complicated 
system by which moneys do or do not “apply 
on the apportionment” in such a computation 
save, for example, to cite these illustrative 
particulars. The Annual Offering in Church 
for the Woman's Auxiliary, on Nov. 23rd, was 


- $653.57; we are credited in the report that 


comes to me with $308.35. The Epiphany 
Chapel last year contributed through the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary $275.00; they are credited 
with $92.00 in the report of the Board that lies 
before me as I write. The offering for Bishop 
Rowe in Church last fall was $528.57; this 
apparently does not apply at all. But I will 
not weary you. 


The point the correspondence below dwells 
upon is the method of the Committee's arriv- 
ing at the six thousand six hundred dollar fig- 
ure. This has been based, in previous years, 


^ upon some method of counting up, from Pa- 


rochial Reports to Diocesan Conventions, 
what they have called “Current Expenses” or 
“Parochial Expenditures,” or whatever phrase 


is accurate. Of course, if in this parish you 
take income on endowment, pew rents, con- 
tributions, all, and add them up, instead of 
segregating them, you will arrive at quite a 
fancy figure. 


What I am trying to point out is that such 
a figure is also fanciful; that is to say, the hope 
of meeting such “apportionment,” and by the 
methods above illustrated of reporting, is 
visionary. 

Notice Appearing in Church News. 

The following resolution in regard to the ex- 
emption of “income from investments" in the 
calculation of parochial apportionments for Gen- 
eral Missions was passed by the last Diocesan 
Convention : 


“Resolved, That the Central Missionary Com- 
mittee, through its Executive Committee, be au- 
thorized to receive applications for the exemption 
of income from investments and instructed to 
grant such exemptions in all cases, subject to the 
following conditions : 

“(a) Application for such exemption shall be 
formally made in writing by the parish authori- 
ties, and shall state the reasons why the inclusion 
of income from investments is considered by 
them as involving hardship to their parish in the 
calculation of its relative share of the diocesan 
apportionment. 

“(b) ‘This application and statement shall be 
in the hands of the Central Missionary Commit~ 
tee, or their executive officers, prior to a date to 
be fixed, and duly advertised by them, each year.” 


In accordance with the above provisions, the 
Central Missionary Committee, through its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, hereby give notice that all 
such applications for such exemption for the 
missionary year 1914-1915, must be filed with 
Mr. George R. Bower, Gray's Ferry Road and 
Twenty-ninth Street, Philadelphia, on or before 
12 o'clock noon of Tuesday, October zo, 1914.

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Letter Written in Compliance with foregoing “ Notice." 


Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany. 


330 South r3th Street, 
Philadelphia, Pa. 
My dear Sir: : 
I write to you, as the member designated of 
the Committee whose Notice appears in the 
Church News of the Diocese this month, to say 
that the item Income from Investments in this 
parish last year as set forth in the annual report 
to the Secretary of the Convention was $22,- 
182.99 and to say that this should be exempt in 
any calculation of parochial apportionments. 


This item represents income on an endowment 
the conditions of the very deed of trust of which 
are that the income therefrom arising shall be 
used for certain “following uses and purposes 
and none other.” I need not enumerate these 
uses. Suffice it to say that in general this endow- 
ment, like any endowment of any parish, is for 
the maintenance of the parish in question. 


It is presumably because a particular parish 
needs an endowment that it has taken steps to 
have one, Inasmuch as this need inheres, or 
sometime did or will inhere, in the personnel of 
those constituting the congregation, such facts 
and figures, I submit, can never be made the basis 
anywhere of an apportionment. But this point, 
I am sure, your committee must have had under 
consideration in choosing the present method out 
of many. I am not conversant with the reasons 
for the present choice. 


In this parish, all “income on endowment” is 
handled separately and apart from the people’s 
“voluntary offerings.” The latter are adminis- 
tered by the Rector alone; the former only by 
the Accounting Warden. No single dollar ol 
Church Income, in the ten years I have been at 
St. Luke and The Epiphany, has been made a 
substitute for a dollar of any Fund to which the 
people have been asked to give an offering—nor 
will it be. On the other hand, no dollar that the 
people have ever been asked for in church, which 
has been placed in the alms basin at any service 
and laid on the altar, has gone for any purpose 
of paying bills; that is, for Church Expenses. 
Last year, the stim-total of these offerings was 
$22,159.88. 


Nothing I think could be simpler, as represent- 
ing the giving ability of this particular parish 
last year—if that is what a committee is in search 
of—than this; namely, these accurate figures of 
just what the people actually did give. To ascer- 
tain this does not seem to me to be difficult; nor 


does it seem to admit of any estimate or conjec- 
ture. Least of all is any complicated form of 
computation necessary. 


I would like to say—although this may possi- 
bly not be relevant to the work of this commit- 
tee and, if so, you will pardon me for introducing 
it, I know—that (leaving out Communion Alms 
Sundays, i. e., the conventional Poor Fund, which 
is negligible anyway), of the twenty-eight Ob- 
jects appointed for Special Offerings, fourteen 
by actual count were distinctly Missionary Ob- 
jects. If the Board of Missions in New York 
does not so count them, I cannot help it. Nor 
can І see my way clear to stop taking offerings 
for these such worthy objects and take more of- 
ferings for their objects instead, merely out of 
regard for the Board of Missions’ method of 
bookkeeping, a method according to which cer- 
tain moneys do and certain others do not "apply 
on the apportionment." 


All I can do is to recite this list of these objects. 
There happen to have been last year, along with 
(r) Domestic Missions and (2) Foreign Mis- 
sions and (3) Woman's Auxiliary; (4) Mission- 
ary Box Society; (5) Church Periodical Club 
(both the latter being branches of the Woman's 
Auxiliary); (6) Bishop Rowe's work in Alaska 
(taking the place of another offering previously 
appointed for that day, which offering was made 
up by one individual, in order that the Sunday 
might be left free) ; (7) South Convention (that 
is, Diocesan Missionary work) ; (8) Sustentation 
Fund (ditto) ; (9) Diocesan Church Extension 
(the “Six churches in six years" undertaking) ; 
(10) Mission for the Deaf; (11) Italian Mis- 
sion (L’Emmanuelo); (12) Colored Mission 
(Church of the Crucifixion); (13) Seamen's 
Mission and (14) City Mission. 

Perhaps even half of the remainder might fur- 
ther be so catalogued under the head of Mission- 
ary Work. I refer, for example, to such offer- 
ings as that for the Church Home at Angora, the 
Lincoln Institution, the Parish House Work of 
our own Chapel, etc., etc.; but, let that pass. I 
omit to mention also all our Sunday School Ad- 
vent and Lenten offerings at both the Church and 
Chapel. 


It is this two-fold fact, namely, that all our 
people's offerings were given to Church Work as 
apart from Church Expenses, and that, of the 
objects to which the money was given, fifty per 
cent. were missionary objects outright and even 
of the others in addition half were, shall I say, 
semi-missionary, that puts the rector.of this par- 
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ish to perplexity at times when figures for an 
“apportionment” are arrived at on the basis of 
some other data and if then he or his people are 
censured for not “meeting” it. The thing has a 
humorous side; but it goes beyond that on oc- 
casion. 


I am not writing to give advice to the commit- 
tee; but I do want to give some one this informa- 
tion. The committee have a difficult task, I 
know, and an unwelcome one, I suppose. The 
question of the right basis of any apportionment 
has been a mooted question, as every one real- 
izes; it has been discussed at four Diocesan Con- 
ventions. Nor do I raise any question here re- 
garding the apportionment method, as a method. 
That method may be wise; it may be unwise. I 
am simply told by members of the committee 
themselves that they are striving to gather such 
data as will be illustrative of peculiar conditions 
in particular parishes. 

Now this parish is peculiar, possibly; but it 
is also particular. The thing that I protest 
against, and urgently, is that it should be called 
penurious. Its people are not slack concerning 
their promises, as some men count slackness ; but, 
"upon the contrary, they are long suffering, as 
saith the Scripture. The truth is they have suf- 
fered—as have others also—from having an im- 
aginary figure set for their imagined portion in 
the giving of the diocese to the "cause" of mis- 
sions. Albeit their gifts far out-measure even 
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Parish Record Church.

Uses of the Parish House. 


During the past month we have come sud- 
denly upon an unexpected need for repairs 
and improvements also at the Epiphany 
Chapel: there has developed pressing necessity 
for having the entire woodwork of the outer 
portion of the building repainted. This in- 
volves a very large amount of labor, in taking 
down the wire screening from the windows 
both on ‘the street level and from the upper 
stories, extensive repairs to the metal work, 
thorough scraping of all the wood and putting 
on of two or possibly three coats of paint. 
The whole may involve an outlay of $500.00. 
It will probably also cause some inconven- 
ience while the work is going on; but it need 
not cause the slightest interruption to meet- 
ings or services. The work will be pressed 
to completion as rapidly as possible. We had 
not contemplated this expenditure in planning 
in advance the "budget" of this year's expendi- 
tures. We can only hope, although possibly 
against hope, that we may still be able to come 
Er even at the end of our fiscal year, March 
first.

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My dear Friends: 

I have been much perplexed over one condi- 
tion of things I have found here at the Chapel ; 
more especially, for example, in connection with 
the Sunday Evening Service. It is in the fact 
that so few of the members of the Sunday School 
who come to the Parish House on Sunday After- 
noon come to the regular service in the Chapel 
on Sunday Evening. Here, for illustration, 
are some amazing figures. On the Second Sun- 
day in October there was an attendance of 175 
at Sunday School, while at the Evening Service 
that same Sunday there was an attendance of 
only fifty-two; and, of these, less than a dozen 
were of Sunday School age or enrollment. 


There is a grievous fallacy here that should be 
pointed out: there is failure on the part of some- 


one to which attention should be called. Just as, 


in a college course too often, students seem to 


think that Commencement is the end of things 
instead of really only the beginning, that is liter- 
ally the commencement," of a whole life's course 
of study; just as, in too many cases, in Church 
life, Confirmation is looked upon as a culmina- 
tion of something, rather than the veriest begin- 
ning of actual Church life, Church attendance 
and Church worship; so, alas! too frequently 
Sunday School membership is made a substitute 
for Church attendance instead of being, what it 
ought to be, an incentive to it and an encourage- 
ment toward it. 


There can be no possible reason or valid good 
excuse why, out of a Sunday School with an en- 
rollment so large as ours, there should be an at-

tendance so sparce of those same persons at the 
services, at the regular hours of services, and 
upon the regular form of Church service, in the 
Chapel proper. I am ready to see some slight 
extenuation of this in the case of Sunday morn- 
ings; but there is none that applies to Sunday 
evenings. 


It was because of all this that I spoke so ur- 
gently to the Sunday School on the Third Sun- 
day in October. I am greatly gratified to be able 
to report that on that evening there were almost 
100 members of the Sunday School at the service 
in the Chapel. Everybody noticed this and 
many spoke of it. All felt the encouragement 
of their presence and noticed the heartier tone 
of the service and the increased amount of in- 
terest shown. This can easily become, it ought 
to become, indeed it must become, a regular oc- 
currence. If our own people come to service at 
the hour of Church worship, others will be 
drawn; if our own people, including especially 
the Sunday School, which is so large a body in 
numbers, continue to absent themselves almost 
entirely, no effort I can make to build up a con- 
gregation from people outside can be expected 
to succeed. I want you, please, to think this over. 
And I urge you strongly to co-operate with me 
in this endeavor, 

The Sunday School. 

Speaking of the Sunday School itself, I have 
nothing but words of praise and encouragement. 
The attendance has increased each week this 
autumn since the school opened. A number of 
new scholars are noticed in the classes. Three 
new teachers have come to assist in the work. 
Incidentally, in this connection, one more woman 
teacher is greatly needed. All scholars have a 
right to expect a teacher for their class and to 
expect the teacher of each class to be on duty 
every Sunday. Only by having our staff of 
teachers complete and by having their attendance 
regular can we expect regularity of attendance 
on the part of the scholars. The Superintendent 
is fortunately free at last from the task of teach- 
ing a definite class and is able to visit classes as 
occasion arises; in this way he is better able to 
superintend work for the whole school as a unit. 
For this freedom and for this large opportunity, 
he is grateful to the new teachers. He looks for- 
ward ‘hopefully to seeing all last year's scholars 
back soon and together we are planning for a 
larger and a better school. 

The Girls' Club. 

Tt is a real pleasure to be able to announce that 
the Girls’ Club began their work on the first 
Wednesday evening in October with the bright- 


est possible prospects. Miss Morton, who has 
given so generously of her time to serve the 
Girls’ Club at the Church, has been prevailed up- 
on to take charge of the Club at the Chapel this 
year also. She brings with her the same corps 
of teachers who help professionally at the 
Church. ‘The result is, there will be classes this 
year in singing, cooking, embroidery and gym- 
nastics. ‘There are no “associates” this year as 
such; these regular "teachers" will preside over 
the classes and everyone who comes will be en- 
rolled as members. "There is a busy, happy Wed- 
nesday night ahead this year for any girls who 
"qualify" for membership in the Girls' Club by, 
first of all, being members of the Sunday School, 
communicants or subscribers to the Envelope 
System dr in whatever way each is able to do 
what is asked of her. The hour of meeting on 
Wednesday evenings is 7.30. Don't confuse the 
evening. Don't misunderstand the hour. And 
don't forget that this is going to be the best yéar 
the Girls’ Club has ever had. 
Saturday Afternoon Classes. 

In this awakened interest and new manage- 
ment of the Girls’ Club for the older girls, we 
are not forgetting the little girls. All those under 
fourteen years of age meet on Saturday after- 
noon at two o'clock. Those who attended last 
year have already become famous for their sew- 
ing and cooking. It is hoped that every little girl 
in the Sunday School will attend this Junior 
Class on Saturday Afternoons. 

Boys, Young and Old. 

Mr. Baus, a trained teacher of gymnastics, has 
been engaged to teach on Tuesday and Friday 
nights. He has been very successful in creating 
an interest in physical development and hopes 
this winter to have an “Exhibition” to show the 
ability and improvement of our boys. The gym- 
nasium is being equipped with better lights. The 
showers and lockers have been made more usable. 
The classes are held on Tuesday evenings for the 
younger boys and on Friday evenings for men 
and older boys. 

The Men's Meeting. 

There were 80 men present at the first monthly 
meeting on October 19th. It was good to see so 
many of last year's familiar faces and even bet- 
ter to welcome the newcomers and strangers 
who were here this month for the first time. Mr. 
Lipsey arranged and provided the attractive 
program and secured the services of the inter- 
esting and entertaining gentleman who spoke to 
us and sang for us. Mr. E. J. Cattell, the City 
Statistician, was the principal speaker of the 
evening. He made a deep impression with his 
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strong appeal He undertook to make us proud 
of our city and well he succeeded. He urged us 
all as individuals to do our part in promoting its 
growth and future development. There will be 
meetings on the third Monday of each month, 
notice being sent regularly in advance announc- 
ing the speakers. 


The Woman's Auxiliary. 


There are something like forty members on the 
roll of this honorable and active organization 
which holds its meeting on the third Tuesday 
evening of each month. Every member is anx- 
ious to have the Auxiliary record one of accom- 
plishment ; and this should certainly be possible, 
inasmuch as it numbers among its members many 
of the most loyal and active women in the con- 
gregation. Everyone will be anxious to hear of 
a plan they have made for the coming winter's 
work, which has in it some novel features. This 
plan is set forth here in order that every woman 
in the congregation may know of it and share in 
the present members' anxiety to accomplish more 
real work for missions. There will be no tea 
or sale this winter; which is a special reason for 
this more general appeal for interest and for 
workers. 


The plan for this year is as follows: 


First, the assessment laid upon the Chapel con- 
gregation by the North Convocation, that is, for 
missionary work strictly within the Diocese, 
amounts, as it has for many years past, to $50.00. 
The congregation have not, for several years 
past, been meeting this in any creditable meas- 
ure. Last year, for example, they gave only 
$15.00. The Rector of the parish had to make 
up the balance in order to save the Chapel's rep- 
utation. This is certainly not right. It seems to 
be putting the cart before the horse for us to be 
doing something else first and leaving the most 
important matter to the last. This obligation is 
to be met by ourselves for the first time this 
year, and by the efforts of the Woman's Auxil- 
jary. 

Secondly, there will be the same interest in the 
meetings as in former years in learning of the 
work of ће Church at large through the monthly 
reports of the women, members of five different 
committees, who attend meetings weekly at the 
Church House. This is a most interesting feat- 
ure and the reports brought back to the local 
congregation from these central diocesan meet- 
ings at the Church House are worthy of close 
attention. 


Thirdly, the ladies are planning to sew for 
needy workers in the field while these reports 


are being made. Not all can attend the meetings 
at the Church House; but all can attend regu- 
larly these monthly meetings of an evening at 
the Chapel; they can learn much that is to edi- 
fication from the hearing of these reports and 
they can work with their hands while they hear 
with their ears of those who are in need. 


To sum up all in three sentences, the prospects. 
are these: we are to give to missions; we are to 
learn of missions and we are to work for mis- 
sions, You are all invited and urged to come to 
these meetings and to make yourselves known 
to Miss Lila S. Jones, President. 


The Envelope Directory. 

At the beginning of this year there were sent 
out 188 sets of envelopes to be used each Sun- 
day for offerings for the Maintenance of Serv- 
ices. Since that time the number has grown to 
248. The numbers on these sets, together with 
the names of the users, are now to be seen in the 
vestibule of the Chapel. Please remember that 
the envelopes are to be used. Some people seem 
to think so highly of them that they treasure 
them up and keep them at home. There are 
blanks after some of the numbers on the dia- 
gram. If this shows that your name does not 
appear on the list, it may mean that you have no 
envelopes as yet or that you have not brought the 
ones you had to service when you came. 


There are no dues or charges for the many 
uses of the Parish House. This among other 
things should cause all to be eager to have a part 
in the support of the work and to contribute to 
expenses of our worship through the Envelope 
System. Last year we gave only one-eighth of 
what it costs to run the Chapel. This is pretty 
bad. I feel that this was due largely to ignorance 
of conditions. That is why I am stating these 
facts. I know the interest, the affection and the 
loyalty of the people who worship here. Hence 
I make this appeal in this way. 


The Open Offerings go to many forms of 


-Church Work; the Envelopes alone go for our 


own Chapel Expenses. This Envelope money 
takes the form of pew rent elsewhere. If the 
work we are doing appeals to you, there is only 
one way to prove this and to let the fact be 
known. If you have not a package already, there 
are envelopes here waiting for you. My work, 
which is your work, is judged by those interested 
and by those outside by two things: by the regu- 
larity of your attendance at the services and by 
the measure of your giving to Chapel Support.

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Rector's Letter. 


; TTo the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. e 


My dear Friends: 

It is because several people have spoken to 
me about the matter that I made bold on Sun- 
day morning last to speak to tne congregation 
about the possibility of some relief from the 
congestion of people's standing so long and 
in such extended line awaiting opportunity to 
reach the altar rail in the chancel on commun- 
ion Sundays. I think we all realize that great 
improvement has resulted from the method 
adopted last year of having everybody come 
to the rail by the avenue between the choir 
stalls and of having those who wish to return 
to pews in the north aisle to do so by going out 
through the baptistry instead of reversing this 
order with its resultant confusion. 

П we can possibly go one step further in this 
matter and have groups of persons come to the 
chancel in comparatively separate groups from 
at least those two portions of the church, the 
middle aisle and the side aisles, I believe it will 
be still better. I realize all the difficulties that 
attend any attempt arbitrarily to direct this 
matter, and it is only a suggestion I am offer- 
ing and a request that I am making. Will it 
not be possible for us at least to try the experi- 
ment for a few times of having communicants 
who are seated in the middle aisle come first 
and of having those in the north and south 
aisles remaining seated, at least as many of 
them as conveniently or possibly can, until 
those who come first have returned to their 
pews? 
Memorial Altar Flowers. 

I spoke last month about the proposed slight 
rearrangement of names and dates on the list 
of Memorial Altar Flowers. That list appears 
this month for the first time in its amended 
form. There will still no doubt be changes to 
make; but it will be noticed that, by the re- 
adjustment already accomplished, there are a 
few vacant dates. Does anybody wish to take 
any of these Sundays? If so, they should 
make their wishes known at once. 


At the monthly meeting in November, sev- 
eral new plans for work in the Altar Society 
were taken under advisement and much that is 
of promise is in sight already for the further- 
ance of their laudable work. Mrs. Ilsley has 
been appointed President to succeed Mrs. Con- 
rad, whose decease all are lamenting, while 
Mrs. Gillingham is the newly elected Treas- 
urer, with Mrs. Hutchinson as Secretary and 
Miss Weber in charge of the general work of 
the Chancel Committees. 


Endowment for Fresh Air Fund. 

A most gratifying thing has occurred this 
month which I hasten to report with pleasure 
and express the hope that it may be the begin- 
ning of a large and worthy undertaking that 
some of us will yet see accomplished in large 
round proportions. One lady of the parish has 
come forward, moved by worthy impulse, to 
begin with the munificent gift of a thousand 
dollars, an “Endowment for the Fresh Air 
Fund.” Every one will understand the need 
for this and will appreciate her judgment in 
selecting this, among all other funds at pres- 
ent, to endow in perpetuity as well as to con- 
tribute to occasionally. 

Summer Fresh Air Work has come to be a 
well established thing, it seems, from now on 
in this parish. Тһе particular method of do- 
ing it we have experimented with in several 
ways during several years. We have never 
come to the point of purchasing property.. In- 
deed we have not come to face that matter 
even now. If the country proves to be the 
place, in preference to the seashore; that is, if 
a farm for outdoor recreation should prove 
preferable to a house or home for residence of 
parties for some longer period, that question we 
will take up when we come to it and the prob- 
lem of the purchase of a place we will attempt 
to solve when it has shaped itself. 

Appeal for Special Bequests. 

But, in the meantime and at all times, there 
is need for money with which to do Fresh Air 
work no matter where it is done. If we can 
build up a special Endowment Fund for this 
purpose, then not only stable and substantial 
but consistent and continued income. will be 
assured. Тһе proof that this idea is one that 
appeals from the outset is in the fact that, 
within two days after this first gift of $1000 
was made known to her, one other member of 
the parish made her contribution of $100 to the 
same endowment. 

Between these two extremes—or even above 
the former and below the latter—there is op- 
portunity for any so moved to make bequests 
to this which has now become an actual, tangi- 
ble thing. This which was an ideal has now 
become actual; this wish long felt has now 
begun to be fulfilled. Who will be the next to 
help on with the growth of the "Endowment 
for the Fresh Air Fund?" 

Primary “В” Class. 

The time has come to resume the meetings 

on Sunday afternoon of the Primary “B” Sun- 


— 
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day School Class. This date is always a later 
date, perforce, than that of the regular re- 
sumption of the morning sessions. Every- 
body knows by this time something of the per- 
sonnel of this little class and parents ої the 
children who have attended in former years 
know how earnestly we have endeavored to 
make this a solution of a pressing problem. 
I have engaged this year a new teacher for 
this class. I am anxious to learn of other 
parents as well as those I have known, of chil- 
dren in the vicinity as well as those who are 
among the immediate congregation, little ones 
say from kindergarten age up to a dozen 
years, who can attend this very interesting 
little Sunday School. 
Children's Sunday MoJning Class. 
The foregoing paragraph was prepared for 


print last month, but did not appear because at 


the last moment the outlook was not encourag- 
ing for the success of this class. When we 
came to the actual meetings in November, the 
point of difficulty seemed to be the afternoon 
hour. It simply proved impossible for the 
children in question to come. When this prob- 
lem came to be solved by selecting a morning 
hour, i. e, when we sought a place about the 
church to have the class, there literally proved 
to be none available because every room in the 
Parish House is already pre-empted by some 
other class or department of the present Sun- 
day School. 2 

It was for this reason, among others, that I 
sought aid and counsel of Mrs. Caspar Wister. 
of 1802 Pine Street, who has generously offered 
to have the meetings of this class in her own 
home on Sunday mornings at то o'clock. As 
a result, the whole outlook is changed and 
everything is now most promising and gratify- 
ing. There proved to be a dozen children on 
hand at the very beginning, and two dozen are 
now enrolled in two classes instead of one, the 
first a class for little tots from kindergarten 
age to nine or ten years and the second, an 
equally interesting class, of boys and girls 
about that age whose parents find it even more 
convenient for them to attend there than here 
on account of the nearness of their homes to 
hers. I will be delighted to learn of any other 
children who wish to join the Class at any 
time from this date on. 

Mask Ball; Watch Night Service. 

It is too soon, of course, to begin to announce 
in detail such events as will attend the Christ- 
mas season, but I do want to make one an- 
nouncement, even this far in advance, regard- 
ing something that we will work up to as 
climax when the season brings us, at midnight 
of December 3151, to the point where a New 
Year will break upon us. 
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There is nothing like having a tradition in a 
parish. The only difficulty is that it often 
takes years to establish one. The marked ex- 
ception to this rule was when we undertook 
last year to have a Watch Night Service and 
found it an unparalleled success the very first 
year of its trial. Everything about that even- 
ing was so gratifying that already we are 
looking back to it as though it were a custom 
that had Jong prevailed and many are already 
looking forward eagerly to the recurrence of 
this same event this coming season, 

When the time comes, there will be the regu- 
ar Parties of the conventional kinds both for 
children and for others in connection with 
Sunday Schools at Church and Chapel each; 
but, on that closing evening, Thursday, Decem- 
ber 31st, we will have a repetition of last year's 
New Year's Eve Mask Ball and Costume Party 
or everybody over fourteen years of age con- 
nected with both Sunday Schools, both Clubs, 
ctc., of both Church and Chapel. 

This will be in the spacious rooms of the 
Parish House down stairs at the church. There 
will be music and dancing; a magician will do 
sleight-of-hand performances; there will be 
some special musical features; we will have an 
abundance of refreshment and the Christmas 
candy will be given out to the membership of 
adult age of both the Sunday Schools. All 
this, beginning at eight o'clock, will lead up to 
and culminate in the Watch Night Service in 
the church at midnight to which everybody, of 
course, is invited. They will come as early in 
the evening as they will and remain to say their 
prayers together from half past eleven o'clock 
until twelve o'clock. 

Baptism and Confirmation Certificates. 

Many members of last year’s Confirmation 
Class will have wondered what had caused the 
long delay in issuing their confirmation cer- 
tificates. The same thing is true of a number 
of persons who have been baptized within the 
past six months or more. This delay is ad- 
mitted; but there is an explanation for it. We | 
are having prepared an entirely new and 
unique form of certificate. To do this has 
required the work of an artist and of an expert 
engraver in making a special plate from which 
hereafter we may print our own certificates, 
both of Confirmation and of Baptism. The 
one will have a beautiful engraved picture of 
the church and the other one of the chancel. 
I have been waiting for this plate to be com- 
pleted so that perhaps a hundred certificates 
of both kinds can be prepared at one time. I 
am hopeful of accomplishing this finally some 
time this month. They are going to be very 
beautiful and I know that all those who are 
entitled to them will rejoice upon seeing them. 
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New Kind ol Advertisement. 


Among the advertisements this month will 
be noticed two new half.page cuts in promi- 
nent places on the cover of the Parish Helper. 
The management of the magazine "What's 
Going On In Philadelphia" has inserted one 
of these in our paper and I have made con- 
tract with them to carry the other, that is, the 
notice of this Church and its hours of service, 
in their valuable publication. 'They also de- 
vote a couple of pages to brief notices or an- 
nouncements of church services correspond- 
ing closely to the notices, for instance, in the 
Saturday daily papers. If this paragraph 
should fall under the eye of any other rector 
of a city parish, I commend the matter to his 
attention and bespeak an indulgent hearing 
for the business manager of What's Going On 
In Philadelphia" if he calls on him for patron- 
age.

І have often said before, but want to keep 
on saying, not only to make it emphatic among 
our own people, but to convey information to 
all those who may begin this winter to read the 
Parish Helper for the first time, that the paper 
is for free and general distribution, There is 

no subscription list. The more copies carried 
away and the more widely these are distrib- 
uted, the better. The advertisements, of 
course, are paid for; consequently, the larger 
the circular, the more happy these patrons. 
The expense is by no means all met in this 
manner; therefore, contributions are in place 
and are acceptable from any person and at all 
times.

Special Expenditures Made. 


A number of minor expenditures have been 
incurred and several important purchases have 
been made of equipment at the Parish House 
this fall which deserve to be reported, inas- 
much as they total several hundred dollars and 
because we should all congratulate ourselves 
upon the increased efficiency that must result 
from them in the doing of our work this win- 
ter. An entire new set of commodious cup- 
boards have been built for use of the Girls' 
Club. A new system of electric lighting has 


been installed in the Vestry Room and the 
Clergy Offices. A series of new light-refract- 
ing windows have been placed in the same 
rooms and the whole brightened up with new 
paper and carpet and paint. We have pur- 
chased a new addressograph and have made 
a complete card catalogue of every name and 
address in the parish. We have installed a 
supplementary telephone system. We have 
bought a typewriter and a mimeographing ma- 
chine. And, most important of all, we have 
engaged a Parish Secretary. These have all 
cost money. But they are all intended to save 
time. And time, I seem somewhere to have 
heard, is money. 
Congregations of 1000. 

Every church—as, for example, every politi- 
cal party and every other form of organization 
that is neither ashamed nor reluctant to make it- 
self known nor reticent about making strangers 
into friends—should possibly have a slogan. I 
am inclined to recommend that this year ours 
should be: “A congregation of one thousand 
people at every service." : 


The “Bring one friend with you to every serv- 
ice" idea is a good one. Tf every person now en- 
thusiastic themselves and loyal in their apprecia- 
tion of the benefits derived from services in 
church as well as loyal to their friends—some 
few of whom perhaps do not go anywhere to 
church—will act upon this impulse once a week, 
it will be a sure and certain means of doubling 
the size at present of the Sunday congregations.

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“THE OLD RELIGION.” 


Last Sunday I preached in a little town of five 
hundred people. Before the service began an 
old gentleman said to me, in that dear, brotherly 
way, a manner indicating deep solicitude and 
sympathy for the young and tender, ‘Brother, 
we are old-fashioned here. Just talk to us in 
the old-fashioned way, and give us the old-fash- 
ioned religion) I have heard this expression so 
often and have become so exceedingly tired of it 
that I want to ask and if possible have somebody 
tell me what it means." 


“The question is one which many young min- 
isters are asking. I am glad you have put the 
question so plainly, and I will try to make my 
answer plain. The difficulty about doing so is 
that there is no one answer to the question. The 
phrase “old-fashioned religion" sometimes means 
one thing, sometimes another. Religion and 
theology are not the same. We go to church to 
get religion: we are dissatisfied if instead we get 
theology. It is true one cannot preach religion 
without teaching theology ; but it is also true that 
many teach theology without preaching religion. 
The preacher cannot so commend and interpret 
the Bible to his congregation that they will wish 
to use it, as St. Paul says it was given to be used, 
“that the man of God may Ье... thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works," without teach- 
ing, impliedly or explicitly, some belief respecting 
the nature and value of the Bible. But it is per- 
fectly possible to present a doctrine of the in- 
spiration and revelation of the Bible without in- 
spiring in the congregation the least desire to 
make use of the Book. 


It is not possible to inspire men with a rever- 
ence for Jesus Christ and a desire to be like him 
without, impliedly or explicitly, teaching some 
doctrine concerning the person of Jesus Christ. 
But it is perfectly possible to preach a sermon 
insisting on the divinity or the deity of Jesus 
Christ, insisting that he is “Very God of Very 
God“ and “of one substance with the Father," 
without arousing the least desire in the congre- 
gation to revere him, to follow him, or to be like 
him. 


Whether the theology which the preacher 
teaches is old theology or new theology, the 
congregation are not satisfied unless, in the 
teaching of that theology, whether old or new, 
the preacher succeeds in inspiring in them 
something of that life of conscience, rever- 
ence, hope, and love which is essentially the 
same, now that it was in the Apostolic days. 


Professor Eucken has made it clear that re- 


ligion is not an opinion to be entertained by 
the intellect, but an experience which trans- 
forms the life. It is for the sake of this ex- 
perience that men and women go to church. 
Jesus Christ said of Himself, “І am come that 
they might have life, and that they might have 
it more abundantly.” This should be the pur- 
pose which the minister should set before him- 
self, in every sermon. 


This life may be communicated through the 
intellect. The minister may inspire its life 
by making that seem rational which before 
seemed irrational, or that plain which before 
seemed mysterious, But religion is more than 
instructing the intellect. 


This life may be communicated through 
the imagination and the emotions. The min- 
ister may be naturally an artist or a dramatist, 
and may use his artistic or dramatic 
ability as the instrument by which he quick- 
ens the spiritual life of his hearers; but the 
spiritual life is more than the picture or the 
emotion. 


The minister may be able to speak directly 
to the spiritual nature of his congregation, 
awaken it from its sleep, set it in action, in- 
spire it to take control. And if you ask me 
what I mean by the spiritual life, I reply: The 
life of the conscience, which recognizes and 
appreciates the difference between right and 
wrong; of reverence, which aspires to all that 
is right and pure and holy in life; the hope 
which in defeat anticipates future victory, and 
in victory anticipates a greater victory to- 
morrow; the love which finds joy in service. 
І mean what Edward Everett Hale meant 
by his famous motto: “Look up, not down; 
forward, not backward; in, not out; and lend 
a hand.” 


The minister who reaches, arouses, strength- 
ens this life in his congregation, whether he 
does it through the intellect or through the 
imagination or through the emotions or by the 
direct expression of his own experience wheth- 
er he does it through new theology or old 
theology, through Methodist theology or 
Calvinistic theology, yes, whether he does it 
through Protestant theology or Roman Catho- 
lic theology, is preaching. If he does not in- 
spire this life he is not preaching at all; he is 
lecturing. 


When we call for a doctor, we do not wish 
him to instruct us in medicine; we wish him 
to give us such counsel as will enable us, if 
we obey it, to get up from our bed and go to 
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work. When we go to a lawyer, we do not 
wish instruction in law; we wish him to draw 
for us a contract which will hold or give us 
counsel which will help us out of a difficulty. 
So when we go to church, we do not wish for 
instruction in theology, old or new. We wish 
a gift of life which will enable us to meet our 
dangers with greater courage and our diffi- 
culties with clearer moral perception, to bear 
_our burdens with greater patience and meet 
our temptations with greater strength. 


When the negroes in their camp meeting 
sing, "The old religion is good enough for 
me," what they mean is, the preaching, the 
praying, the singing which inspires this kind 
of life are the preaching, the praying, and the 
singing that they want. 


This is not, however, always what is meant 
by "Give us the old-fashioned religion." 


There are no theologians quite so wedded 
to the old theology as the lay theologians. 
He knows nothing about theology except its 
phraseology. He wants to hear the old 
phrases. A prison warden once said to me 
that there was no congregation gathered un- 
der any church roof which had any members 
more conservative in their theology than some 
of the members gathered in a prison chapel. 


This kind of lay theologian makes little use 
of his Bible, except perhaps to read a chapter 
now and then or hear the lectionary read at 
services; but he wants his minister to say that 
the Bible is infallible; he makes no attempt to 
follow the example of Jesus Christ but he 
wants his minister to tell him that Jesus Christ 
is divine; he makes no attempt to lead a new 
and divine life; but he wants to hear the 
Word “regeneration” in the pulpit. Such a 
man is rarely satisfied with any preaching 
which really makes men desire to use the Bible 
as a guide, to follow Jesus Christ as a leader 
to lead a new life of unselfish service and sac- 
rifice. 


The less a preacher satisfies such a hearer, 
the better; but if, in his preaching, he can 
create in his congregation the kind of life 
which Jesus Christ created by His parables, 
St. Peter by his revival preaching, and St. 
Paul by his more theological discourses, the 
grumbling of the traditional lay theologian 
will generally be lost sight of and forgotten 
in the enthusiasm of the new life, as the patch 
of snow in a shaded nook is forgotten, even if 
it has not melted, in the general affluent life of 
spring. "—Lyman Abbott. 


Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon ; 


“A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning: Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church.” 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish.” 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
"in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

"There 
may be some girls in the Sunday School who 
have felt that they lived too far away to come 
on Wednesday nights; when they learn of this 
supper, we hope they will see their way clear 
to join the Club.

Somehow “supper” seems to suggest the 
Cooking Class. It may be that all the girls are 
capable cooks; but if this is not the case, if 
you wish to learn careful and scientific prep- 
aration of food, Miss Hammond is looking for 
you. Mrs. Smith also tells me that there is 
room for more girls in the Gymnasium Class. 
The "gym" has been equipped with better 
lights; the lockers have been enlarged; the 
boys are making more use of these things un- 
der their new teacher; there must surely also 
be more girls who need the exercise and the 
training that is offered. 


Miss Ancker and Miss Laffoley, who have 
the classes, respectively, in Embroidery and 
Dress-making, have as many girls as their 
classes will accommodate. Miss Stafford has 
her whole evening taken up with girls who are 
making progress in Singing and Playing. Eight 
girls have already opened accounts in the Girls’ 
Saving Fund; they bring in some amount each 
week and have this entered in their “bank 
books.” Much interest has been taken at the 
last two meetings in a Little Brown Jug of 
stone; it is receiving the Girls’ Club Christmas 
Basket Fund. We are all curious to see it 
broken open on the 23rd of December, when 
the contents will be used to purchase a basket 
for some needy family. 

The Men’s Meeting. 

On Monday, November 16th, there were 72 
present at the monthly Men’s Meeting. Music 
and moving pictures, together with a lecture, 
made the time pass pleasantly and quickly, 
Major Tyler sang several ballads and an air 
from an opera. Mr. Eric Luther more than 
satisfied our curiosity as to the nature of a 
lute. His playing and singing of Scandanavian 
folk-songs was a rare treat. 


Mr. Gable, of the Bell Telephone Co., lec- 
tured on the origin and growth of the tele- 
phone business. The illustrations and the fig- 
ures shown were a revelation to those of us 
who daily depend upon the “phone.” Moving 
pictures made clear the size of the business 
and the intricacies of its workings. Installing, 
repairing, the laying of cables, the central 
switch boards—all these and more were shown 
in action. 


The two meetings held thus far this fall have 
both been unusually well attended. The men 
are sure of a pleasant evening and look for- 
ward to finding many of their friends. If your 
name is not on the mailing list, send it in; you 
will be notified from month to month of the 
nature of the entertainment and reminded of 
the date.

On Friday, November 20th, Mr. Baus, the 
teacher of the Boys’ Gymnasium Classes, 
brought a team that he has trained elsewhere 
fora year There were eighty of our own boys 
and girls at the Parish House to see what can 
be done on the rings, the bars and the horse. 
Seeing others who have had but little training 
so quick and agile and so capable of handling 
themselves has put more life into our own 
classes. It is hoped that it will not, be long 
now before we can have an exhibition all our 
own. 


In order that there may be a larger attend- 
ance and greater interest in the Gymnasium 
Class for the Older Boys, the bowling alleys 
will be closed Friday nights. The gymnasium 
is open at 7.30 and there are coming to be more 
present each week. Drop in one of these 
nights; you will want to join the class. 

Thanksgiving Dinner. 


"There were more than forty persons at the 
Thanksgiving Dinner in the Parish House on 
Tuesday Evening, the 24th. Mr. Saunders, the 
caterer who was so nearly drowned last sum- 
mer at the Picnic at the Farm, demonstrated 
the fact that he was spared to make glad the 
members of the Mother's Meeting and the 
Bible Class. At 7:30 digestion was dismissed 
at the urgent call of appetite; full justice was 
done to all that the long table bore. The teach- 
ers and the workers were given an opportunity 
for a social evening with the members of their 
classes and they used the time to become bet- 
ter acquainted. Music made the latter part of 
the evening happy and at the close all joined 
in a Hymn of Prayer and Thanksgiving.

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Rector's Letter. 


ERE To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. „ 


My dear Friends: 

To tell the full story of Christmas week, em- 
bodying all the details of all. the doings of the 
various organizations, both at the Church and 
at the Chapel, and to give due meed of praise to 
all those who performed a part, is so large an 
undertaking that the story must be told rather 
in the form of a fresco painting than of a fine 
line drawing. 


A week before Christmas there began the dis- 
tribution of the two thousand calendars. On 
Tuesday, the Dorcas Society adjourned with all 
of their wards the recipient of a $2.00 pension 
apiece. The same day, a couple of dozen tons 
of coal were distributed to worthy recipients. 
The day before Christmas, a company of young 
people decorated the Sunday School room and 
There was also 
distribution of gifts all day, including baskets 
sent by members of the Girls’ Club at the Church, 
by members of the Girls' Club at the Chapel, by 
several individuals personally and by the Clergy 
and Parish Visitors. The Mothers’ Meeting Sup- 
pers also were especially bountiful. 


Services. 


On Christmas Day the services were well at- 
tended. The observance of the saints’ days fol- 
lowed in their order. On Sunday after Christ- 
mas, the. service in the Church was attended by 
the Sunday School in a body and it was inspir- 
ing. At the afternóon services, as at the 
repetition of the Carol Service on the Sunday 
following, the Church was packed to overflowing 
(the police being on guard at the doors). The 
Saturday afternoon party of the Sunday School 
was more largely attended than it has been in ten 
years; while to the New Year's Eve party at the 
Church came practically one thousand people. In 
the Watch Night Service at Midnight, the whole 
joy and devotion, the play and the prayer, the 
work and the worship of the whole round season 
came to a most fitting climax. 


I know I have omitted many things and I have 
purposely avoided printing people's names. This 
15 not an oversight. It is an attempt at restraint ; 
it is out of desire to avoid exaggeration and a 
wish not to seem unduly enthusiastic. 


Christmas Bounty Fund. 


As in former years, so in this, I have tried to 
prepare a full and accurate separate accounting 
of the receipts and expenditures of that particu- 
lar fund which has come to be known as the 
“Christmas Bounty Fund.” This year it has 
simply been impossible to reach this task among 
others, because of the many activities provided 
for by the very fund itself. I have reported om 
its proper page the amounts of money received; 
but the detailed record of disbursements will have 
to be carried over until next month. І want in 
the meantime to thank especially those who have 
been contributors with even more than their usual 
generosity this year. The demands upon this 
fund seem to increase with every year in pro- 
portion as the number of people we deal with 
multiply and because special circumstances inci- 
dent to this particular winter have made it neces- 
sary to do more charitable and benevolent work 
at Christmas than ever before. A full accounting 
will appear in the February Parish Helper. 


A year or two ago, a clever article was printed 
in a leading magazine which has been quoted 
widely and as heatedly discussed, entitled: “Why 
doesn't Smith go to Church?" I have a feeling, 
vague and ill defined, that there are places where 
Smith does go to Church. Maybe there are as 
many different kinds of churches as there are 
species of Smiths. Among you to whom and of 
whom I am writing this it is not a pressing prob- 
lem. You do come to Church and others come 
also. We have no cause here for that complaint: 
nor subject for that kind of controversy. Our 
problem has been to provide for their nurture and 
our task has been to keep up with their inclina- 
tion. 

Attendance at Services. 

It may be interesting, as mere memoranda, to 
print here this table of statistics. During one 
week, including two Sundays, those before and 
after Christmas, in this parish, church and chap- 
el, there was a total of about 7000 “admissions” 
in seven consecutive days. I do not mean that 
this many people came to any one service or were 
here at one time; but І do mean that there were 
that many units“ of attendance at all times to- 
gether within that one week. Perhaps half that 
number of individuals passed in and out of these

doors; a multitude came more than once and 
4nany came a dozen times. It is possible that 
these figures may be illuminating.

During the past month a perfectly beautiful 
new set of altar linens have been given as a me- 
morial. I am not at liberty to print either the 
name of donor or of her mother in whose memory 
she has given this bountiful gift through the 
Altar Society. It is in place, however, to speak 
‘words of warmest thanks and to say how much 
this good and faithful action is appreciated. 


It will also be interesting to every one who 
reads these lines to know that, beginning with 
this week, an undertaking is on foot to raise sub- 
‘sctiptions for an elaborate and appropriate Burial 
‘Pall, to complete the set of purple altar hangings, 
cand to be told that this in its turn is also to take 


the form of a memorial to the late President of 
the Altar Society. 
Change of Address. 

The sending out of the calendars with a printed 
request on the corner of the wrapper to the Post- 
master to notify us of unclaimed mail matter, be- 
cause of mistaken, fallacious or insufficient ad- 
dress, has been one of many things that illustrate 
over and over again the shortcoming of so many 
people who do not think, who will not take the 
trouble and who cannot be induced, it seems, to 
notify the Clergy of changes of address. 


In a parish where two thousand names, for 
example, are carried constantly on the mailing 
list, this is a more serious matter than people can 
be made to realize. I have spoken of it often. 
It would be so easy, and it would only cost the 
price of a postal card, addressed to the Clergy 
at 330 South 13th Street, to keep us apprised of 
such changes. 


I speak of this only in the language of a re- 
quest, and I ask for it only as a convenience for 
ordinary purposes ; but when it comes to the point 
of attempted parochial visits, whether on the part 
of the Rector, the Assistants or the Parish Vis- 
itor, I make bold to speak in stronger language: 
it is a duty people owe them to save them valu- 
able time, unnecessary labor and unspeakable in- 
convenience in trying to follow up people whom 
they still think live in places from which they 
have moved. Will not more people please have 
regard for this? 

The Calendar. 

I need not speak at this late day of the Calendar 
itself; nor indeed am I in a position to speak 
eulogism in regard to it at all. I feel that it 
speaks for itself at the length of its twelve pages 
of printed matter. I know it will serve a valu- 
able purpose. Two thousand one hundred and 
eighteen copies were distributed, going by mes- 
senger and through channels of the Postal Ser- 
vice, from both the Church and the Chapel. In 
the case of perhaps two or three hundred copies 
that went to the offices and business places of our 
“neighbors” about the Church, I enclosed a special 
copy of the following letter: 

Accompanying Letter. 

“T am sending out to-day, in addition to a thou- 
sand to our own parishioners, several hundred 
copies of this Calendar to neighbors within rea- 
sonable radius of the Church. 


It goes to stores, a few, to hotels and apart- 
ments many, and to offices and studios, to busi- 
ness places and to hospitals and libraries. May 
it bring to all the earnest wishes of the sender for 
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a Merry Christmas and speak the hope of the 
writer that all who receive it may have a most 
Happy New Year!: 


If you care for it on its own account, I will 
be glad; if you see your way clear to hang it in 
your office where it may act as reminder to your 
patrons of the Church and of its willingness to 
be of service to the Visitors and Transients in 
this neighborhood, I will be more—I will be 
grateful." 

Notes Received. 

I suppose I have received more than two hun- 
dred letters in acknowledgment of thanks and 
appreciation and approval of this entire venture 
from people near and far; from persons who are 
parishioners and from many indeed who are utter 
strangers. The language of some of them is posi- 
tively pathetic in its touching tone of gratitude 
for a favor of this kind, which seems so small and 
yet which evidently has seemed to them a mark 
of attention and a form of invitation to the 
Church and to its services. I wish I could print 
some of the letters; but I am not at liberty to do 
so. 'They were only meant to be personal ex- 
pressions and were not intended for publication. 


Diocesan Fair. 

It is a special pleasure to be able to report the 
unquestionable success of the plan forecast in 
the last “Parish Helper" for the part to be taken 
by this parish in the Annual Diocesan Fair for 
St. Martha’s House. The attendance was large. 
The services rendered by the ladies of the Choir 
in connection with the Musical Tea, the bountiful 
contributions on the part of a number of patrons, 
the faithful work of the aides and associates, the 
diligent labor of the young ladies and the loyalty 
of every one in co-operating with the Committee 
resulted in the Church of St. Luke and the Epiph- 
any having the signal honor of turning into the 
general treasury the largest amount of money of 
any parish in the Diocese. The only regret is 
that all the names of every person lending help, 
attending in person and paying for tickets of ad- 
mission cannot be printed, as they ought to be, 
and the persons individually thanked as they will 
deserve to be. 

Report of Chairman. 

The following report I am glad to print ver- 
batim: : 

“The Chairmen of the Musical Tea, given 
under the auspices of this parish at the Diocesan 
Fair for St. Martha’s House in Horticultural Hall 
on December 3rd, 4th and 5th, acknowledge with 
grateful thanks the many contributions of cake, 
sandwiches, tea, sugar, lemons, etc., from the 


aides and from the lady associates; also one check 
of $50.00 to defray necessary expenses and sev- 
eral special donations of $5.00 and $10.00 each. 


Owing to the large amount of food donated, 
the supply was sufficient for both afternoons, and 
for the largely attended Musical Теа on Decem- 
ber 4th. The number of persons served during 
the three afternoons was about 600. 


We also desire to thank William Kelly and 
Sons for giving all of the cream, and the Colo- 
nial Spring Company for water’ furnished. 


The only expenses incurred were for the hire 
of chairs, tables, china and for printing the pro- 
grams, all of which came within the amount given 
for this particular purpose.

а Unworthy Appeals. 

Something I have often wanted to speak of has 
become so pressing that I think it should be men- 
tioned. In any parish so large as this, there are 
always certain to be a number, albeit a limited 
number, of unscrupulous and'unworthy folk, who 
try to take advantage of the appearance of names 
in print in the parish paper or upon the Pew 
Holders’ Diagram or other printed lists of all 
kinds, to appeal to them with begging letters. 
During the Christmas Season just past a number 
of such cases have come to my attention. 


It also happens, for several reasons incident to 
the city-wide work of relief and general agitation 
caused by the publicity accorded to it, that there 
are strangers who write not only begging letters- 


-on their own behalf but anonymous letters about: 


other people, even poor and well deserving per- 
sons, of one's pastoral acquaintance. I most 
earnestly urge and advise that, if any of you are 
approached by any such people or have corre- 
spondence from anybody in a vein that this sug- 
gests, you will let me know about it before you 
respond to appeals which are presumably un- 
righteous and palpably villainous. Anybody who 
writes an anonymous letter would, as Sidney 
Smith says, shoot a partridge sitting.” It is the 
meanest and most despicable form of conduct; 
especially is any begging letter written in this way” 
upon the face of it without the slightest merit.

Come to Church on Time. 


Let us all begin the new Season oi the com- 
ing Church year by coming to Church on time. 
This is recommended to parishioners upon their 
own account; but it is urged and emphasized 
still more for the sake of visitors to whom we do 
not want to be discourteous; whom, after we 
have so urgently invited to come to service, we 
do not want to keep waiting unreasonably long 
before they can be seated. Let us make a new 
and early start this year in this matter of being 
early. 

Armageddon. 

We hear the word "Armageddon" used on all 
sides these days in connection with the European 
war. Although this term came into prominence 
during the presidential campaign of 1912, it is 
exceedingly probable that nine men out of ten do 
not know why it was employed then to describe 
a great conflict, or now to typifv a great slaugh- 
ter. 


The name “Armageddon” occurs in the author- 
ized version of the English Bible, in ‘Revelation 
xvi: 16. The writer is describing the place where 
the last decisive battle was to be fought on the 
Day of judgment, and the name refers to the 
fact that the mountain region about Meggido 
(whence the Hebrew name "har meggidon" is 
derived) had on several occasions been the scene 
of great and decisive battles. "The ancient tribes 
of Israel were accustomed to say that the “final 
battle of God" would occur in the mountains 
where they had so often fought their own ene- 


, mies, and, therefore, they referred to it as "har 


meggidon” or “Armageddon.”

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Go West, Old Man. 


A man from Chicago recently visited New 
"York and was invited to dinner, one of those 
boasting talking dinners that we are so fond of 
in the East. The toastmaster, selected as usual 
for that position by reason of his powers of sar- 
casm and ability to make a speaker uncomforta- 
ble in advance, twitted the Westerner on the 
youth, crudity and egotism of the metropolis 
of the lake. 


The speaker took it calmly, when he arose, and 
began: “It is true I am from Chicago. It is 
true I am proud of it. However strange it may 
seem to you, Chicagoans are just as proud of 
Chicago as New Yorkers are proud of London.” 


But London has just now more serious busi- 
ness on hand than entertaining American visitors. 
This is not a good time to make a tour of the 
cathedral towns of northern France. The Rivi- 
*ra, the Alpine lakes and those quaint Dutch 
towns with their wooden shoes are not easily ac- 
cessible. The bains and the bads, the spas and 
the springs are not suitable resorts for nervous 
patients. 


Is it too much, then, to expect that the eyes 
of Easterners may be tempted to turn westward 
and even that. some of them may get sufficient 
courage to plunge into the wilderness of the hin- 
terland and see what they can there discover. If 
so, they will learn that the United States extends 
several miles west of Chicago, that there are 
mountains which might be mistaken for the Alps, 
if sufficiently reduced in size, and that, if they 
surmount this barrier, they will find themselves 
staring at the Pacific with a wild surmise that it 
is quite a sizable ocean compared with the At- 
Tantic. 


They will discover also that the natives in this 
region hold the curious beliefs that San Fran- 
cisco is the front door instead of the back door 
of the continent, that the problems of the Pacific 
are not to be settled exclusively by the dwellers 
on the Atlantic and that opportunity still points 
toward the setting sun, toward the lands and 
peoples of the islands and the continents beyond. 


He will find himself among a people who look 
upon the world through spectacles different from 
those that grew upon his nose ; people who do not 
admire the'things he most admires and who do 
not fear the things he most fears. He will learn 
‘much from a trip across, clear across, the con- 
tinent unless of course his education is com- 
pleted and the lid nailed on his mind before he 
Starts. 


Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 


parish of his last residence, ог if there be no 


rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


"When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
"in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity," and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv-- 


ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
апу hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body оп any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House. -

Be Brief. 


If there is one piece of advice that needs to 
be reiterated most emphatically, it is this: that 
the woman going into a business office must 
learn to be brief in her interview. 


Many a good chance is talked away in the 
world of work. Every busy man is glad to see 
many people. That is one elément of his busy- 
ness. But he does not want to see them long. 
He is vitally interested in not losing valyable 
time, in getting to essentials without waste of 
words, in seeing the next person or doing the 
next thing. 


When you see a man shuffling papers on his 
desk, wriggling in his chair, looking past you 
to the door and appearing generally restless 
and ill at ease, be sure you are staying too long 
and talking too much. Get out, if you hope 
for a favorable result from the interview. 


Business is business; it isn’t social inter- 
course. Make your business interviews as brief 
as possible. State what you have to say clearly, 
answer any questions straight to the point, ask 
any that you have to ask with the same defi- 
niteness and as soon as this has been done, rise 
up and say good-by. Always be the first to end 
an interview. This does not mean that you 
need be brusque or ungracious, but it does 
mean that you should be businesslike.

Lent is Coming. 

I do not want to go into the matter too far, 
neither to discuss at too great length, at this 
date so long in advance, either the observance 
of Lent as a duty or the Schedule of Services 
as an opportunity. I do want, however, to 
forecast both matters sufficiently to fix your 
attention on one or two things of importance. 


The first of these, naturally, is the Question 
of Confirmation. I want to announce the date 
of the Bishop's visit, to outline the plan of con- 
firmation instruction and to emphasize the im- 
portance of those who have not yet been con- 
firmed considering the step this year, and of 
not putting off and putting off a matter so im- 
portant year by year indefinitely. 

Confirmation Lectures. 

Beginning with the first Thursday in Lent, 
I am planning this year—as for several years 
past—to conduct a series of services more 
especially under the auspices and for the per- 
sonnel of the Confirmation Alumni Association. 
То these lectures, however, anyone is welcome 
to come, and everyone is urged to come who 
will appreciate this opportunity of learning 
more about the Church in general and the sig- 
nificance of Confirmation in particular. They 
may or may not, as the series proceeds, decide 
to be confirmed this year when the Bishop 
comes for his Annual Visitation, at the After- 
noon Service, on the Fifth Sunday in Lent, 
i. e., March 215. 


This Thursday Evening Confirmation Lec- 
ture Service will take its place, as it has in for- 
mer years, as one of the regular schedule of 
Weekday Lenten Services, this being the only 
one of the series that comes at an evening hour 
instead of an afternoon one, and being in- 
tended especially to serve the needs of those 
who find it inexpedient to attend church dur- 
ing the working hours of the day, but who are 
at leisure in the evening from eight to nine 
o'clock. s 


Year by year the attendance has been grow- 
‘ing in a most satisfactory manner until last 
year it reached 250 and sometimes as many as 
300 persons. I can even recommend highly 
the address. The reason I can do this is that 
I do not so much make it as it makes itself. 
It depends for its value upon the interest of 
the audience, the enthusiasm of their organiza- 
tion and the momentum of their growing num- 
bers, all of which are sufficent to make any 
such service inspiring, and attendance upon 
this whole series in Lent is profitable, indeed, 
to all who come.

Thursday Evening Dances. 

The Thursday Evening meetings of the 
Dancing Class, in the Assembly Room of the 
Parish House, downstairs, intended, as you 
know, for the young people both of the Boys’ 
and the Girls’ Clubs of both the Church and 
the Chapel, which fall on a corresponding 
series of six Thursday evenings preceding the 
half dozen meetings of the Confirmation 
Alumni Association through an equivalent. six 
weeks in Lent, have been largely attended and 
have naturally been occasions of pleasure as 
well as profit. 


Everybody concerned, both those who dance 
and the teachers and associates of the classes 
and clubs, have been congratulating each other 
and together have been expressing their thanks 
to Mr. Arm-Brust and Miss Sloan for their 
valuable—or rather invaluable—service in act- 
ing as instructors. They have not only per- 
formed their office satisfactorily and dis- 
charged an important function professionally, 
but they have immediately made for them- 
selves a place in the young people’s affections 
and have become so suddenly popular with 
their newly-found friends that I am not sur- 
prised to learn it is giving them as much pleas- 
ure to teach as they are giving pleasure to 
their pupils who are being taught. 


Regarding These Dances. 

I did not set out to write any disquisition 
on the whole subject of dancing. Indeed, we 
have not had discussion at all of that subject. 
We have merely had dances themselves in- 
Stead. We have been having them for several 
years. We have been having them without 
discussion because there was nothing to dis- 
cuss. We have never had, and never will have, 
any of the kind of dances that are questionable 
and even such as we are having are only for 
our own people. To have entré to a class or 
club of any kind about this Parish House, the 
first prime requisite is that one shall quality 
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by being a member of the Church or of the 
Sunday School or both, and that rule is ad- 
hered to absolutely. 


There is no policy pursued of enticing or in- 
veigling people into a life religious by appeal- 
ing to their love of pleasure; none at all; the 
whole procedure lies the other way about. 
These young people are our own young peo- 
ple. For their form of play as for the fervor 
of their prayers we feel responsibility. But in 
experience we have long ago learned that, be- 
tween two methods of procedure, the one here 
employed is not only the legitimate and logical 
way to go about it, but it is the only way 
worth undertaking. It is the only method that 
succeeds. Just how well this one succeeds, 
come down some Thursday evening and see 
for yourself. And keep on coming when the 
Services begin in Lent. 

Rector's Monday Lectures. 

Apart from the above series of subjects for 

Confirmation Lectures, the other series that I 
want to set forth, and far in advance, is for 
another group entirely. I have printed the fol- 
lowing list of subjects for Monday Afternoon 
Services for what started out some years ago 
to be the Rector's Bible Class, but which has 
led out into other fields and grown to have a 
wider audience. I am anxious this year not 
'only to make these lectures profitable, but to 
induce, by announcing in advance a list of 
titles of a half dozen books, a wider circle of 
people to do some Lenten Reading of a kind I 
am sure will be profitable. 


Let me commend to you, at this early date, 
these volumes with their titles, prices, names 
of authors and of publishers and ask you to 
engage yourselves in their perusal. In making 
this selection I have been ruled by many con- 
siderations. I believe the order of the studies 
is progressive. I believe the reading of one 
volume will lead on to readiness to read the 
next. I believe the authors are all wise men, 
and I concur in the main in their conclusions, 
although, here as elsewhere, anyone who reads 
a printed page of any kind must read it with 
an open mind and must bring reverence to 
bear upon the study of all subjects, even al- 
though they be secular. 


I am not planning to make the lectures, 
when the time comes for them, mere critiques 
or criticisms of these six volumes; they may 
hardly touch the books at all; but the reading 
of the books should give the key to under- 
standing of some utterances; it ought to create 
a point of view, an atmosphere, a frame of 


iind, a mood and a disposition to receive new 
truth if such truth should seem worth receiv- 
ing. The authors are not all Episcopalians, 
but neither are the subjects all oi doctrinal or 
other churchly import.

! T remember a story told once of a preacher's 
arriving in church and forgetting his sermon 
at home. He was one of those—whether for- 
tunately or unfortunately I am not sure— 
whose habit it was to preach from a carefully 

repared manuscript. He was naturally help- 
E. without this latter, but luckily not far 
from home. He sent a small boy post-haste 
to the rectory, and while the service moved on 
slowly the boy went and returned rapidly. Out 
of breath he arrived at the door which led in 
from the sacristy and whispered audibly: 
“Your wife says she can’t find the sermon but 
here's the book you copied it from.” 


I have been asked by several persons for a 
сору of one or the other or both of the ser- 
mons preached two Sundays past in January. 
am put to real embarrassment by such re- 
uests because, while I sympathize with a 
earer's desire to know more about a sermon 
than one learns from listening, and appreciate 
the compliment of their desire to read for 
themselves, my hand-writing is so atrocious 
and my methods of preparation so peculiar to 
my own way of inditing notes that no one on 
earth—least of all a poor printer can put 
Manuscript into type. 


And there is another reason why such at- 
tempts are unsatisfactory. It is the difference 
between a spoken style and any written one. 
Just in proportion as speech is impressive the 
words are as often inexpressive when set forth 
in type, and vice versa, which is the reason 
"why sermons ought to be preached instead of 
being read from manuscript. 


i The best thing, therefore, is to refer such 
inquirers back, not only of the spoken utter- 
ance, but back as well of the written words set 
down in preparation, back to the sources 
whence facts have been drawn to fill into an 
argument. 


For this reason then, and for the reason also 
that words from some authors are so much su- 
perior to mine who have only drawn upon 
their thought as a fund or reservoir, I am set- 
ting down instead a few quotations from as 
папу books which may be read, and with far 
greater profit. I do not mean that these words 
occurred in the sermons; they did not, but

they test and attest, they prove and illustrate 
some points that I am glad to make emphatic 
by the aid of better writers’ genius. 


If you would read further, pick up George 
A. Gordon’s “Christ of To-day.” Read it all 
if you will, but especially read the first forty- 
five pages and note in particular two chapters 
headed: “The Expansion of the World in 
Space” and “The Extension of the World in 
Time.” Some of the extracts that follow are 
his ; some others are from other writers. 


“The first great expansion of the human 
mind in modern times began with the Coper- 
nican astronomy. The universe of the ancient 
thinker was insignificant, almost petty com- 
pared with that of the intelligent man of to- 
day. The first impression that one gets upon 
entering that superseded universe is its nar- 
rowness, its want of range and room. 


In those bygone days, our planet was the centre 
in the old astronomy, the biggest of all the 
heavenly bodies, the most important from all 
points of view. The whole stellar world had 
its final cause of being in ministering to the 
welfare of the earth. Under similar 
conceptions the race lived until far down into 
modern times. Our sense of vastness was 
largely absent from their universe as extended 
in space; it was small and necessarily so. It 
1s matter of common history that the shock 
experienced by faith, upon the publication of 
the Copernican astronomy was very great. 
What are the facts?” 


“Rushing through space, bound whither we 
know not, save for the mere direction, speeds 
the vast globe called the Sun, at the rate of 
nearly 12 miles per second. Around this fall- 
ing body—and a truly stupendous fall it is— 
an almost infinite number of smaller bodies, 
ranging from tiny particles to great masses 
thousands of miles in diameter, revolve with a 
marvelous regularity and order. This is the 
Solar System alone, and it in turn is only one 
of maybe millions of such systems. А 
The new astronomy has given grandeur to the 
idea of creation. But it has done more; it has 
indirectly attested to the dignity of man as 
being the creation that he has discovered, the 
orders and worlds that he has explored. Even 


— 
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when man comes to the limit of his thought, 
having swept within the field of vision empire 
upon empire, system upon system, and uni- 
verse upon universe, and stands upon the 
widest circumference of science and looks be- 
yond into the infinite, the infinite is still his 
conception, the boundless spaces are yet in a 
way subject to him. Thus modern astronomy, 
in giving such immeasurable expansion to the 
outer world, has resulted indirectly in a new 
consciousness of the dignity of man. For the 
greater the universe becomes the more illus- 
triously does it display the marvelousness of 
the human intellect. The universe is man's 
universe, and the bigger it is the more honor 
does it reflect upon him who knows of it." 


“The whole of this new knowledge has put 
the imagination under a fresh and diviner spell. 
It has given new volume and form to the feel- 
ing of awe in the presence of the sublime. It 
has translated the sweet illusion of vision into 
a boundless universe of amazing orders and 
splendors. It has made men aware that the 
symbolism of sight, with reference to the con- 
tents of space, is but the merest hint of the in- 
finite and overwhelming reality. It has taxed 
the mind with a new object and imparted to it 
an aptitude that has told for much. This 
large-mindedness has affected the interpreta- 
tion of man's relation to God and the signifi- 
cance of the career of Christ." 


“Far the decpest reason for this reference to 
the greater world in space in which men are 
now living is that the sense of vastness in their 
surroundings has elicited a corresponding 
mental trait. For the intelligent modern man, 
living in the sense of a measureless universe, 
triviality of conception has well-nigh become 
an impossibility. There is evident, as the di- 
rect outcome of life under the shadow of this 
immeasurable material order, a new and large 
way of treating our whole human problem, 
and the parallel mission of Christ. An im- 
mense library of theological literature has 
thus been quietly outgrown. Its logic has not 


been considered and refuted; its narrow prem-- 


ises have simply been transcended." 


"According to our present knowledge, the 
Solar System measures over 5,000,000,000 of 
miles across, but these boundaries are decided 
only by the 'stay-at-home' members of the 
family, the planets. How far those eccentric 
wanderers, the comets, may extend these 
limits, we cannot tell. Also a new idea of his- 
tory almost as bewildering in its greatness, has 
taken possession of the mind of this century. 


Instead of a race with a career running for only 
six thousand years, we have a humanity with 
a probable history of 100,000 years. . . . 
And there is one other, even though a minor 
fact. Our increased knowledge to-day of an- 
cient faiths is very great. We are familiar 
with a thousand facts which not so long ago 
were inaccessible even to scholars and conse- 
quently unfamiliar to others. But the wisdom 
of the East is nowadays in our hands. We 
have the sacred books translated of China and 
of India. We have learned the faith of ancient 
Babylonia. We have seen the far-off, old, 
Semitic people at their worship. And all this 
knowledge of the ancient, early heart of man, 
in its passionate and undying cry for God, has 
affected, as it could not fail to affect, our 
thought of Christ." 


“But this understanding works in two ways. 
To those who look on Him as the Eternal 
Word, it is a joy to find that He has been an- 
ticipated. It means that God, who dwelt in 
Jesus bodily, has never left Himself without a 
witness. But, on the other hand, men who are 
bent on finding fault with Christ, see how that 
added knowledge can assist them. It gives 
them an unequaled opportunity of proving 
that His word has been forestalled, antici- 
pated, and they say that He, in consequence, 
is brought down from His high estate. This 
is the reason why this subject must be rightly 
studied, else rebuttal may but strengthen them 
in their wrong argument.” 


“What of the labor and sorrow of ancient 
worthies in preparing the way for historic 
man? This is no longer ignored. The tears 
and the blood by which they wrought out the 
physical forms from which our better life has 
come, and the beginnings of civilization that 
they were able to hand on to their more for- 
tunate successors, are becoming part of the 
sympathetic and grateful recollection of man- 
kind. It is indeed strange, this resurrection of 
a dead world, this emancipation from oblivion 
of a forgotten humanity, this return to recog- 
nition and brotherhood with the later genera- 
tions of the millions that lived in the far dim 
distance behind the records of history. It is 
a speaking symbol of the possible reach of hu- 
man imagination and sympathy, of the essen- 
tial unity of the race, of the general sublime 
memorial of all the serving and aspiring ages 
that shall at last be erected in the grateful and 
venerative memory of mankind.” 


“And there is another point. The doctrine 
in which people now middle-aged were brought 


up was that of a Christianity which stood out 
from all other faiths as the one true religion 
amongst a multitude of false ones. Acc rding 


mess. Even to-day the word heathen carries 
the idea of realms which are practically God- 
forsaken. Against this outer desolation Chris- 
tianity, with its doctrines of Incarnation, of 
Divine Sonship, of Atonement, of the Holy 
Spirit, and with certain sacred institutions, 
stood out as separate, distinct, divided by an 
impassable gulf. The difference was that be- 
tween midday and midnight, between truth 
and falsehood, between God and the devil. 
This view was the foundation of divinity sys- 
tems, the staple of sermons, the motive of mis- 
sions. How does it look now?” 


“There has been an immense revulsion, and 
опе of the features of it is the discovery, so 
vastly surprising to the average man, that the 
doctrine he was brought up on was not the 
earlier Christian teaching at all. The noblest 
of the old apologists thought very differently, 
he finds, of the outside races and faiths, from 
what he had been led to imagine. He hears of 
Justin Martyr, standing so close to the apos- 
| tolic age, who regards the wisdom of Socrates 
as inspired by the Word; of Origen, and Gre- 
gory of Nyssa, whose teaching is of the entire 
race of man as under the Divine tutorship; of 
Lactantius maintaining that belief in Provi- 
dence was the common property of all re- 
ligions. In later days he notes Erasmus, with 
| his proposition to canonize Virgil and to bring 
Saint Socrates into the Litany. 


The finer Christian minds have, in fact, in 
every age gone more or less along this line. 
It needed only that men should come into con- 
tact with these outside races, whether in their 
literature or face to face, to realize at once 
that the impassable gulf theory between one 
religion and another was false to life and to 
the soul. How otherwise? Could it be a 
Christian thought that those vast populations, 
Succeeding each other through centuries and 
millenniums, all of them, as we come to know 


of life; all, like ourselves, sinning, suffering, 
repenting, and boundlessly aspiring; could it 
be possible, if a God were in heaven, that these 
should be without a teaching, a leading, a con- 
solation and a preparation for death. The 
view which, from the beginning, was impos- 
‘sible to the heart has now become impossible 
to the intellect." 


“No human soul, of whatever world-age or 


Xo it the outside world was in absolute dark-: 


them, eager as ourselves to solve the problem 
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world-longitude, has been left without witness 
or without help. These distant realms and 
times, so far from being cut off from the 
Church: fellowship, were privileged in the 
Divine Providence to help weave the very gar- 
ment of thought and language in which the 
Christian doctrine was set forth. They, too, 
assisted to build the sacred temple of the eter- 
nal religion. They, too, were of its apostolate, 
though they knew it not. It took all these 
ages, the experience, the passion, the aspira- 
tion of the whole world, to frame our. New 
Testament. The entire race had its hand in 
that production. The entire race shares the 
Divine grace it proclaims, the Divine kingdom 
to which it points." 


"We are coming to see that the Christian 
Gospel is not a bizarre, isolated thing, cut off 
Írom the rest of the human story, but is linked 
intimately and indissolubly with the entire his- 
tory of the world. God is here reached not as 
intervening in this or that patch of world ter- 
ritory, or on this or that day of history, but 
as everywhere in humanity all the time, con- 
stantly converting, changing, making all 
things new. The Gospel we have re- 
ceived centres round the person and work of 
Christ, as these are described for us in the 
New Testament. But has it ever occurred to 
us to ask how these descriptions came into ex- 
istence there? Here we come on a marvel. 
The New Testament is a world's book, not 
only because it is for the world, but also be- 
cause the whole world joined in the making of 
it. We find that the personality of Jesus has 
been here fitted into a framework which all the 
ages and all the earlier faiths had united to 
prepare. New Testament Christianity is, in 
this way, the product not simply of the first 
Christian century, and of the Galilean disciples. 
It had the entire human race as collaborator." 


"We speak of the distinctive Christian rites, 
but they are akin with religious mysteries that 
have been celebrated the world over and the 
ages through. Scholars have been recently 
studying the Eleusinian mysteries in their re- 
lation to the Christian cult. Here, as well as 
in the Church, are baptism, penitence, a sacred 
communion of bread and wine and a special 
teaching for the initiate. How marvelous, too, 
in this connection, is that ancient cult of Mith- 
ras in Persia, where, as Cumont says: 


"Like the Christians, the followers of Mith- 
ras lived in closely united societies, calling one 
another father and brother; like the Chris- 
tians, they practiced baptism, communion and 
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confirmation; taught an authoritative moral- 
ity, preached continence, chastity and self- 
denial, believed in some sort of immortality 
of the soul and the resurrection of the dead. 
"Does not our heart thrill with sympathy for 
these souls of the far-off time who also 
yearned, as we do, for the good!” 


“Herein lies a truth which some.of the early 
Fathers of the Church were not slow to realize. 
It is pleasant to see an Origin, a Clement, 
openly proclaiming that the great Greek and 
Latin teachers spoke by the inspiration of the 
Eternal Word. Zwingli, who saw so many 
things before his time, saw. this also. In a Con- 
fession of Faith, written just before his death, 
he speaks of ‘the assembly of all the saintly, 
the heroic, the faithful and the virtuous, when 
Abel and Enoch, Noah and Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob will mingle with Socrates, Aristides 
and Antigonus, with Numa and Camillus, Her- 
cules and Theseus, the Scipios and the Catos, 
and when every upright and holy man who 
ever lived shall be present with the Lord.’ 
Luther and Bossuet, from their opposite camps 
joined in condemning this utterance. We to- 
day, in the clearer light that has come to us, 
are sure that he was right and that they were 
wrong.” 


What is Victors? 


“When you are forgotten, or neglected, or 
purposely set at naught, and you smile inward- 
ly, glorying in the insult or the oversight, as 
a means of strengthening character—that is 
victory. 


When your good is evil spoken of, when 
your wishes are crossed, your tastes offended, 
your advice disregarded, your opinions ridi- 
culed, and you take it all in patient and loving 
silence—that is victory.

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My dear Friends: 

It is time for us to be thinking—as I have 
been planning—for the work and worship of 
this approaching Lent. We are not to enter 
unadvisedly or lightly into these Forty Days; 
we are to use them for the strength and the 
help they are meant to afford. 


There will of course be resolutions of self- 
denial. We will hear of people giving up this, 
that and the other. They will claim merit for 
this discipline. They will make for themselves 
new commandments of the “Thou shalt not" 
kind. There will be a real effort toward sacri- 
fice. 


But please remember that sacrifice without 
service is of no value. Men who sleep are not 
breaking the commandments, but neither are 
they keeping them. They are doing no wrong 
because they are asleep; but they are doing no 
good because they are not awake. 


Why then do we go without luxuries for 
this brief season? To make ourselves unhappy? 
No. Rather that we may have to give to others 
in need or to do some good work that is worth 
the doing. Why do we put aside books that 
are not helpful? Only that we may pick up 
and use other books that are better worth read- 
ing; that we may make time for better read- 
ing, for the best reading, for the best book of 
all, the Bible. 


Importance of Lent. 

This printed page is the only way I have of 
speaking to some of the people. These things 
seem to me worth saying as Lent draws near. 
I want you to get all the good you can out of 
the season, which means that you must put 
more into it than usual. 


The old saying “Whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap” is just as true of spirit- 
ual investment as of any other. There is noth- 
ing magical about Lent; it will not leave a 
blessing unless you wrestle for it. The only 
way to get any kind of strength is through 
exercise. This is just as true of spiritual 
strength and spiritual exercise as of any other. 
No one else can get a blessing for you; no one 
can even wish or will it to you. 


The value of these Forty Days rests entirely 
with you. It is an opportunity that comes once 
a year, an opportunity prized by those who use 
it, a little time when there is more emphasis 
than usual on prayer and praise. Any sacri- 
fices made is in order to gain time for some- 
thing else. Any going without is for the sole 
purpose of getting something better. 


Confirmation. 

Strengthening is also the best and fullest 
meaning of Confirmation. The Bishop of the 
Diocese is coming to the Chapel on Monday 
Evening in Holy Week, March 29th, to admin- 
ister the rite of Confirmation. I know of a 
number who are looking forward to that ser- 
vice hopefully. It will mean much to them. 

To help them prepare, Monday nights in 
Lent are to be given over to the Confirmation 
Class. There will be five lectures on as many 
Monday nights. These will deal with the 
things that a Christian ought to believe, to 
know and to do. Even if you have been con- 
firmed, you will be wanted and welcomed at 
these class meetings. Your presence will be a 
help to those who study and to him who 
teaches. 

Before these lectures begin, I want to know 
the name of anyone who thinks, or who would 
think, of being Confirmed. If you know of any 
such, man or woman, young or older, let me 
know at once. There ought to be as large a 
class as that of last year. Then there were 34. 

Attendance at Lectures. 

Surely those also who were confirmed last 
year will want to attend the lectures on these 
Monday nights this Lent. They should come 
and bring others with them. Confirmation is 
not a task and burden in the Church; it is 
rather a power and a privilege. See that you 
use it in this spirit. 

That there may be some positive keeping of 
Lent, some definite doing, as well as mere per- 
sonal doing without, there will be special ser- 
vices. There will be post-cards sent out in due 
course with notices. But now and here the 
list is printed in order that you may plan your 
Lent so that you may attend as many as pos- 
sible. If it is not possible to come to many, 
come regularly to the few that you select. Set 
yourself a rule for each week. 

Among other things, some ought to frame 
this resolution: If I have not been confirmed, 


I will prepare for confirmation this year. If I. 


have been confirmed, I will attend the lectures 
to help others—and to keep from forgetting 
my own confirmation. н 
These are the services and this is the op- 
portunity that Lent provides for regular wor- 
ship here at Epiphany Chapel. That you will 
attend the services, that you will grasp and 
use the opportunity, is the hope and the 
prayer of him who ministers to you.

Rector’s Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany.

florist is always engaged in advance to prepare. 
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Lenten Observance. 

Now to the subject of Lent, in contrast with 
Easter. And especially a word of exhortation in 
regard to increasing attendance at the Lenten 
Services. This year, as formerly, these services 
are being attended by a growing number of per- 
sons week by week. But I wish that growth might 
begin sooner and that all of us kept Lent more 
rigorously. "Today is the Third Sunday. This 
means that we have come to the middle of the 
season. May we not expect larger attendance and 
count on an increasing interest at all three of the 
separate schedules of services prepared, in reali- 
ty each with a different purpose in mind and in- 
tended each to appeal to a different clientele. 

Week Day Services. 

First, I refer—you will find them on the open- 
ing page of the Parish Helper—to the list of sub- 
jects of the Monday lectures yet to follow and 
the titles of books printed in connection with 
them for suitable Lenten reading. These meet- 
ings have begun with an attendance of about two 
hundred. There is reason to expect that this num- 
ber will increase on succeeding Mondays. 

Second, there is the Friday Afternóon Service 
in the Church at Five O'clock. This has not been 
so largely attended as it deserves to be, I am in- 
clined to think not quite so largely as in former 
years. This one day in the week, one congrega- 
tion at least should foregather of a size bearing 
more correspondence to our Sunday congrega- 
tion. 

Third, the Thursday Evening Confirmation- ` 
Lecture-Services have been a source of real de- 
light to him at least who tries to give the lec- 
tures. They have been attended by larger num- 
bers than ever before. Best of all, the hope is 
being entertained that this year we are going 
to have a banner Confirmation Class. 

Confirmation. 

I do devoutly wish that more of those than I 
have had a chance to speak to would seek me out 
and speak to me about their Confirmation. There 
are many persons in the parish who have never 
been confirmed who ought to be. They ought to 
consider Confirmation this year. They could be 
ready perfectly well when the Bishop comes, on 
Sunday afternoon, March 21st, at the Four 
O'clock Service. Will you not ‘think more defi- 
nitely and more seriously about it?

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CONFIRMATION. 


“There are in this as in every parish a great 
many ‘Christians unavowed' ; that is men and 
women who are presumably living as disciples 
of Christ, but who have never openly confessed 
themselves as his followers. I am glad that 
you—for I am speaking to such—are trying 
to follow the Master and it is my sincere de- 
sire that you might succeed. 


But I want also to tell you quite frankly 
that I do not believe you will succeed. In say- 
ing this I am not merely stating my own opin- 
ion, not even the belief of the wisest and best 
men who have tried to lead others to Christ, 
but I am repeating in substance the words of 
Christ himself. 


There is nothing more beautiful in the Gos- 
pel than the quiet and loving call of Christ by 
which he asks men to make him the guide and 
Lord of their lives. He knocks patiently for 
admission to each human heart. He reveals 
himself also as the strong man who can give 
to his followers courage for the battles of life. 
But he makes one absolute condition. He de- 
mands that his followers acknowledge his lord- 
ship. 

When therefore you object to confessing 
your discipleship by becoming a member of 
His Church, the one body which has since His 
day stood for open loyalty to the Master, and 
say that you will be a Christian privately, you 
are trying to do what Christ said could not 
be done. 


Let us not confuse the real issue. I know 
that to many the public confession of disciple- 
ship is embarrassing. Perhaps the worship of 
the Church does not appeal to you. Perhaps 
you are repelled by the inconsistent lives of 
some of its members, just as John or Peter 
must have been shocked at the conduct of Ju- 
das. Perhaps you are saying that you will be 
a Christian in your own way, and that after all 
it is not the profession but the living that 
counts. Thus you would make your own con- 
ditions of discipleship. 


In doing so you are not fulfilling the de- 
mands of Christ. Rather, you are complying 
with His request. He declared that profession 
is essential. Living does indeed count for 
more than mere profession; but profession is 
the motive and basis for all noble living. It 
makes a great difference to a soldier whether 
he has a place in the army or whether he is a 
guerrilla responsible only to himself. Christ 


explained the difference by the parable of the 
men who enter into His kingdom by the ap- 
pointed door and of those who, following their 
own inclination, sought to climb in some other 
way. And He used strong words in condem- 
nation of the latter. 


For Episcopalians, this Christian profession 
is made through Confirmation. There are 
three conditions imposed by the Church in the 
form of the three promises made at baptism 
which are ratified at Confirmation. They are, 
(1) that we will try to avoid what is wrong; 
(2) that we will try to do what is right; (3) 
that we believe the facts of the Christian faith 
contained in the Apostles Creed. : 


The Church asks—and you were asked and 
answered all these three things in Baptism— 
only these three things. If you can say sin- 
cerely that you will try to meet these condi- 
tions you are ready to be confirmed. Remem- 
ber that these promises were made for you at 
your baptism; but remember also that they 
cease to have any meaning, after you come of 
age and understand them, unless by your own 
act you confirm them and so make them your 
own. Baptism which is not followed by con- 
firmation is like a tree without its fruit; nor 
does the Church admit you to her sacrament of 
Communion, by which you enter her deepest 
and richest life, until you have by public pro- 
fession made these promises your own. 


May I add a word for those in the parish 
who have been members of other Churches 
and who have already confessed themselves as 
disciples of Christ. Confirmation for you does 
not mean a second profession, nor does it im- 
ply that you have not been Christians in the 
past. The Church might have provided some 
different form of admission for you, but the 
mere simple fact is that the Church has not. 
She has thought best to preserve a uniform 
rite for all members. By being confirmed you 
simply accept, approve and practice the 
Church's way. 


You who are confirmed are, many of you, 
Christians already in heart and purpose; but 
one cannot live the Christian life alone. Christ 
bids you unite with others in the common pur- 
pose to serve Him. You need the Church of 
Christ, and the Church needs you. Most im- 
portant of all, the world needs a strong and 
united Church to carry on the work of Christ 
and to build up His kingdom among men."

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My dear Friends: 


In preparing this copy of the Parish Helper, I 
have been at pains to print, оп the page following 
a full, definite and detailed accounting of Receipts 
and Expenditures of the year, as they concern 
especially the Epiphany Chapel. There has not 
been time—because of the coincidence of the date 
of publication, March first, to that of the ending 
of our fiscal year—to prepare these in full for the 
entire parish. As it was, I have held back the 
printer two days past the first of the month in 
order to get these Chapel figures in type for a 
special purpose before Easter. 


I hope you will peruse them with peculiar care. 
I know you will find them of interest? To me 
they are a matter not only of interest, but of 
much anxiety. At our Annual Vestry Meeting, 
on March 2nd, we came upon sad realization of 
the fact that, for the first time in ten years, we are 
facing a serious deficit in our amalgamated 
Church Income as over against Church Expenses. 


A Large Expenditure. 


One serious phase of this grave problem is the 
fact that, year by year for half a dozen years past, 
the amount Written off" to the running expenses 
of the Epiphany Chapel has steadily increased 
until this year it totals over $9,000. ‘Toward 
meeting this there is, an Income from the Chapel 
Congregation, applicable especially to this kind 
of Expense, from one source and one alone, the 
Envelope System money there. This represents 
what would elsewhere be called Pew Rent. The 
sum total of this money, for the twelve months 
past, of that fiscal year, from 232 persons now 
enrolled on the Envelope System, was $1,420.37. 


Of an entirely different kind of money; i. e., 
of Contributions, distinct from money for the 
Maintenance of Services; money for the doing 
of Work as distinct from this which has to do 
with paying Expenses, you will notice—from a 
careful survey of more of those figures—that 
there came in, through the medium of such Open 
Offerings as were not designated for Special Ob- 
jects (those have treasurers of their own). 
$434.61. То meet the demands of this Work ip 
the departments in the Parish House alone, re- 
quired a sum total of $1,204. ‘Thus reading fur- 
ther down the column and you will see that I 
have had to draw to the extent of over a thou- 


, methods and “business” matters. 


sand dollars upon Contributions made at the 


Church for general Charitable and Benevolent ' 


Work; i. e, on money given on such Sundays 
here as offerings of that kind were taken and 
in such ways as that kind of money was con- 
tributed. I have had to do this to subsidize that 
fund at the Chapel during the past year. 


And I have had to do more than that. Read 
still others of those figures. Now, I know that 
there are many' people who say they have no 
head for figures, who feel that they have no gift 
of analysis nor easy understanding of financial 
But it does 
not require any of us to have any of these to 
see that this disparity is very serious and that 
something in some way will have to be done, and 
done soon. 


A. Serious Question. 


What I am in perplexity about, what I am try- 
ing to see for myself and what I shall have to be 
insistent upon, and right soon, is that we shall all 
decide together for ourselves which of two things 
in this connection is the fixed quantity toward 
which the other will have to adjust itself. 


Do the figures I have cited in the form of In- 
соте, of both kinds of money, represent the limit 
of the Chapel Congregation's inclination and abil- 
ty to contribute to their own Expenses and Work? 
If so, we will have to limit expenditures—even 
although not to that amount—at least in that di- 
rection. pa 


Or, is the necessity for this expenditure of some- 
thing over $10,000 in total, for all things put to- 
gether, an imperative necessity and a compulsory 
expenditure? If so, then the Chapel Congrega- 
tion will have, by some means, to increase the 
amount of total contributions—not to that amount 
in full naturally— but at least in that direction. 


І am not at this moment speaking any deci- 
sion or even making any suggestion as to which 
of these must be which. I am merely pointing 
out to you that the question, which has long been 
an open question, cannot longer remain open. 
We will all have to give our attention to it seri- 
ously and sanely in the very near future.

‘And now one last and most important mat- 
ter.

Lent and Sacrifice. 


The “mite boxes” of the Sunday School chil- 
dren are being filled these days with the results 
of their giving up of certain luxuries; candy 
money, "movie" money, the after-school penny; 
the five-cent piece. "These are saved for the 
service of others. There will be no begging or 
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selling this Lent. Easter night will find these 
children glad through their gifts, gifts of their 
very own, gifts purchased at the cost of sacri- 
fice. 


How shall the morning offerings of the older 
members of the congregation compare this year 
with theirs? It ought to be the register of 
your sacrifice this Lent. Shall it represent the 
fruits of your self-denial? Surely we can fol- 
low the children's good example. We surely 
want to share the blessedness of giving when 
the glad Feast comes. We have more than 
they of this world's goods; we handle more; 
we waste more. But do we give as they give 
in proportionately larger measure? 

Object of Easter Offering. 

The work and study and play in the Parish 
House, all the activities here at the Chapel, are 
more expensive than we realize. Surely these 
are worth all they cost. This work is for our 
own people; it is intended for their every need. 
I wish you might share more largely in the joy 
and assume to a larger extent the burden of it. 


Just what are we doing to meet this neces- 
sary expense? The truth is, we are not doing 
our share toward meeting it. This last year, 
almost a thousand dollars had to be added to 
the amount given by the people here who use 
and enjoy these privileges and opportunities, 
given by the Rector of the parish out of such 
funds as he had to administer. Not one penny 
of this thousand dollars came from any endow- 
ment; all of it had to comc from the gifts of 
parishioners at the Church who have no 
thought of personal benefit from the activities 
at the Chapel. 

Duty and Privilege. 

I do not like to feel that we are so dependent 
on the good gifts of others. I do not like to 
feel that this work at the Chapel is valued by 
you only at the low figure of your offerings 
toward its support. Now, we are given an 
opportunity to show our interest in and appre- 
ciation of this work, for the boys and girls, for 
the men and women, which is being done in 
the Parish House week by week. The Easter 

-Offering will be for this one purpose. Surely 

we can make sacrifices for this unselfish ob- 
ject. Surely we can give to the children we 
know and love, in proportion as they give to 
others whom thev know not. When we come 
to the day that tells us life is without end, shall 
not our sacrifice be worth while in making our 
Parish House work without need?

Iam writing this letter the first thing on Easter 
Monday morning. Doing so in haste in order to 
prepare the "copy".for the printer—which was 
unfortunately delayed last week—I am not able 
to report definitely the figures for the Easter of- 
fering. Suffice it to say that it was gratifying 
in amount and interesting in the range of its dis- 
tribution. | 


Among the objects for which amounts compar- 
atively large or small were "designated," there 
were these: Emergency Fund, St. Martin's Col- 
lege, Bishop of Wyoming, Easter Flowers, Sum- 
mer Fresh Air Work, Missions, Dorcas Society 
and possibly some other things I may yet come to. 
"These total about $500; while, for Rector's Dis- 
cretionary Fund, the amount in hand to date is 
$2094.00. ; 


Easter Season. 


A fuller and more detailed report with a com- 
plete anaylsis І will have to defer until its proper 
place in the next Parish Helper. The above data 
is sufficient upon which to base expression of 
fond gratitude and much appreciation to the peo- 
ple for their faithfulness and generosity. It gives 
us abundant reason to congratulate ourselves that 
we have accomplished this annual task so easily 
and that all have performed a duty so gladly. T 
think we will all agree that, even in spite of the 
inclement weather of Saturday, we have never 
had a more beautiful nor so enjoyable an Easter 
Sunday. The congregations were inspiring, the 
services were certainly enspiriting and the whole 
outlook for work and worship in the parish is 
quite as encouraging as a survey over its past 
year of both is gratifying. 


Lent and Holy Week. 


Tt would lead one into far too long discourse to 
speak in series of the many services and incidents 
of Lent, of Holy Week and Easter. The lec- 
tures and addresses were all well attended. The 
Confirmation Class on Passion Sunday was large, 
numbering 55. The congregation on Palm Sun- 
day afternoon began to overflow the Church. The 
recital of Passion Music on Wednesday night 
was exquisite. The Maundy Thursday Corpor- 
ate Communion was more largely attended by 
members of the Confirmation Alumni Associa- 
tion than ever before. In all this period, every-

one (with the negligible exception of the Rector) 
performed their full part nobly and discharged 
their duty with. steadfast consistency. He will 
promise to do the best he can in the future. 
Perhaps, by some chance, he can do better. 


Special Acknowledgments. 


Several individual matters should be mention- 
ed in acknowledgment of gifts and tokens that 
express peculiar diligence. Mrs. Caspar Wis- 
ter's Sunday morning class made a worthy con- 
tribution in the form of a Lenten Offering to 
Missions. Mrs. Stafford's Mother's Meeting and 
Mrs. Lennon's Bible Class each made a separate 
contribution in gold to the Easter Offering. The 
floral tokens in the Chancel and the Baptistry 
were more beautiful even than usual. An un- 
usually large number of families placed memorial 
flowers on the Altar and in the Chancel. Last 
of all, the Choir, not to be outdone, made special 
contribution of their own in the form of floral 
offerings. lt ought to be remarked in passing 
that the congregation owe these members of the 
Choir hearty thanks and gratitude for all that 
they have done to make the season worshipful 


and all the services so profitable. 


Year's Financial Reports. 


On two other pages of this issue there appear 
full tables of statistics setting forth all facts and 
figures in connection with the year's finances. I 
commend these to your scrutiny and ask you to 
give them your careful study and reflection. ‘The 
Accounting Warden's Report—which as you 
know deals only with those moneys that fall 


strictly under Church Income and Church Ex- 


penses—is set forth in three divisions: the Cor- 
poration in General, the Church in particular and 
the Epiphany Chapel in particular. We will have 
to face to-morrow, at the Annual Vestry Meet- 
ing, a rather serious problem of Income or Ex- 
penditure, either one or the other; since we are 
in danger otherwise of facing a deficiency. 


The tables that follow of figures for all of the 
several funds of which the Rector, on the other 
hand, is the custodian, I hope will each explain 
themselves. The totals of gifts are plainly writ- 
ten and the various divisions of separate accounts 
ought, by this time, to be so familiar that the 
figures will connote facts and that these facts will 
explain themselves. 
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The United Offering. 


Beginning with next Sunday, I hope to have 
opportunity to speak to the congregation a word 
or two from the Chancel about the United Offer- 
ing. I need only record here, and that only by 
way of making announcement, that Mrs. Rodman 
Wister, of 2203 St. James Place, will act this 
year for the Woman's Auxiliary as "Treasurer 
in this particular regard. Those who during the 
lifetime of Mrs. Conrad were accustomed to 
make annually a contribution to this offering, 
sometime during or after Lent, will please no- 
tice this change in the Treasurership. The mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Auxiliary themselves will 
naturally want to lead the way in this particular 
form of doing that branch of the Missionary 
Work of the Church which it is the peculiar priv- 
ilege of the women to do in this form of “united” 
effort.

The Easter Message. 


“The world needs the Easter message to dis- 
solve the present distress of confusion and de- 
spair into a condition of Faith and Hope. Thus 
may we help to bring about the Kingdom of God 
and His righteousness. The Easter Message pro- 
claims the fact that the life of God may be realiz- 
ed in the world of today... r 


The earthly life of Jesus went for naught un- 
der the crash of the cross. The Gallilean crowd 
who on Palm Sunday were so enthusiastic, went 
away home. Тһе Jerusalem crowd had him hang- 
ed as a malefactor. And the little band of- dis- 
ciples, who had caught a bit of the Spirit of His 
Kingdom, were huddled in that upper room in 
a desperate state of hopelessness and despair. 
‘Was it the end?’ they asked, ‘had they believ- 
ed for nothing?’ 


Then something happened. The impulse that 
constitutes Christianity was released in that mys- 
terious thing we call the Risen Life on the first 
Easter Day. The peculiar thing about it is this. 


We may allknow quite as much of Julius Caesar 
-as a character of history as we know of Jesus 
Christ; but no one claims to have experienced 
ihe life of Julius Caesar working in their own 
lives, while multitudes have claimed that they 
have felt the effects of the spirit of the Risen 
Christ working in their lives. The Resurrected 
life of Jesus is the greatest fact in history, and 
it is a fact without which one cannot really live." 
-—Selected. 


Confirmation and Responsibility. 


“The men who are at the head of large indus- 
trial and business concerns are always telling us 
that the greatest difficulty they have is the devel- 
opment of men who will feel a personal interest 
in the industry or business, and actually assume 
individual responsibility for their share of its 
work. It is easy, they say, to find those who can 
do routine work with mind on the clock and the 
pay check. But to discover future leaders is a 
hard task. 


The Church has the same problem to face. 
Ever since the day when Constantine set the seal 
of his imperial approval on the Christian Church, 
plenty of men and women have been found, who 
are willing to be nominal Christians. It does not 
demand much courage to feel personally responsi- 
ble for one’s share of work for Christ, and for 
one’s deeds. There are plenty to be found who 
will gladly form a part of a congregation when 
their individual burden is little or nothing. ‘These 
refuse to have anything to do with a weak and 
struggling mission Church. ‘They want to go 
where the crowd goes. They are willing to be 
identified with something which bears the out- 
ward marks of prosperity and success. But they 
are slow to accept responsibility. 


Where does the fault lie? Partly, of course, 
in themselves; but partly, also, in the conceptions 
they have formed of what membership in Christ’s 
Church iniplies. Confirmation has been well call- 
ed the ‘Sacrament of Responsibility.’ Certainly, 
as we read over the office, it does seem that this 
basal feature of the Christian life runs all through. 
it. There is not only the assumption of the full 
responsibility for the baptismal vow. That is a 
minor feature, ‘There is mentioned again and 
again as the great thing about this Apostolic rite, 
the ‘Gift of the Holy Spirit.’ 


Now the very word ‘gift’ implies something 
bestowed upona person to be used. They who re- 
ceive this gift are responsible for its use or disuse. 
They were already bound by a three-fold vow to 
which the confirmation promise added little. But 
here is an obligation of tremendous import. When 
this gift is properly used, there is developed an 
interest in the work of the Church, in the growth 
of the Kingdom, and a willingness to be responsi- 
ble for one’s share in the progress of that King- 
dom. The Sacrament of Responsibility produces 
the faithful worker.“ Selected.

“There is large reason for the exultant rejoic- 
ing which Christian custom, Christian experience 
and loving faith have assigned to the Easter Fes- 
tival.

Death, which held the world captive, and the 
Grave cannot keep their spoils. Life knows the 
fullness of its rightful portion. 'The rock-hewn 
tomb cannot hold in captivity the Lord of 
Life and of Death. The latter yields up "the 
mighty prey" and, "glowing with immortal 
bloom," He who had па ашы the Cross, despis- 
ing the shame," issues forth triumphant. With 
grateful hearts the Christian world rejoices to 
give fullest thanks to God that Jesus Christ has 
won this marvelous Victory. 


Human history records many defeats, and 
some victories,—hard-fought conflicts issuing in 
triumph. The path of life is so thickly strewn 
with blasted hopes that victories, when they come, 
are sweet. It is easily excusable that they should 
be celebrated with unusual pageant and display, 
with laurel crown, with the triumphal arch, and 
battle-scarred cohorts marshaled between cheer- 
ing ranks. But, in the course of time, all these 
human victories are forgotten ; it is only the Vic- 

' tory of victories, the Vi ictory ‘of the Risen Lord. 
—that is remembered. The glory of that Victory 
will never pale; it will become brighter e 
brighter as the human soul becomes more and 
more conscious of its meaning and power. 


An impassive Sphinx of stone still sits upon 
a desert waste to fling back to the yearning heart 
of mankind that old question of Job: “If a man 
die, shall he live again?" But it has only anti- 
quarian interest, because around the globe the 
hymn is raised: “Jesus Christ is risen today, Our 
triumphant Holy Day." On Easter Day the strain 
of our worship is sublime and triumphant. In 
the Living Christ we have the earnest of our 
deepest hopes. Joyously the strain is echoed: 
"Great and marvelous are Thy works, Lord God 
Almighty.” Selected. 


Maundy Thursday Communion. 


“T find that the purpose of Holy Communion 
on the evening of Thursday of Holy Week is 
not fully understood. ‘This service is distinctly 
a memorial communion on the night on which 
our Lord ate the last Passover with His disciples. 
‘The memorial conception of the Holy Commun-

ion was the first to find expression in the Chris- 
tian Church. In reviving this service we are 
returning to an Apostolic custom as beautiful as 
it is appropriate to the day on which the sacra- 
ment was instituted by our Lord.”

‘Ten cents a week will be most acceptable. Half 
that sum would be permissible. It is not the 


-amount of the offering that counts, as the Master 


said in His little story of the Widow’s Mite; it.is 
the thought that prompts the gift and the rela- 
tion the gift bears to the possessions with which 
we are blessed. You remember how He said the 
penny of the widow was greater than the gold of 
the rich. 


Your willingness to take the envelopes is evi- 
dence of your interest and of your desire to do 
your part in the Church’s work. ‘The amount 
you suggest will be of real help. But this proof 
of your co-operation is a source of even more 
encouragement.

“I have noticed that some people assume they 
are very generous, but it is simply because they 
have no system in their giving and no record of 
their gifts. Some people confuse the number of 
appeals they have heard with the number of times 
they have given; and the mere remembrance of 
the appeals makes them sweat under the burdened 
sense of their bounty. ‘Their self-deception is 
not intentional; it is only consequential: they 
have very poor memories, and they use no system 
to aid them.”

The first party of children and young people 
went to the Farm as early as May тї. The 
place has been open and accessible to every one 
each Saturday since; while, with June 19th, we 
began. conducting parties for the afternoons, the 
number who went last Saturday being as many 
as 125. The first regular full day Saturday Out- 
ing, Saturday Night Dance and Sunday Service 
will be, as scheduled, the first Saturday and Sun- 
day in July. These are so planned as to continue, 
as they did last year, up to at least the middle 
of September. 


During part, at least, of July and a part of 
August, the Rector hopes to be away on a little 
vacation. The schedule of services at the church 
during these two summer months is the same 
this year as for several years past. That is to 
say, the afternoon service is suspended entirely 
from the first of July to the first of September 
—this on account of intolerable weather condi- 
tions at that hour on Sunday in this city. The 
church will be closed during the month of August 
for the purpose of renovation, cleaning and some 
minor repairs and in order that the choir may 
have their month’s vacation.

A Long Story. 


For years past, I do not know how many, the 
size of the plant we have had to maintain 
Epiphany Chapel, compared or rather contrasted 
with the size—or lack of it—of the work i 
seems possible there to accomplish, has been 
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The matter of this sale has been under consid- 
eration by our Vestry and by the Board of Man- 
agers of the Hospital for some six weeks past. 
Each board have had different real estate agents 
—and others—set appraisement on the value of 
the property. Together we believe that the fig- 
ure arrived at is just and equable. The reasons 
for this sale I will mention briefly later. The 
point I am making now is that the step has been 
taken only after much advice and counsel and 
after due deliberation and as the final result of 
a series of six consecutive Vestry meetings. The 
correspondence follows:

We 
prefer to name our best figure at once rather than 
to begin in the usual manner with making a con- 
siderably lower offer. This amount, it seems to 
us, is a full value for the property and a price 
fair both to the Church and to the Hospital. In 
fact, we believe that it is several thousand dol- 
lars more than the Church could probably obtain 
from any other purchaser ; that is, any purchaser 
who would make a use of the property which 
would be acceptable to a church. We trust that 
your vestry may think likewise. Will you please 
submit this offer to your proper associates and 
let me know the result?

A special meeting of the Vestry of the Church 
of St. Luke and the Epiphany was held on Wed- 
nesday, June 2, 1915, “to consider an offer made 
by the Orthopaedic Hospital for the purchase 
of a portion of the Epiphany Chapel property." 
The above letter from Mr. Charles Sinkler was 
presented. A resolution prevailed to accept the 
offer and the Secretary of the Vestry was in- 
structed to write the letter following:

Some of the reasons for taking this step are, 
briefly stated, these: 

Statement of Situation. 

It has long been the opinion of members of 
the Vestry that an initial mistake was made in 
the construction of this group of buildings on so 
large a scale upon this site back in 1898. In- 
deed the site itself was unwisely chosen as one 
for so large a plant, where it has proven by ex- 
perience possible to minister to so few people. 
This mistake was a costly one; but we have felt 
that we had to pay the cost. However, we be- 
lieve that it has now cost far more than enough. 


Originally, the cost of the whole plant was 
such that about $100,000 of capital has been tied 
up for a period of seventeen years. Such an in- 
vestment alone represents $4,000 or $5,000 in- 
terest cost per year—even if not a dollar had 
been appropriated to administration of the work. 
The result of all these years of earnest effort is 
that there are fewer Communicants now than at 
the beginning; the Sunday School enrollment is 
less by almost half than it was at the start; the 
attendance at Sunday Services the year through- 


out for the past year has averaged less thay 
hundred people, and all this in spite of the 4 
that we have purposely pursued a policy of.

Speaking of ‘the church, churchyard, parish 
house and other houses which now do, or here- 
after shall, belong to the said corporation, and to 
such other purposes as the corporate fund may 
lawfully be applied,’ it is expressly provided ‘that 
no grant shall be made of the real property of the 
corporation except with the consent of two-thirds 
of the Vestry at a meeting called for that pur- 
pose, nor without the consent of a majority of 
the lay members of the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania.’ 


You will notice that the first two of these 
points have been complied with; namely, that the 
action I described to you was taken at a special 
meeting of the Vestry called for that particular 
purpose and was a meeting at which two-thirds 
of the Vestry were present. I think your point 
is well taken that a meeting of the Standing 
Committee may not be necessary; but, I still 
think it is necessary to secure the consent of at 
least ‘a majority of the lay members’ of such 
committee.

Very sincerely yours, 
Further Time Required. 


The plan was again broached by the Secretary 
of having this consent given severally by indi- 
vidual members; but other counsel later pre- 
vailed and a date for a meeting was appointed, 
june 22nd. At that meeting, however, no de- 
cision could be reached because of circum- 
stances, and adjournment was taken to June 
25th. It was at this adjourned meeting that final 
action was taken and consent formally given to 
proceed with the sale. Two committees, one 
from the Vestry and one from the Hospital are 
this week engaged therefore in working out de- 
tails of the transfer of title, etc. 


I will not consume space nor transgress upon 
your time by reprinting what would be whole 
pages from copies of Paris HELPERS run- 
ning back through six or eight years, which 
would be reminders to you all of the extent to 
which we have had this matter on our minds and 
on our hearts; the explanations I have set my- 
self the task of making and the exhortations I 
have tried to speak to bring about such a con- 
dition of things at the Chapel as would obviate 
the taking of this very step. I could say nothing 
that I have not said before; and all of you who 
understand will sympathize with me as both the 
Vestry and I sympathize with all the people at 
the Chapel who will feel regret that such a step 
has become necessary. 

The Initial Mistake. 

There is one thing more I want to say as 

bearing on one point on one expression used 
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above. I spoke of an “initial mistake" that was 
made, back at the time of building, in so over- 
building the whole chapel plant in a location 
the choice of which all now agree was also a 
mistake. This is not a new conviction; it is 
one that many of us have long felt. It is one 
that I discussed with you as long ago as the 
February Parish Helper, 1913. The question 
then as now was: What could we do? The 
parish as a whole has tried for fifteen years 
to justify that mistake made back in 1900. This 
has simply proved to be impossible. The only 
thing remaining has been to correct it by try- 
ing to undo a part of what was done. This 
method of halving the size of the plant and 
recovering this much of the money invested, 
by selling that portion which the whole re- 
ligious work can go on just as well without as 
with, is certainly a wise one. We are fortu- 
nate in being able thus to recover this—almost 
hali—of that original investment, and yet have 
the chapel itself left in its entirety. Í reprint 
two paragraphs from a sermon I preached at 
the chapel one Sunday that winter. 
Peculiar Location. 

“This is not an easy place in which to do the 
work we try to do. It is not the center of a 
population large in numbers or disposed by 
preference to go, first of all, to a Protestant 
Episcopal Church—let alone to the chapel of a 
church. It is, to a large extent, a region of in- 
stitutions, notable among which as well as 
apart from them, is the Roman Catholic Ca- 
thedral of the diocese within a stone's throw 
of this building. There are also three Protes- 
tant churches, a Presbyterian, a Reformed 
Presbyterian, and an Episcopal, within three 
Squares, to say nothing of a Quaker Institu- 
tion and a Luther Hospice, a Y. M, C. A. and 
а Ү. W. C. A., and that in spite of the fact that 
one large portion of a district nearest is the 
open space of Logan Square, that the distance 
south 1s bounded by the railroad tracks, and 
the district north cut out by half a mile of 
mills, the Baldwin Locomotive Works. Even 
the space within reach is broken up, when one 
begins to look for residents, by schools, by 
private nursing homes, another park, three 
hospitals, two high schools and a Carnegie Li- 
brary." 


Elements in the Congregation.

Statement Before Easter. 


You now realize how keenly we all felt a 0 
what a problem both the Rector and the Ves. 
try had to face this year at Easter when y 
read again this portion of the Parish Helper for 
last March. 


"In preparing this copy of the Parish Helper, 
I have been at pains to print, on the page tol- 
lowing a full, definite and detailed accounting 
of Receipts and Expenditures of the yeat, 
they concern especially the Epiphany Chapel, 
view I hope you will peruse them with pe 
culiar care. I know you will find them of in- 
terest? To me they are a matter not only of in- 
terest, but of much anxiety. At our Annual 
Vestry Meeting, on March 2nd, we came upon 
sad realization of the fact that, for the first 
time in ten years, we are facing a serious deficit 
in our amalgamated Church Income as over 
against Church Expenses. This is more than 
$4,000 this year. 


One serious phase of this grave problem is 
the fact that, year by year for half a dozen 
years past, the amount "written off" to the 
running expenses of the Epiphany Chapel has 
steadily increased until this year it totals over 
$9,000. Read further down the column and 
you will see that I have had to draw to the ex- 
tent of over a thousand dollars more upon 
Contributions made at the Church for general 
Charitable and Benevolent Work. I have had 
to do this to subsidize funds at the Chapel dur- 
ing the past year. And I have had to do more 
than that. Read still others of those figures. 


Now, I know that there are many people who 
say they have no head for figures, who feel 
that they have no gift of analysis nor easy un- 
derstanding of financial methods and busi- 
ness' matters. But it does not require any of 
us to have any of these to see that this dis- 
parity is very serious and that something in 
some way will have to be done, and done soon.

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Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


*A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to.be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
"in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House. 


The mail address of Clergy, Parish Visitor, 
Choir Master and Verger all is 330 South 13th

Some Pressing Problems. 


The season of the year has come when, every 
year, I wish with all my heart for some method 
of making seem real to the people of a Parish 
what are two or three of that Parish’s most 
pressing problems. The difficulty is there is 
only such a pitifully small percentage within 
reach to speak out to the things that the Rector 
has most on his mind and on his heart. On the 
other hand, by the time there are enough in 
reach, at the height of the season, the period 
has passed again when these problems are per- 
plexing and when even to speak of them would 
not be seasonable.

is, testimonials of good 


character, written documents vouching for the 
faith and godliness of parishioners; they have 
to do only with a formal method of accurate 
enrollment of parishioners in any given parish. 
People are not asking a favor when they ask 
for such letters; they should never have any 
hesitation in writing to the rector of their last 
parish for one, and he should present no objec- 
tion and impose no obstacle in their endeavor 
to transfer their membership, no matter how 
temporary it is to be, from one place to another. 
But the very essentials of this transfer are two: 
first, that one should be enrolled in the parish 
from which they ask to be transferred, and, 
secondly, that definite information should be 
given the rector as to what parish it is to which 
he is to transfer them. He has no right to give 
such a letter unless the first condition prevails; 
he bas no place to which to give it unless the 


second is told him. 


Typical Blank Form. 

In order to make this all plain, by way of 
illustration, I am reproducing the actual con- 
ventional form which every rector of a parish 
keeps in the shape of printed blanks in a 
drawer of his desk. He has no option, one way 
or another, in giving these to those entitled to 
them; but he has no authority, one way or 
another, to change the form which determines

Search for Assistants. 


One other problem is perplexing me at pres- 
ent; but that is, perhaps, so entirely my own 
problem that I may not impose it upon you. 
Tt is in the search Ї am trying to make for an 
assistant. I have said some things to you in 
this connection often before, sometimes in 
print and sometimes in speech. The difficulty 
is indeed serious. It involves many features 
and is due to many reasons; but, chiefly, it all 
comes down to the shortage of men in the min- 
istry, and especially of such men as make valu- 
able assistants in a city parish. The difficulty, 
in brief, is simply this: the kind of man we 
need, and whom we are constantly seeking for 
as an assistant in this parish, is the same kind 
of man who would make an acceptable rector 
of a parish of his own in some place other than 
in a large city. The amount of work to do 
would be about the same. The amount of sal- 
ary we pay is quite the same. But the difficulty 
is that, these other things being equal, such a 
salary and such a situation, the average man 
with those special qualifications would rather 
be a rector of a small parish of his own than to 
be assistant to any rector of any larger parish. 


Epiphany Chapel. 


I want to say some things—although I must 
not consume too much space—about the work 
at Epiphany Chapel, about its present status 
and its future outlook, about its probabilities 
and possibilities. The definite, final settlement 
was effected only on September 21st, by which 
the deed was signed, the money paid and the 
ownership of the parish house portion of the 
property technically passed to the Orthopaedic 
Hospital. Two tasks have become necessary 
of performance within the past two or three 
weeks, incident to that actual transfer and 
formal separating off of the Chapel proper from 
its incubus, First, it was necessary to do some 
work of reconstruction of the space under- 
neath the chancel portion of the chapel build- 
ing so as to fit up vesting rooms for the choir 
and meeting places for one purpose and an- 
other. Secondly, there had to be some disposi- 
tion and distribution of the furniture, contents

No Parish House Work. 

Remember, in this sale which was of only a 
part of the property, it is simply the Parish 
House that we have parted with. We have 
done this because it was being practically un- 
used, because it was certainly being too little 
used to justify the tying up of $40,000 capital in 
the portion of the plant thus left unused and es- 
pecially so because it was running us as much 
as $4,000 behind each year even to attempt to 
maintain it. Do not let any of us make any 
mistake in not getting this clear. Do not let 
us halt or compromise or be perplexed or won- 
der or inquire or express surprise or ask un- 
necessary questions. In parting with the Par- 
ish House, we are simply stopping utterly and 
absolutely all that was distinctly Parish House 
work. We are not stopping the Sunday School 
at all. We are not changing the Services one 
whit. What we are stopping is that which 
practically never started, and whose halting, 
langourous hesitation we have been lamenting 
for ten years. 


Girls’ Club Transferred. 

The one organization in the Parish House 
which did have a membership of perhaps as 
many as forty members and an average attend- 
ance of perhaps twenty-five people, was the 
Girls’ Club, meeting on Monday nights. Even 
this night of meeting was an unsatisfactory one 
for many, but the only time possible, if there 
was to be a satisfactory organization with the 
same associates and teachers as last year, who 
work at the Club at the Church on Monday 
night.

The most important function of vestries 
seems often to be to furnish an object for criti- 
cism. When things are not going on well in a 
parish, it is necessary to discover the reason 
why, and this is a convenient place to attach 
theblame. Sometimes it is clearly the parson's 

' fault: he is such a poor preacher, or such a 
careless pastor, or such a bad administrator, or 
in the conduct of the services he is too ritual- 
istic, or else he has no idea whatever of correct 
ritual, But the parson sometimes escapes. 


Maybe the blame falls upon the organist on 
account of the dreadful music, or on the sexton 
because the church is intolerably cold or insuf- 
ferably hot. Whatever be the specific fault of 
anyone else, there is often the general, under- 
lying, inclusive tendency to lay the fault on the 
vestry, to whom every grievance of every des- 
cription is chargeable. It is so convenient to 
hold them answerable for everybody's omis- 
sions, clergy, choir, sexton and parishioners. 


There are two distinct lines of misconduct 
for which some vestries, to be sure, may be 
censured: either for being officious, that is, 
meddling in matters which do not concern 
them, or for being careless, that is, neglecting 
those things which do concern them. In some 
instances, as all vestrymen know, both criti- 
cisms are altogether unfounded; sometimes 
each is thoroughly justified. 


The vestry is an ancient institution, far old- 
er than the organization which we know as the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States; and like other institutions it has a sort 
of traditional. character, which even in the 
Church is not always understood. Its ancient 
duties have largely become obsolete, and its 
new opportunities of the present day are not 
always realized. The point at which vestries 
expose themselves to much of the criticism is 
where the gap made by modern conditions in 
the old duties has not been filled by useful ser- 


vice. 


Functions of Vestries

In the Church of England, both before and 
after the Reformation, there were in each p 
ish two churchwardens. Usually one was ap 
pointed by the rector and the other was electec 
by the parishioners. Their primary duty w: 
the care of the church building, exclusive о. 
the chancel, for which the parson alone was 
sponsible. They had to keep the building in re 
pair, and for this purpose they had authority 
levy a tax upon the parishioners. They had t 
keep order during divine service, and to t 
end they had authority among other things to 
find appropriate places for the worshippers, al- 
ways with due regard to their respective ranks 
and stations. 


In the course of time it became the vestry's 
duty, because it was nobody else's duty, to look 
after the roads and lanes and bridges, the par- 
ish school, the drainage when it was discovered 
that drainage was important, and various other 
duties; all of which have been devolved later 
upon public utilities commissions or other local 
authorities. The care of the church has re 
mained their principal charge. Annually at 
Easter they were bound to submit their ac 
counts to the parishioners at a meeting usually 
held in the vesting room of the church, and so 
it got the name of vestry meeting.

In some quarters it is suspected that they 
have a kind of vague spiritual authority, some- 
thing between the clergy and the general laity, 
like a Presbyterian elder, or a Congregational 
deacon; but the office of churchwarden is not 
like these, and carries no spiritual authority 
whatever.

Tradition also supplies the ordinary concep- 
tion of the duties of the vestry: that they are to 
take care of the property of the parish, to re- 
ceive the funds that are provided by the par-- 
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have no right to insist that their views shall 
prevail over his views so long as his practices 
are consistent with the rubrics and the canons. 
On the other hand, no rector who has the wel- 
fare of the congregation at heart will be deaf to 
their wishes and suggestions and advice. The 
principle is generally admitted, but some ves- 
tries and some clergymen fail in the practice of 
it. / i 


Congregations may be greatly tried and even 
broken up by the obstinate determination of the 
rector to conduct the services in the way he 
thinks right without regard to the traditions 
and habits of his people. Any clergyman who 
is minded to make changes should take care 
that they are not introduced without explana- 
tion. The congregation must be persuaded that 
the new way is better than the old. But we are 
now concerned with the vestry. If they try to 
coerce the rector they are usually driven to it 
by one or two members. Neither the rector 
nor the congregation like this kind of domina- 
tion. In the Protestant Episcopal Church a lay 
pope is hardly less offensive than a spiritual 
pope; the difference is that, while a spiritual 
pope may be disliked or hated, the lay pope is 
also ridiculed. 


Vestries are not commonly disposed to inter- 
ere with the music; but if ever they are in- 
clined to do so they should remember that the 
law of the Church confers upon the rector ex- 
clusive authority “to appoint for use in the 
congregation hymns or anthems from those 
authorized by the rubric," and also ^to give or- 
der concerning the tunes to be sung in his 
church." A good many rectors wholly abdicate 
this duty in favor of the choirmaster. It is 
competent to give standing directions; they 
need not concern themselves with every detail ; 
but the Church expects that they shall retain 
and exercise such control as may be requisite 
to the good order of the service. 


On the other hand, the vestry has exclusive 
control of the church, the parish house and all 
chapel properties or other property and real 
estate, subject to the right of the rector to their 
use and control “for the purposes of his office 
and for the full and free discharge of all func- 
tions and duties pertaining thereto.” No one, 
rector, or parishioner, has any right to alter the 
fabric, or to erect any window, tablet or other 
construction, or to remove any permanent fix- 
ture, except the vestry alone, who have author- 
ity in such matters. Occasionally they may 
use their authority arbitrarily or unreasonably ; 
but they are in duty bound to exercise it, and 
not to permit others to encroach upon it.

them except in pictures. 


And especially is this true of the waterfalls, of 
which there are five in the main: Maiden’s Tears, 
Bridal Veil, Nevada, Vernal and Yosemite. Fine 
roads and trails lead to all points of interest which 
can be walked or else enjoyed by the use of saddle 
animals. The western entrance is guarded by El 
Capitan and by the Leaning Tower to watch you 
on the south, then picture after picture unfolds as 
each point of interest is passed. But in particular 
the waterfalls; for they transcend all other things 
in splendor. These streams hurl themselves these 
thousands of feet from sharp precipices into the 
calm valley. Of the main опе, the first leap is 1430 
feet, the middle drop 600 feet, and the last 320 feet. 
The river thus descending is forty feet wide and 
flows 6000 gallons per second. The terrific impact, 
as it strikes the rocky floor, makes the earth fairly 
tremble and the roar is heard for leagues away. 
Clouds of spray volley forth in which rainbows 
gleam gloriously. Bridal Veil, 620 feet high, is pro- 
nounced by many travelers the most beautiful. 
Here a crystal stream, forty feet wide, shoots off 
the face of a towering cliff, like a discharge of 
feathery rockets. In gauze-like ethereal folds the 
sheets of spray glitter in the sunlight like nothing 
else so much as a veil of thin lace. Waving with 
exquisite grace, this misty drapery extends down 
to a boulder-strewn abyss, and there with difficulty 
rearranges its torn shreds into a stream again. 
While, in contrast to this scene of blinding beauty, 
Vernal Falls presents cpitomc of powcr. It offers 
the breath-taking spectacle of the entire Merced 
River, plunging 317 feet down into a dark canyon, 
whence the spray arises like steam from a giant's 
cauldron. At Nevada Falls, a mile beyond, the 
river dashes for the second time off the brink of a 
ledge and falls a sheer 600 feet into another chasm. 
"The tremendous chorus of its myriad liquid voices 
сап be heard for twenty miles. 


Here is a land of strange inversions. Here every- 
thing looks toward the sky that elsewhere had been 
upon terra firma. If you were to lie on your back 
on the floor of the valley and look skyward, you 
would have the same sensation as though lying 
prone across an aeroplane and looking earthward. 
A plateau is at the bottom of the valley, as flat and 
extensive as you would climb hills to attain else- 
where. The peaks and summits are great sawed-off 
buttresses which taper downward, so that sides of 
mountains seem not only to stand straight but to 
lean over backward toward you. Away off above 
are the vast meadows of the sky, dotted with sheaves 
of cloud on the blue background as white them- 
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selves as the flower-covered carpet where you lie is 
blue. 


About you everywhere there are choice spots for 
camps with dense forest for shade underlooking 
peaceful valleys high up in the air. Here scenery, 
which elsewhere is spread out in panorama, is set 
up on edge and can be viewed only in prospective; 
there a stream flows out to the edge of a cliff and 
seems to take its way skyward in spray rather than 
earthward. These falls can be seen farther than 
they can be heard and, where making no noise, they 
look like nothing but huge moving pictures. Where 
the water does fall, the farther it descends the slow- 
er it seems to come down held by a sort of inverse 
gravity that draws it back up to the jealous clouds. 
They look like water rockets that shoot slowly and 
gracefully downward, as the other kind soar up- 
ward; they burst into showers of spray instead. of 
fire; while, colored as their points are in their own 
inverted rainbow, the weird illustration is complete. 


There are places for camping in no way short of 
ideal And there are camps also, as many as places. 
Indeed there is no other way of living for those who 
would sojourn in this out-of-doors. There are ad- 
mirable permanent camps, as big as army encamp- 
ments; and they have all the needful accessories; 
automobiles and stages, four-horse coaches, saddle 
horses, telephones, electric lights and all other con- 
veniences. The selection of the site for the fore- 
most of these, Camp Curry, the site formerly occu- 
pied by the United States Government, and the still 
earlier gathering ground of the Indians, was by no 
means a coincidence or accident; the selection makes 
itself. Here abouts are half a dozen tented cities. 
Here is a metropolis of canvas in the center of the 
wilderness. Here are a post office, express, tele- 
phone and telegraph offices, office of the Superin- 
tendent of the park, a general store and all kinds of 
curio emporiums. With amazing resourcefulness, 
every detail has been arranged for comfort, for con- 
venience and for cleanliness. 


The joys here of camp life are commingled with 
every device known to the city habitant. There are 
swimming pools, dancing pavilions, baseball grounds, 
tennis courts, bowling alleys, soda fountains. Think 
of a Palace Hotel turned into a thousand square 
mile public park, the lobby made of rustic logs of

Rector’s Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


all the clergy of this diocese about the end of 
June, at which time the Rev. Dr. James E. Free- 
man, of Minneapolis, the Secretary of the Com- 
mission, and one of the chief sponsors of the 
movement, came on to address the meeting. The 
Bishop appointed a Committee of Clergy to have 
charge and oversight of our own part of the 
work in this diocese. 

The Bishop has also written, in the current 
number of the Diocesan Church News, a letter. 
The work of the Committee had reached the 
point the first of last month of dividing up the 
city into districts and asking the local clergy of 
each district in turn to meet with one of their 
number acting as chairman and formulate their 
own plans for their own district. Such a meet- 
ing the Rectors of parishes in the southeastern 
quarter of the city, within the limits marked by 
Broad Street and Market Street, was had on 
October 18th, with Dr. Jeffreys as Chairman. 
We formulated the following plans: 

Plans for Preaching. 

On each weekday of the first week in Advent, 
that is, November 29th to December ath, there 
will be a noon-day service in St. Stephen’s 
Church, at which Dr. Freeman, above mentioned, 
will be the visiting preacher. On each evening 
of the same week-days, there will be a service in 
St. Peter’s Church, at which the Bishop of the 
Diocese will be the preacher. On each of these 
days also, there will be a noon-day service at 
Old St. Paul’s, at which the five Rectors of par- 
ishes in the district will preach, each in turn. 
To this parish has fallen the lot of giving as 
well as may be possible an impetus to the entire 
week’s effort by converging all possible atten- 
tion upon the Sunday services of the first day of 
that week. That is to say, at the Eleven O’clock 
Service on Sunday, November 28th, Dr. Free- 
man will preach and at the Four O’clock After- 
noon Service, that afternoon, Bishop Rhine- 
lander will preach. It is expected that, at these 
two services, plans for the Mission will be out- 
lined. АП our people are therefore urged in ad- 
vance, not only to be present at the services 
in church on that Sunday, but also to make every 
effort to attend every one that they can of the 
noon-day services in St. Stephen’s and the even-

(The Fair Linen is supposed to repre- 
sent the cloth which was wound about our Lord's 
body at his burial.) 

The Chalice Veil. This is of linen, square, embroid- 
ered and used to cover the vessels when not in use. 
(It is supposed to represent the cloth wrapped about 
our Lord's head at his burial.) 

The Pall A small square of fine linen cambric, 
embroidered and with lace, used to cover the Chalice 
during the Celebration. (Those used in the Chapel 
are put over cardboard.) 

The Corporal А square of linen (embroidered 
with one cross in front) spread on top of the Fair 
Linen at the Celebration that the vessels may be 
placed upon it. 

The Purificator. A small napkin used at the time 


-of the Celebration for cleansing the vessels. 


The Credence Cloth. A cloth used to cover the 
Credence. 


The Cere Cloth.

The Mundatory, or Towel. This is made of linen

The Protector. A green linen or denim cloth, the 
length and width of the top of the Altar (embroid- 
ered with five crosses). This lies over the Fair Linen 
Cloth. As the Altars in Church and Chapel are con- 
tinually kept vested, this is used to protect the Fair 
Linen and is kept on for all services when there is 
no Celebration. 

THE COMMUNION SILVER. 

The Chalice, which is the cup. 

The Paten, which holds the bread. 

The Flagon, which holds the wine. 

The Perforated Spoon, to recover crumbs of bread. 

The Alms Bason, to contain the offering. 


VESTMENTS. 


The Cassock, a long black coat—close fitting— 
reaching to the feet. 

The Cincture, a broad sash which confines the 
Cassock at the waist. 

The Surplice, of linen lawn, put on over the Cas- 
sock. 

The Stole, a strip of silk about three inches wide 
with embroidered ends and with fringe. The priest 
wears it about his neck, placed so that the ends hang 
down over the front of the Surplice. The color of the 
Stole for the day is the same color as the Hangings. 
It is also made of the same material. 


THE SEASONS. 


The Christian Year or Church Year. 

This is designed to commemorate the principal 
events in the Life of Our Lord. It is the finest and 
most comprehensive of the Church's Symbols. It is 
divided into nine principal seasons, thus: 

Advent. Turning our thought toward the com- 
ing” great joy of Christmas. This season includes 
four Sundays and extends from Advent Sunday, 
which is the nearest Festival to the Festival of St. 
Andrew (Nov. 30), until Christmas Eve. 

Christmas. Commemorating the Birth of Christ. 
The Christmas Season lasts twelve days, from 
Christmas Eve to the Eve of The Epiphany. 

Epiphany. Meaning literally the Manifestation of 
Christ to the Gentiles. The Epiphany Season ex- 
tends from January 6th to Septuagesima Sunday and 
includes from one to six Sundays, according to the 
date of Easter. 

Septuagesima, Sexagesima, Quinquagesima. ‘The 
three Sundays in reverse order next before Lent. 

Lent. The season of penitence, commemorating 
Our Lord’s fast of forty days, His Passion, Death 
and Burial. The period extends from Ash Wednes- 
day to Easter Even and includes six Sundays. 

Easter. Commemorative of Christ’s joyful Resur- 
rection. The Easter Season continues from Easter 
until Ascension Day. 

Ascensiontide. Commemorating the going up of 
Christ into Heaven. This season extends from 
Ascension Day (the 40th day after Easter) to Whit- 
sunday (the 50th day after Easter.) 

Whitsunday. Commemorating the outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost. Whitsuntide continues until Trinity 
—one week. j 

Trinity. The season extending from Trinity Sun- 
day through the summer, on to Advent again, is a 
period of from 22 to 27 weeks, according to the date 
of Easter.

he first and possibly the most astonishing thing 
traveler to Grand Canyon experiences is the for- 
nature of the approach to it. There is absolute- 


othing to apprise you that the place is nearer than

a million miles, until you step out of the train right 
at its edge, almost right into it. A hole more than a 
mile deep at the side door of a railway station and 
hotel which you have entered from an absolutely level 
course across the desert from the railway junction 
sixty miles away, is enough to cause heart palpitation. 
And it does. 


You have changed cars at Williams, Arizona, where 
the air is the color of ether, where it blows as cool 
as though electric fanned and is so ozone laden that 
it cures tuberculosis, but where every other prospect 
is unpleasing, and where Mexicans are vile. You ride 
for two hours through scenery that has for features 
two water tanks twenty-five miles apart, of which the 
inhabitants are one jack rabbit on an average to each 
ielegraph pole, and the uncommercial products of 
which are, apart from the mesquite and cacti, a few 
stunted pinon and gnarled desert growths. 


At length, of a sudden, these give way to a thick- 
ening, heightening clump of scrub pine and dwarf cedar 
which grow thicker still and higher as though to screen 
jealousy from your unholy eyes the sight they are 
compelled reluctantly to disclose. The train takes the 
upgrade also with a growling, grinding protest and 
comes to a sudden stop. You are at the gate of 
Heaven: you look to the depths of Hell. 


I had been to the Canyon before, but only as a 
tourist for a day. That was the thing to do ten years 
ago. Then people stopped between two trains, stopped, 
looked and listened, marveled at the scene or com- 
plained of the cost, according to their depths of soul 
and past experience of travel. Some looked on speech- 
less until they fainted or prayed; the rest ran away 
to buy post card pictures of it and inscribe them with 
cant phrases of approval. 


Today all this is changed, both the place and the 
people; the latter are the best, the most appreciative, 
this because most cultured and intelligent, of really 
leisure-loving, nature-worshiping long-distance trav- 
elers, and the environs have been so transfigured and 
accommodations multiplied that these can stay on now 
in comfort and explore the place as it deserves. A 
week or two weeks' stay now is more normal Even 
this is scant time enough to explore the whole region. 


I stopped long enough to marvel, before I explored 
old scenes anew, at changes that the hand of man has 
wrought here where the works of Nature gave him 
courage and begat in him conviction that this would 
become a resort rather than merely a stopping place. 
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It is a tribute to the despised tourist class, who are 
accused of haste and levity, of sacrilege and shallow- 
ness, this fact that things are planned here of such 
spacious size and with such permanence of substance. 
And the builders have their faith rewarded. I came 
out upon a quarter million dollar hotel, its appoint- 
ments those of any city hostelry. 


I counted lesser tabernacles for those less affluent, 
enough to house them, or to tent them rather. In gar- 
ages stood, and through the forest roads there ran, auto- 
mobiles by the score. A power plant serves the prem- 
ises that would supply a middle Western city. There 
are mules and horses for the trails and liveries that 
would fill a ranchman's corral and, beyond the station, 
miles of sidings where long trains of solid Pullmans, 
four, five or six sections to one schedule, each one with 
two engines, are equipped to haul two thousand per- 
scns in or out per day. 


To come these many miles, half way around the 
long mid-continental Summer circuit of migration, 
stay only one day and flee off, were like the famed 
exploit of the King of France. Be it said therefore 
that nowadays the average visitor stays longer and does 
more. He loiters about the hotel a few days until he 
gets his bearings and gains reassurahce that, if he does 
not fall in, the monster will not open its vast jaws the 
wider just to swallow him. He first takes the Rim 
Drive, along the most unique scenic roadway in the 
world, westward to the head of Hermit Basin, seven 
or eight miles. 


He views the Desert Palisades north of Grand View 
and times his arrival of an evening at Hopi Point, 
noted for its sunset. Here he can stand away out on 
a thin solid wall, thrust like a spear into the lengthy 
monster’s inner side, and look down and across until 
he is as dazed as he meant to be boastful. Next he 
will essay Bright.Angel Trail, descending that marvel 
of corkscrew construction and having his recompense 
of thrills of every conceivable kind. He then outfits 
and goes camping for a day, a night, or both. As his 
courage rises and enthusiasm heightens, he explores 
afoot or horseback, on his own account and every- 
where. All ways, at all times, he will have the Can- 
yon itself for companion and object of study. But, 
instead of diminishing, it only grows larger the more 
he looks upon it and, instead of divulging secrets, 
grows the more secretive the more he pries into its 
past history. 

From the stone-constructed lookout, where a huge

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The Meaning of Sacrifice. 


Owen Wister, in his striking little book, 
“The Pentecost of Calamity,” records the fol- 
lowing incident: 


"In Flanders a French officer of cavalry, 
shot through the chest, lay dying, but with 
life enough still to write his story to the lady 
of his heart. He wrote thus: 


‘There are two other men lying near me, 
and I do not think there is much hope for 
them either. One is an officer of a Scottish 
regiment and the other a private in the uhlans. 
They were struck down after me, and when 
І came to myself I found them bending over 
me, rendering first aid. The Britisher was 
pouring water down my throat from his flask, 
while the German was endeavoring to stanch 
my wound with an antiseptic preparation 
served out to their troops by the medical corps. 
The Highlander had one of his legs shattered, 
and the German had several pieces of shrap- 
nel buried in his side. 


'In spite of their own sufferings, they were 
trying to help me; and when I was fully con- 
scious again the German gave us a morphia 
injection and took one himself. His medical 
corps had also provided him with the injec- 
tion and the needle, together with printed in- 
structions for their use. After the injection, 
feeling wonderfully at ease, we spoke of the 
lives we had lived before the war. We all 
spoke English, and we talked of the women 
we had left at home. Both the German and 
the Britisher had been married only a 
year. 


‘I wondered—and I suppose the others did 
—why we had fought each other at all I 
looked at the Highlander, who was falling 
asleep, exhausted, and, in spite of his drawn 
face and mud-stained uniform, he looked the 
embodiment of freedom. Then I thought of 
the Tricolor of France and all that France had 
done for liberty. Then I watched the Ger- 
man, who had ceased to speak. He had taken 
a prayer book from his knapsack, and was try- 
ing to read a service for soldiers wounded in 
battle. And . . . while I watched him I 
realized what we were fighting for . ... 
He was dying in vain, while the Britisher and 
myself by our deaths, would probably contrib- 
ute something towards the cause of civiliza- 
lion and peace.’”

My Dear Mr. Steele: 


‚ We have closed today the work for the sea- 
son of 1915 of the Philadelphia Flower, Fruit 
and Ice Mission aud tlie Executive Committee 
desire me to express the cordial appreciation 
of all the members, and to express formally 
the thanks of the Society, for the use during 
the summer of the rooms of the Parish House. 


We met on Wednesday of each of twenty- 
two weeks from May 19th to October 13th. 
During that time, we received and distributed 
13,000 bouquets of flowers. A large quantity 
of fruit and vegetables were distributed also 
among the sick, to the homes of the infirm 
poor and to hospitals; while 325 persons have 
been served daily with ice and almost that 
same number with milk where it was needed, 
especially by tubercular patients and by little 
children, all of this in families where they 
would have been unable to purchase it for 
themselves.

CHAPEL NOTES. 
Sunday Evening Service. 

With the beginning of October the Sundav 
Evening Services at the Chapel were resumed, 
following the resumption also. of the After- 
noon Meetings of the Sunday School at the 
same hour as in former years. This means 
that the full schedule of normal Sunday Ser- 
vices is in force as always, i. e., Early Celebra- 
tion at Eight O'clock, Morning Prayer and 
Sermon at Eleven O'clock, Sunday School at 
‘Two-thirty and Evening Prayer and Sermon 
at Eight O'clock. 


This evening service, as every one realizes, 
has for several years past been a serious prob- 
lem and has presented great perplexity to every 
one who has attempted to solve it as a prob- 
lem. The attendance this year, as for a half 
dozen years past, is small; perhaps, numerical- 
ly, just about the same one year as another. 


It is hoped that this attendance may not be- 
come so small as to necessitate the services’ 
discontinuance; but that will simply be a 
question of fact and of the multiplication ta- 
ble. There is no purpose accomplished by 
having any service anywhere at any hour of 
any day that is not attended. If this one is 
attended, or to whatever extent it is attended, 
to that extent—and in that proportion—every 
effort will be made to enhance it and embel- 
lish it in every particular. 
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Which means simply this. For years we have 
tried, by exhortation and by invitation, by 
placing special emphasis upon the music, by 
arranging special kinds of services, sometimes 
by having visiting preachers, sometimes by 
turning the hour entirely into one for a chil- 
dren's service, etc., to engage more people's 


. juterest and to increase the number of attend- 


ants. 


From this point on, it is decided to pursue 
the very opposite policy; namely, of taking 
the attendance for what it actually seems to 
be, as something that we seem unable to: in- 
crease or to alter, and to let that be the de- 
termining factor in the thing that we can 
change and improve possibly, namely the ser- 
vice itself, but to do this only provided—and 
in direct proportion as—interest in the service 
seems to be manifest by attending the ser- 
vice, which is something that people them- 
sclves will have to do if they wish to have 
anything else or more done. 


Parish Visitor's Request. 

The Parish Visitor sends a letter asking 
that notice be given in this column that she 
is in need of, and anxious to receive, any gifts 
from the people, such as they have been ac- 
customed sometimes to make, of things for use 


.in her work of distribution of articles of cloth- 


ing, etc. Things of this kind may be sent to 
the Chapel at any time where they will be 
gladly received for her by the Sexton. 


The Chapel, as of course every one knows, 
is open and the Sexton is in attendance every 
day during the week. “Miss Annie" makes 
a consistent practice of being in the Choir 
Room in the basement of the Chapel herself 
every Tuesday Afternoon and will be glad to 
receive and acknowledge in person any such 
things as have always been given. The more 
convenient entrance to this room is that by 
the Summer Street gateway, although admis- 
sion can always be gained through the Seven- 
teenth Street entrance of the Chapel proper. 

Altar Society. 

Miss Brannix, the Directress of the Altar 
Society, calls attention to the fact that the 
funds in the treasury are low, as they always 
are at this season of the year. It is for this 
reason that the Second Sunday in November 
is appointed as the day for an Offering for 
this Object. It will be understood, of course, 
that, with the change of policy in the matter 
of Chapel Finances this year, only such money 
as the people themselves care to contribute to 
such objects as this will be available for the 
use of this as of any similar society. No other 


object could appeal more strongly or more 
rectly and that is the reason why this 18 
very first of a series of such objects appoin 
for a definite day of its own. 


In due course, other objects such as 
the people have been familiar with, will ¢ 
their place in the schedule; but there wi 
be any necessity this year—and therefore 
appeals will be made—for any money for 
distinctly Parish House Work, since th 
will not be any such work. On the off 
hand, there will be no subsidy this year fi 
such funds as the Rector’s Discretionary Py 
at the Church. Whatever the people wish 
do themselves, and to whatever extent tl 
wish to raise money for objects, only to t 
extent will offerings be appointed and to 
that extent will there be money in existi 
This has nothing to do—it never had— 
the Envelope System. Money contribut 
that way is money similar in form to 
Rent anywhere else and goes to help 
needs for actual maintenance of prop 
payment of salaries, etc., a need definitel 
derstood by this time to be other than 
of the Open Offerings. 


Afternoon Sunday School. 

Mr. Warner has been making studious 
earnest effort to find a suitable professio 
teacher for the Afternoon Sunday Sch 
which has begun its sessions so pleasantl 
so profitably. This kind of a Sunday Sc 
made up entirely of children of school-goi 
age, instead of a mixed personnel of older p 
sons also, many of them long since confi 
and therefore past the age of normal Sun 
School attendants, is certainly a normal com 
dition of things and an ideal worth havin 
striven for. The number of children of th 
age has proven to be between seventy-five ай 
one hundred. 


The success of these several Sundays pa 
has proven the possibility and has illustrate 
the desirability of having this kind of om 
large class of small people, with one exp 
teacher, rather than a large number of sn 
classes of people of all sizes without a su 
cient number of available teachers. If the 
remaining problem now is solved of finding 
ideal teacher, the Sunday School will have 
come a model school in every way. It wi 
only remain for the former members of church 
going age to come to church at the hour, 
at one of the hours, of church service and 
the church proper instead of to some othel 
kind of meeting at another time and in am 
other place.

Week Day Services. 

For a long time I have been perplexed over 
the problem of the week-day services, though 
because of one thing only namely, the small 
attendance. This has been so sparse as to 
be literally negligible. I am more than will- 
ing—I am glad and anxious—to have any ser- 
vice at any hour of any day that anybody 
wants, provided only that there are enough 
of these to make it reasonable and not merely 
ridiculous to maintain such a schedule of ser- 
vices. 

For several years past, the Saint’s Day Ser- 
vices have been attended, never by more than 
half a dozen, often by as few as two and usu- 
ally by an average of about three or four peo- 
ple. The Litany Service on Fridays has had, 
under normal conditions, maybe three people 
and, in case of even slightly inclement weather, 
this engagement has had to be kept by some 
one of the clergy, time after time, for nobody’s 
arriving at all. 


Purpose of Services. 

I have a personal feeling of aversion toward 
any practice that maintains any schedule of 
church services merely for the sake of observ- 
ing a schedule. All this is entirely apart from 
the fact that, for the time being, while we 
have no assistant at the Church, it is unrea- 
sonable to expect the Rector to do this. I 
think, therefore, the only sane and normal 
thing to do is to say that, from this point on, 
we will abolish at least this Friday Litany 
Service. For this season, I am still content 
to make pretense at least of observance of the 
Saints’ Days—if any such number of people 
show sufficiently a desire to have them ob- 
served by coming to service. If not, we will 
simply have to discontinue these also, and that 
not upon any theoretical but solely upon prac- 
tical grounds.

ebration of the Holy Communion every Sunday at 8 A. M., every Saint's Day at 11 A. M. 
and every first Sunday at the 11 o'clock service. 
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The week of the Preaching Mission in this Di- 
ocese has come and gone with such observance 
and with such results as attendance at services 
in various places has manifested in terms of 
figures and as the earnestness and worth of 


the preaching have proven in point of fact. - 


Some of these services have been so well at- 
tended and some of this preaching has been so 
well done, while on the other hand at some 
points the attendance has been so discourag- 
ingly small and the efforts so artificial and con- 
ventional, as to leave in the minds of many 
an open question with regard to the wisdom 
of the whole undertaking. 


In this parish, on last Sunday we were par- 
ticular fortunate as well as highly honored in 
having for preacher at the morning service, 
Rev. Dr. Freeman, of Minneapolis, the mover 
of the Resolution in the General Convention 
which brought this proceeding to pass, and in 
the evening the Bishop of the Diocese, who 
was welcomed by the largest congregation we 
have had in church since Easter. This must 
have been source of gratification to them both 
and the sermons that both preached will long 
be remembered by all of us. Our gratitude 
goes out to them for the distinction they con- 
ferred upon us and for the inspiration that 
they gave us.

Bishop.—The highest of the three Orders of the 
pacred Ministry (Bishops, Priests and Deacons). 
is derived from the Greek word Episcopos, the

elision. The word means overseer. The functions 
of a Bishop are to rule his diocese, ordain to the 
Ministry, administer Confirmation, consecrate 
Church buildings, etc. 

Bishop Coadjutor.—When a Bishop of a Diocese 
by reason of old age or other permanent cause of 
infirmity, or by reason of extent of territory, is 
unable to discharge his Episcopal duties, a second 
Bishop may be elected by and for the Diocese to 
assist the first in his work. In case of the death 
of the Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor succeeds him 
in his office and becomes Bishop of the Diocese. 

Bishop Suffragan.—From the Latin verb, suffra- 
gor, to assist. An auxiliary or assistant bishop. In 
the English Church, one consecrated for service in 
a limited portion of the diocese. In this Church, 
however, where the office is a new one, only creat- 
ed by the General Convention half a dozen years 
ago, he is rather one consecrated with limited 
rights and duties. He has seat but no vote in the 
House of Bishops and his election does not carry 
the rite nor even furnish the supposition of succes- 
sion to the Bishop he is chosen to assist. 


Missionary Bishop.—A Bishop elected by the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention, on 
nomination by the House of Bishops, and conse- 
crated to exercise Episcopal functions in States or 
Territories, or parts thereof, not organized into 
Dioceses. Missionary Bishops are in the same 
manner nominated, elected and consecrated for the 
work of the Church in Foreign Fields. 


Bishop's Charge.— Title I, Canon 19, Sec. IX of 
the Canons of the General Convention makes the fol- 
lowing provision: “It is deemed proper that every 
Bishop of this Church shall deliver, at least once in 
three years, a charge to the Clergy of his Diocese, 
unless prevented by reasonable cause. And it is also 
deemed proper that, from time to time, he shall 
address to the people of his Diocese Pastoral Let- 
ters on some points of Christian doctrine, worship 
or manners. Usually this practice prevails once 
a year instead of once in three. 


Bishop's Visitation.— Title I, Canon 19, Sec. X of 
the general Canons of the Church provides that 
"Every Bishop shall visit the Churches within his 
Diocese at least once in three years, for the purpose 
of examining the state of his Church, inspecting the 
behavior of his Clergy, administering the Apostolic 
rite of Confirmation, ministering the word, and, if 
he think fit, administering the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper to the people committed to his 
charge." This also happens in this Diocese once a 
year. 

Presiding Bishop.—The name given to the Bishop 
of the Church who is Senior by date of consecra- 
tion, He presides in the House of Bishops of the 
General Convention. When the Convention is not 
in session, he has. special duties and functions, all 
of which are defined in detail in the Canons. 

Chancellor.—An officer of the Diocese, learned 
in the law, whose duty it is to act as the legal 
counselor of the Bishop and of the Standing Com- 
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mittee in matters affecting the interest of the 
Church, as his professional counsel may be asked 
or required. He presides also at Ecclesiastical 
Trials, when such are held. 

Convention.—An assemblage of Clergy and Laity 
of the Church met together for the purpose of con- 
sidering matters of moment and of legislating upon 
them. These range from a Council, which may be 
ecumenical, i e., general, to those merely of local 
membership. As such, they may be National, 
Provincial or Diocesan. The Diocesan Conventions 
meet once a year; the General Convention of the 
whole Church meets only once in three years. 


Deacon.—One who has been ordained to the 
lowest of three orders of the Ministry. The account 
of the institution of the Order of Deacons is found 
in the Book of Acts, Chapter 6, Verses 1 to 7. The 
record here is that the first Deacons were ordained 
to attend especially to the benevolent work of the 
Church, such as caring for the poor. They later 
became also preachers of the Word. The office of 
Deacon is still retained in the Church as one of 
three orders in the Ministry. 

Deaconess.—In the Apostles’ time there were 
holy women set apart for the work of the Church. 
Such for example was Phoebe, who was commend- 
ed by St. Paul. This Order of Deaconesses con- 
tinued until about the seventh century, when the 
changed condition in the Church interfered with its 
usefulness. In many places the order has of late 
years been revived and is demonstrating its orig- 
inal usefulness. 

Archdeacon.—A term introduced from the Church 
of England and applied to a Priest who рге- 
sides over an Archdeaconry or Convocation. Some- 
times he is the General Missionary of a Dio- 
cese; sometimes of a prescribed district in a Dio- 
cese. In our own Diocese, these divisions are called 
Convocations and the term preferably employed 
for the Priest mentioned above is Dean. 

Assistant Minister.—A Priest or Deacon who as- 
sists or helps the Rector of a Parish in his work is 
thus called. Sometimes the term "Curate" is em- 
ployed to designate the Assistant Minister. In this 
Parish, he has no relation to the Vestry. He is not 
elected- but only appointed. The Rector chooses 
and appoints him; the Vestry merely fix his salary. 

Candidate. — The name commonly given to one 
who is preparing for Holy Baptism or Confirma- 
tion. The name is also applied to one who seeks 
admission to the Sacred Ministry. When thus en- 
rolled he is called a “Candidate for Holy Orders.” 
The more common use in a Parish is that which 
applies to Candidates for Confirmation. 

Dean.—An ecclesiastical title derived from the 
Latin word decanus, meaning one presiding over 
ten. In England, a Dean is an important Church 
dignitary and ranks next to a Bishop. The word is 
used in the American Church with a considerable 
modification of its original meaning. Sometimes 
he is a functionary of a Cathedral, with a recognized 
office slightly above that of a Priest of a local par- 
ish; sometimes he is the presiding officer of a Con- 
vocation—which, see. 

Deposition.—The word is used in the General 
Canons descriptive of the act formally of removing 
a man from the office of the Ministry, as the penalty 
for offenses enumerated in specific Canons. De- 
position can be performed by a Bishop only after 
sufficient evidence. Sometimes this is furnished

shop." Such a building is called the Parish House. 
It is not a part of a Church building proper and is 
not à Consecrated building. 


Parishioner.—One who belongs to a Parish. The 
Parish partakes of the character of the people who 
compose it. It is customary to use crude definitive 
terms and speak of High-Church Parishes, Low- 
Church Parishes, etc. It is improper to speak of 
Parishioners of a Chapel, since a Chapel is not a 
Parish; it is but part of a larger inclusive Parish 
and attendants there at services are enrolled in the 
Parish as a whole. They are so Received and so 
Transferred. 


Parson.—The old name used in England for the 
incumbent of a Parish. Parson and person are the 
same word, being derived from the Latin Persona. 
The Parson is so called, says Blackstone, “because 
by his person the Church, which is an invisible 
body, is represented. 


Pastor.—A Latin word meaning Shepherd, which 
has also been assumed for Ministers. The Pastor 
bears this relation to the Flock over which he is 
placed. He deals with individuals. His intercourse 
is personal. His offices are for all and for each. 


Clergyman.—The word includes many and varied 
offces—Minister, Rector, Preacher, Priest. All 
these offices and labors have reference to the peo- 
ple’s spiritual interests. A Pastor is one having 
the cure, i. e., the care or change of souls. A clergy- 
man is not a Pastor simply because he is ordained; 
there is also necessary the call from a definite num- 
ber of people over whom the charge is to be exer- 
cised. 'That is what is meant by a Priest's being 
without a Cure, a Clergyman being with a Charge. 


Priest.—The shortened form of the word Presby- 
ter. The title is that of the second Order of the 
Ministry. His duties are to celebrate the Holy 
Communion, to administer Baptism, in short to 
exercise every sacred function which is not proper- 
ly or exclusively Episcopal; that is, belonging to 
the Bishop. All this of course as well as to preach, 
in which capacity the other title, Preacher. 


Rector.—The official title of the Priest who has 
charge of a Parish and who as such is its ruler, 
guide and director. The word means “one who 
rules.” By the canons of the Church, the Rector 
is head of the Parish. As he is ex-officio head of 
all its organizations. He is the presiding officer at 
Vestry Meetings, Superintendent of the Sunday 
School, and President per se of all parochial socie- 
ties. These offices he may delegate to others; but 
ex-officio the Rector is head of all, All work that 
may be done in the Parish is done with reference 
to his consent and approval. 


Standing Committee.—The General Canons of the 
Episcopal Church provide that, in every Diocese, 
there shall be a Standing Committee (usually com- 
posed of not less than three. Clergymen and two 
laymen, who shall be communicants) to be appoint- 
ed by the Convention thereof, whose duties, except 
so far as provided for by the Canons of the Gen- 
eral Convention, may be prescribed by the Canons 
of the respective Dioceses. The Standing Commit- 
tee acts as the Bishops’ Council of Advice, while 
having some specific duties of its own. 
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I had never heard of Lake Tahoe until Fate pick- 
ed me up and literally led me to it. I was amazed, 
as are all other tourists, to find a region of such 
varied charm so easily accessible from a trans-con-

This huge chest of Nature's art treasures is as 
awesome as Niagara, as interesting as the Yellow- 
stone, as different from other places as Yosemite, 
and its beauties are those of the Thousand Islands 
or of the Muskoka Lakes. The country about the 


lake is of the wildest kind as far, so it seems, as. 


the distance the sun travels over, and the name it- 
self, appropriately chosen, is old Indian for Great. 
People plan here to stop off a day and they stay for 
a week or a month. Nor are the reasons far to seek. 


They may be summarized in four words, viz.: cli- 
mate, topography, healthfulness and all-around rest- 


fulness. 


High mountains above and wide water below, the 
snow-covered hills for a frame and the lake for a 
picture; these two features dominate. Then come 
all the details. The height of the mountains is ir- 
regular, but they stand a perfect circle of fine scen- 
ery. The depth of the water varies from a few feet 
to over 2000 feet, which, together with the peculiarly 
variable bottom of the lake, produces marvelous col- 
or effects. The lake bottom on a clear, wind-quiet 
day can be clearly seen, except in the lowest depths. 
Here and there are patches of fairly level area, cov- 
ered either with rocky boulder, moss-covered rocks 
or vari-colored sands. Then, suddenly, the eye falls 
upon a ledge, on the yonder side of which the 
water suddenly becomes deep blue. That ledge may 
denote a submarine precipice, a hundred, five hun- 
dred, a thousand feet deep. 


These colors and this beauty are nothing else than 
words from Nature’s gospel. Is it not wonderful, 
the way in which something unspeakable and unex- 
plainable covers the chasms and wounds of the earth 
with splendor? Is it not what the name of the lovely 
New Hampshire lake, Winnepesaukee, indicates: 
“The Smile of the Great Spirit?” It is noteworthy 
that this color is connected with purity.

canyon. For it took both time and patience t€ 
ascend that long defile. 


| the whole region, the days and nights of Sum- 
are free from both wind and frost. The sun 
pers the air that every hour is an exhilira- 
Is this because or in spite cf the fact that near 
d you are embowered in forest and that in 
all about you are those snow-clad ranges: 
ese forests of trees have a charm in themselves; 
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pines, firs, spruces, hemlocks, cedars, junipers and 
tamaracks. The native populace were Washoe In- 
dians and these are the only habitants that brave 
the Winters. Others clear the way early for King 
Cold. And an early setting in it is, they say, of his 
long reign. 


But this Summer climate certainly is as near per- 
fection as is conceivable. The days of sunshine, 
clear and bright, are crowned with soft, beautiful 
sunsets, while the nights are cool and sleep-inducing. 
This is a place where woodland and mountain 
breezes cool and purify the air to such a degree that 
it has a subtle charm. Неге is a place where the 
scenery is beautiful and romantic, where nature is 
at its best, nature glorified, nature almost deified. 


All about the region there is such hunting in sea- 
son as consists in finding and such fishing as ex- 
ceeds stories that even proverbial anglers tell. For, 
above all else, there are trout. Abouta ton a day are 
taken from the lake, in the season, for purposes com- 
mercial. We tried to fish an hour by the way, upon 
an outing one day, in a little stream along the auto 
road, but the trout seemed wiser than we. Last 
year the prize trout taken from the lake, for which 
a silver cup is offered every Summer, weighed twen- 
ty-eight pounds. 


There are two main things to be done by those 
who “do” Lake Tahoe. Other excursions by the 
dozen may be taken; these two must be taken. They 
are the boat trip and the motor trip. The steamer 
excursion goes on a circuitous journey once a day, 
touching at all the little ports and piers; and any one 
cf half a dozen automobile routes there are by which 
cars run, preferably to Emerald Bay and thence 
on to Tallac and return. We did these both, and 
by each were impressed, either giving a different 
vantage point for viewing the weird beauty of this 
sheet of water and these mountain heights. 


On that complete circuit of the lake by boat new 
glories and fresh wonders constantly sprang forth 
as pleasant surprises and we learned to realize that 
here nature indeed has been most prodigal in her 
scenic gifts to mankind. The shore all along is in- 
dented with deep, curved bays and coves, bordered 
by narrow sandbeaches, and where the sands end the 
steep mountain sides rise right up aloft into space— 
rise up like vast walls a little out of the perpendicular 
and thickly wooded to the point where the timber 
line gives way to snow. The water is so shot through 
with light that you can see the bottom anywhere 
down to a depth beyond your former power to be- 
lieve, while the beaches, shelving sometimes and 
sometimes precipitous, produce all shades of green 
by their various depths of color. 


Chief of all the automobile trips is the boulevard 
ride around the lake to Tallac, and thence on by Lake- 
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side and by Cave Rock to Glenbrook, a distance of 
fifty miles; which same we took, and on which we 
often experienced, on looking down from one of its 
many mountain galleries, a feeling of surprise, as if 
the sky and earth had somehow been reversed, as 
if we were looking down upon the sky instead of on 
the earth. 


We came, by turns of the road, out upon these 
precipices where you can come as near as you ever 
will in this world to looking down on a bay from 
a balloon. This ride down the lakeside by the au- 
tomobile road is one of varied delights, as the visi- 
tor sees only the Lake itself from every possible 
angle, but gains an ever-shifting panorama of coun- 
try; and, more remarkable than all, he rides directly 
over that wonderful kaleidoscope of changing color 
that is a never-ceasing surprise and enchantment. 


There is something else here as unique as anything 
yet mentioned. Maybe I am long in coming to it, 
since it seems the thing most in my line, but so was 
Sunday long in coming. No one here, however, is 
late, nor even neglectful, in attendance at a service 
in a most peculiar church. The Church of the Trans- 
figuration (Episcopal), is unique, in that it is an 
cpen-air building, the altar only being roofed. Tow- 
ering pines stand as aisles and the vaulted ceiling is 
the clear blue dome of heaven. Rustic and simple, it 
harmonizes exquisitely with its surroundings and 
strangely insensible must that worshipper be who, as 
he kneels in this Nature shrine, with a wonderful 
accompaniment of hundreds of singing birds and the 
ascending incense of a thousand flowers, does not 
feel his own soul lifted into a higher and more spir- 
itual frame. 


'The whole influence of this weird environment is 
unreal; and yet it is most real; because it elevates, 
inspires, dignifies and renders serious all who come 
under its spell It is possible to tell tales of early 
pioneers here, until you make those actors long dead 
live again; it is possible to paint a picture with a 
pen, imprison color in a simile, pack melody in 
metaphore and give a whiff of ozone in an illustra- 
tion; but there are feelings that can only be dis- 
cerned and not described; there are trills of inspira- 
tion that cannot be passed along. It is this that 
makes this region one in which to sit down calmly 
and invite your soul. Here is Nature, peaceful, pure 
and undefiled, each one of these because the other. 
T have never felt so far from human haunts, nor so 
close to divinity. I have never seen a place so wild, 
ror one in which thoughts of great import were 
quite so easily caught:

Services at the Chapel. One after another— 
as well as the Rector of the Parish—has 
spoken and written, announced from the chan- 
cel and visited homes to distribute in person, 
the Subscription Cards and Packages of En- 
velopes. They have explained the purpose of 
these and exhorted those who came to services 
to use them. All this has been done for four- 
teen years. i 


That seems long enough to incline me this 
year to speak of this matter only in the form 
of presentation of some facts and figures. You 
will recall that these two months past I have 
dwelt upon the entire change of policy in the 
matter of expenditures at the Chapel I ex-. 
plained that, hereaíter, instead of trying even 
by the expenditure of abnormal amounts of 
money to provide a form of service and to sup- 
plement from other sources—such as the Rec- 
tors Discretionary Fund at the Church—the 
offerings at the Chapel, we were now going to 
proceed from the other end and, allowing the 
people to manifest by their interest, by their 
attendance and by their own expressions of 
desire what they wanted to do, strive to make 
our plans accordingly. 


Now, with regard to the Envelope System 
in particular, here is the story of last year, 
without either exhortation or congratulation, 
without appeal and without applause. There 
are, by actual count, 71 names of persons in 
the book in which the records of these weekly 
contributions are kept who have made those 
weekly contributions with any such fidelity as 
to make it seem worth while to send new 
packages to them for a new year. The range 
of the amounts of individual contributions is a 
wide range, all the way from five cents up- 
ward. The total arrived at by adding these 
together and multiplying -by fifty-two, the 
number of weeks in the year, would be $616.20. 


Out of the list of Envelope Subscribers en- 
rolled from the first of January last, ros might 
as well not have been counted at all, for rea- 
sons of delinquency which the facts following 
best indicate. 18 never turned in a single en- 
velope. r5 others continued for only one 
month orless. 24 more had entirely lapsed be- 
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fore Easter. And still 47 others had failed to 
continue as of the first of June. Do not be sur- 
prised, therefore, if this year no appeal is 
made; that has been done for years enough. 
Do not be surprised if no envelopes are sent to 
these 105 people; the returns, it seems, would 
scarcely pay the postage. And, do not be per- 
plexed and do not seek for reasons farther 
than this reason, for the cutting down, this 
past year, of a $9000.00 Expense Budget. 


With regard to Christmas itself, when that 
time shall have come, I do not know whether 
you will wish to have any Christmas Enter- 
tainment or provide any Christmas Festivities 
for the children of the Sunday School or not. 
There are, in this lately reorganized Sunday 
School, between seventy-five and a hundred 
children of actual Sunday-School-going age. 
The attendance at the sessions, Sunday after- 
noons, is regular, constant and creditable. The 
teaching is being well done. In every way, 
the Sunday School is doing now just what it 
ought to do—up to the limit of its size. 


Last year the Rector furnished, out of funds 
contributed at the Church, $217.97 to provide 
for the affairs of Christmas Season at the 
Chapel. This year, this is not to be forthcom- 
ing. Opportunities will be given to the Chapel 
congregation, at sufficient Sunday Services, to 
make contributions for this purpose. To what- 
ever extent those contributions are made, to 
that extent expenditures will be incurred for 
an Entertainment this year for the Chapel 
Sunday School. 


At the Church, the same Christmas oppor- 
tunities will be open—and more of them this 
year for that matter—for certain of the Chapel 
people, young as well as old. There will be 
the New Year’s Eve Party, with the same in- 
vitation as for the past two years. The 
Mothers’ Meeting has in attendance regularly 
a dozen of the former members of the 
Chapel Mothers’ Meeting; they will have 
their Christmas Supper, as they have al- 
ready had their Thanksgiving Festival. The 
Girls’ Club also are going on with their 
work and their plans, including the for- 
mer membership of the Chapel Girls’ Club, 
which has been incorporated into the Monday 
Night Club at the Church. It is only of the 
Chapel Sunday School Entertainment I am 
speaking. I am speaking even of this only to 
the Chapel congregation.

Detter to Envelope Subscribers 


This Letter Applies to Both Church and Chapel 


Envelope Subscribers. 
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May Mean New Amounts. 

In the third place, if as a subscriber you have 
been a regular contributor in a definite fixed. 
amount, you may either change or continue 
this special amount, as you wish. If it has 
seemed to you too small, increase it. If, by 
any chance, it was larger than you expected it 
to prove, and if you are anxious to continue 
the method but feel the amount you formerly 
pledged to be burdensome, begin the new year 
with a different amount. You need not notify 
me about this. I will understand as next year's 
envelopes begin to come in. Just go at it sys- 
tematically and keep at it regularly. 


One other thing—last of all, but for that 
reason most important. Do not mislay or lose 
the envelopes. Put them in a safe, convenient 
place and try to preserve them, so that they 
can be used in an orderly fashion. Try hard 
to do this. 


If Envelopes are Lost. 

But, if for any good and valid reason, your 
should lose them, or mislay them, or get them 
mixed, or confuse the numbers, or in any pos- 
sible way mishandle them, tell me. Write to 
me, or speak to the Sexton about it. Or speak 
to Mr. Bell in the Sunday School about it, or 
to Miss Morton at the Girls’ Club. We will, 
any or all of us, provide you with another set 
and a new number. 


Of course, you understand, this does not 
mean that anybody handles the records or 
checks up the amounts except myself.

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1 Church Vocabulary, No. III.

1 
have been surprised and more than gratified, 
the first at the need that seems to exist for 
this and, secondly, by the pleasure and profit 
both that it has given many people in perusal. 
I am therefore constrained to go on further 
with this teaching task and this month to de- 
fine still other terms that are of common usage 
in all churches but that seem to be misunder- 
stood or often times un-understood. The for- 
mer two installments have appeared in the No- 
vember and December copies of the Parish 
Helper. These might well be kept at hand for 
reference.—D. M. 5. 


Board of Missions.—Composed of all the Bishops 
of the Church in the United States and the members 
for the time being of the House of Deputies of the 
General Convention (including the Delegates from 
the Missionary Jurisdictions), the members of the 
Board of Managers and the Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Board. 


Board of Managers .—Comprises the Presiding 
Bishop, fifteen other Bishops, fifteen Presbyters 
and fifteen Laymen. The Board thus composed 
has the management of the General Missions of the 
Church and, when the Board of Missions is not 
in session, exercises all the corporate powers of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. 


Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society.—This 
society is the Church's established agency, under 
the authority and direction of the General Con- 
vention, for the prosecution of mission work among 
Negroes of the South, the Indians of the North, 
the people in the New States and Territories in the 
West and in some of the older Dioceses. The So- 
ciety maintains work in both Dioceses and Mission- 
ary Jurisdictions in this country and also in Africa, 
China, Japan, Haiti, Mexico, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. 


Diocesan Missions.—Church work done in a Dio- 
cese outside of its Parishes and having for its ob- 
ject the extension of the Church within territorial 
limits of the Diocese, is called Diocesan Mission 
Work. The distinction between Domestic and For- 
eign Missions, which are still other separate terms, 
is not necessarily one of kind, but one of locality 
into which such endeavor is carried: "Home" Mis- 
sions being work within the United States; Foreign, 
that done in "foreign" lands. 


Board of Managers. The Executive Committee 
of the Board of Missions which has charge of the 
general Mission Work of the Church. When the 
Board of Missions is not in Session, it exercises all 
the corporate powers of The Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society. The Board of Managers meets

ment Wagon-road. No railroad or trolley line 
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A Visit to The Yellowstone. 


has ever been constructed, nor ever is to be, the 
only mode of transportation being the more pic- 
turesque one either by stage or on horseback. Even 
on the regulation coaches of the transportation 
companies, one may take as long as he chooses, 
stopping off at each place as many days as he pleases 
and continuing, on his coupon ticket, when he is 
ready. The stage route begins where the railroad 
ends, where over the entrance is fittingly inscribed: 
“The Gate to the Mountains." The route, through 
the Park and back again to the same entrance, is 
over the finest and most picturesque part of the 
Rocky Mountains, the whole at an altitude of about 
a mile and a halt above the level of New York or 
Philadelphia, a height from which one might look 
down upon Mt. Washington, a quarter of a mile. 


On this drive, continued thus six days, we passed 
through canons and beneath crags, over mountains 
and through valleys. We stopped to drink from 
springs which are the heads of rivers. We tra- 
versed long slopes and smiling grass-carpeted and 
flower-bordered valleys. We passed in sight of 
pertified forests. At points everywhere and there 
we came suddenly out upon terraces where great 
wide panoramas opened of pine trees and snow-clad 
peaks all the way around the high horizon. And 
we constantly caught glimpses of the Three Tetons, 
mountains of Wyoming, triple symbols of eternity, 
one forty, one sixty, one a hundred miles away. 


The first day’s drive is from that Entrance Gate- 
way to the Mammoth Hot Springs Hotel, the center 
of the first point of interest, seven miles inside the 
boundary line. The whole region here is spoken 
of familiarly as “The Formation,” since it consists 
of the boiling hot springs and their resulting ter- 
races. From the hotel one needs no guide to point 
direction to these, as the strong smell of sulphur 
and the brilliant coloring in the sunlight serve to 
locate them. They are so large indeed as to be 
in themselves almost the sides of mountains and, 
in their shape and coloring, though not in their tem- 
perature, they resemble Niagara, as it would be 
frozen. As one proceeds over the sediment-en- 
crusted coating separating these springs from each 
other, he feels that only the thinnest shell separates 
him from the very center of the earth. The springs, 
level full to the surface with clear boiling water, 
are perfect pictures of color, which color is due to 
deposits, the constituent elements in solution being 
lime, arsenic, magnesia and sulphur. 
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The second day out is a drive of forty miles, 
broken in the middle at noonday for two hours' 
stop at the Norris Lunch Station. The road to this 
point winds through the Hoodoos, the Golden Gate 
and Silver Path to that large area of twenty acres 
which looks like a field of petrified snow. The 
sight of steam rising here from numerous earth 
vents gives to the whole the appearance of some 
great community of factories submerged; while the 
sound emitted from earth-crevaces is like the sound 
of the Mills of the Gods, all out of sight. Glimpses 
may be had here of those places, so many of which 
have been named after him who is fittingly thought 
of as the Prince of the realm—as, for instance, the 
Devil's Cave, the Devil's Kitchen, Devil's Frying 
Pan, etc. One of these, the Devil's Bathtub, is of 
such temperature as certainly only he himself, inured 
to his own special climate, would enjoy. 


The inside of others of these caves resembles 
nothing else so much as that scene on the operatic 
stage where the Rhine maidens swim in Das Rhein- 
gold." The exterior of one is shaped like the grin- 
ning skull of a fiend who has committed suicide, 
while, all about the others, deposits have been con- 
torted into shapes resembling goblins and gargoyles. 
One of these in the distance is so large that it looks 
like the ruins of some great stone castle recently 
destroyed by fire, with towers and battlements per- 
petually smoking. 


Another drive of twenty miles brought us for our 
overnight stop to the Fountain Hotel. Here is the 
region of those curious boiling springs of mud. 
Some, because of the presence of so much lime, are 
so white and because of the fluidity of their sub- 
stance so thick, that they look like great pots of 
boiling ice cream. Huge bubbles may be seen in 
process of formation, forming so slowly that it is 
easy to follow the actual process. The chief of 
these is the Mammoth Paint Pot, a circular disk the 
shape and size of the crater of some great volcano. 
The liquid is composed of oil, water, clay and lime, 
the result of the mixture being such a perfect paint 
that the walls of the dining room here, having been 
coated with it seven years ago, still preserve their 
color perfectly. 


The third day’s drive brought us to the region 
of the geysers. These are springs of water which 
boil and bubble normally level with the surface of 
the ground, but which, at intervals, varying from 
once an hour to once a week, erupt at heights rang- 
ing from thirty to three hundred feet. When not in 
eruption the water is so placid that one may ap- 
proach directly to its edge and look down into cav- 
erns which extend no one knows how near to the 
center of the earth. An eruption never leaves the 
observer dissatisfied. Each of the geysers does all 
that is advertised—does it never in haste and al-

I will have much more to say 
upon the subject, of course, as the time draws 
nearer. For the present, I am printing here a. 
portion of an article clipped from the Parish 
Paper of a distant Church whose Rector speaks 
herein words of sound wisdom. 


Importance of Confirmation. 


“Why should I be confirmed? Why may I not 
try to live the Christian life without publicly con- 
essing my resolve? I see many inconsistent pro- 
essing Christians and I do not care to run the 
risk of putting myself in such a position. I am 
not sure that I can succeed in living consistently 
he Christian life. I will make no profession; 
but I will try, in a quiet way by myself, to live 
as Christ taught men to live. What do I lose 
by this? What wrong do I do? What would I 
gain by being confirmed ? 


"In the first place your seeming humility is 


' not humility at all, but self-will. You prefer 


your own way to Christ’s way. You say you 
will try to hollow Him; but you impose your own 
conditions. His words are very plain and un- 
mistakable: Whosoever will confess me before 
men, him will I also confess before my Father in 
Heaven. You won't confess Him openly? You: 
are like the man in the Gospels who said he would 
follow—after he had lived a while longer with 
his father; or like Nicodemus who sought Jesus 
at night—when nobody could see him. Neither 
of these men did Jesus recognize as his disciples. 


“You are not sure you can live a good life? 
Well, the Church is not meant for perfect peo- 
ple, but for people who are trying to be good. 
Perfectly good people would hardly feel at home 
in the Church; for its members are always ask- 
ing for forgiveness and strength to lead a better 
life. Not your present goodness but your desire 
to be better is the test of your fitness to be con- 
firmed. 
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"Again, perhaps you are a regular attendant 
at Church. The Church has set confirmation as 
the gateway of admission to her deepest life and 
fullest privileges. The heart of all her worship 
is the sacrament of Communion. From this you 
shut yourself out. You hear the gracious invi- 
tation again and again and you refrain from the 
simple step that gives you the right to accept 
it. 


"Is this the attitude of an earnest disciple of 
the Master? Possibly there are obstacles which 
seem to stand in the way, matters in your own 
life or difficulties regarding the creed of the 
Church. Sometimes such hindrances are real; 
but more often they arise from some misunder- 
standing. In any case, would it not be well to 
talk the matter over frankly with the minister? 
He who has probably met other cases like yours. 
Will you not try to discover the truth and gain 
a clearer conception of your own duty? 


“I ask you, who have not yet openly confessed 
your loyalty to Christ, to think seriously of con- 
firmation this year—not only those who are young 
and to whom the opportunity comes at the nor- 
mal time of the first awakening of manhood and 
womanhood, but those also who have for years 
let the Master's call pass unheeded. To you also 
there is still the opportunity to come into loving 
communion with Christ and then to depart in 
peace according to His word. Before another 
year the chance may have passed forever." 


Parochial Calling. 

The following few paragraphs were written by 
a friend, the rector of a parish in another city, 
but to such a congregation and under such stress 
of circumstances that I know the picture word 
for word to be of actual conditions here. I could 
not describe my own feelings more accurately if 
they were my own expression. I reprint them, 
since quotation seems more impersonal than com- 
position.

used from very ancient times as a hymn in Christian 
Worship. St. Chrysostom, A. D. 425, spoke of it as 
"that wonderful and marvelous song which from 
that day to this has been sung everywhere through- 
out the world, and shall yet be sung by future gen- 
erations." 

Benedictus the canticle beginning "Blessed be 
the Lord God of Israel," used after the Second Les- 
son of Morning Prayer. It is the song uttered by 
Zacharias on the naming of St. John the Baptist 
and is found in St. Luke, ch. 1, vs. 68-80. The Bene- 
dictus has been used as a responsory canticle to 
the Second Lesson from very ancient times as the 
daily memorial of the Incarnation. 

Blessing of Peace,—the Benediction at the end of 
the Communion Service: "The Peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, keep your hearts and 
minds in the knowledge and love of God, and of 
His Son Jesus Christ our Lord: And the Blessing 
of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, be amongst you, and remain with you al- 
ways. Amen.” This beautiful Benediction is pe- 
culiar to the Anglican Liturgy, both as to form and 
place. 

The Church Calendar,—set forth in the introduc- 
tory portion of the Prayer Book. It consists of 
several Tables giving the Holy Days of the Church 
with their Proper Lessons, and also the ordinary 
days of the year with the Daily Lessons. It is 
well to note that the Calendar as thus set forth is 
the detailed law of the Church for the daily Wor- 
ship of God. There is so much stated and implied 
in this law it is well worth our careful study, and 
the reader is referred to this introductory portion 
of the Prayer Book. 

'Canticle,j—a word derived from the Latin canti- 
culus, meaning a little song. It is from "cantus," 
а song. The term is applied to the detached Psalms 
and Hymns used in the services of the Church, such 
as the Venite, Benedictus, Magnificat, etc. There 
are separate series of these for Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer each. 

Collect,—the name given to the short Prayers set 
forth in the Prayer Book and especially to the 
prayers used in connection with the Epistles and 
Gospels. The origin of the name is uncertain and 
various meanings have been given to it. Some have 
interpreted the name as indicating that this kind of 
prayer "collects" together the topics of previous 
prayers or else those of the Epistle and Gospel for 
the day. 

Creed,—a name derived from the Latin word, 
"credo." and signifying Belief. The Creed begins 
with the words, “I believe,” because each and every 
statement in it contains a truth proposed to our 
faith as faculty. In the Episcopal Church, two 
forms of the Creed are used; namely, the Apostles’ 
and the Nicene, to each of which the reader is re- 
ferred. 

Decalogue,—the name given to the Ten Command- 
ments and derived from the Greek word, “deka- 
logos,” meaning the Ten Words. They are divided 
into tables; the first four commandments set forth 
our duty towards God; the last six our duty towards 
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man, The reading of the Ten Commandments in 
the Communion Office is peculiar to our Liturgy. 
They were added in the year 1552, together with the 
response after each commandment, "Lord, have 
mercy upon us and incline our hearts to keep this 
law," which phrase is commonly called The Kyrie. 


Doxology,—any form or verse in which glory is 
ascribed to God or the Blessed Trinity; for example, 
the Gloria in Excelsis, which is called the Greater 
Doxology, and the Gloria Patri, the Lessor Doxol- 
ogy. The concluding words of the Lord's Prayer 
beginning "For Thine is the Kingdom," etc., is also 
called a Doxology. The word is derived from the 
Greek Doxologia, from “doxa,” praise, and “logos,” 
meaning word. 


Epistle,—the portion of Holy Scripture read be- 
fore the Gospel in the Communion Office, generally 
taken from one of the New Testament Epistles, al- 
though sometimes from the Acts of the Apostles or 
from one of the the Books of the Prophets of the 
Old Testament. It is well to note that the Collect, 
Epistle and Gospel embody the special teaching of 
the day for which they are appointed. 


Exhortation,—the name given to the short ad- 
dresses in the Prayer Book, beginning: "Dearly 
Beloved Brethren.” The Exhortation was intro- 
duced into the Daily Offices in 1552 and 1661. For- 
merly, Morning and Evening Prayer began with the 
Lord's Prayer, but the revisers, thinking this too 
abrupt a beginning, introduced Sentences, Exhor- 
tation, Confession and Absolution as a more fitting 
preparation for the worship that follows. 


General Confession,—the form of words used by 
both Minister and People in humbly acknowledging 
their sins before God in preparation for the true 
worship of His Name about to follow. The Gen- 
eral Confession was placed in Morning Prayer only 
in 1552 and in Evening Prayer in 1661. But St. 
Basil, writing in the fourth Century, tells us: "In 
all churches, immediately upon entering into the 
House of Prayer, we make confession of our sins 
unto God." 


Gloria in Excelsis,—meaning "Glory in the High- 
est," is the title of the final hymn in the Communion 
Office. It is called the "Angelic Hymn," as it is 
based on the song of the angels at the Savior's 
Birth. It is the oldest and most inspiring of all 
Christian Hymns. Its author and the time of its 
composition are unknown; but it was in use in the 
very earliest ages of the Church, as a daily morning 
hymn. 

Gloria Patri,—meaning "Glory to the Father,” the 
first words of the short anthem used after each 
Psalm and elsewhere in the services, viz., Glory be 
to the Father, and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost, 
as it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall 
be, world without end. Amen." The Gloria Patri 
has been used in Christian worship from the begin- 
ning and is traceable to the Baptismal Formula. 


Gloria Tibi,—the Latin title of the words of praise 
sung when the Holy 'Gospel is announced in the 
Holy Communion, viz., "Glory be to Thee, O Lord." 
This Gloria also comes down to us from the ancient 
usage of the Church, It is said with bowed head, 
as an act of worship. 


Gospel, The Holy,—the title given to the passage 
from the Gospels read at Holy Communion, com- 
monly called "the Gospel for the Day." During the 
reading of the Holy Gospel the people stand, as re- 
quired by the rubric. This custom is intended to 


show a reverent regard to the Son of God above 
other méssengers. 

Holy Communion.—Three names are given to th 
Sacrament, according to the way in whiCh it ig 
garded. It is called the Holy Communion, bec 
it is the means of keeping that union with Almi 
God through the Incarnation which commenced 
our Baptism. It is called the Lord's Supper, 
historical reference to the time and circumstance | 
its institution.

Joining the Church.—This is a phrase that he 
been productive of much harm.

Lectionary,—the tables to be found in the Pra 
Book setting forth the portions of Scripture to b 
read daily in Public Worship throughout the у 
also the proper lessons for Sundays and the H 
Days of the Church. The word is derived from 
Latin, "lectus," from "lego," to gather, #о т 
From this origin we have the word Lection a 
meaning a reading or lesson read; he who rea 
was called "Lector," a name given to one of 
minor orders in the Ancient Church. Two “Les 
sons" are to be read at each service in accorda 
with the custom of the early Christians; one from 
the Old Testament and one from the New. 

Lord's Prayer,—the prayer which Cur Lord taught 
His disciples when He said, “After this manner 
therefore, pray ye." 'The Church has always takel 
these words literally; so that in all her servi 
Daily Prayer, Litany, Baptism, Confirmation, Hol 
Communion, Visitation of the Sick, etc., the Lord 
Prayer is always an integral part. In the Com 
munion Office, the Lord's Prayer occurs twice; but il 
is to be noted that the rubric directs the first to 
said by the Priest alone, as a part of his private 
preparation. 

Magnificat, the Latin title, meaning “doth nx 
nify,” of the hymn sung after the First Lesson 
Daily Evening Prayer. It is found in the Gospi 
of St. Luke, ch. 1, vs. 46-56, and is the song of ргаї 
to which Mary gave utterance, at the announcemen 
of her conception. "This beautiful hymn is used a 
Evening Prayer as the daily commemoration of the 
Incarnation. 

Nicene Creed,—the name commonly given to the 
longer of the two Creeds set forth in the Prayer 
Book, from its being settled at the Council of Nicea 
It was introduced into the Liturgy, A. D. 471. The 
rubric directs that it be especially recited in the 
service on Christmas Day, Easter Day, Ascension 
Day, Whitsunday and Trinity Sunday. The Nicene 
Creed is the Creed of worship; the Apostles’ the 
Creed of Instruction and of the Daily Offices. 

Nunc Dimittis,—the . Latin title for the Song of 
Simeon: “Now: lettest Thou Thy servant depart i 
peace," which is sung after the Second Lesson a 
Evening Prayer in praise of the manifestation of th 
Incarnate Word. It is to be' found in St. Luke, 
ch. 2, vs. 29-32. The Nunc Dimittis has been 80 
used throughout the Church from the earliest ages, 
being mentioned in the Apostolical Constitutions, 
written in the early part of the Fifth Century, а 
an Evening Canticle.

They grow to a height of 350 feet, and 
іопаПу have a base circumference of more than 
undred feet. Their age is determined by counting 
' annular rings from the center, each ring indicating 
ar’s growth. When John Muir, the well-known 
ornia scientist, carefully examined one of these 
burned part way through, it was found by these 
icentric growths to be more than 8000 years of age. 
are thus the oldest as well as the largest living 
gs in the world. i 

Nor are these groves of trees less wonderful than 
: matchless Yosemite Valley of which they are a 
ture. Indeed, the trees аге more wonderful than 
valley only because they live and grow. Their chief 
onder is that they have been living so long. They 
resent a continuous life that began on the farther 
of history. Their magnificent proportions and the 
solitudes in which they dwell give them a 
lime grandeur. They are the only known form of 
vegetation that seem to have the power to heal 
own scars indefinitely, to have no natural death, 
be as nearly as living things can be immortal. They 
ive thus the power to breathe upon one a great peace; 
they “make our noisy years seem moments in the 
g of Eternal Silence." 


Try to describe these living temples and you will 
to realize their vastness; or, better still, be silent 
let their grandeur and majesty and solemnity sink 
your soul. Remember that these stately, fluted 
lumns, with their soft, fibrous bark, were raising their 
П tops to the stars a thousand years before Caesar 
nquered Gaul and that they have never been known 
i die of old age. Nothing, not even a mountain tem-

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pest, a forest fire or a lightning flash has been able to 
lay them low. 

It is a wonderful experience, this journey to the high 
Sierras, a charming hegira, through vast virgin forests; 
for in the way there are seen spreading panoramas and 
vistas of mountain peaks, tumbling wateríalls, granite 
heights, cascades and river scenes unparalleled in all 
the world. The hills are the chief things in sight here- 
abouts, and there are some thousand square miles of 
them; but the valley proper, even with all these hills, is 
but part of a National Park. This latter embraces the 
whole crest of the Sierras, a territory of 1124 square 
miles. 

I will not attempt comparison with other places save 
at the length of one illustration. At the Grand Canyon, 
for example, you are at the edge of the world looking 
down and in; here you are at the bottom, looking out 
and always up. The first is a place to sojourn; this 
second is a place wherein you need not loiter to gain 
inspiration you will long remember. One can make 
the whole trip in and out comfortably in two days. The 
place is too big to be spoiled. It has power to over- 
whelm the most experienced globe-trotters, with its 
miles of perpendicularity. And it did so this past 
summer, with a special force and for peculiar reasons. 

The whole region is supreme in charm and in beauty; 
but itis something else as well. It is majestic and awe- 
inspiring. The awful grandeur of those rivers, rushing 
off precipices thousands of feet high and the sublimity 
of those stupendous cliffs, springing vertically from the 
lever valley floor, are relieved and softened by charms 
of rich verdure and of golden sunlight. Its beauty is 
no less but no more notable than its majesty. It has 
no rival on earth for its many natural attractions and 
points of interest for merely blase travelers; but it has 
a value in the field also of worship and devotion. Here 
the weary rest; but here also the poet is inspired, the 
artist is entranced and the priest has a new reason for 
becoming pious. It is no wonder that it has been called 
the cathedral of the Almighty. That half dome, tower- 
ing in the clouds, is the background to a giant altar; 
that fragrance of the flowers is incense and the wind 
the diapason of a true choir invisible. 

'There are three main groves of proverbial Big Trees 
within the limits of the park, the Tuolmne, Merced and 
Mariposa. But to see one is of course to have seen 
all. The best way to arrange this as a part of one 
composite trip is by the new so-called Triangular Route. 
This auto road has only recently been opened and the 
journey over it requires but four hours' extra time of 
one's itinerary. Here is a wonderful scenic trip through 
forest and over mountain, by stream and waterfall, and 
then a long ascent. 
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For you must ascend far by a corkscrew, switchback 
and circuitous course naturally to get up and out of the 
Valley to the far high forests where these giants dwell. 
The views from the road itself are entrancing. Vistas 
and panoramas open before you at every turn. Now 
you are looking down the canyon, the river a mere 
silver line in the rich green of the vast forest growth. 
Again the view looks off toward the main entrance to 
the Park, guarded by sheer granite cliffs and towering 
mountain slopes. Across the canyon spreads the vast 
timber belt, with all the valley's five water falls in sight 
in the distance. On you go, through virgin forests, the 
air balmy with the odor of pines and firs, until at the 
end of a couple of hours you arrive at Tuolmne Grove,

ed by Letters of Transfer from other Parishes, 
etc. . . And he shall from time to time 
remove from such List the names of all persons 
who have died or taken Letters of Transfer to 
other Parishes . or who, in the judg- 
ment of the Minister, have permanently ceased 
to be Communicants of the Parish; or who, hav- 
ing removed from the Parish without notice, 
after reasonable time and due effort, cannot be 
traced." 


In taking up this task, I find some interesting 
and surprising facts and figures. Regardless of 
what this Communicant List looks like on paper, 
the facts in terms of attendance at and mainten- 
ance of services are about these. Possibly 100 
all told would represent the actual number of 
existent, living, bona fide and localized human 
beings whose names and addresses ought to be 
on this List. A generous estimate of the aver- 
age attendance at Sunday services would not be 
above 60. The accurate enrollment of all names 
on this Communicant List and on the Envelope 
Subscription List at once is 71. This means either 
or both of two things. On the one hand, there 
are persons coming to services frequently who 
are not enrolled as Communicants and there are 
a larger number formally enrolled who have been 
unknown by location or address to the Clergy for 
one or more years past, some of whom are doubt- 
less going to church regularly elsewhere, to which 
churches they ought to take their Letters. 


Looking over the present List, preparatory to 
such a revision of it, I find in addition to those 
who have died, whose names have been therefore 
removed, and those few who sometime have taken 
their Letters of Transfer elsewhere, two groups 
that come definitely under two phrases of the 
Canon above cited ; first, those who have moved 
so far away and so long ago that "in the judg- 
ment of the Minister they have permanently ceas- 
ed to be communicants here" and, secondly, those 
who have simply “moved from the Parish without 
notice" and, therefore, while the Rector has no 
way of knowing where they do go to Church, he 
knows that they do not come to the Chapel. 


Will any persons who know themselves to be 
in regular attendance at the Chapel but who have 
no technical reason for believing that they have 
ever been enrolled, either by Confirmation or by 
Letter of Transfer, please make this known to 
me? If they do, I will point out to them how 
simple a task it is for them to write to the Rec- 
tor of the Parish where they last attended in 
order to procure a Letter of Transfer. On the 
other hand, before I am compelled simply to drop 
a lot of names pursuant to the requirements of 
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the Canon, I will wait a few weeks for any per- 
sons who know themselves now to be on the 
Communicant List, but who know they do not 
mean either to come to Services or to help main- 
tain them, to write me a note asking me to give 
them a Letter of Transfer to the Parish of their 
choice. There is nothing difficult or complicated 
about this. It ought to be done in a number of 
cases. In a large number of cases, it will need 
to be done soon if it is to be done at all. 


Within the first of those groups mentioned, I 
find literally dozens of names on the present List 
with no addresses at all; they are persons whose 
very name and dwelling place not even the Ver- 
ger knows—and he has been at the Chapel daily 
for more than a dozen years. I find other ad- 
dresses in this group so scattered, so far off and 
so hopelessly out of reach that they range all 
the way from Atlantic City to Harrisburg. With- 
in the city itself, they are mere dots on the map 
from League Island to Germantown. Others 
are scattered all the way about from Camden 
to West Chester and from Kensington to points 
far away in West Philadelphia. This does not 
indicate loyalty but listlessness. These are names 
of people who once lived in our vicinity but now 
live elsewhere. They are not people who keep up 
this adherence from any fondness. They have 
forgotten the Chapel and themselves are now for- 
gotten. They could not be found by the police 
nor gathered up with a search warrant. There 
is no slightest hope of their foregathering in the 
vicinity of Logan Square. It is unfair to the 
churches that they do attend for us to be carry- 
ing their names. These names, I am compelled 
by the reading of the Canon therefore to drop 
because “in the judgment of the Minister they 
have permanently ceased to be Communicants of 
the same.” 


In the second group, there are perhaps as many 
dozens of people, some of whom live at addresses 
we have and some of whom do not, who have 
simply—in the language of the Canon also—‘“re- 
moved from the Parish without notice.” These 
names also I will be compelled to drop in the re- 
writing of the Communicant List unless they wish 
me to mail them their formal Letters of Trans- 
fer. I have neither wish nor option in the mat- 
ter. I am neither coaxing them to go or stay. 
Their action is in the past tense. They are 
gone. Atleast they are never in church. Some 
of them have not been for years and none of 
them support the church. If they want Letters, 
I will be glad to send them: if not, I will have to 
drop their names.

But turn further through the pages of the Parish Helper and note also 
schedules of other services, Sundays and weekdays: Rector's Monday Class, Thursday 
Evening Confirmation Lecture Services, ete. "These, it will go without saying, are open to 
everyone who may wish to attend. All will be made welcome, and many are they who 
might well—to their profit—make diligent observance of this schedule of almost daily ser- 
vices through the six weeks of Lent. In particular, of course, I call attention to the 
schedule of names of Visiting Preachers at the Sunday Afternoon Services as well as remind- 
ing you that, even above all other times, you are invited and urged to worship here with us

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DLE Rector's Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

On some pages following appear in print care- 
fully compiled tables of statistics that have to do 
with the Church Year's finances so far as these 
embrace Church Contributions distinct from 
Church Income. The Accounting Warden's Annual 
Report still awaits the March Vestry Meeting 
and will be printed in the April Parish Helper. 
All the several Funds have by this time become 
familiar, because they have been printed under 
the same divisions and sub-divisions each year 
now.through many issues. All will certainly be 
gratified at their showing, and none can con- 
gratulate themselves too highly that the word 
“deficit” does not once appear. 


Lent: March 8th— April 23d. 


Lent will be upon us once again almost before 
this issue of the Parish Helper finds its way to 
circulation. On one page for reference appear 
some schedules of special services and meetings 
to which I need scarcely call attention. The or- 
der of these will be the same as for several years 
past, only the subjects and topics, preachers and 
programs being varied. We are fortunate indeed 
in having had the Rectors of four of our neigh- 
boring parishes consent to preach in series on 
some Sunday afternoons together with the visit 
we look forward to of Bishop Rhinelander, on 
the Fifth Sunday in Lent, for Confirmation. 


Preparatory to that, read announcements of 
the Thursday Confirmation Meetings and be re- 
minded that these are intended not only for per- 
sons among this year's actual candidates, but for 
the entire Confirmation Alumni Association and 
for everybody else who finds an evening hour 
more fitted to the practice of Church-going than 
one in the afternoon. The Rector's Monday Class 
will be continued, the subjects for these address- 
es being announced from time to time. Every 
year we have suffered somewhat from the languor 
of people who begin the observance of Lent only 
cautiously and grudgingly and then work up to 
an almost hysterical climax at Easter. If it could 
be so, I wish it might be so, that we would begin 
differently. But this is a large subject and a 
long vexatious problem. 

Confirmation. 

But now, about Confirmation. This is an old 
subject to some, although a new one to others. 
I can only say, for the encouragement of both, 


that the class this year already bids fair to be a 
very large one and that it will have in it, even 
more than last year, a majority of persons of 
adult age. This is therefore a time opportune as 
well as feasible for many persons who for many 
years have put off Confirmation to consider it in 
company with those of their own age and not feel 
either lonely or peculiar in that they fear they 
may be members only of a class, a majority of 
whom would be rather of Sunday School age. I 
am ready and eager to talk with anyone who may 
be interested in the matter. I will go any length 
tc meet any inquiries and to solve any difficulties, 
most of which, when one comes up with them, 
are more imaginary than real. As a mere state- 
ment of aim and object, I reprint the paragraphs 
below clipped from another Church's parish pa- 
per. They may have the hearing of originality 
and may serve a better purpose than words of 
my own. 


Confirmation. 


“Confirmation is the act by which we in the 
Episcopal Church register our desire to follow 
Jesus. The Spirit of Christ today, as did Jesus 
when He lived upon earth, says to all who have 
ears to hear, Follow Me. To follow Christ is to 
live the Christian life. 


All life is the result of believing and doing. 
Everyone lives by faith, whether he is conscious 
of it or not. The Christian is one who shares 
the faith of Jesus—faith in the goodness of 
life, of God and the hereafter. The Christian 
is also one who shares the will of Jesus—the 
will-to live, not for oneself, but for others. 


One does not assume in confirmation obliga- 
tions from which otherwise he is free. Every- 
one is obligated to give the best he has to the 
best he knows. Confirmation is the voluntary 
and avowed recognition of the obligation. It is 
also the placing of oneself where one may receive 
help to fulfill the obligation. It is not an asser- 
tion that one is good; it is rather an avowal that 
one desires to become good. The Bishop prays 
that this child of God, kneeling at the altar rail, 
may daily increase in God’s holy spirit, more and 
more, until he comes unto the everlasting king- 
dom.”

Leaving Balance, March 1, 1916.. 
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Report of the Altar Society. 


There will be on exhibition, in the "Little 
Chapel" on Ash Wednesday, after the Eleven 
O'clock Service, the handsome Memorial Pall 
given in memory of the late Anna Frazer Con- 
rad, for many years President of the Altar So- 
ciety, by members of the Altar Society and her 
friends, together with other Memorials given 
during the past year. For example, three beauti- 
ful Lace Chalice Veils, given in memory of the 
Jate Mrs. Fred'k M. Gilpin, one Lace Chalice Veil, 
given by Mrs. John F. Lewis and a handsome 
set of Altar Linens, with lace and embroidery, 
consisting of Fair Linen, Cloths of Service, 
Chalice Veil and Credence Cloth, in memory of 
Mrs. William H. Barnes. It has added much of 
"worth to the collection of the Altar Society and 
it is hoped that all who are interested in Altar 
Hangings, Linens, etc., will wait to see them, 
after the Church Service on Ash Wednesday. 
"This seems a fitting and appropriate way to make 
use of the real-lace handkerchiefs owned by 
one's grandmothers in days gone by which, in 
our generation, otherwise never would see the 
light of day. 4 


The word Pall has various meanings. It can 
be traced to the Latin "pallium," a piece of cloth, 
used either as a covering or a garment. The 
chief applications of the word, in the sense of 
an ecclesiastical covering, are to an altar frontal, 
to a linen cloth used to veil the chalice and to a 
"heavy cloth, velvet or brocaded, covering a coffin. 
The pall is in almost universal use but is not pre- 
scribed by any rubric. A vexed question is that 
of the proper color to be used in funeral obse- 
quies; all are agreed, however, that unnecessary 
gloominess should be avoided and the arrange- 
ments such as bespeak Christian hope. The 
usual colors, in present use, apart from black, 
are purple and white. In an "office-book" of the 


‘5th century, in possession of the British Mu- 


seum, the bier is represented as being covered by 
a red pall with a gold cross. The subject is il- 
lustrated again in the same MSS., the bier being 
covered by a blue pall with a red cross. A latter- 
day custom, that of the omission or non-use of 
the funeral pall is a shift of the modern under- 
taker and florist. But one cannot imagine any- 


thing more unseemly than this growing prac- 


tice ; it is an omission no one would have counten- 
anced a generation ago.

Report of the Church Periodical Club. 


This report of the Church Periodical Club in- 
cludes the work of two months, in which period 
15 boxes and bundles, containing 1320 magazines 
and 40 books, were sent to the following places: 
Frankfort Arsenal, to be forwarded for the 
Army; Mining Camp, Shalman, Georgia; Sea- 
men’s Institute, Kensington; Eastern Peniten- 
Нагу and Moyamensing Prison; Alapaha, Ga., for 
distribution at the General Store; Rev. Mr. Sav- 
age, Blowing Rock, N. C.; Rev. Alexander Galt, 
Brandy Station, Virginia; Seamen’s Mission, 
Front and Queen Streets; St. Paul’s School, 
Lawrenceville, Va.; the Naval Y. M. C. A. and 
the Home for Incurables, both in Philadelphia. 
We were also able to send Mrs, Lee Prayer 
Books and Hymnals for certain young people who 
had lately come into their Church. 


We have a list of persons—some of them in- 
valids and children—to whom we always send 
gifts at Christmas. This year we sent 21 books, 
60 Christmas Cards and Pictures, 2 mufflers, 1 
pair of wrist warmers and 80 post cards, about 
со or more of the written ones being sent to a 
little Sunday School in Vermont, where they 
are made into things for Christmas for the chil- 
dren. 


The very prettiest of the good ones—those 
from foreign parts—went to an intelligent wom- 
an living in a country village in Wisconsin, who 
asked us once if we could send her old post cards 
of places in Europe about which she had read 
but could never hope to see. 


Mrs. Mifflin kindly sent us a large number of 
pretty calendars and about 50 of these have been 
sent off in various directions, while the Mailing 
Department sent 223 recent magazines to those on 
our special lists who receive regularly the maga- 
zines they desire. The grand total of this work 
of two months amounts to 1543 magazines, Ó1 
books, 80 post cards, 50 calendars, 60- Christmas 
Cards and Pictures. 


It is source of real surprise and cause of lim- 
itation in our work that people of the parish do 
not send in more material. We can use almost 
anything that is printed. We desire to appeal 
most earnestly for any kind of printed matter 
to be sent to the Church any day of the week 
in charge of the Sexton. Simply label parcels 
For the Church Periodical Club, 330 South 13th 
Street."

Churching,—-equivalent to the purification among 
the Jews, which under the title Purification of the 
Virgin Mary is commemorated as a Feast of the 
Church on February 2. The reader is directed to 
the service set forth in the Prayer Book under the 
title, “The’ Thanksgiving of Women after Child- 
birth; commonly called, The Churching of Women," 
although not any longer very commonly used. 


Confirmation,—an ordinance of the Church, ad- 
ministered to those who have been baptized, effected 
by prayer and the laying on of hands by the Bishop. 
Hence the Scriptural name for it is "The Laying on 
of iHands" By means of it we are sealed, made 
firm and strong and equipped “manfully to fight 
under Christ's banner against sin, the world and the 
devil" Confirmation is merely a further advance 
than Baptism in the Christian life. It entitles the 
recipient to be admitted to the Holy Communion. 


Consecration, Prayer of,—that portion of the Com- 
munion Office beginning with the words, "All glory 
be to Thee, Almighty God,“ etc., in which the Bread 
and the Wine are actually consecrated. This is the 
most solemn act of the whole service and comprises 
(1) the words of Institution, (2) the Oblation and 
(3) the Invocation, followed by the Intercessions. 
It occurs in the Communion Office proper, as dis- 
tinguished from the Ante Communion and the Post 
Communion portions. 


Descent into Hell,—an article of the Creed in 
which we confess our belief that our Lord, while 
His Body lay in the grave, descended into the place 
of departed spirits. The word "Hell" as here used 
is the English translation of the Greek word Hades, 
which does not mean a place of torment. For that 
another Greek word is elsewhere used in Scripture, 
namely, Gehenna. The rubric before the Creed 
gives permission to use instead the words, "place 
of departed spirits." 


East, Turning to the.—By this expression is meant 
turning to the Altar in saying the Creed and Glorias 
and in celebrating the Holy Communion. This is 
what is called the “Eastward Position." This prac- 
tice arose from a custom in the early Church. When 
converts to Christianity were baptized, which was 
usually in the early morning, they first turning to 
the West, where the night was fast receding, re- 
nounced the world and the powers of darkness, then 
turned to the East, where the sun was rising as 
the source of all light. 


Even Song,—the name given in the Calendar of 
the English Prayer Book to the Order for Daily 
Evening Prayer and is still frequently used. It is 
a very old term and a very significant one, indicat- 
ing that the Evening Oblation chorally rendered is 
evidently the mind of the Church and its ancient 
usage. This applies to any afternoon as well as 
evening service, of course. 


Fathers, The,—the name used to designate the 
ancient writers of the Church. Their writings are 
of value as bearing witness to the N. T. Scriptures 
and to the interpretation of them; also as showing

forth the belief and usage of the Church in the 
earliest years of its history. The term Fathers“ is 
generally confirmed to the writers of the first five or 
six hundred years of the Christian Era, They are 
thus either Ante Nicene, Nicene or Post Nicene. 


Gehenna.—In the original Greek of the New Tes- 
tament Scriptures, there are two words unfortunate- 
ly translated by our one English word “Hell.” The 
first of these is Gehenna, meaning “place of tor- 
ment.” The second is Hades, which only means the 
hidden, covered, intermediate world where the soul 
rests between death and the general Resurrection. 
When, therefore, we confess in the Creed that our 
Lord “descended into Hell,” we do not mean that 
he entered the “place of torment,” but the “place of 
departed spirits.” 


Gregorian Music.—The Gregorian tones are cer- 
tain chants of peculiar beauty and solemnity, handed 
down irom remote antiquity. They are said to have 
been set forth in their present form by Gregory the 
Great, in the Sixth Century, from whom they are 
named, They are numbered from one to eight, with 
a few added supplementary tones of great dignity. 
Each tone has various endings. Where the Psalter 
is sung, the Gregorian chants are usually employed, 
being sung antiphonally; but the Glorias are sung 
in full, that is by both sides of the choir together. 


Humble Access, Prayer of, the name given to- 
the beautiful prayer offered in great humility just 
before the Consecration in the Holy Communion, 
beginning, “We do not presume to come to this thy 
table, O merciful Lord, trusting in our own гівћі-- 
eousness, but in thy manifold and great mercies." 
The words are taken from the most ancient Litur— 
gies. 


Institution, Words of,—The words used by our- 
Lord when he instituted the Sacrament of His Body 
and Blood, and which are incorporated in the Prayer 
of Consecration as set forth in the Communion Serv- 
ice. These words form the essential part of the 
Consecration and the rubric directs that they be 
accompanied by certain manual acts which are pre- 
scribed; as, for instance, (a) "Here the Priest is to 
take the Paten into his hands;" (b) "And here to- 
break the Bread," etc. 


Lessons, The,—The word “Lessons” is derived 
from the Latin lectio, meaning a reading, and sig- 
nifies a-portion of Scripture appointed to be read 
during divine service. It is applied especially to- 
those Scriptures read in the Daily Services. Two 
Lessons are to be read at each service in accord- 
ance with the custom of the early Christians, one- 
from the Old Testament and one from the New. 


Maundy Thursday,—the name given to the Thurs- 
day in Holy Week, “Maundy” being a corruption 
of Dies Mandati, meaning the Day of the Command, 
i e, mandati, derived from mandatum. The name 
is from the command our Lord gave on that day, 
when he instituted the Holy Communion, namely: 
“Do this in remembrance of Me;" and also His 
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commandment concerning Love: "That ye love one 
another, as І have loved you." 


Movable Feasts and Fasts,—those Feasts and 


Fasts which are not observed on a fixed date, but 


which are variable, being dependent on the date 
Easter falls. Easter Day is always the first Sunday 
after the full moon which happens upon or next 
after the Vernal Equinox, i. e, the twenty-first day 
of March. If the full moon happens upon a Sunday, 
Easter Day is the Sunday after. 


Occasional Prayers,—the prayers set forth in the 
Prayer Book under the title, "Prayers and 'Thanks- 
givings upon several Occasions," such as the prayer 
for Congress to be used during their session; the 
prayer for a Sick Person; Thanksgiving for Recov- 
ery from Sickness, etc, These are usually read only 
on request. 

Offertory, The,—that portion of the service during 
which the alms of the people, and at Communion the 
Bread and the Wine, are received and solemnly pre- 
sented on the Altar. The word “offertory” is often 
wrongly applied, a mistake which should be care- 
fully avoided. It is to be noted that the Offertory 
is an important part of worship. It is not an im- 
pertinence; it stands in the line of duties, along side 
of prayer and singing. 

Office, the term in ecclesiastical usage meaning a 
formulary of devotions; a form of service appointed 
for a particular occasion; a prescribed form or act 
of worship. Thus the Daily Morning and Evening 
Prayer are called the “Daily Offices.” The word is 
also commonly used of the various services set 
forth in the Prayer Book, as "Baptismal Office," 
"Communion Office," etc. 


Penitential Psalms,—being the 6th, 32nd, 38th, 
5156, 102d, 130th, and 143rd Psalms, all of which 
are read during the services on Ash Wednesday. 
There are no prayers more fitted for penitent sin- 
ners than the Seven Penitential Psalms, if we enter 
into their feelings of compunction, love, devoted- 
ness and confidence. These together spell forgive- 
ness. 

Postures in Public Worship.—The principle in- 
volved in the postures to be taken in Public Wor- 
ship are set forth fully in an article on Kneeling. 
While, to a stranger in the Church, the various 
postures taken in the services scem complicated, yet 
the rule for them is very simple. It is this: We 
stand in praise, we kneel in prayer and we sit dur- 
ing the hearing of whatever comes under the general 
"head of instruction, reading of lessons, preaching of 
sermons, making announcements, ctc. 


Prayer Book, The,—the title of our manual of 
devotions. It is called Common Prayer because it 
is to be used in common by the whole Congregation 
in Public Worship, and is thus distinguished from 
-prayer in private. As such it comprehends the needs, 
feelings and devotions common to all. The efficacy of 
Common Prayer consists in its being a united serv- 
ice and to this end arises the necessity of a pre- 
scribed form. Such prescribed form had its origin 
in the Christian Church from the very earliest ages. 


Psalter, The,—the name given to the Book of 
Psalms as set forth in the Prayer Book for use in 
Public Worship. The Psalms were originally set 
forth to be sung, not said. And this is technically 
-the only proper way of rendering them. The colon 
-to be found in each verse of the Psalter is put 


there to facilitate chanting them. The present meth- 
od of reading the Psalter arose simply from lack of 
musical facilities in the early days of the Church 
in this country. But it is better to have them well 
read than badly sung. 


Recessional,_the name given to the retiring of 
the Choir and Clergy in due order after a service. 
Some objection has been raised to this use of the 
word; but as nothing better has been substituted for 
it, the word continues in use. The Processional of 
course is the corresponding hymn at the beginning 
by which they enter. 


Red Letter Days,—those festivals of the Church 
for which Collect, Epistle and Gospel are provided 
in the Prayer-Book. They are so-called from hav- 
ing been printed in the Calendar in red letters. The 
words have passed into popular use to denote any 
notably auspicious or favorable day; a day long to 
be remembered. 


Responses,—the name given to the answers made 
by the people in the services, as for instance, in the 
Verticles, the Litany, after the Commandments, etc. 
The glory of the Episcopal Church is its responsive 
service, as provided by the Book of Common Prayer. 
By means of this, the people have their part in the 
service and worship becomes general throughout the 
whole congregation. 'The people are not silent spec- 
tators, nor yet simply an audience. Hence the term 
Common Prayer for prayer in common. 


Rubrics,—the rules or directions in the Prayer- 
book, printed in Italics, concerning the method of 
conducting the services. While they are now usually 
printed in black ink, they arc still called "rubrics" 
from the fact that they were formerly always print- 
ed in red; rubric being derived from the Latin word 
meaning "red." 


Sacrament.— The word is derived from the Latin 
Sacramentum, meaning the military oath required 
of the soldiers of ancient Rome. Its outward sign 
was the uplifted hand whereby the soldier pledged 
himself to loyalty, which may be regarded as the 
thing signified by that outward gesture. The word 
came later to be used for those ordinances of the 
Christian Church possessing an "outward sign" and 
conveying an "inward grace." 


Sentences, The Opening,—short passages of Scrip- 
ture read at the beginning of Daily Morning and 
Evening Prayer, intended to strike the keynote of 
the service to follow. Originally, the Daily Ser- 
vice began with the Lord's Prayer; but in 1552 these 
Sentences were inserted. In the last revision of the 
American Prayer-book, additional Sentences were 
added and arranged to strike the keynote of the 
Church's great Festivals and Fasts, such as Christ- 
mas Day, Good Friday, Easter, etc. 


Shrove Tuesday,—the old name given to the Tues- 
day before Ash Wednesday, because on that day 
every one was accustomed to go to the Priest before 
beginning the observance of Lent, to' be shrived, 
shriven, shrove, i. e, to confess and be absolved. 
Certain social customs have been popularly con- 
nected with this day, making it a day of merriment 
and sports, as for example dining on pancakes or 
fritters. The practice of eating pancakes on this 
day still survives in many places, and hence it is 
often called Pancake Tuesday. The merriment is 
emphasized because of the period of penitence that 
follows.

TO THE CHAPEL PEOPLE. 


My dear Friends: 

With the approach of Lent, it is time to make 
plans for such observance of the season as may 
be profitable in the way of Weekday Services in 
the Chapel as well as the regular schedule of 
Sunday Services. 


This year, with the transfer of the Girls’ Club 
meeting-place to the Church, instead of in the 
Chapel’s Parish House, there will naturally be no 
occasion for a Monday Evening Service. Inas- 
much as Candidates for Confirmation are plan- 
ning so generally to attend the Thursday Night 
series at the Church, there would probably be no 
congregation for a Wednesday Night Service at 
the Chapel. Therefore, perhaps two services, 
one of an afternoon and one of an evening, will 
be about the proper arrangement to make. 


Miss Van Kirk will have charge, as usual, of 
the Lenten Choir and they will perform the task 
of rendering these services, as they have done 
in former years so well, a Five O'clock After- 
noon Service each Wednesday and an Eight 
O'clock Evening Service each Friday. Mr. War- 
ner will, of course, have charge of the services. 


By the way, it is not Mr. Warner's fault, but 
his misfortune, that he has had to be absent for 
several Sundays recently. We all sympathize 
with him, in his slight illness, and are very grate- 
ful to Dr. Foley for his goodness in coming to 
preach. I have asked Mr. Warner,to make all 
necessary announcements and arrangements 
about Confirmation preparation. This he will do 
in detail from time to time. 


T am still keeping open the Communicant List, 
subject to any changes and corrections. I had 
meant to print it this month; but since the print- 
ing of the letter in these columns last month, a 
number of persons have made request one way 
or another, with regard to their names and ad- 
dresses, either to have them corrected on the List 
or for Letters of Transfer to such churches as 
they now attend. Still more information may be 
gained this coming month. I hope so. 


Now that this is being done, there is opportun- 
ity—as there always is—and there is special 
need—as there is often also—for a number of 
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persons to give attention to the Envelope Sub- 
scription List. The two things ought to be syn- 
onymous ; but they are not. The Envelope List is 
smaller far than it should be. This has always 
been the case; but it gets worse instead of better. 
For people to want themselves considered “Com- 
municants" where they will not consider them- 
selves "Contributors" is not creditable. Even too 
many of those whose names do appear on the List 
are entirely neglectful in the matter of their con- 
tributions. 


The Memorial Flower List is being reprinted 
this month, with several changes and omissions. 
Miss Brannix, who has been so faithful in atten- 
tion to this matter and who also has done much 
work on behalf of the Altar Society, is anxious 
to secure more help. She would be glad if any 
young ladies would make known to her their 
willingness to assist in the care of the Chancel 
éach week and recruit the number of members 
of the Altar Society who would find duties to 
perform on Sundays. 


The matter of the Eight O'clock Sunday Morn- 
ing Celebration weekly, as an "Early Celebration" 
of the Holy Communion, is one that has long 
given much perplexity to all those most concern- 
ed. So.few people have come that it may indeed 
for many years have been foolish to pursue the 
practice of having this service at all. And yet 
this is not a time of the year when one naturally 
feels like suspending it—especially with Lent 
now coming on. Time after time, however, 
there have been as few as two or three people 
present: often, this year as in former years, 
there has been no one at all, and that added to 
the fact that the celebrants have lived so far 
away as to make it almost unreasonable for them 
to journey to the Chapel and all the way home 
and back again before the Eleven O'clock Ser- 
vice. 


On last Sunday, for example, when Dr. Foley 
had to come all the way from 46th Street, there 
was nobody present; which increased the embar- 
rassment of the Sunday before when, that being 
the only service in ten years when no clergyman 
could be present, eight persons arrived and found 
no service possible. These matters are all hard 
to adjust and decisions with regard to them are 
often very hard to make. If Church people 
could only make up their mind whether they do 
or do not want certain services, at certain hours, 
the Church's clergy would find the task a simple 
one indeed of ministering to them. In the mean- 
time, they can only do the best they can.

To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

Because Easter comes so near the end of the 
month—and yet because it does fall within this 
month—I must, although it seems far in ad- 
vance, speak of several things this week that 
have to do with that date and with the services 
of Holy Week, etc. That whole schedule of 
service in itself has, by this time, become 
traditional. Little notice need be given even of 
so important a matter as the Easter Offering. 
Let me refer to it only in passing and say that 
this year it will be, as usual, the Annual Offer- 
ing for the Rector’s Discretionary Fund and for 
any such Special Objects as you may individu- 
ally care to designate. I really believe that, 
without either emphasis or explanation, this 
procedure is so thoroughly well understood 
and so highly approved by everyone that you 
will give your attention to it when the time 
comes without exhortation and act with your 
accustomed generosity. 

Easter Flowers. 

For fear there should not be a chance to 
speak of it in print again before the time comes 
when it is important, please give one other 
matter also the attention it deserves. I refer 
to the flowers to be furnished for the decora- 
tion of the Chancel at Easter. Not only is it 
necessary, as you know, that these should be 
sent to the Church at the earliest hour possible 
on Saturday preceding Easter, but it is the ex- 
press wish of the ladies of the Altar Society 
that such flowers as are chosen may be as ap- 
propriate as possible to the purpose intended. 
‘Potted plants are especially suitable, inas- 
much as they can be longer preserved and con- 
sequently serve the double purpose, after the 
Sunday itself is over, of being sent to the sick 
and the shut-ins. White flowers of all kinds 
are requested in abundance. They will be 
fitted, as they arrive, into suitable places in a 
background of green that a florist is always en- 
gaged in advance to prepare. 

Lenten Observance. 

Now to the subject of Lent, in contrast with 
Easter. And especially a word of exhortation 
in regard to increasing attendance at the Len- 
ten Services. This year, as formerly, these 
services are being attended by a growing num- 
ber of persons week by week. But I wish that 
growth might begin sooner and that all of us 
kept Lent more rigorously. Today is the 


Fourth Sunday. This means that we have 
passed the middle of the season. May we not 
expect larger attendance and count on an in- 
creasing interest at all three of the separate 
schedules of services, prepared in reality each 
with a different purpose in mind and intended 
each to appeal to a different clientele. I refer, 
of course, to the Rector’s Monday Lectures at 
Five O'clock, to the Friday Afternoon Services 
at Five O'clock and to the Thursday Night 
Confirmation-Lecture-Service at Eight O'clock. 


Confirmation Alumni. 

This last is the one notable exception and 
the brightest shining light this year in all our 
Lenten Schedule. The attendance has been 
the largest we have ever had and has increased 
each week with notable consistency, the 
figures of attendance being: March gth, 200; 
March 16th, 210; March 23rd, 237; March zoth, 
280. Because these meetings are for the Con- 
firmation Alumni Association as a whole, in 
addition to this year’s Candidates in particu- 
lar, the whole series is meant to serve two pur- 
poses and its progress leads to two events; not 
only to the date of Confirmation itself, next 
Sunday afternoon at Four O’Clock, but also 
to the Corporate Communion on Maundy 
Thursday Evening. This year we are, with 
good reason, hoping for the largest attendance 
we have ever had in Church at that service and 
I want, upon every occasion, between now and 
then, to remind every one as urgently as I 
know how to put everything else to one side 
and to make any plans that may be necessary 
to allow them to be here in Church for that 
service. 

Special Music, 

The date of the Choir Recital of Passion 
Music in Holy Week will be Wednesday 
Evening, April r9th. The same emphasis may 
be laid upon the Carol Service on Easter Sun- 
day Afternoon. Of both these services, more 
detailed programs appear on another page. 
There will doubtless be the same demand as 
there has been in former years for a second 
service of the same nature on the Sunday fol- 
lowing Easter. But that will await decision 
Jater. The thanks of many persons far outside 
the circle of our own conventional list of par- 
ishioners are owing to the several visiting 
preachers we have had at the Four O'clock . 


ran. 
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Afternoon Services in Lent. Dr. Grammer, 
Dr. Washburn, Dr. Jefferys, Dr. Mockridge 
and the Bishop of the Diocese in turn have 
ministered to large congregations, the whole 
series culminating today in the Confirmation 
Service with its Class—the names of candi- 
dates in which will have to await printing in 
next “Parish Helper.” Notable among other 
things in that class has been the fact that it 
contains so large a number of adults and also 
the fact that these have this year come into the 
Church from so many other Christian Bodies. 


Three Notable Lectures. 


On three Wednesday Evenings through the 
season just now passing, Mrs. Barratt— whose 
interest has been so keen and whose services 
have been so valuable in connection with the 
work this year of the Mothers’ Meeting—has 
arranged for some Lectures, in the room down 
stairs of the Parish House, which ought to be 
attended by very many others in addition and 
which have been announced from time to time 
particularly to the membership of the Girls’

Church Vocabulary, No. VI. 
(See page 11) 

Once more—and with still another but as 
definite a line or thread on which to string 
the subjects as in these preceding months—I 
am preparing this one more installment of a 
Church Vocabulary. The stibiect in general 
this time is the Church Year, or the Christian 
Year, alternately called. Not all the days of 
course, nor all the minor portions, are included 
but merely the dozen main divisions. It is 
worth while to notice that, while the Calendar 
Year begins with January rst, the Church 
Year begins about December 1st. That is, it 
begins a month before the beginning—which 
is the very significance of the name Advent, 
the season preparatory to or looking forward 
to the coming of The Christ at Christmas. It 
is interesting to notice also the bold division of 
the year in two major parts, from Advent to 
Trinity and from Trinity round again to Ad- 
vent. In the first of these, broadly speaking, 
the names of Sundays trace in narrative the 
life of Christ; in the second, more attention is 
given--as in Collect, Gospel and Epistle—to 
His teaching. One half of the year may thus 
be said to deal with history, the other half 
with doctrine. At the beginning of the first 
stands the great Advent event; while to intro- 
duce the second, stands the major doctrine of 
the Trinity. 

Maundy Thursday Communion. 

I find that the purpose of Holy Communion 
on the evening of Thursday of Holy Week is not 
fully understood. This service is distinctly a 
memorial communion on the night on which our 
Lord ate the last Passover with His disciples. 
The memorial conception of the Holy Commun- 
ion was the first to find expression in the Chris- 
tian Church. In reviving this service we are re- 
turning to an Apostolic custom as beautiful as it 
is appropriate to the day on which the sacrament 
was instituted by our Lord.

During the past month, Death—which has 
this year found so many shining marks— 
struck with his shaft one of our Vestry. He 
was a man above all others we could least af- 
ford to lose, because of his every excellent 
quality which none knew better than those in 
whose companionship he sat in counsel on 
affairs of grave importance in the conduct of 
our parish life and work. Mr. Voorhees was 
a great man in his work, a good man in his 
life, an efficient organizer and manager of 
great and sundry business enterprises and a 
loyal friend and sturdy helper in all work that 
went for human betterment. No finer tribute 
nor discerning estimate have I seen than this, 
quoted from the columns of the daily press on 
the thirteenth of March: 


“Theodore Voorhees, whose death is an- 
nounced today, was in the broadest sense a 
practical railroad man. He moved upward on 
merit and demonstrated efficiency from one 
grade to another until he reached the presi- 
dency of the Philadelphia & Reading Railway 
Company upon the death of the late George 
F. Baer. 


He had few if any equals as an executive. 
Becoming connected with the Reading road a 
number of years ago, he is justly credited with 
many improvements in that system. He knew 
the railroad business thoroughly in all its de- 
tails, from an unusual practical experience, and 
he grew with the industry during a period of 
forty-five years in which its growth in this 
country has been nothing short of marvelous. 
18 0 not only kept ttp; he was nearly always 
ahead. 


Men experienced in railroad affairs have 
long rated Mr. Voorhees as close to the top 
in the record of American railroads. He had 
unusual capacity as an executive, and it is due 
to him that many safety and signal devices 
have been introduced. It is said by those who 
know that whenever he handled a railroad in 
an executive position it became distinguished 
for efficiency of service, progressive methods 
and the employment of the most up-to-date 
devices for the security of its patrons."

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Envelope System Objections. 


(1) “It’s too much bother to make change 
and fill the envelopes every week. Га rather pay 
in a lump sum and be done with it." 

That is precisely what you ought not to do— 
to "be done with it." God has ordained giving 
to be an integral part of worship, as much so as 
prayer and praise; it was recognized as such as 
long ago as the days of the Psalmist. The divine 
way is, “Bring an offering and come into His 
courts." (Ps. 96:8); Or, "Come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank-offerings.” (Chron. 
29:31). Moreover, instead of considering your 
own convenience, you should, by giving weekly, 
lend the benefit of your example for the sake of 
those who can give only if they give weekly. 
After all it takes less time to fill your envelope 
than to shave or put on a bonnet. If you wish, 
you can fill several envelopes at one time for 
weeks ahead. 


(2) “Father does the giving for the whole 
family. He says it comes out of one pocket, 
anyhow, and it is easier for one to do the piv- 
ing." A 

Why does it all come out of one pocket? Is 
not the family a partnership? Have not every 
member of it rights as well as responsibilities? 
ds not the mother just as really helping in the 
family support when in the privacy of the home 
she does her less conspicuous part? Is not the 
same true of every child who does his or her 
share of the household duties? The father can 
no more do all the giving for wife and children 
than can the mother do all the praying for hus- 
band and children—not without doing them a 
real wrong. 


(3) “I do not know how much I ought to give. 
What is my fair share of congregational ex- 
penses?" 

How much you should give depends, of 
course, upon how much you have to give; also 
upon what claims there may be which should 
take precedence over what your church has a 
right to expect of you—for its Maintenance of 
Services. 

(4) “I object to making a pledge.” 

Is it fair to treat religious matters so differ- 
ently from the way you treat other obligations? 
You cannot buy or rent a house without enter- 
ing into a contract. In the case of your sub- 
scription to the Church you agree only that “un- 
til further notice” you will endeavor to pay into 
the Treasury of the Lord the amount you name. 
Do not the obligations of religion deserve as 
much consideration as ordinary commercial con- 
tracts? 


Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tisn of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
"in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity," and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any нені. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


"Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

я Lenten Resolution. 


I will go to church REGULARLY on 
Sunday afternoons, every Sunday for 
the next six weeks. ; 
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Advent is a word derived from the Latin and 
means coming. This first Season of the Church 
Year begins on the Sunday nearest to St. Andrew's 
Day (Nov. 30), whether before or after, and con- 
tinues until Christmas Day. The Advent Season 
is intended to be a preparation for the due observ- 
ance of Christmas. It is penitential in character and 
is a time of increased devotions both public and 

rivate. The Benedicite is sung instead of the Te 
буен; the Benedictus is recited in full, and the 
Collect for the First Sunday in Advent is used daily 
throughout the Season. The color for Altar hang- 
ings, etc., is purple. The First Sunday in Advent, 
therefore, is commonly regarded as the first day of 
the Church Year and as such is the Christian’s New 
Year’s Day. From the fact that the Church Year 
anticipates the other New Year by a whole month 
it is suggested that the Kingdom of God should be 
first in our thoughts. 


Christmas is preeminently a Church Festival, al- 
though it is observed on a week day, if that day is 
December 25th. On this day the Church celebrates 
with joy, gladness and exultation, the Nativity of 
her Lord. As the angels at His Birth, so mankind 
ever since has hailed the Day of His Nativity with 
exceeding great joy. The Puritans strove with all 
their ardor to destroy it; but happily they did not 
succeed. The argument used against it, that the 
Birthday of the Child Jesus is not known, and 
that therefore it cannot be preserved, does not pre- 
vail against the universal longing to celebrate in 
some way this great event. We are not surprised, 
therefore, to find that from the very earliest period 
Christmas was observed, St. Chrysostom, in the 
fourth century, speaks of it as being even then of 
great antiquity. In one of his Epistles he mentions 
that Julius I, about A. D. 350, had caused strict in- 
quiry to be made and had confirmed the observance 
of Christmas on December 25th. The day has long 
been observed with one or more celebrations of 
the Holy Communion, three even sometimes taking 
place; one at midnight, another at early dawn and the 
third at midday. At the last revision of the Prayer 
Book, a second Collect, Epistle and Gospel for this 
day were inserted. It is customary to decorate 
churches on Christmas with evergreen as symbol- 
ical of the eternal nature of our Lord and to deck 
the Altar with white as a symbol of joy and purity. 
The color for Altar hangings, etc., also is white. 


Epiphany is a Feast of the Church observed on 
January 6th to commemorate the Manifestation of 
Christ by the leading of a star. Occurring twelve 
days after Christmas, it is frequently called “Twelfth 
Night" The word Epiphany is derived from the 
Greek and means Manifestation or showing forth. 
It is an appropriate name for this day when He 
was manifested to the Gentiles. About the Fourth 
Century, and in the Western Church, the Epiphany 
seems to have acquired a more independent position 
and to be observed with special reference to the 
manifestation to the Magi of the East. It thus be- 
came the occasion of the giving of praise and 
thanksgiving to God for thus proclaiming the Gos- 
pel to the Gentile world. An examination of the 


services for the Feast of the Epiphany shows that 
the commemoration is really threefold: (1) Our 
Lord’s Manifestation by a star to the Magi; (2) The 
Manifestation of the glorious Trinity at His Bap- 
tism, and (3) The Manifestation of the glory and 
Divinity of Christ by His turning water into wine 
at the marriage in Cana of Galilee; all of which are 
said traditionally to have happened on the same 
day, though of course not in the same year. The 
color for Altar hangings, etc., is white. 


Lent is the word that designates the time of the 
Fast before Easter. Jt was appointed at this time 
for the reason that our Lord's Passion and Death 
occurred at this time of the year and these highest 
devotions of the faithful grouped themselves around 
that sad hour on Calvary. At first, the Fast may 
not have extended over the Paschal Week, but it 
was arranged at a very early period to cover the 
forty days preceding Easter. Beginning with Ash 
Wednesday the Lenten Season really covers a 
period of forty-six days, but as Sunday has always 
been regarded as a Feast, these six Sundays are not 
counted as belonging to the Fast. For many reas- 
ons "Forty" is a. Scriptural number. Forty years 
the children of Israel were under discipline in their. 
pilgrimage in the wilderness, Moses fasted forty 
days in the mount. Elijah was forty days in the 
wilderness. Forty days did the Ninevites fast and 
repent them of their sins to avert the judgments 
foretold by the prophet Jonah. And forty days did 
our Lord fast in tlie wilderness when about to enter 
upon His public ministry. From these references 
we learn that it is both Scriptural and helpful that 
this Season of Penitence should be prolonged for 
us, that bearing in mind these incidents, we may be 
like minded in prayer, in discipline and in turning 
te God. The devotions of the Lenten Fast are in- 
timately connected with Easter, which it precedes 
and are intended to prepare the mind and heart for 
its devout celebration. Lent being a penitential 
season the ecclesiastical color is purple or violet. 
The Benedicite takes the place of the Te Deum and 
the Ash Wednesday Collect is used every day 
throughout the season. 


Lent, Sundays in.—As stated above, the Sundays 
are so many days above the number forty. They 
are excluded from the Fast because the Lord's Day 
is always kept as a Festival. These six Sundays, 
therefore, are called "Sundays in Lent," not Sundavs 
of Lent; they are in the midst of it. but do not form 
part of it. They are named in the Prayer Book 
First, Second, Third, Fourth. Fifth, etc. Popular 
usage, however, has assigned other names to the 
closing several of them: for example. the Fourth 
Sundav is usually called Mid Lent. It is also called 
Refreshment Sunday, from the Gospel for the Day 
which gives the account of our Lord miraculously 
feeding the five thousand in the wilderness; another 
name is Mothering Sunday. The Fifth Sunday is 
called Passion Sunday, from the fact that on that 
day the Church beeins the solemn recital of our 
T.ord's sufferings. The Sixth Sunday is known as 
Palm Sundav, as it was on this day our Lord made 
His Triumphal Entry into Jerusalem. 
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Holy Week is the last week in Lent, and among 
the ancients was known also as "The Great Week," 
because of the important events in the last weck in 
our Lord's, Life which it commemorates. It is a 
time of deepest devotion and searchings of heart. 
The Church has atways kept it as such, From day 
to day, amid the solemnities of worship, we follow 
our Lord in His Passion, live it over again, in 
Psalms and Hymns, in Proper Lessons, in Epistles 
and Gospels and pleading prayers the whole record 
of the Royal Reception, the final Teachings, Be- 
trayal the cruel Mockery, the Сеѕегіоп and the 
awful Agony on the Cross, the Death and the Burial 
of the Lord of Life—these are solemnly recited as a 
memorial before God. Each day is significant, thus: 
Monday and Tuesday witnessed the final disputa- 
tions with the Jews; Wednesday stands out as the 
day of the Lord’s Betrayal and the beginning of the 
events which reached their climax on Good Friday; 
Thursday is ever to be remembered as the day of 
the Command, the institution of the Lord’s Supper 
with its “Do this in remembrance of Me;" Good 
Friday, the day of the Crucifixion and Death, and 
Saturday, Easter Even, which commemorates the 
Descent of our Lord’s soul into Hades, where as St. 
Peter’s Epistle records, “He went and preached 
unto the Spirits in prison,” while His body rested in 
the grave. 


Easter Day is the great festival in honor of our 
Lord’s Resurrection and has been so observed from 
the very foundation of Christianity. This is evident 
from the early disputes concerning it, not as to 
whether such a day should be kept, but as to the 
particular time when the Festival should be observ- 
ed. The original name of the Festival was Pascha, 
derived from the Hebrew word for Passover. The 
more familiar name of Easter is traceable as far 
back as the time of the Venerable Bede, A. D. 700. 
It has always accounted the Queen of Festivals, the 
highest of all Holy Days, and celebrated with the 
greatest solemnity. The Prayer Book provisions 
are in keeping with this fact. Churches are decorated 
with flowers and plants as symbolical of the Resur- 
rection. White hangings for the Altar and white 
vestments have always been used at Easter in ref- 
erence to the angel who brought the tidings of the 
Resurrection, who appeared in "garments white as 
snow." In the early Church, Christians were wont 
to greet one another on this day with the joyous 
salutation, "Christ is Risen,” to which the response 
was made "Christ is Risen indeed." This joyous 
salutation seems to be retained in our services, for 
instead of the Venite we have as the Invitatory, the 
Easter anthem, in which we call upon one another 
to "keep the Feast,” for that “Christ our Passover 
is sacrificed for us,” and is also “Risen from the 
dead; and become the first fruits of them that 
slept." 


Ascension is the Feast observed with great solem- 
nity forty days after Easter in commemoration of 
our Lord's Ascension into Heaven. St. Augustine, 
A. D. 395, calls this one of the Festivals which are 
supposed to have been instituted by the Apostles 
themselves so that it must have been generally ob- 
served in his time, In the system of the Church, 


Ascension Day is regarded as one of the very high- 
est Festivals set apart in honor of our Lord. Prop- 
er Psalms, Proper Lessons and Proper Preface in 
Communion service place it on the same footing as 
Christmas Day, Easter and Whitsun Day. The Al- 
tar is decked with flowers and white hangings are , 
used as symbolical of the joy which characterizes 
the celebration. Ascension Day is preceded by the 
Rogation Days as days of preparation for its due 
observance. 


Whitsun Day is a high Festival observed in the 
Church on the fiftieth day after Easter, in com- 
memoration of the outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
upon the Apostles on the day of Pentecost as “they 
were all with one accord in one place” in Jerusalem. 
Whitsun Day is the Birthday of the Christian 
Church, and as such it has been commemorated for 
nearly two thousand years by Christian people and 
observed by them with holy joy and deep thanks- 
giving for the fulfillment of our Lord's promise to 
send the Comforter to His comfortless people. By 
the devotions af Whitsun Day we have brought to 
our remembrance, in the most beautiful and striking 
manner, the operations of God by the Spirit's pow- 
er. By Proper Psalms, Proper Lessons and Eu- 
charistic Scriptures, and by Proper Preface in the 
Communion Service, we learn how that in the Holy 
Ghost and His Presence in the Church we have the 
great power and renewing grace of God made avail- 
ing to us. The ecclesiastical color is red as symbol- 
ical of the “cloven tongues like as of fire.” Whitsun- 
tide is a name for the week beginning with Whitsun 
Day. During this week the Whitsun Ember Days 
are observed, (Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday), 
as a preparation for Trinity Sunday, one of the 
stated times of Ordination. 


Trinity Sunday is a Festival of late institution, as 
the day on which it is observed was originally kept 
as the Octave of Whitsun Day. It was not until 
A. D. 1260 that it was first directed by the Synod of 
Arles to be observed by the whole Church as Trin- 
ity Sunday, although Thomas à Beckett is said to 
have instituted this Festival in England in A, D. 
1182, and reference is made to it as early as A. D. 
834. The observance of this day is very significant 
and rounds out or completes the former commem- 
orations of the year, marks a turning point and be- 
gins the second half. The Church’s services cul- 
minate today; they mount up to the Throne of the 
Godhead; for knowing the Son and the Holy Ghost, 
we now know the Father also, and that these Three 
are not three Gods, but one God. The Church to- 
day celebrates the glory and majesty of God in His 
essence and in His works. In the word Trinity, she 
simply sums up what is revealed concerning Him,— 
that in Substance He is One, but in Persons, Three. 
The Collect enables us to worship the Unity which 
exists in the power of the Divine Majesty, even 
while we acknowledge the glory of the Eternal 
Trinity. Proper Lessons, Proper Psalms and Prop- 
er Preface in the Communion Office emphasize the 
importance of the Festival and mark it as one of the 
great days of the Church. The ecclesiastical color 
is white; but for all the Sundays thence to follow, 
round once more to Advent, the color is green.

TO THE CHAPEL PEOPLE. 
My dear Friends: 


I have been trying—as you know—for the 
past two or three months to assemble data 
upon the strength of which to bring some- 
thing like order out of the confusion that has 
existed through some years past in the Chapel 
“Communicant List.” I have been doing this 
—as of course you realize—not for the pur- 
pose of making any plea for people to have 
their names either on or off that list, but sim- 
ply to get down to the basis of the facts: to 
find what names should actually be counted 
and carried and what names should not. 


I quoted in this column two months ago the 
Canon of the Church upon the subject, from 
page 43, Canon 14— Of Parochial Registers 
and Reports“ Section 2 of which reads as 
follows: 


“And the Minister of each Parish shall keep 
a List of the Communicants within his cure. 
He shall enter on this List the names of all 
persons confirmed in the Parish or who have 
been received by Letters of Transfer from oth- 
er Parishes, etc. And he shall from 
time to time remove from such List the names 
of all persons who have died or taken Letters 
of Transfer to other Parishes . . .or who, 
in the judgment of the Minister, have perma- 
nently ceased to be Communicants of the Par- 
ish or who, having removed from the Parish 
without notice, after reasonable time and due 
effort, cannot be traced." 


In response to this pleading a considerable 
number of people have been good enough to 
write me, some to give information, some to 
make request, some with regard to correct ad- 
dresses, some with refernce to Letters of 
Transfer, etc. I have also made inquiry of the 
Minister in Charge, the Verger, the Parish 
Visitor, and I have had recourse to every 
source of information that I could. The re- 
sults, as they have been thus ascertained, ap- 
pear in the following alphabetical list, 


The names marked with a star are the names 
of persons on this formal Communicant List 
whose names also are enrolled at present on 
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the Envelope Subscription List, but only 
those. The Communicant List speaks for it- 
self. I have no hope that this enrollment is 
entirely accurate even now; but it seems to 
be the nearest approach to accuracy that can 
be had. Any further information I will gladly 
welcome and T will make any change upon re- 
ceipt of it that may be necessary. 


The whole endeavor has been in the inter- 
est of sanity and accuracy. I have great faith 
always in looking facts in the face as facts and, 
no matter what they are, in taking them for 
just what they are instead of deceiving our- 
selves and trying to make ourselves believe 
that they are other than they are. There are 
still, of course, many names in the old Chapel 
Register, entered there from year to year; but 
the existence and location of the people and 
their wishes and intention—if they have any 
it seems impossible to learn. 


If there are still people, other than this 
group, who have moved far away yet who so 
estimate the fact of their confirmation and 
church enrollment tbat they want formally to 
be enrolled somewhere, and if they will only 
let me know, let them realize that their names 
are still in the old Parish Register. But I can 
see no possible purpose in considering as com- 
municants people who never commune, as con- 
tributors people who never contribute, as at- 
tendants people who never attend and as mem- 
bers of the Chapel people who evidently know 
nothing themselves of such membership.

Or at any of 
the Thursday Evening Confirmation Lecture 
Services in Lent? Did you know that the 
average attendance on those evenings was 
over 250?

were 400 of these young people in procession 
wearing white and red carnation badges; a 
double line that reached the distance from the 
Altar Rail in the Church to the pavement out- 
side and across the street. This is the best 
work we have done in the parish this year— 
or any year.

In the April number of the Church Chron- 
icle there appears the comment following upon 
a practice much despised by all clergymen, 
although not often discussed. I have felt like 
saying the same thing myself, not once but 
many times. And yet, like others, I have re- 
frained from speech—out of politeness maybe, 
or more likely with the hopeless feeling that 
to protest would do but little good. Here, 
however, is a chance to print some pithy para- 
graphs and to do so in safety, since they bear 
quotation marks. D. M. 8. 


"Although not generally aligning ourselves 
with very High Churchmen we are deeply 
convinced of the potential value of Bishops. 
That is one of our excuses for being Episco- 
palians. In the Missionary Field if anywhere 
we should think a Bishop could be very effect- 
ive. That is why it is a missionary field. 
Hence, such a field is the Bishop's supreme 
opportunity. He can do there his greatest 
work. Being unknown he can be magnificent. 


“Since these things are so, we do not know 
how any Bishop can ever escape the lure of 
his missionary district. Yet they do. They 
put it entirely behind them. They leave the 
Islands of the Sea, they come down from the 
Rockies, they run up from Latin-America. Far 
as they are from the Eastern Seaboard cities, 
hey find the way thereto recurrently. Broad 
is the way and many missionary Bishops there 
are, and so forth. The Bishop of Spokane has 
actually taken another position recently. He 
has been working for the Clergy Pension 
Fund. This is a good work. But we have 
Scriptural authority for the statement that the 
office of a Bishop is a good work. While 
Spokane's diocesan is in the midwest, what of 
he Good News in Spokane? 


"How shall they preach except they are 
sent? But what's the use of sending them un- 
ess they stay put? We speak lightly ; but we 
eel deeply. Of all places, in a missionary dis- 
trict the Bishop ought to be a man on the job. 
He is not there simply as an ornamental layer 
of corner stones. He is sent to lay founda- 
tions. He is sent to work and preach and or- 
ganize and minister. Much as we need church 
ensions, the field still more needs Church 
Work. 'The Rockies need their missionaries. 
We do not. And it is hard for some of us to 
see why they need us so oíten and for such 
long visits at a time. If the men the Board of 
Missions employ would work for the Board, 
it might be possible to do more work on less 
money."

A generation or two ago, Bishops were in 
habit of commending inspiring volumes, 
those who trusted their judgment would 
sreupon buy and read. Such counsel is 
y given in these days. It is well to have 
ops who are busy with the active life of 
Church; but we should ask of them that 
also lead us in its thought. The same 
ng is true of the clergy, especially such as 
е rectors of parishes who ought to be teach- 
because they are preachers. 


The able physician surrounds himself not 
ly with technical journals, but with the 
Oks recounting the latest researches of the 
aders of his profession. If the clergy, hav- 
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ing an even more vital vocation, are to retain 
their power, they must be not only active but 
also thoughtful. This means that they must 
have upon their tables the technical journals 
of theology and upon their shelves the newest 
and best books which interpret the truth of 
the ages in the language of today for the peo- 
ple of today. If the clergy will read books of 
religious and theological thought, the people 
will read them too. 


If in our attempt at religious revival, we 
continue on the surface we may hope for little 
lasting result. One of the signs of a genuine 
revival will be that Bishops, priests, deacons 
and laity will again become what may honest- 
ly be called readers.” 


Tipping in Church. 


“A tip is a small amount of money given usu- 

ally to a servant or employee as a gratuity 
beyond the regular pay for the service render- 
ed. A tip has two characteristics—it,is small 
and itis a gratuity. It does not pretend to be 
an adequate compensation for what has been 
received and is regarded by the giver as a 
trifle. 


The custom of tipping is not to be encour- 
aged; it tends to lower the respect of the re- 
cipient and the dignity of the giver. It is being 
condemned more and more in all quarters on 
both of these counts. But what shall we say 
when the tips are given not to men but to 
God? For are not some of the gifts made in 
Church essentially tips? 


The worshipper tosses a dime or a nickel in- 
to the plate as thoughtlessly, and not infre- 
quently in such the same spirit, as he gave the 
same amount to the waiter where he had 
lunch on Saturday, or to the boy who carried 
his bag on Friday. Sometimes he gives to 
God even less than a nickel, though he would 
be ashamed to offer copper pennies to a boot- 
black or a porter. 


Tipping is an extra gift for service already 
paid for; but trifling or careless gifts to God 
are often the only gifts. Where the giver has 
but little and the few pennies represent a real 
sacrifice—as in the cast of the widow who cast 
her two mites into the treasury—God values 
the gift as highly as any amount of gold. But 
how must such gifts appear to Him when out 
of an abundance of things, all of which we owe 
to God, we give to the Church and to the work 
of Christ as we would condescendingly reward 
some menial service" 
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The Parents' Problem. 


The Bishop of Massachusetts recently made an 
address to a company of parents in which, among 
many other sensible things, he said these few that 
follow in quotation marks. Bishop Lawrence is 
a wise man and one who has the gift of speaking 
homely truths politely. The few paragraphs be- 
low are worth reprinting. 


“The problem is not with the children, but 
with the parents. You want your child to be re- 
ligious. You want your child to pray. You want 
your child to have the spirit of truth and charity 
and consideration and reverence. If you want 
that, then bethink yourself. You cannot expect 
this of your boy unless you pray too,—and he 
knows it,—and unless you are truthful and con- 
siderate and full of charity and full of reverence 
vourself. What you want your boy or girl to 
be, that you must be. 


“Children are unconscious imitators. It is the 
stupidest thing in the world for a father to think 
that he can pass his Sunday on the golf links or 
on the tennis court and that his children are go- 
ing to church to get religion which they are go- 
ing to stand by and which will stand by them in 
the crises of life. They will not go after these 
unless he goes with them. The first question 
therefore for the parent is this: When my child 
does not show the characteristics which I wish 
of him, in reverence or in the thought of Sunday 
or in an interest in things religious, then let me 
look to myself. When I change, then let me hope 
for a change in my child, but not before. 


“You want your child to be self-disciplined, 
so that he will respond to the note of duty and 
will be ready to give up things which he knows 
should be given up in behalf of, or out of con- 
sideration for, others? Good. Then be self- 
disciplined yourself. When you want to go to 
the theatre of an evening, and you know your 
boy is going to be left alone at home, and that 
he would like to have you stay, bethink your- 
self. Are you selfish? When you want to waste 
two or three hours in bridge whist, which time 
might be given to your children; when you ex- 
cuse yourself for indulgence in a great many 
legitimate pleasures on the ground that they are 
good for your health (and they probably are; but 
what is your health worth if it makes you good 
for so little?) then bethink yourselves first 
whether vour enjoyment of them is going to be 
for the welfare of your children.

Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


*When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
reof to the Minister of the parish." 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
alversity," and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church.

The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
r funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate.

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Rules for Holy Communion, 


I. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
or your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
rayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
earn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord’s Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of . 
regular attendance at Holy Communion, As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
Consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

һу do you pray to God out of a book? 

We pray to God out of a book for precisely the 
same reason that we praise God out of a book. 
We would not like to sit and hear the clergy- 
man sing extemporaneous hymns; we wish to 
join in hymns; so we wish to join audibly in 
the prayers. 


you use extempore prayer? 
Certainly. In homes, in the sickroom, in family 
worship and in private prayer. 


How can a stranger take part in your service? 
Before you take your seat kneel down and ask 
the Holy Spirit to help you. 'Then open the 
Prayer Book and with hearty earnestness fol- 
low the service reverently as it proceeds in the 
Book. 


But I cannot find the places. What then? 

They are very easy to learn. Read in the 
Prayer Book, between the parts of the service, 
the directions printed in italics. Everything is 
here clearly shown. A careful reading of these 
will enable any person to follow and join in 
the service easily. 


How can one tell when to stand and kneel and sit? 
і One general rule will help you. Kneel in the 
prayers, stand in the singing and while saying 
the Creed, and sit while being instructed. Kneel- 
ing is the proper attitude of humility in making 
. requests of God; standing, the natural attitude 
of praise. 


How will you receive me into your Church? 

lf you have not been baptized you will be in- 
Structed and prepared for Baptism, which is a 
solemn Sacrament by which a person is admit- 
ted into membership in the Holy Catholic 
Church. Then some further teaching prepares 
for Confirmation, which will admit you to the 
Holy Communion and to all the Church's privi- 
leges. 


‘You claim that your Church is a branch of the Holy 
Catholic Church? 

Yes, for it traces its ancestry back in an un- 
broken line through the Church of England, to 
the days of the Apostles. It is organically a 
part of the Original Church which our Lord 
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founded and with which He promised to be 
present “unto the end of the world.” This dif- 
ferentiates it in a very important way from 
modern denominational bodies and gives it a 
special claim, 


But did not the Church of England begi i 
Henty VI glan egin with 


No, indeed. Three hundred years before Henry 
VIII was born Magna Charta saw it in full 
vigor. The Church of England has a continu- 
ous and unbroken history, as shown by the rec- 
ords, from the Ancient Church of Britain, down 
to the present time. The British Church was 
of Apostolic Origin. It sent delegates to Great 
Councils as early as 314 A. D. 


Did the Church of England become a new Church 
at the Reformation? 


By no means. She put away certain excres- 
cences, certain bad customs, which had grown 
up during the Middle Ages, but she no more 
became a new Church than a man healed of a 
disease, or who has washed himself, becomes a 
new man. 


Is not the Episcopal Church very much like the 
Roman Catholic Church? 


It is like it in some things; it is quite unlike it 
in others. The Episcopal Church holds stead- 
ily to the teachings, practices and customs of 
the Apostolic Church. Where the Roman 
Church agrees with Holy Scripture and Aposto- 
lic practice, our Church resembles it; but where 
the Roman Church departs from these, there 
our Church differs from it. 


Does your Church hold any of the errors of the 
Roman Catholic Church? 


Not one of them. We reject as unscriptural 
and un-Apostolic the Romish doctrines of Papal 
Infallibility, the Supremacy of the Pope, Tran- 
substantiation, and the Immaculate Conception 
of the Virgin. We reject also prayers to the 
Virgin and the Saints, compulsory confession, 
indulgences and several other beliefs and prac- 
tices. None of these were in the Apostolic or 
Primitive Church. 


Is not the Episcopal Church narrow and exclusive? 
No; for it recognizes all baptized persons as 
members. It welcomes all on the simple scrip- 
tural conditions of repentance, belief in the ar- 
ticles of the Christian faith as contained in the 
Apostles’ Creed, and the spirit of obedience to 
God’s law. It permits freedom of opinion in 
non-essentials. 


Will an Episcopal clergyman minister to others out- 
side his own flock? 


A clergyman of the Episcopal Church is at the 
service of all the world for any service that a 
minister of God may perform. He will esteem 
it a privilege to be called wherever his services 
are needed or desired. 
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Does the Episcopal Church care for the poor? 
It has always, been the Church of the common 
people, as its Book of Common Prayer is for 
the use of all. In the great cities it leads in 
work among the poor. In our large cities wc 
have more "Down-Town Churches"—churches 
which are maintained for the use of the poor— 
than any other non-Roman body of Christians. 


Do you believe in revivals? | 
The Church has kept for 1,500 years two revival 
seasons; a month before Christmas, called the 
Advent Season, and six weeks in the spring, 
called Lent. These and other seasons of spe- 
cial services called Parochial Missions, are kept 
expressly to revive and strengthen holy living 
and to spread the Kingdom of our Lord. We 
do not approve of sensational or emotional 
methods. 


Do you believe in conversion? 

Yes, for all who have turned away from God 
since childhood's innocency. It is constantly 
presented. It is a continuous process, going on 
through the years until we are "transformed 
unto His likeness.” But we emphasize the con- 
tinued identity of the Church's Faith, Ministry 
and Sacraments with what Christ originally 
revealed and established. 


What special claim do you make for the Episcopal 
Church? й 

That it has come down from the Apostles with 
the same spiritual life and authority, and that 
in its doctrines, government and usages it holds 
more closely to the Church of the early cen- 
turies than does any other body: maintaining 
as it does the Apostolic Doctrine in its simplic- 
ity and fullness; without the additions of the 
Roman Catholic on the one hand, and without 
the subtractions of sundry Protestant bodies on 
the other. 


Is not your Church specially for the wealthy and 
aristocratic? 

The Episcopal Church welcomes every one to 
her fold and treats every soul alike. King and 
beggar are baptized by the same service, con- 
firmed in the same way, bow at the same Holy 
Communion rail, are married by the same serv- 
ice and at burial the same sacred words are 
said over their remains. Every cultured person 
is naturally attracted by the charm and beauty 
of her services. 


Why do you baptize infants? 

Because the Saviour received them and bade 
them to be received. The New Testament 
clearly implies their Baptism. The early Church 
universally practiced it. The whole Church for 
over 1,500 years baptized children. Today more 
than 97 per cent. of the Christians of the world 
believe in and practice Infant Baptism. 


Is Confirmation “joining the Church”? 
No. Confirmation is not joining the Church, 
nor making a profession of religion. We may 
join a Woman’s Club, an Odd Fellows’ Lodge, 
or a debating society, but we do not join a fam- 
ily or household, which God’s Church is. We 
are born or adopted into a family; grafted into

hat is meant by “Apostolic Succession”? 

It simply means this: That the Apostles’ office 
did not die with the last of the Twelve Apos- 
tles; but was carried on by the laying on of 
hands, so that the Apostolate should never 
Cease in the Church. Our Bishops are the di- 
rect successors of the Apostles. The Bible says 
that upon the death of Judas the Apostles elect- 
ed Matthias to take his “ministry and Apostle- 
ship,” setting an example which the Church has 
followed ever since. 

Hardly! Our Lord gave a form and from 
Apostles’ time on, for more than 1,500 ye 
every Christian in the world used forms 


you interested in Sunday Schools? 
We originated the Sunday School, and the 
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world owes to the Church called Episcopal that 
powerful agency. We have always emphasized 
Christian education and nurture and are called 
distinctively “the teaching Church.” 


Does the Episcopal Church work for missions? 


Always and forcefully. Her Missionary Maga- 
zine stands today at the head of Missionary 
periodicals for interest. The Episcopal Church 
has the largest Missionary Society in the world 
—The Church Missionary Society in London, 
The Students’ Volunteer Missionary: Movement 
originated in the Episcopal Church. The Church 
also gave to the world the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, with all its wonderful power 
for good. 


Why do Episcopalians very rarely join other relig- 
ious bodies? 

Because the Church supplies to a soul all it 
needs, and all that any religious body can give. 
The ministry of clergy of Apostolic Ordination, 
a beautiful Liturgy the product of the piety of 
the ages; properly administered Sacraments, a 
sincere and high type of piety, faithful and well 
organized Christian work a body in which every 
soul is encouraged to be its best and do its best; 
what more can anyone want? What more can 
any other religious body supply? 


Beside the helpful Works already mentioned, what 
else has the Episcopal Church done? 


The Episcopal Church was the first to build a 
College, first to found a Public Library, first to 
send Missionaries to Japan and to Africa, first 
to work for the negro, first to plan Church 
Unity, first to organize a Temperance Society 
in any way inclusive. It started the White 
Cross Movement for Purity, made the first As- 
sociation to help working men, founded the first 
Orphans’ home, made the first Organized Char- 
ity, established the first Public School. 


Do not forget— 


That more than two-thirds of the framers of 
the Constitution of the United States were 
Episcopalians, and that two-thirds of those who 
signed the Declaration of Independence were 
also Episcopalians; so also were all the Chief 
Justices but two; and that the Church stands 
now as it did then for worship, culture, piety, 
reverence and faithful service. 

John Fiske says, “There were five great men 
who made this nation. They were Washington, 
Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison and Marshall." 
All five were sons of the Episcopal Church.

phere above. Then flowers will wilt and the 
season of infinite color will pass away. All 
this will be a loss. And at the same time, it 
will be a gain. But only as one can look out 
upon it with the light of the Autumn aglow in 
his soul can he reconcile himself, because he 
looks on this anew each year as a new oppor- 
tunity for work. : 


How strangely identical are some things 
through the ages, in sharp contrast to the 
frequent change and the constant mutation of 
the seasons of our passing years, the few 
brief stages of one little life-time. How abid- 
ing are some traits of human nature since mam 
first began to lament and to aspire, to look 
backward with regret and to reach forward 
with new resolution. Recall the lament of 
Jeremiah, thirty centuries ago, and reflect 
upon its aptness for so many in this year of 
grace: “The harvest is past, the Summer is 
ended and we are not saved.” It is this text, 
more than any other, that rings in the ears 
of those who annually take up the old task 
anew of making God’s appeal to human be- 
ings. 

Beginning of Services. 

The churches of the city, all with one ac- 
cord, start this month to go through the high 
tide of the year. Church attendance is the 
largest and most representative in the church- 
going period of "seasons"— which begins with 
the first of October and practically ends with 
the last of May. The various organizations 
connected with churches will do their most 
active work; new plans and projects will 
bring together those connected with various 
tasks. These divers activities were once ex- 
tended equally throughout the year. А half 
century ago, even in Philadelphia, practically 
no one was away in the Summer except for 
a few days or weeks; whereas to-day a great 
host of families are away from three to four 
months, and in the case of all, church life suf- 
fers in consequence. 
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Nothing Should Interfere. 

With this approaching period: of religious 
activity therefore, grown briefer as it is, 
nothing should be allowed to interfere. Those 
who do not take up church attendance now 
and interest themselves in it, who do not make 
their attendance regular, their personal ef- 
forts effective and their gift of self large and 
constant, will gradually lose their touch with 
the church and cease to have the value from 
it that they should. 

Were the manifold work of religious insti- 
tutions removed from a great city, a vast and 
powerful stream of good influence would be 
dried up and its source and origin would disap- 
pear. The moral training of the community 
would receive a deadly blow. The sense of 
spiritual things would weaken and all sym- 
pathetic interest would die for lack of syste- 
matic use and training. The horizon and out- 
look of life would narrow and grow dim. Life 
would grow dull and earth-bound, as the per- 
sonal consciousness of the far past and of the 
distant future, was destroyed. 

The Congregation's Part. 

But these mighty and elevating influences 
can never be maintained, in any religion or 
in any communion, by minister and meeting 
house, by priest and church, rabbi and syna- 
gogue alone. They call for individual effort. 
They demand personal interest. They require 
the due discharge of the church and religious 
activities of every order by the members of 
the congregations. Let these cease, and all 
for which the churches stand would disap- 
pear. 

Church-going thus becomes, not a general, 
but a personal duty. And there is scarcely a 
person, whatever his work or belief, but has 
at some point, directly or indirectly, himself, 
herself, family or children, a duty to meet in 
fostering the activities associated with religious 
bodies now about to become active for Winter 
months. While the pastors are rejoicing, up- 
on home returning, in the opening of their 
churches, or the resumption of full activities 
jf their churches have not been actually closed, 
the congregations must likewise give eager 
jnterest to the matter of reunion after a period 
of separation. The membership of the 
churches should make it a point to be present 
in the fullest possible numbers—because there 
js a swing and a movement imparted to a 
church through the presence of large con- 
gregations upon the resumption of regular 
worship that can be given in no other way.

Sunday School Open. 


The quarantine established in the city by 
the Board of Health late in August, due to 
Infantile Paralysis, made it seem advisable to 
close formally the summer's work with Labor 
Day. This was two weeks earlier than last 
year; but it seemed the part of wisdom not to 
permit the grouping of the children together, 
even though the place were far in the country 
instead of indoors as in School or Sunday 
School. This has made it impossible also, 
during September, to open the Sunday School. 
But these sessions will be resumed on the 
first Sunday in October. The Girls’ Club be- 
gan their Monday Evening Meetings for the 
year last week, and on Thursday evening of 
this week to come, that is, on October 5th, 
there will be the first of the Monthly Parties 
in the Parish House. ‘lhe entire schedule of 
services in Church is being resumed today al- 
so, both the Early Communion at 8.00 A. M., 
and the 4.00 o'clock Afternoon Service as 
well as the Sunday School at 10.00 o'clock and 
the regular Morning Service at 11.00 o'clock. 
Only two things, therefore, now remain— 
which may or may not seem of importance: 
first, for the people to reassemble in such num- 
bers as will form a congregation of a credi- 
table size; and, secondly, that the preacher 
shall find something worth while to preach: 
about. 

Illness of Choirmaster. 


The congregation will be sorry to know of 
the misfortune that has overtaken Mr. Rob- 
inson, the Choirmaster. He was forced to 
undergo an operation for appendicitis in the 
early summer and has not yet entirely re- 
covered. In the meantime, the entire person- 
nel of the choir will deserve as much cr dit 
as thanks for the way they have kept up r 
work and for the degree of fidelity to y 
with which they are going on uninterrup: y 
in the rendering of the services. The ог 
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and congregation together will look forward 
to his speedy recovery and to his early re- 
turn. In the meanwhile, all extend our sym- 
pathy.

Girls' Club Exhibit. 


The following report is prepared from facts 
and figures compiled by the several Associates 
and Teachers, to be presented by the Rec- 
tor, to Members and their Visiting Friends, on 
the night of the Annual Exhibit of the Girls’ 
Club, May 22, 1916. 


The Rules of the Club are simple in the last 
degree; which is to say, there are попе. 
Rather, there is no code of rules, no consti- 
tution, no by-laws, nor anything else that is 
formal; the only test of continuing member- 
ship is good behavior and continuous com- 
pliance with the qualifications for admission. 


These latter, upon the contrary, are very 
clear and definite indeed. They are so definite 
that they all reduce in the end to one; no 
girl may belong to the Club who does not first 
of all belong to the Parish; which condition, 
in turn, it is possible to comply with in any 
one or all of three ways; by being.a Com- 
municant of the Church, a Member of the 
Sunday School or a Contributor through the 
Envelope System—any of these or, preferably 
and normally, all three at once. 


The Enrollment. 


The Club has enrolled this year 125 mem- 
bers. The Supper Club has about 50 mem- 
bers, these latter being girls who work in the 
center of the city and who live so many 
squares away that they cannot go home first 
from work and then return to the Club. The 
average attendance per week for this season 
of twenty-nine (29) weeks was: Members, 
65.5; members of Supper Club, 44.2; Asso- 
ciates, 10.2; Visitors, 2.1. 


The following notes are of special impor- 
tance. Every bit of sewing, embroidery, lace, 
dressmaking, etc., on exhibition has been done 
by the members of the Club during the past 
year, Miss Clothilde Ancker being in charge. 


Special note must be made of the Credence 
Cloth, which is to be given to the Altar So- 
ciety as a memorial to three of the Club Mem- 
bers, late deceased. The Cloth was em- 
broidered and made by Carrie Maharg. The 
lace and linen were presented for the purpose 
by Miss Reyer.

The Rt. Rev. William Lawrence, LL.D., 
Bishop of Massachusetts, recently preached a 
sermon on the subject, “Our Distrust of 
Spiritual Forces,’ which deserves to be as 
widely read as earnestly perused. Said he, in 
speaking under three heads: 


“The first thing lamentable is our distrust 
of men,—of their finer spiritual yearnings. We 
are given to men’s clubs, boys’ clubs, to all 
sorts of societies which are elevating, helpful, 
social, unifying, and we take great satisfaction 
that the Church is doing that work, But is 
there not being borne in upon us as clergy- 
men of the Church of God a sense of dissatis- 
faction that there is no greater harvest of deep 
spiritual life than that which now seems to 
come from those instrumentalities ? 


“We have, for instance, a men's club, one 
hundred and fifty men, and they come to meet- 
ing and suppers; but we do not get many of 
them to Church. I am afraid that quite a pro- 
portion of them are not spiritually minded; I 
doubt if they are prayerful; I question whether 
they have really fine spiritual ideals. 


“But is it not the fact that we are too dis- 
trustful of the finer and the spiritual ambi- 
tions of men. Do we strike them at a high 
point of view? Do we let them see personally 
that we desire to reach into the inner secret 
of their hearts to help?. The wife dies and the 
unreligious man mourns and yearns for the 
conviction of a future life and a reunited life. 
We take the commonplaces of sympathy, and 
let him go his way without doing our part to 
try and lift him up to the higher realms of 
spiritual life in the experience through which 
he passes. 


"Are we trustful enough to the higher 
spiritual ambitions of those men? Do we have 
the burden on our souls that we must not only 
get those men to the club supper, but that we 
must come into such personal contact with 
them,—and it takes courage,—that we may 
lift them into a spiritual atmosphere? І be- 
lieve we need to turn our thought and in- 
genuity, not away from the club but more in- 
telligently towards the consideration of how 
we can reach into the inner hearts and the 
secrets of men's finer ambition, and go to them

with the confidence that they are not satisfied, 
any more than we are, with the present con- 
dition, and that we should trust them that 
they are seeking for higher things. 


“Another limitation is our distrust of spirit- 


ual forces. We are building our libraries and 
colleges. We are erecting our great buildings, 


and we are overwhelmed with the mechanism 


of the ministry and the Church life and of the 
educational system. Even our missionary or- 
ganization is so intricate that we may almost 
hear the rattling of the machine above the 
singing of hymns. We give ourselves to the 
vpbuilding of the material structure. This is 
all well, if in due proportion; but may it not 
be possible that in the upbuilding of the ma- 


terial fabric and of all the instrumentalities of 


our Christian civilization, we fuse that indefi- 


nite, ineffable spirit, which is called in educa- | 


tion culture and which is called in religion the 
spirit of God? 


"Do we have confidence enough in spiritual 


forces? Is it not the fact that it is the con- 
secrated man, the man who has given himself 


wholly to God and to his fellow men, who is 


the power, and not the material fabric through 
which he works? Do we have confidence 
enough to be patient that the spirit which we 
throw into our work will have its influence in 
time, and not attempt to hurry? 
tience enough; patience enough to trust God 
that in due time His kingdom will come? As 
we work and as we pray for evidences of spir- 
itual life and growth, are we not sometimes 
distrustful of spiritual forces, and unready to 
wait until they work themselves out to a 
fuller development? 


“Thirdly, there is our distrust of God. He 
must go our way or we question whether God 
is. We do not feel that He is large enough in 
His charity, His pity and sympathy to deeply 
love those who are antagonistic to us in their 
traditions, sympathies and ways, and we call 
God to witness that we stand true, and that we 
fight His fight; and we are very timid lest God 
show himself to others in ways unknown to 
us, and that He approve of others of whom 
we disapprove. 


“There is a characteristic weakness here of 
our people. We do not dislike to think. We 
talk about what suits us, or what we like; we 
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do not think out our position. What does our 
religion mean to us? What is it worth to 
others? What ought our worship to express? 
We must take trouble over such points, even 
at the risk of doubts and difficulties. Other- 
wise we are running the risk of having our 
people exposed to queer teachings because they 
E. never understood the Gospel, and our 
simple, deep magnificent Creed. 


“Distrust of the finer elements in men, dis- 
trust of spiritual forces, distrust of God,— 
these are limitations of sin which I believe 
touch each one of us. Here we are in this 
peaceful country, and we say that over in 
Europe there are wars, cruelties, terrors, sins. 
But what made this war? Men made it, with, 
among others, the same three limitations of 
which I have just spoken, and if the same con- 
ditions came to us, and we hold the same con- 
ception of life that without repentance we are 
whole, the question comes why, like them, we 
may not fall back on our material forces? 


“This distrust of the finer elements in the 
characters of others which breeds suspicion 
and race prejudice, unless it is frankly met, 
will lead us into the same condition. There is 
rising a movement whereby this country may 
‘be led to distrust Japan, and Japan be led to 
distrust us, and if that movement and preju- 
dice increase through an artificial patriotism, 
“who knows the result? 


“So we have these three limitations which 
under other conditions might bring thousands 
ef people into the condition of Europe today. 
We are ministers in God’s Church. What can 
We say to ourselves of the work that we have 
in hand, the work of these next years, which 
are fraught with such mysterious change? I 
believe that we as members of Christ's Church, 
may look forward to the future with con- 
fidence, that with the help of God we are mov- 
ing in the right path towards the bringing in 
of a better way. In the first place by the em- 
phasis of the fundamental truth of the Chris- 
tian faith, the Incarnation, whereby the indi- 
vidual man is shown to be sacrificed and a 


child of God. 


"Now I believe that the Church is to a good 
degree to blame because we do not show forth

Speak to tbe Sexton. 
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With October begins each year the season of renting pews and sittings. 
or if you have friends who do. don't take it for granted or say that you “have heard" that 
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to the world such a spirit of fine sacrifice and 
noble courage, such abandonment of ourselves 
in the cause of Christ, that we may give to the 
Christian faith the glamour that belongs to 
the militant nation. We have it now and 
again in the industrial world where men and 
their families are ready to die of starvation 
in behalf of what they believe to be the cause 
of their brethren; and that touches the 
romance of those people as it has a right to. 
There are now and again heroisms of peace. 
Perhaps peace may never give a romantic 
glamour as war can; but with the education of 
the people I believe that the time will come 
when the motive for the finer and quieter and 
more serene heroism will be appreciated as 
much as is the historic and the romantic now. 


“It is for us to show something that is 
heroic, fine and sacrificial, and we rejoice in 
the sending forth of the youth in the cause of 
industrial peace and good will, as the parents 
in the countries of Europe rejoice in sending 
forth their boys to the slaughter of the bat- 
tle. We need in these days of peace some- 
thing finer, more sacrificial, purer than the 
days of peace have ever before seen, and to 
the Christian Church the world looks for such 
a spirit, and to the Christian Church the world 
has a right to look, and from the Christian 
Church the world has a right to demand an 
example of spiritual sacrifice and of love equal 
and superior to anything that martial life has 
ever shown. 


“The Church, the Christian Church, stands 
for the Christian ideal. She may become in- 
volved, and we as Christian citizens may be- 
come involved now and again through pres- 
sure, inconsistencies, and in compromises, but 
if we become so involved, let us, and let the 
Christian Church, ever keep our heads above 
the clouds and the dust, and sustain our finest 
and highest ideals. The Church stands for 
the Christmas, song of Peace on Earth, and 
peace on earth not through artificial compro- 
mise, not under the dominant heel of a con- 
queror, not even through commercial dis- 
armament, but it stands for peace on earth 
through good will of man for man, nation for 
nation, brother for brother. Trust men, trust 
the spiritual forces, trust God."

It was a dream. Perhaps the minister had 
been reading the story of Solomon's dream, 
when God asked him what he most wanted, 
promising to give whatever he might ask. So 
in this dream the messenger offered to do for 
the parish the one thing most desired. What 
should the request be? Should the minister ask 
that the gifts be doubled and the Church re. 
lieved of its present pressing financial anxiety ? 
But he knew that money by itself had never 
advanced the Kingdom of God. Gifts of 
money may be the expression of the noblest 
consecration, but money is surely not the 
chief thing, or the Master would have sought 
it There was something better than money 


for which to ask. 


Let the people be moved to render a larger 
service; until the parish as a whole became a 
loyal army of disciples eager to take part in 
the Master's work. Again in the dream the 
minister hesitated. Was this the thing most 
to be desired? It would be splendid, no doubt, 
and win the approbation of all. Yet—no, there 
was a greater gift than that. Before the truth 
can be taught it must be known. The service, 
if it is to count for anything, must bring men 
to God; and how could they lead others to 
the truth if they themselves did not know? 


Should he ask them that the people be fill- 
ed with the knowledge of God; that they seek 
diligently until they found it; that they turn 
to God's Word convinced that there alone 
could the way of life be discovered? In the 
dream he remembered the prevailing indif- 
ference to the Bible; how little it was studied ; 
how many had "fallen" because they were 
ignorant of God's warnings, his promises and 
commands. Could anything be more 1m- 
portant than the knowledge of God? Ves, 
there must be a still better gift, for was it not 
written that the devils knew and trembled, 
but did not obey? 


Then the decision was made. Let these 
gifts be withheld, if need be, but let God give 
to each of his people the heart ofa child. Had 
not Christ set a child in the midst and warned 
the disciples that except they became as lit- 
tle children they could not hope to enter His 
Kingdom? Let them have the child's eager- 
ness to learn, his quickness to respond, his 
sincerity of purpose, his unfeigned love. Then 
would they come to God's house as in child- 
hood days they sought their. homes; then 
would their service be filled with the child's

THE PARISH HELPER 


Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer." 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 


reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 


that without like great cause and necessity they 


procure not their children to be baptized at home 


in their houses but in the church." 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 


notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 


fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish.” 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
“Gn trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 


arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. : 


The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand.

Rector's Letter 


Especially to strangers, transient residents in the city, and visitors in church ШШЕ ' 


There was written recently for one of the 
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an one to worship. The difficulty lies too 
deep. The essential thing is to interest him in 
God. Sometimes this is brought about by a 
sudden calamity, like the death of a loved one, 
when the thoughts of God and eternity can- 
not be escaped. Or it may come through a 
gradual realization of the worthlessness of any 
form of life without God. The fault is as often 
due to bad training in youth; for every child 
has a natural interest in God which it is the 
parents’ chief duty and precious privilege to 
develop. 


Attitude Toward Church. 


Let us understand then what our attitude to- 
wards the church means. There may be ex- 
ceptional cases where one, sincerely interest- 
ed in the progress of the Kingdom of God 
among men, is irregular in the worship of 
God. Such a man is at best living under a 
tremendous handicap. He must be endowed 
with exceptional strength or his spiritual life 
will collapse. Even if he succeeds in maintain- 
ing his own spiritual integrity, his influence 
over others is against God; for it is against 
the church with whose fortunes Christ identi- 
fied his own. I beg you therefore to consider 
what it means to go and not to go to church. 
The too prevalent readiness to stay away for 
some trivial reason is evidence of a lack of 
interest in God and a willingness to trifle with 
His work. Those who love God will not fai“ 
to worship Him. Nor will the worship be will- 
ingly omitted for even a single Sunday.

what to do about these services. 
than willing—I am glad and anxious—to con- 
tinue this observance, if enough people want 


it even apparently to justify it. It does seem 
mere pretense and make-believe, however, to 
go on holding the clergy down to a definite en- 
gagement at a given hour of a day, asking 
committees of the Altar Society, who are often 
otherwise busy in many ways, to come to the 
Church to make preparation and then, week 
after week, have maybe one or two (seldom, 
more than three or four) people come.

Of course, we never have a celebration for 
one person. We never have it for any number 
of persons, for that matter, if none communi- 
cate; and this, not out of consideration alone 
of mere practicability or common sense, but 
because a rubric itself provides against it. I 
do not mean that the attendance is always so 
small as that; but I do mean that, for several 
years past, a whole winter through, it has been 
so small as to make a continuance of this per- 
formance almost farcical. I do not want to 
urge the congregation beyond their wishes in 
this matter. On the other hand, I certainly do 
not want to deprive anybody of any privilege. 
I merely wish that I might know what their 
wishes are. I am perfectly willing to comply 
either way. But I am not willing to conduct 
any service at any hour of any day for mere 
observance of the Calendar. That is a concep- 
tion of church worship with which you have 
no sympathy. It is a form of Churchmanship 
with which I am unfamiliar. Do any consider- 
able number of people really want these ser- 
vices? Shall I continue them? Or do you 
wish me to stop them? 


Afternoon Sunday School. 

We were able to resume last Sunday the lit- 
tle afternoon Sunday School Class, known 
familiarly as the Primary A. This date was 
subject to postponement for a long time on 
account of the infantile paralysis quarantine. 
We are now ready for the winter's work, how- 
ever. Many more children might be accom- 
modated; all will be welcomed. Several 
changes have been made at the outset of a new 
year which it is hoped will be in the interest 
of those for whom in particular the Class is 


conducted. I mean the very youngest chil- 
dren, anywhere from three or four years of age 
upward. The purpose has been to eliminate 
as largely as possible the older children; to in- 
sist on their attendance at the morning hour 
in the Intermediate Department instead. Be- 
cause this age has thus been lowered and the 
number of younger children rather than older 
ones increased, I have engaged a profession- 
ally trained kindergarten teacher to take 
charge of this work. We have also changed 
the meeting place from the large room of the 
parish house to the parlor instead, where 
kindergarten chairs and tables have been pro- 
vided. An equipment has been purchased also 
of pictures, maps, blackboard, crayons and 
many other things accessory. It is hoped that 
none will feel that their children are too young 
and certainly that they will not consider it too 
much trouble to see that they are brought, in 
the afternoon, at half past two, for the hour's 
session of this slightly reorganized Primary 
Department. ` 


A New Assistant. 


The Reverend Gabriel Farrell, Jr., formerly 
curate in Calvary Church, Pittsburgh, has ac- 
cepted an invitation to become our new Assist- 
ant. He begins his duties formally the first of 
November. I bespeak for him a kindly recep- 
tion and a gracious welcome on the part of all 
those with whom his work shall bring him in 
contact. I have explained to him that he will 
find no very clearly defined task awaiting him 
nor any cut and dried method by which he 
need feel called upon to proceed; that the 
value of his service will depend just upon what 
he himself can put into it and that the place 
he will fill will be largely that of his own mak- 
ing. I have told him—as indeed I have told 
all former assistants—that his chief function 
is not to assist the rector to do his particular 
Work, but to seek out and make for himself 
work which shall be particularly his own. 
This I know is difficult to do. Such I know is 
not the average curate's conception of his 
office. Which is one of many reasons why so 
many fail here as they do elsewhere to be of 
use. I have explained to him that all our peo- 
ple are good people; that all our workers are 
willing workers and that, in any work he nfay 
be competent to outline, they will be willing 
to co-operate. I know the need for such a 
Man—even better than he does. If he is that 
man, Т have assured him that, if he will do his 
ork diligently, even in secret, I will reward 
him openly.

Flower, Fruit and Ice Mission. 
The following paragraph, clipped from a 


daily press one day this past month, is worthy 
"The Philadelphia Fruit 
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and Flower Mission, using the Parish House 
of the Church of St. Luke and the Epiphany, 
has brought its season's work to a close. This 
Society does an interesting and extensive work. 
Flowers and fruit and vegetables were sent by 
patrons living in the country last summer in 
such quantity that 13,652 bunches of flowers in 
all were made up by the local committee and 
distributed to hospitals and institutions as well 
as to sick and shut-in individuals. The com- 
mittee report the extent to which ice has been 
a means of comfort to the poor, being distrib- 
uted free through the heated season. More 
than 300 persons were served daily, for a 
period of 22 weeks, with a five-cent piece each. 
'The amount of money contributed for this 
purpose was $1345.89. The officers of the So- 
ciety are: Mrs. William M. Sharpe, presi- 
dent; Miss Mary B. Jackson, secretary."

The Steps of the Master.

Be 
it but to help a child with its lessons; to hold 
an infant so that it will not cry; to give a 
weak one an arm to lean on, a struggling one 
a hand to hold to, or a fighting one a cheer to 
inspire. Be it but to pick a stone out of some- 
body’s path; to remove by self-denial the 
temptation that will lead another to fall; be it 
but to go two steps with him who asks us to 
go one; to spend yourself for those whose 
company you gain little from; to instil a little

Both por- 
tions were written for publication in news col- 
umns and upon an editorial page the while the 
General Convention was in session. The two 
halves woven together I commend to your 
perusal.

The forty-fourth General Convention of the 
Episcopal Church is in session in St. Louis, 
where 104 bishops and 605 deputies, clerical 
and lay, assembled on October 11. While 
their deliberations continue, as is customary, 
for a space of three weeks, many persons far 
outside the bounds of this communion are 
watching with interest the questions raised. 
They are awaiting the conclusions to be drawn 
and asking what new problems will be solved 
or old ones shelved. 


For, while this congress marks only tri- 
ennially an epoch in the church life of one re- 
ligious body, matters of more than diminu- 
tive church-polity dimensions are weighed in 
the scale of that popular appraisal. Although 
the total number of Episcopalians in the 
United States is only about a million—and this 
Church stands therefore only about in seventh 
place adown the column of Protestant denom- 
inations—it has always exercised an influence 
upon forms of faith and modes of worship out 
of all proportion to its size. There are three 
reasons for this, each one of which—although 
they have been in the past elements of 
strength and marks of excellence may easily 
become the means of schism and cause of dis- 
ruption. 


The first is its admirable liturgy. But just 
because this is so admirable, some are wont to 
magnify its use beyond fair relative impor- 
tance. The result is a line of cleavage between 
High Church and Low Church. The second 
is its breadth of toleration. It has long been 
the glory of the Episcopal Church that it was 
charitable enough to include within its mem- 
bership, even among its clergy, the utmost 


extremes of orthodoxy and of newer, тоге 


progressive thought. This has recently been 
stretched unfortunately almost to the break- 


ing point. The third is its unique attitude to- 


ward the World, or toward what the Quakers 
used to call “The World’s People.” Real tol- 
erance is good. Wide charity in matters of 
practice as well as of faith is excellent. But 
liberty becomes license, if mere laxity in ideals 
becomes the price of that latitude. 


Of “parties” in this Church there are three. 
“High Churchmen” are those with the highest 
relative regard for the Church as a divine in- 
stitution. In this group are they who attach 
highest importance to ecclesiastical functions, 
wear ornate vestments and emphasize the 
eucharistic service; in short, all those whose 
practice and whose theory align them most 
closely with the ‘Roman Catholic Church. 
“Low Chürchmen," on the other hand, are 
those who place a lower estimate upon the 
sanctity of ecclesiastical organization as such, 
admitting that there are in the world other 
vessels wherein the Grace of God may be con- 
tained. The members of this group, clergy 
and people alike, feel themselves more in sym- 
pathy with the Protestant bodies. The term 
"Broad Churchmen" is one not so easy to de- 
fine, because it has no such direct opposite for 
comparison. Sometimes this breadth has to 
do with learning, sometimes with wideness of 
sympathy and sometimes with outlook on 
problems of life. Such outlook is good, pro- 
vided it does not narrow the very people who 
do the looking. But there is no form of intol- 
erance worse than that which is intolerant of 
very intolerance itself, 


These distinctions forecast fairly well each 
year three points of view from which all prob- 
lems are approached. Foremost among all 
subjects of discussion this year are Prayer 
Book Revision, the Canon on Marriage and 
Divorce, the Commission on Proportionate 
Representation and such echoes as there are 
of the controversy in the Board of Missions 
recently over the Panama Conference. A list 
of proposed changes to the Book of Common 
Prayer has been submitted. From one party 
comes the express desire not to touch the 
sacred instrument. Another group ‘shows 
eagerness for the enrichment of the liturgy 
and for increase of flexibility. While, thirdly, 
there are those whose interest is chiefly in 
the rubrics. These would change the word 
“shall,” wherever it occurs, to “may,” thus 
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making fewer acts mandatory. Some of these 
changes, minor ones, are being made; but most 
will wait indefinitely. 


+ is needful and proper that much of the 
time of such a convention should be occupied 
with routine business. Readjustments of ad- 
ministrative machinery are necessary, and this 
is not to be deemed as time wasted. One of 
the most important of these is the matter of 
Proportionate Representation. At present the 
General Convention is comprised of two 
houses: the House of Bishops and the House 
of Deputies. All Bishops—and that of four 
kinds—one Bishop from each Diocese, one 
Missionary Bishop from each District, to- 
gether with Suffragan Bishops and Coadjutor 
Bishops, where there are such, comprise the 
Upper House. This corresponds roughly with 
the Senate. In the House of Deputies—also 
about as vaguely corresponding to the national 
House of Representatives—there are both cler- 
ical and lay delegates. But the point of dis- 
parity in the illustration is that there is the 
same number, four of each, from every dio- 
cese, regardless of its size. Thus New York, 
with 412 clergy and 94,665 communicants, has 
only the same voice and vote as West Texas, 
for example, with only 28 clergy and fewer 
than 4ooo communicants. This form of “тер- 
resentation" is at best misrepresentative. At 
the worst, it is un-American. 


But, after all, an organization is only a, 
means to an end. The end in this case is to 
win the World to the Church. The World is 
ready and willing to hear what the Church 
has to say. Indeed, it is more than willing: 
it is impatient. It seems almost ready to turn 
away in despair. Moreover, it is ready to hear 
the Church only when she speaks upon mat- 
ters which come within her legitimate sphere. 
The World does not want the Church’s opin- 
ion upon political matters, nor upon economic 
or social questions. This has been tried, with 
worse than no result. These provinces have 
been taken over by the State. This is why 
“Social Service Commissions” and such de- 
vices have been so barren of results. 


There are really only two great fundamen- 
tal questions for the Church in general to ask: 
First, What actually is her message? Sec- 
ondly, To whom shall she address this mes- 
sage? Considering the latter first, it is futile 
to answer, “Her message is to all the world.” 
This is one of those generalities which are 
meaningless until they are resolved into par- 
ticulars. What people in the world and what 


/ 
/ 


kind of people in this part of the world does 
the "Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States" expect and intend to appealto 
during the next three and the following years? 
'There are two classes of people in particular 
whom members of this Church have need at 
this time to consider. First are the members 
of the other Churches that surround them. 
These turn to her, in increasing numbers now- 
adays, not for “Faith,” but for "Order." Sec- 
ondly, there is that great and growing multi- 
tude of good men who hold themselves aloof 
from all churches. Time was when the prob- 
lem was how to reach and win evil men; now 
it is how to hold the good ones. If this be 
kept in mind, it will save the Episcopal Church 
in particular from some mischievous acts of 
petty party legislation, and it will help her to 
seize an opportunity which just now seems to 
be hers in a high degree. 


In dealing with the first class, questions of 
Doctrine are of prime importance. But these 
are of far more concern to them than to her. 
Their churches are built up around Doctrines, 
while the Episcopal Church rests upon Order. 
On this point they are sensitive. If she can 
make it clear in her appeal to them that no 
dogma of theirs is denounced, and that no 
new doctrine of hers is imposed, she may 
count upon a friendly hearing, but not other- 
wise. The Episcopal Church, therefore, is 
faced with this question: How far is she will- 
ing to revise her Statements of Doctrines, cut- 
ting out obsolete ones and relegating to their 
proper place those Theories of Order which 
she has elevated to the dignity of dogmas? 
Until something like this is done, openly and 
frankly, and by formal action of General Con- 
vention, this Church will appeal in vain to her 
next-door neighbors. 


In the second category, however, there are 
even more to whom this Church ought to 
speak. Twenty years ago John Burroughs 
wrote: "The religious skeptics of today are a 
very large class, larger than ever before, and 
they are among the most helpful, intelligent, 
patriotic, upright and wisely conservative of 
our fellow-men. Probably four-fifths of all lit- 
erary men are such; a large proportion of jour- 
nalists and editors; half the lawyers; more 
than half the doctors; a large percentage of 
the teachers; a larger percentage of the busi- 
ness men; almost all the scientific men." In 
this was true then, it is still more true now. 
Nor must the term "skeptics" in this connec- 
tion have any evil connotation. These persons 
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are what they are here called in the sense that 
they doubt many things which they think the 
Church calls upon them to believe. Can the 
Church speak to them so plainly and directly 
as to convince them that they have largely 
misunderstood her? The answer is, she can- 
not—while she retains in her formularies 
things which she herself only makes believe to 
believe. For these men stand upon a high 
level of truth and righteousness. 


To both these classes the Episcopal Church 
must speak honestly, if at all. Mere “Mission- 
ary Zeal” will not avail. “Laymen’s Forward 
Movements,” Nation-Wide Preaching Mis- 
sions,” “St. Andrew’s Brotherhoods” and all 
such make-shift compromises will touch the 
persons above mentioned no more in the fu- 
ture than they have in the past. The appeal 
must be carried by the Church's Clergy. It 
must be spoken from the Church's pulpits. 
There must be a clear and coherent message 
which has the Church's imprimatur upon it. 
The supreme duty of the General Convention 
is to frame and issue such a message. God 
knows, the task is no easy one. But even man 
knows that when party interest, or blind con- 
servatism, or cross-eyed radicalism, or easy- 
going custom are present, it cannot be done 
at all. Which is the reason these ought all to 
be eliminated. Not until this is done abso- 


Tutely, can judgment begin again at the House 
of God. 


We Must Work. 


“There is another habit that is not so prev- 
alent as formerly—the habit of work. Those 
who made the American nation what it is to- 
day worked long and hard. The spirit of hard ` 
work now seems to be lacking, and we hear 
constantly that eight hours or less work a day 
is all that a strong, healthy man should do. 
Where would the United States now be if our 
forefathers had been content with eight hours’ 
work a day? Where will the United States be 
in the race for future commercial supremacy 
among the nations if this spirit continues? 
We have ships to build, railroads to develop, 
‘an army and navy to be manned, and count- 
less tasks to perform. Every patriotic man 
should give the best that is in him, not the 
least, if we are to avoid serious difficulties at 
home and abroad. Howard Elliott.

Standing Notices. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or 
leaving it, should comply with the following 
canon: 


“A communicant removing from one parish 
to another shall procure from the rector of the 
parish of his last residence, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the wardens, a certificate, or 
letter of transfer.” 


Concerning Baptism, the rubric says: 


“The Minister of every parish shall often ad- 
monish the people that they defer not the bap- 
tism of their children unless upon a great and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them, 
that without like great cause and necessity they 
procure not their children to be baptized at home 
in their houses but in the church.” 


Baptism will be administered at any time; but 
notice must be given in advance. 


Attention is called to the rubric before the of- 
fice for the visitation of the sick, which reads: 


“When any person is sick, notice shall be given 
thereof to the Minister of the parish.” 


On such notice being given, the clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit those who are 
“in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity,” and to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to such as, by reason of sickness or other 
infirmity, are prevented from coming to the 
church. 


The Clergy should always be consulted before 
arrangements are made for baptisms, marriages 
or funerals at which they are expected to offi- 
ciate. 


_ The Clergy can be seen after any church serv- 
ice, by those who desire to consult them or at 
any hour of any day at the Parish House by any- 
body on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice 
of changes of residence. 


Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and ad- 
dresses to the Clergy. Applications for pews or 
sittings should be made to the Verger, who can 
be seen before or after any service at the Church 
or on any week day at the Parish House.

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My dear Friends: 

I spoke last month of three events which this 
Pamisu HELPER also appears in time to announce 
once more in advance: the Girls’ Club Sale of 
Christmas articles on Monday afternoon and 
evening, December 4th; the Exchange or Rum- 
mage Sale of the Mother’s Meeting on Wednes- 
day evening, December 6th and the continuation 
of the Girls’ Club Sale on the following Monday 
afternoon and evening, December 11th. Five 
hundred post-cards have already gone out an- 
nouncing this undertaking. It is hoped that pat- 
ronage will be large on the part of those who 
will want to bring that measure of encourage- 
ment to these new undertakings, 

Christmas Festivities. 

I realize that this letter appears so'long in ad- 
vance of Christmas that it is futile to begin mak- 
ing announcements now in the hope that dates 
and all details would be remembered ; but I want 
to emphasize several facts of importance with re- 
gard to the Holiday Week's observance by 
schools and societies and groups throughout the 
Parish House. 

First, because the date falls this year on a 
Sunday, it will not be possible to have—in the 
same form as for the past three years—our big 
composite Annual New Years Eve Party. 
Something else will have to take its place and on 
a different date. So please have this fact clear 
in advance and avoid making other engagements 


Secondly, because there will be no New Year's 
Eve Party, and because, on the other hand, there 
will have been, on that Sunday afternoon, the 
Repetition Christmas Carol Service absorbing all 
attention and assembling the same people, I fear 
for the success of any attempt to have a mid- 
night Watch Night Service so soon following. 
There will, therefore, not be any Watch Night 
Service this year. Please make careful note of 
that fact also. 


Thirdly, that Wednesday afternoon and even- 
ing, December 27th, will be the notable date this 
year in the Holiday Calendar. Please keep atten- 
tion fixed on this. You may expect reiteration, 
but this notice of a fixed date is for the purposes 
of warning against making engagements; rather 
it is to ask you to avoid making other engage- 
ments for that time. The plan we hope to carry 
out is this: ‘ 


Rector’s Letter = 
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To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


On that afternoon, say from two until six 
o'clock there will be the Children's Christmas 
Party. Perhaps a couple of hundred children 
and their mothers in all will assemble. These will 
comprise the Sunday Afternoon Class of Kin- 
dergarten Age, the Intermediate Department of 
the Morning School, The Lincoln Institute Boys, 
together with all the children of the Sunday 
School from the Epiphany Chapel This party 
will be in the big Sunday School room down- 
Stairs. 

On that same Wednesday evening, beginning 
at seven o'clock, provision will be made for the 
annual Christmas Turkey Supper of the Mother's 
Meeting. The tables for this are to be set this 
year in the Dorcas Society room and the adjoin- 
ing room upstairs. The feast is to be followed 
by a Christmas Play which members of their 
own group are already rehearsing. This will 
continue until perhaps well past nine o'clock. 

Downstairs, by that hour, will have begun the 
Young People's Party. There will be a Christ- 
mas tree, with entertainment features and with 
refreshments, the whole culminating in a dance 
which—inasmuch as it comes only once in the 
year and inasmuch as the New Year's Eve Party 
is precluded—we will break our usual rule and 
continue until midnight. Methinks that some of 
us will make a day (and a night) of it on this 
day aforesaid. However, “Christmas comes but 
once a year, and, when it comes, it brings good 
cheers : 

Need for Announcement. 

Now, previous experience has led me to fear 
that one announcement will not make all this 
clear. Therefore, let me repeat and re-state it 
again. We have formerly had this Party on New 
Year’s Eve. This year it will not be on that even- 
ing. We have, for several years, had monthly 
parties and dances in the Parish House on Thurs- 
day evenings. This one will not be on Thursday. 
It will be on Wednesday evening. 

The Christmas Carol Service this year will be 
the one at four o’clock on the Sunday afternoon 
before Christmas, which is to say, on Christmas 
Eve. On the next Sunday afternoon at the 
same hour, there will be—as has been custom- 
ary—a Repetition Carol Service. Both these are 
referred to in their proper place on the page of 
the Monthly Musical Program. More detailed 
lists of these carols will be printed later. 


Attendance at Church. 

The weather this past month has been disas- 
trous to church attendance. I begin to fear that 
the Weather Bureau will eventually break up the 
practice of church-going. There has come to be 
—so it would seem—two kinds of days on which 
people cannot come to church: one is when the 
weather is too bad; the other is when it is too 
good. Reasons under the former head have long 
been given. Needless to say, they are, of course, 
more often excuses. But in recent years, and 
especially in this city, the talk has become posi- 
tively tiresome of people who protest how they 
would "just love to have been in church" if. it 
were not that well, if it had not been that they 
were somewhere else. 


It was such a beautiful day that they went 
somewhere. Nobody seems to care, just so it is 
some place. And I am sure nobody knows why, 
except for the vacuous talk about fresh air— 
whatever and wherever that may be. In all seri- 
ousness, things have come to a grievous pass in 
any parish if people have not time to say their 
prayers. And that church has a task to face, in- 
deed, wherein the people's bodies are at compe- 
tition with their souls. I recall the incident re- 
corded of the English Vicar who, when reading 
in the English Prayer Book the Collect for Sea- 
sonable Weather, proved to be short-sighted and 
implored: “O Lord, send us some sensible 
weather." 
3 Objects for Offerings. 

Séveral offerings this week current and 
throughout the month to come are of unusual im- 
portance. Objects, dates and purposes appear in 
print, in their familiar column in the PARISH 
HELPER. I wish I might avoid speaking of them. 
And yet perhaps I would be remiss in duty if I 
did not speak some words of exhortation. When 
we passed the date of the Dorcas Society Offer- 
ing back on November sth, it was by no means 
ample for the needs that are so pressing in the 
doing of this work which is so laudable. T am 
still in hopes that some of those who forgot will 
yet make their dalayed contributions. The same 
was true, lamentably true, of last Sunday's An- 
nual Offering for the Woman's Auxiliary. 


I am not familiar with this form of speech. I 
really do not know how to frame statements that 
can be at once convincing and congratulatory. In 
these two specific matters, the people are not to 
be congratulated: those offerings were distress- 
ingly small. On the other hand, I must not go on 
speaking about them. The reason is that now the 
time has come when I must begin at once to 
speak of two others of importance that come on 
so suddenly in turn these two weeks now upon 
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us, that of Thanksgiving Day, for the Episcopal 
Hospital, and that on December roth, for the 
Christmas Bounty Fund. 1 


I have tried my best to keep, in all these ob- 
jects, the established dates traditional for years 
past in this congregation. I have tried, by every 
means I know, to place before the people for re- 
minders printed cards of the whole calendar of 
contributions. Some one must be failing in some 
effort. Is it my fault? Or, is it these Funds’ 
misfortune that they fall this year, or any year, 
below their normal figures. I am at a loss this 
year the more to understand this since few peo- 
ple can plead poverty, since times are good and 
people prosperous. І declare I do not like to talk 
of money. I protest there ought not to be need 
regarding things that are so well established. 

Primary B Class. 

There is a matter that should possibly have 
been spoken of earlier in the season; it ought now, 
at all events, to be brought to the attention of all 
those interested. I mean to say the Primary B. 
Sunday School Class has been organized again 
and is meeting regularly, on Sunday mornings, at 
ten o’clock, at the home of Mrs. Casper Wister, 
1802 Pine Street. She will be glad to know the 
names of any other parents with children resi- 
dent in the neighborhood; that is, of such chil- 
dren as do not and can not come to the morning 
Sunday School at the Church who will be made 
welcome in this Class and whose parents might 
well seize this opportunity to have their children 
taught in a most interesting little class which has 
well justified its existence and has demonstrated 
both the method and subject-matter of its teach- 


ing.

The drag of ordinary standards is always 
down, whenever a man tries to live his best 
life. We are tempted to think that "the voice 
of the people is the voice of God." Is that 
true? Which would win in a popular vote 
Wagner or ragtime? Shakespeare or vaude- 
ville? George Eliot or sensational fiction? 
The finest ideals of character or the mediocre? 
The world is not yet saved, and it always pulls 
down on the best in us. Any man who is 
going to achieve worthy character must have 
the power and courage to stand out against 
debasing, vulgar standards. Think of the 
truth of this in regard to the habits of your 
circle, moving pictures, popular fiction and flip- 
pancy about religion. 
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As this season passes, this observance of what 
is our most distinctively national festival, our 
most distinctly national holiday—I mean, of 
course, Thanksgiving Day—my mind turns, and 
by retrospection, to some thoughts and feelings I 
have had this summer past upon a journey clear 
athwart the distance of that nation's territory. I 
was impressed, on that journey, as І have been 
upon others similar, by two facts as conspicuous 
as contradictory. 


Millions of people, this summer as last, were 
making transcontinental journeys in lieu of jour- 
neys formerly transoceanic. This is working out 
à cure for something that has long been the curse 
of this country, that is to say, for narrow provin- 
cialism. But there is much more work of this 
kind yet to do. What this country needs more 
than anything else—and needs worse just at pres- 
ent than it ever did before—is such cohesion as 
can be brought about only by mutual understand- 
ing, and that in turn by mutual acquaintance, be- 
tween its diverse and far separated sections. We 
are not as yet a nation. There are The United 
States, but there is not yet A United States. We 
are a congeries of peoples, but we are not yet a 
people. е 


Nor is this divergence racial alone, as has been 
supposed. It is geographical and economic. It is 
social, as it was once thought to be religious. It is 
lateral, not longitudinal, as once it was. There used 
to be a line of demarcation between north and 
south; now the meridians of prejudice run more 
like the chalk-line of a football gridiron, quite the 
other way across. The European war, by stop- 
ping foreign travel, gave the impetus to this new 
kind of travel that can do so much to rub these 
lines away. But it has brought us problems also, 
in the solving of which we shall need nothing else 
so much as the eradication of those very lines. 
We have need, and that right suddenly, to find 

"ourselves. 


And one other error needs correction. This 
prejudice, this provincialism, is not most in evi- 
dence among the ignorant and unsophisticated ; it 
has been worst in the upper strata of American 
society. Among these, it has been worse in the 
East than in the West- and for a reason. West- 
erners have been more cosmopolitan, at least they 


‘have been more cosmopolite, than Easterners. 


Whereas relatively few people in the East have 


"known the West by seeing it, most Western people

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know both West and East by having seen both 
certainly. They have been overland both ways. 
This is in part because so many of them have 
been born East; it is more because of their in- 
born delight in travel and their innate disregard. 
for distance. 


But that stay-at-home, self-satisfied, smug 
self-complacent Easterner! He—and as often 
she—is a national menace. Out West, wherever 
there is a like provincial narrowness, it is because 
a second generation has grown up, prosperous be- 
cause isolated, kings in theiꝝ own right, who know 
not Joseph. I have met them both. As a type 
of the former, I recall the remark of a lady in 
New York before I set out on this journey: 
“What on earth do you see in those Western 
cities? Are they not all alike, street cars and 
cafeterias and that sort of thing?" She reminds 
me of the yawning blasé globe trotter in Switzer- 
land, when his wife wished to go onward 
from Lucerne or Interlaken: “Aw, I suppose we 
might as well be there as here; a lot of scenery 
and that sort of thing.” 


Upon the other hand, as type of something 
menacing to us who ought to know it in the East, 
here speaks a man in Denver, and in all frank 
honesty : “What do we care about ‘preparedness 2 
Why, the whole German fleet might bombard 
New York, and levy as large a ransom as they 
pleased. They could not reach us out here in the 
West. We don’t care how high your Singer 
Building is—or whether it is at all for that mat- 
tensa 


That woman in New York would buy books 
for her library with the chief thought of having 
the colors of the bindings match the woodwork 
and the furnishings. She would not mean to read 
them; therefore why care what was in them? 
This man’s reasoning in Denver is like that of the 
traveler at sea who, when he was warned that the 
boat was sinking and advised to get up and put 
on a life preserver, turned the other way in bed 
and grumbled : “Go away, I don’t own the boat.” 


Are those conditions, of which these two types 
are true epitomes, the one more than the other, 
healthy in a country where Democracy as a form 
cf government is—whether by the arts of war or 
peace—confessedly to be on trial in this next de- 
cade as it has never been, time or place otherwise 
or other where? But what shall change them?

Travel, in some measure, is improving them, but 
something else is needed. Already a few maga- 
zines that have a nation-wide circulation prove 
how far the printed word can carry and how 
much all types must have in common to read the 
same fiction in all sections for example. But be- 
neath this lies need for something that can pre- 
sent policies and press a propaganda. 


There is no such at present existent. The rail- 
roads come nearest to it; the churches fall far- 
thest short of it. The first have nation-wide prob- 
lems and have learned the value of campaigns in 
solving them ; but their problems are commercial 
and financial only. The second, the churches, 
are so uncertain of their message and so quarrel- 
ing and conflicting in their way of speaking it, 
that their voice has no ring and the place of its 
sounding has no resonance. 


Upon this summer's journey of five days 
across the continent—and, since this was but one 
of five similar round trips in as many years, I 
had opportunity for observation—I feel keenly 
this whole lamentable lack. I have been across 
all longitudes and—since these journeys have 
been by all the main railway lines—I have been 
athwart all latitudes of the Republic. I have been 
impressed by two things in particular, as hinted 
at the outset, by the possibility of uniformity, as 
illustrated in the way familiar things accost one 
on all hands; but secondly, the absence of united 
effort at what goes toward a whole united peo- 
ple’s uplift, the unification of their enthusiasm or 
the correlation of their best endeavors toward 
anything approaching Nationalism. The first 
fact is illustrated in trade journals, trade-marks, 
advertisements, in accessories to comfort and in 
means of entertainment. But it stops on the hard 
.—or soft—outer surface. It does not go deeper 
than the people’s pleasures. At most, it goes only 
to the depth of their prosperity. 

Of a certain type of topics of discussion like- 


wise, conversation may be said to be national, but 
.hese topics have to do with news and not with 
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subjects suitable for editorials. The distinction is 
familiar to all readers as well as all writers. I 
heard the Jersey sharks discussed in Seattle and. 
heard cowboys in Wyoming discoursing on in- 
fantile paralysis. But the people up there have 
no interest in Mexico and not once in a week in 
California did I even hear the European war ad- 
verted to. The truth is, people west of the Mis- 
souri are not “patriotic.” Not one man in ten 
thousand wants a standing army, nor would he 
enlist after appropriation for one had been made. 
If this is so, is not the whole discussion of what 
size that army ought to be purely academic? 


There are, I say, many identities. One is 
amazed at the ubiquity of certain types of auto- 
mobiles; he notes the universal presence of a 
well-known chain of five and ten-cent stores; he 
reads illustrated magazines in Fargo, North Da- 
kota, or in Butte, Montana, the same day they 
appear on the news stands in Camden or Hobo- 
ken ; I have heard the latest ragtime and observed 
the newest dances in Reno and Walla Walla; I 
attended Mary Pickford movies in the Arizona 
desert and heard Harry Lauder records in the 
mining camps of Tonopah; you can buy familiar 
collars, candies and smoking tobacco, shoot the 
chutes or curl your hair electrically, buy the same 
perambulators, patent medicines and dancing 
pumps in all the farthest corners of this largest 
land. 


And everybody’s doing it. Why cannot they 
preach and practice uniformly, think collectively 
and act conjointly? The important fact is, they 
do not. In our merchandise and in our pleasures, 
in our work and in our play, we have amazing 
unity ; but, in the larger things in life, in the best 
things the nation needs, we are tied together only 
with a rope of sand. Put on the pressure. We will 
find that we are but a congeries of peoples; we 
are not a people. Some things we need that we 
do not have; we need ideals and we need enthu- 
siasms. We need a concerted aim and we need, 
in the seeing of it, clearer vision. In short, we 
need one thing most of all—we need religion. 
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The Stamped Return Envelope. 

A recent publication by a university professor 
who sent out a questionnaire has this sentence: 
“Fifty persons made no reply to the letter, al- 
though a stamped and addressed envelope was en- 
closed.” 


The implication is that anyone can command 
the attention of any one in the world by enclos- 
ing “а stamped and addressed envelope." This 
implies that for three cents at the most any one 
can hold up any one else. 


Is there any sense or justice in this? If the 
receiver is interested he can reply and will be 
glad to reply, but if not is there any reason why 
he should take the time to say that he does not 
care to reply? Probably forty-nine of the fifty if 
they had replied that they did not care to reply 
would have felt called upon to explain why they 
did not care to reply, which would have taken 
time or mental energy; and forty-nine times out 
of fifty, judging by our experience; the questioner 
would have written. to show how entirely wrong 
they were in not caring to reply. 


We recently had this experience: We received 
“a stamped, addressed envelope” with a long re- 
quest. It did not interest us. We paid no atten- 
tion to it. In due time we received a “personal” 
letter saying that such a “stamped, addressed en- 
velope" had been sent us and a sharp request that 
we explain why we had not used the “stamped ad- 
dressed envelope,” and another was enclosed. 
It was from a man for whom we have high re- 
spect and so we replied, giving adequate reasons, 
we thought, why we were not interested. This 
led to a long reply from him, trying to show us 
why we should not take the view we did. 


This is only an extreme case of which we have 
had hundreds. No one is under any obligation to 
pay any attention to anything simply because 
there is “a stamped, addressed envelope.” Every 
letter with any sort of a question should have a 
printed slip saying: “If not interested give this 
no attention." Likewise any communication 
"signed" by a rubber-stamp signature ought to go 
straightway, not only into the waste basket, but 
from there directly into the fire.

A Christmas Ballad. 

[This ballad, written probably in the middle or 
later years of the sixteenth century, was found 
by Mrs. Mabel C. de Vona in an old house on the 
edge of the Yorkshire wilds, written on the fly- 
leaf of an early edition of the first prayer-book of 
King Edward VI, published in 1549.
